Genebal  Summaby. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  school  inspectors  have  supplied  my  depart- 
ment with  statistics,  which,  although  not  perfectly  exact,  owing  to  the 
attitude  of  certain  superior  educational  establishments  which  persistently 
refuse  to  give  these  oflB.cers  the  information  they  require,  still  show  that 
Public  Instruction,  in  our  Province,  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Several  of  the  inspectors,  who  are  alive  to  the  importance  of  their  work, 
perform  their  duties  very  intelligently  and  endeavour  to  render  their  work 
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as  eflfective  as  possible  in  the  districts  under  their  supervision,  and  amongst 
them  I  may  mention  : — 

Mr.  Miller,  who,  not  only  notifies  the  secretary-treasurers,  commissioners 
and  trustees,  of  the  date  at  which  he  will  make  his  inspection,  but  also 
sends  them  suggestions  of  great  practical  utility  which  cannot  fail  to  have 
a  good  effect ; 

Messrs.  Hubbard  and  Stenson,  who  have  drawn  up,  the  former  in 
English  and  the  latter  in  French,  a  school  journal,  which  is  very  well 
arranged  and  should  be  adopted  in  all  the  schools. 

Messrs.  Lippens  and  Demers,  following  the  example  of  His  Lordship 
the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi,  have  prepared  time-tables  for  schools,  which 
I  intend  to  submit  for  the  approval  of  the  Eoman  Catholic  Committee  of  the 
CoancU  of  Public  Instruction  at  its  next  meeting.  In  the  yearly  reports 
which  they  have  sent  me,  some  of  the  inspectors  have  called  my  attention 
to  certain  matters,  which  should  be  taken  into  serious  consideration,  both 
by  the  G-overnment  and  by  the  two  Committees  of  Council  of  Public 
Instruction. 

Colonial  Exhibition  in  London. 

The  short  time  allowed  me  to  prepare  for  our  school  exhibit  at  London 
prevented  its  being  as  complete  as  I  could  have  wished.  However,  compe- 
tent persons  who  saw  it,  are  all  of  opinion  that  it  made  up,  by  the  practical 
character  which  distinguished  it,  for  whatever  it  may  have  lacked  in  other 
respects. 

If  we  consider  that  it  was  only  at  the  end  of  October  that  circulars  • 
were  sent  round  to  our  schools  and  superior  educational  establishments, 
while  most  of  the  other  provinces,  especially  Ontario,  had  already  almost 
completed  their  organization  ;  if  we  consider  also  that  a  good  many  of  our 
principal  educational  establishments,  for  reasons  which  I  will  not  inquire 
into,  but  which  are  probably  due  to  the  shortness  of  the  time  given  them  for 
participating  in  this  great  competition  of  labour  and  intelligence,  completely 
abstained  from  taking  part  in  it ;  if  we  consider  further  the  material  diffi- 
culties which  I  had  to  overcome  in  organizing  this  exhibit,  as  notwithstand- 
ing the  efforts  of  the  Canadian  High  Commissioner  and  Mr.  Fabre,  our 
»gent  in  Paris,  I  could  only  obtain  a  very  limited,  inconvenient  and  badly 
lighted  space,  adjoining  the  room  in  which  were  situated  the  furnaces  for 
driving  the  machinery,  from  which  it  was  separated  only  by  a  thin  partition 
of  badly-joined  boards,  through  which  came  coal-dust,  which  prevented  us 
from  keeping  our  exhibit  in  good  order,  it  is  a  matter  of  surprise  that,  with 
^1  these  disadvantages,  we  were  able  to  do  so  well. 


Thanks  to  the  catalogue  which  I  had  printed  in  both  languages,  and 
which  was  widely  distributed  and  offered  to  all  visitors  of  any  importance, 
who  expressed  a  wish  to  see  it,  our  school  system,  the  working  of  whcih 
I  could  easily  explain  by  means  of  the  blank  forms  used  by  Ihe  department, 
was  considered  one  of  the  best  in  existence ;  and  the  work  of  our  pupils, 
which  figured  at  the  exhibition,  showed  that  the  practical  application  of 
the  system,  wherever  it  was  intelligently  carried  out,  produced  results 
corresponding  with  the  perfection  of  our  school  organization. 

The  school  exhibition  at  London,  was  not  a  competition,  properly 
speaking.  No  prizes  were  awarded ;  only  a  commemorative  medal  and 
diploma  were  given  to  each  school  of  the  provinces  of  the  British  Colonies 
which  took  part  in  it. 

Government  Grant. 

In  addition  to  the  reasons  which  I  mentioned  in  my  report  for  last  year, 
in  support  of  an  application  for  the  increase  of  the  grant  v  oted  by  the 
Legislature  for  the  maintenance  of  common  schools,  the  necessity  for  which 
is  becoming*  more  and  more  evident,  I  may  add  that,  owing  to  their  poverty, 
some  municipalities  in  the  recently  settled  parts  of  the  country,  being 
unable  to  pay  suitable  salaries  to  qualified  teachers,  are  obliged  to  engage 
young  non-certificated  teachers  who,  in  most  cases,  have  no  professional 
knowledge. 

At  present  there  are  in  this  province  about  seven  hundred  schools^ 
taught  by  female  teachers  who  are  much  too  young  and  inexperienced,  and 
^who  possess  none  of  the  qualities  required  for  teaching. 

I  need  say  nothing  more  to  convince  you  how  such  a  state  of  things, 
which  is  becoming  worse  and  worse,  is  pregnant  with  alarming  consequen* 
ces  for  the  future,  and  how  seriously  it  affects  the  efficiency  of  our  school 
system. 

I  would,  therefore,  ask  that  the  grant  voted  for  the  support  of  coni- 
mon  schools,  which  is  now  $160,000,  be  increased  to  $200,000,  which  would 
be  a  little  less  than  14|  cents,  per  head  of  our  population,  instead  of  about 
Hi  cents,  as  at  present. 

I  also  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  you  that  the  Roman  Catholic 
Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  has  twice  expressed  a  wish 
that  the  superior  education  Fund  be  increased  by  $20,000. 
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Teacheks'  Institutes. 

In  my  Tei)ort  for  last  year,  I  laid  great  stress  upon  the  importance  of 
teachers'  institutes  and  inspectors'  meetings,  and  in  doing  so,  I  only 
repeated  the  idea  frequently  expressed  by  Messrs.  Stenson,  Lippens  and 
other  in8i>ectors,  and  based  my  opinion  upon  the  results  obtained  by  Bey. 
Mr.  Rexford,  one  of  the  secretaries  of  my  department,  and  by  the  professors 
of  McGill  Normal  school  in  connection  with  the  Protestant  schools. 

With  my  sanction,  Mr.  Lippens  gave,  last  Autunm,  in  the  various  mu- 
nicipalities  of  his  district,  a  series  of  lectures  on  professional  training 
which,  judging  from  the  reports  sent  me,  at  my  request,  by  most  of  the 
priests  in  charge  of  the  parishes  where  they  were  given,  have  had  much 
more  satisfactory  results  than  could  have  been  expected  of  them. 

If  the  excellent  results  claimed  for  these  conferences  are  not  denied,  this 
means  of  difFdsing  professional  knowledge  might  be  adopted  in  all  the 
inspection  districts  of  the  province,  without  imposing  any  additional  bur- 
then on  the  Tre€isury. 

To  do  this,  all  that  would  be  required  would  be — in  lieu  of  the  inspec- 
tions at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  chief  object  of  which  is  to  give  the- 
teachers  the  advice  and  counsel  they  require,  in  order  to  teach  their  schools- 
properly — to  substitute  meetings  of  all  the  teachers  of  each  municipality 
at  which  they  would,  in  two  or  three  days,  obtain,  in  addition  to  the 
professional  knowledge  which  they  lack,  uniformity  in  their  methods  of 
teaching. 

Mr.  Lippens  sent  the  following  circular  before  he  made  his  inspections  i 

Sm:— 

"  During  the  months  of  September  and  October  next,  I  intend  calling 
together  the  teachers  in  each  municipality  of  my  district,  in  order  to  confer 
with  them  on  the  methods  of  teaching  and  the  manner  oi  keeping  their 
schools. 

"  I  will  thus  give  them  an  opportunity  of  acquiring  professional  know- 
ledge, and  of  working  for  their  own  advancement. 

"  I  may  add  that  I  am  not  going  to  make  them  undergo  an  examination. 
I  will  not  question  any  one ;  I  will  give  the  explanations  myself,  and  any 
person  can  ask  me  questions.    My  services  will  be  entirely  gratuitous. 

"  Young  i)eople  who  wish  to  become  teachers,  will  be  admitted  to  these- 
conferences. 

''  Parish  priests  and  school  commissionera  are  particularly  invited  ta 
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honour  them  with  their  presence,  and  I  rely  upon  their  assistance  to  secure 
the  success  of  my  project,  which  appears  to  meet  with  general  approval. 

"  These  conferences  will  extend  over  two  days  in  each  parish,  and 
there  will  be  two  meetings  each  day,  one  in  the  morning  and  the  other  in 
the  afternoon." 

"  The  place  and  date  of  these  meetings  will  be  communicated  to  the 
parties  interested  as  soon  as  my  arrangements  are  completed  ; 

"  The  secretary-treasurers  are  requested  to  communicate  this  letter  as 
well  as  my  list  of  api)ointments  which  will  be  sent  in  a  few  days  to  the 
teachers  in  their  respective  municipalities.

Inspectors'  Meetings. 

I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  benefit  which  we  would  derive 
in  the  general  management  of  our  schools,  from  inspectors'  meetings,  to 
which  I  have  already,  on  several  occasions,  called  your  attention. 

By  meeting  once  a  year,  the  school  inspectors  might  communicate  to 
each  other  and  discuss  together  their  respective  views  on  questions  within 
their  province,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  these  meetings  would  have  the 
effect  of  securing  unity  of  action  on  the  part  of  these  important  officers  of 
our  school  system,  which  would  amply  compensate  for  the  trifling  cost  they 
vrould  entail. 

Boards  of  Examiners. 

The  development  of  education  in  our  province  naturally  necessitates  a 
very  careful  selection  of  those  who  are  instructors  of  youth. 

The  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  con- 
sidering that  the  regulations  of  1862  amended  in  18t6,  for  Boards  of 
Examijiers  no  longer  had  the  desired  effect,  adopted,  at  its  sitting  of  the 
6th  of  October  last,  certain  others  which,  with  a  few  modifications,  might, 
I  think,  be  adopted  by  the  Eoman  Catholic  Committee,  to  whose  considera- 
tion I  propose  to  submit  it. 

The  new  regulations  read  as  follows : — 

JRegulations  for  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners.     (Approved  by  the 

Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  on  the  8th  November  last) 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public 
Instruction,  held  6th  October,  1886,  it  was  agreed  to  recommend ;  — 

"  That  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
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oonceming  the  establishment  and  jurisdiction  of  Boards  of  Examiners,  and 
for  the  examination  of  candidates  for  teachers'  diplomas,  passed  the  11th  of 
November,  1861,  and  11th  Fef>ruary,  1862,  and  approved  by  His  Excellency 
the  Grovernor-Greneral  in  Oonncil  on  the  18th  March,  1862,  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto,  be  rescinded,  so  far  as  Protestant  divisions  of  boards  of 
examiners  are  concerned,  and  the  following  regulations  substituted  in 
their  place,  to  come  into  force  at  the  July  Examination  188t  "  : — 

Rsa.  I. — Only  Protestant  divisions  5f  boards  of  Examiners  shall  have 
the  po^wer  to  grant  diplomas  valid  for  teaching  in  Protestant  schools. 

fiSG.  II. — The  diplomas  granted  by  Protestant  divisions  of  boards  of 
examiners  shall  be  of  three  grades,  viz : — Elementary,  Model  School  and 
Academy. 

Ri:o.  III. — ^The  Protestant  divisions  of  boards  of  examiners  of  Quebec^ 
Montreal  and  Sherbrooke  shall  retain  the  power  to  examine  candidates  for 
Elementary  Model  School  and  Academy  diplomas  ;  such  diplomas  being 
ralid  for  any  Protestant  school  of  the  same  grade  in  the  Province. 

IBLro,  TV, — ^The  remaining  Protestant  divisions  of  boards  uf  examiners 
ilready  organized,  or  which  may  be  organized  hereafter,  shall  have  power 
to  exajnine  candidates  for  Elementary  diplomas  only ;  such  diplomas  being 
valid  for  any  Protestant  elementary  school  in  the  Province. 

Bbg.  V. — ^There  shall  be  three  classes  of  Elementary  diplomas  and  two 
dassee  of  Model  School  and  Academy  diplomas.  Third  class  Elementary 
diplomas  shall  be  valid  for  one  year  only. 

Rsa.  VI. — All  Protestant  divisions  of  boards  of  examiners  shall  meet 
on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  of  July  each  year,  for  the  examination  of 
candidates  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Beg.  VII. — Each  candidate  shall  notify  the  secretary  of  the  Protestant 
division  of  the  Boards  of  examiners,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  meeting 
of  the  board,  of  his  intention  to  present  himself  for  examination. 

Reg.  VIIL — Each  candidate  shall  deposit  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Protestant  division  of  the  board,  before  his  examination ;  Jirsty  a  certificate 
of  good  moral  character,  signed  by  a  minister  of  the  congregation  to  which 
he  belongs,  and  by  at  least  two  school  commissioners  or  trustees  of  the 
locality  in  which  he  has  resided  for  the  six  months  previous  to  his  exam- 
ination ;  second,  an  extract  from  a  register  of  baptism,  or  other  sufficient 
proof,  that  he  was,  at  least,  eighteen  years  of  age  last  birthday. 

Reg.  IX. — Each  Protestant  division  of  the  boards  of  examiners  shall 
^Tuse  a  register  of  examinations  to  be  kept,  in  which  the  secretary  shall  enter 
the  names  of  all  candidates,  and  opposite  each  name  the  date  of  examination, 
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the  grade  of  diploma,  the  class  of  diploma,  and  the  name  of  the  ministeT 
43igning  the  certificate  of  moral  character.  The  secretary  shall  transmit  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date 

of  examination,  a  special  report  of  the  board  as  to  the|results  of  the  exam- 
ination, containing  the  names  of  the  candidates  recommended  for  diplomas, 
and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  prescribed  form  of 
report,  and  as  the  board  may  deem  it  expedient  to  give ;  such  reports  to  be 
signed  on  behalf  of  the  board  by  the  president  or  vice-president  and  the 
secretary. 

Beg.  X. — On  receipt  of  such  report,  the  Superintendent  shall  issue  to 
the  secretary  the  required  number  of  diplomas,  each  diploma  being  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  No  diploma  shall 
be  valid  without  said  seal  and  the  signatures  of  the  president  or  vice- 
president  and  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  exeminers. 

Seq.  XI. — Candidates  shall  be  ^examined  in  every  subject  by  printed 
examination  papers.  These  examination  papers  shall  be  prepared  by  a 
Central  Committee  appointed  by  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction. 

Eeq.  XIL— The  examination  papers  shall  be  sent  under  seal  to  the 
different  boards  of  examiners,  to  be  opened  by  them  on  the  days  and  hours 
fixed  for  examination,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  candidates.  Each  candi- 
date shall  write  his  answers  ^^on  the  paper  provided  for  him,  and  no  other 
paper  shall  be  used.  The  answers  shall  be  read  and  valued  by  the  members 
of  the  boards ;  the  number  of  marks  accorded  to  each  answer,  and  the  total 
number  of  marks  gained  by  a  candidate  in  each  subject,  shall  be  distinctly 
marked  upon  his  papers.  The  papers  of  each  candidate  examined,  thus 
marked,  shall  be  fastened  together  and  returned  by  the  secretary,  together 
with  the  report  required  by  Reg.  IX,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  who  shall  immediately  submit  the  same  to  the  Protestant 
Committee. 

Reo.  XIII. — At  each  meeting  of  the  Protestant  divisions  of  the  Boards 
of  Examiners,  the  rules  contained  in  Appendix  B  shall  be  strictly  observed 
in  conducting  the  examination.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  opening  the  examina- 
tion on  the  first  day,  after  the  candidates  are  seated,  and  before  the  examin- 
ation questions  are  distributed,  the  rules  in  Appendix  B  shall  be  read  aloud 
to  the  assembled  candidates  by  the  acting  chairman. 

Reg.  Xiy. — Candidates  for  the  three  grades  of  diplomas  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  examination  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Syllabus  of 
examination,  Appendix  A. 

Reo.  XV. — ^Two  days  and  a  half  shall  be  allowed  for  the  examination 
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for  &Q  Elementary  diploma,  three  days  for  a  Model  School  diploma,  and  four 
days  for  an  Academy  diploma. 

SsG.  XYI. — ^The  following  shall  be  the  order  and  the  subjects  of  the 
examination  for  the  three  grades  of  diplomas : —

Geometry ;  Algebra  ; 
Trigonometry. 

Beg.  XYII. — Candidates  for  Elementary  diplomas  must  take  at  least 
fifty  per  cent,  of  the  marks  in  Writinff,  Alrithmetic,  Geography,  Qrammar, 
and  the  Art  of  Teaching,  and  at  least  one-third  of  the  marks  in  each  of  the 
other  subjects.  Candidates  for  Model  School  diplomas  must  take  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  [marks  in  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar,  Art  of 
Teaching,  Geometry  and  Algebra,  and  one-third  of  the  marks  in  each  of  the 
other  subjects.    Candidates  for  Academy  diplomas  must  take  fifty  per  cent. 
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of  the  marks  in  each  of  the  aboYe-named  subjects  for  the  Model  School 
diploma,  and  in  Latin  and  G-reek,  and  one-third  of  the  marks  in  each  of  the 
other  subjects.  Two-thirds  of  the  marks  must  be  taken  by  all  candidates 
in  Eeading  and  Spelling. 

Eeo.  XVII. — Candidates  for  any  diplomas  who  obtain  two-thirds  of  the 
aggregate  marks,  shall  be  entitled  to  Second  Class  diplomas.  Candidates  for 
Elementary  diplomas  who  obtain  one-half  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  aggre- 
gate marks,  shall  be  entitled  to  Third  Class  Elementary  diplomas. 

Candidates  holding  (a)  Model  School  or  Elementary  diplomas,  granted 
by  boards  of  examiners  before  1st  January,  188*7,  or  (b)  Second  Class  Model 
School  or  Elementary  diplomas,  granted  under  these  regulations,  who  pre- 
sent to  the  Protestant  division  of  a  board  of  examiners  (a)  certificates  from 
a  School  Inspector  that  they  have  taught  successfully  for  five  years,  or  (b) 
certificates  that  they  have  taught  successfully  three  years  and  attended  three 
Annual  Teachers'  Institutes,  and  fulfilled  the  prescribed  requirements 
thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  First  Class  diplomas  of  the  grade  which 
they  hold. 

Eeg.  XIX. — Candidates  failing  in  three  or  more  subjects  of  any  exam- 
ination shall  lose  the  examination ;  but  candidates  who  fail  in  one  or  two 
subjects,  shall  be  allowed  a  supplemental  examination  in  those  subjects  on 
making  application  to  the  board  of  examiners  for  the  same  one  month 
before  the  examination.  The  supplemental  examination  shall  be  held  the 
second  Tuesday  in  September. 

Eeo.  XX. — Whenever  it  is  evident,  from  the  report  to  the  Superinten- 
dent, or  from  the  papers  of  the  candidates  submitted  to  the  Protestant 
Committee,  in  accordance  with  Beg.  XII,  or  for  other  reasons,  that  any 
Protestant  division  of  the  boards  of  examiners  has  not  conducted  any  par- 
ticular examination  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  these 
Regulations,  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
may  declare,  either,  first,  one  or  more  diplomas  granted  at  said  examination, 
or,  secondy  the  whole  proceedings  of  said  Protestant  division  of  the  board  of 
examiners  at  said  meeting,  null  and  void,  in  which  case,  the  Protestant 
division  of  the  board  of  examiners  and  the  candidates  who  received  diplomas, 
shall  be  notified  thereof  by  the  Superintendent. 

Reg.  XXI. — Each  candidate  for  an  Elementary  or  Model  School  diploma, 
presenting  himself  before  a  board  of  examiners,  shall  pay  to  the  secretary 
of  the  board,  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  and  for  an  Academy  diploma  three 
dollars.  Out  of  such  sum,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  the  board,, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar,  for  filling  up,  signing,  registering  and  delivering  each 
such  diploma,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  used  in  paying  the  expenses  of 
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the  examiners :  none  of  such  money  shall  be  returned  to  a  candidate  who 
has  been  unable  to  obtain  a  diploma,  but  at  the  next  meeting,  such  candi- 
date may  again  present  himself  without  extra  payment.  The  candidate  or 
candidates  taking  the  highest  number  of  marks,  and  a  first-class  elementary 
diploma,  shall  be  exempt  from  fees. 

Reg.  XXII. — ^The  secretary  of  each  Protestant  division  of  the  boards  of 
examiners  shall  forward  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  in  the 
month  of  July  each  year,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments connected  with  each  meeting  of  the  board  held  during  the  year. 

Rbg.  XXIII. — ^The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or  any  person 
delegated  by  him,  may  at  any  time  inspect  the  Register  and  all  documents 
of  each  division  of  the  boards  of  examiners. 

Teachers'  Pension  Fund. 

The  payment  of  pensions  to  teachers  of  both  sexes,  who  would  have 
complied  with  the  necessary  conditions  to  entitle  them  thereto  was  to  have 
begun  on  the  first  of  January  last :  but  the  additional  labours  necessitated 
by  the  examination  of  the  statement  of  services  sent  in,  under  the  Act  passed 
in  1880,  the  provisions  whereof  were  considerably  altered  by  that  passed 
last  session,  will  probably  compel  me  to  postpone  for  a  few  weeks  the  first 
payment  of  these  pensions. 

I  consider  that  the  pension  fund,  on  the  Ist  of  January  next,  (188^) 
should  amount  to  about  $115,000,  and  that  about  one  hundred  teachers 
will  be  allowed  to  benefit  by  it  at  that  date. 

School  Museum. 

This  museum,  which  was  commenced  in  1880,  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  St.  Cyr,  who  has  since  been  appointed  curator,  now  possesses  botanical, 
mineralogical,  conchological,  entomological  collections,  &c.,  which  comprise 
a  considerable  number  of  rare  and  curious  specimens.  These  collections 
consist  of : — 

1.  Over  four  hundred  specimens  of  the  minerals  and  vegetable  pro- 
ducts most  used  in  arts,  manufactures,  domestic  economy,  medicine,  &c. 

2.  Plaster  models  for  the  study  of  anatomy  and  animal  physiology,  and 
charts  for  the  study  of  botany  and  zoology. 

8.  Sundry  models  and  instruments  for  the  study  of  geometry,  physics, 
&c.,  and  a  collection  of  tests,  acids,  salts,  &c.,  for  experiments  in  chemistry, 
&c.,  &c. 

4.  A  herbarium  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  collected  by  Mr.  St  Cyr 
fi 
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himself,  a  catalogue  of  which  was  published  in  1886,  by  order  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly.  This  herbarium  contains  twelve  hundred  species  of  plants 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  over  three  hundred  specimens  from  the 
North-western  provinces  of  Canada  and  the  territories  of  the  United  States 
bordering  on  Canada. 

The  plants  composing  this  herbarium  have  been  named  and  classified 
according  to  Jussien's  natural  systam,  as  improved  by  Professor  Asa  Grey, 
of  Harvard  University.  There  are  three  thousand  five  hundred  specimens, 
including  duplicates.  The  herbarium  was  collected  at  the  cost  of  great 
hardships,  and  comparatively  heavy  expense  ;  from  the  district  of  Three 
Rivers  inclusively,  to  the  Island  of  Q-rand  Mecatina  and  the  Straits  of  Belle- 
Isle. 

5.  A  collection  of  minerals  found  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  con- 
taining many  specimens  of  iron  and  copper  ores,  lead,  gold,  &c.,  of  marble, 
building  stone,  apatite,  now  so  sought  after  by  farmers,  chrysolite  or  asbes- 
tos, serpentine,  talc  and  its  varieties,  &c.,  and  several  other  kinds  of  minerals. 
It  comprises  over  five  hundred  specimens,  on  each  of  which  we  find  its 
name  and  the  place  whence  it  comes.  This  collection  is  one  which  will 
give  a  very  good  idea  of  the  mineral  resources  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

6.  A  conchological  collection  comprising : — 1.  The  moUusca  found  in 
the  fresh  water  of  the  lakes  and  rivers  of  the  province,  and  the  salt  water 
of  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  2.  Land  mollusca.  3.  Fossil  moUusca  of  the 
quarternary  formation  4.  Fossil  mollusca,  crust  acea  and  zoophytes  of  the 
lower  Silurian  formation. 

These  various  collections  contain  over  five  hundred  specimens,  some  of 
which  are  of  great  scientific  value. 

*7.  Entomological  collections  which  are  of  great  importance,  in  connec- 
tion with  agriculture,  horticulture,  and  the  cultivation  of  fruit  and  orna- 
mental trees. 

8.  Finally,  a  collection  of  birds  and  birds'  eggs  from  the  Grulf  of  St. 
Lawrence,  &c.,  elephants'  tusks,  sharks'  teeth,  petrified  wood,  fish,  &c.,  &c., 
specimens  of  rare  minerals,  and  several  other  things  too  numerous  to 
mention. 

Unfortunately,  the  room  which  I  had  at  my  disposal  for  the  museum 
is  too  small  to  allow  of  a  suitable  placing  of  the  various  collections  which 
it  contains.  It  would,  however,  be  very  desirable  that  steps  be  taken  to 
provide  this  important  branch  of  my  department  with  better  accommo- 
dation.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  my  annual  report  on  the  state  of  Public 
Instruction  in  my  inspectorate  for  the  year  1885-86. 

My  district,  which  comprises  the  County  of  Rimouski  and  two  parishes 
in  that  of  Grasp6,  has  36  municipalities,  162  school  districts,  162  school- 
houses,  142  Roman  Catholic  primary  schools,  15  model  schools,  2  girls' 
academies,  and  two  Protestant  primary  schools,  without  counting  the 
diocesan  seminary  of  St.  G-ermain  de  Rimouski. 

The  schools  are  taught  by  189  female  teachers,  28  of  whom  are  nuns, 
And  161  lay  women.  They  have  6,239  pupils  with  an  average  attendance 
of  4,496. 

Of  the  161  laywomen,  there  were  42  who  taught  this  year  without 
certificates  ;  13  hold  certificates  from  the  Laval  Normal  School,  1  from  the 
McGrill  Normal  School,  and  105  hold  certificates  from  the  Roman  Catholic 
Boards  of  Examiners ;  85  for  primary  and  20  for  model  schools. 

Thus,  as  may  be  seen,  there  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  school 
statistics  in  my  district  since  last  year.  The  perpetual  stream  of  emigration 
from  Canada  to  the  United  States  is  the  cause  of  this. 

I  may  be  allowed  to  point  out  once  more  what  appears  to  me  to  be  the 
chief  obstacle  to  the  progress  of  popular  education  in  this  section  of  the 
country :  1.  The  pupils  are  not  sufficiently  regular  in  their  attendance  ; 
2.  They  are  not  sufficiently  provided  with  school  necessaries  ;  3.  The 
school-houses  and  furniture  are  sometimes  in  a  miserable  condition, 
although  there  has  been  improvement  in  this  respect  in  certain  places  ; 
4.  The  small  amount  of  the  salaries  discourages  capable  teachers  ;  5.  The 
frequent  change  of  teachers  ;     6.  Sufficient  care  is  not  taken  in  giving  the 


charge  of  the  schools  to  experienced  persons  with  sufficient  professional 
training. 

How  can  all  these  defects  be  remedied  ?  This  is  a  difficult  problem  to 
solve.  Time  and  the  active  and  persevering  co-operation  of  the  educated 
classes  will,  we  must  hope,  secure  the  prevalence  of  better  views  on  thi& 
important  subject. 

Nevertheless,  the  majority  of  the  model  and  primary  schools  in  my 
district  are  on  a  good  footing,  and  the  various  subjects  are  taught 
judiciously  and  intelligently. 

During  my  inspections  I  never  fail  to  lay  great  stress  upon  the  necessity 
of  the  teacher  being  understood  by  her  pupils;  of  not  overtaxing  the 
memory ;  of  not  relying  too  much  upon  learning  by  rote,  but  rather  of 
appealing  to  their  intellect  and  reason  in  everything  they  are  taught. 

Some  municipalities  experience  great  difficulties  from  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view.  I  am  even  afraid,  this  year,  that  I  will  find  several  schools 
closed,  owing  to  the  corporations  being  unable  to  meet  their  engagements. 

The  secretary-treasurers,  as  far  as  possible,  regularly  collect  the  school 
rates,  and  pay  the  teachers  at  the  proper  time. 

My  grand  statistical  table  and  my  inspection  bulletins,  which  I  have 
had  the  honour  to  send  you  recently,  show  clearly  the  state  of  education  in 
my  extensive  district.

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  my  report  for  the  year  1885-86. 

I  cannot  say  that  everything  in  my  inspectorate  is  beyond  reproach, 
but  I  may  say  that  everything  works  sufficiently  well,  and,  on  the  whole, 
I  am  really  satisfied.  All  the  officers,  teachers,  commissioners  and  secretaries 
have,  as  a  rule,  faithfully  performed  their  duties ;  all  cheerfully  follow  the 
advice  I  give  them. 

The  school-houses  have  been  greatly  improved  in  several  places, 
especially  at  Ste.  Julie  de  Somerset ;  it  was  also  in  this  municipality  that 
the  most  trees  were  planted  in  the  school  grounds.  Somerset  and  Ste. 
Anastasie  also  deserve  praise  in  this  respect. 

I  have  succeeded  in  getting  a  general  and  uniform  method  adopted  in 
all  my  schools.  At  present,  everything  is  in  order  and  every  class  is  well 
organized.  Consequently,  in  my  grand  tables,  you  will  find  the  same 
number  of  pupils  in  nearly  every  branch.  The  result  of  this  system  is  that 
the  pupils  imiprove  rapidly.  I  could  give  the  names  of  over  a  hundred 
children  between  6  and  8  years,  who  are  surprisingly  familiar,  for  their  age, 
with  G-ranmiar,  Sacred  History  and  G-eography.  I  have  exercise-books  pre- 
pared which  are  used  exclusively  for  each  one  of  the  branches. 

I  had  the  honour  of  sending  you  some  of  these  exercise-books  for  the 
London  Exhibition,  where, 'from  all  reports,  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  of  our  Province  has  made  a  good  showing. 

There  is  some  talk  of  having  teachers'  conventions,  for  the  purpose  of 
teaching  them  pedagogy.  In  my  humble  opinion,  I  do  not  think  that  the 
result  would  compensate  for  the  expense  which  the  system  would  entail. 
Every  inspector  in  his  own  district  practically  does,  or  should,  give  this 
instruction  in  each  of  his  schools.  By  this  means  he  finds  out  the  local 
defects  and  at  once  applies  the  remedy.  This  gives  the  inspector  a  great 
deal  of  fatiguing  work,  but  it  saves  a  considerable  sum  for  the  Government 
and  the  teachers. 

In  my  district,  I  do  not  see  any  necessity  for  such  conferences,  as  ninety 
per  cent,  of  my  teachers  teach  very  well,  and  the  remainder  teach  perfectly. 

In  my  inspectorate,  thare  are  22  municipalities,  divided  into  126 
districts. 


The  total  number  of  children  between  6  and  16  is  6,280.  Of  thi& 
number  4,Y56  attend  school,  that  is  8  out  of  4.  This  is  very  satisfactory, 
in  view  of  the  scarcity  of  hands  for  field  labour, 

There  are  118  schools,  attended  by  4,018  pupils ;  1,998  boys,  and  2,016 
girls.    The  average  is  3,099  pupils. 

There  are  18  model  schools,  attended  by  546  pupils,  of  whom  292  are- 
boys,  and  254  girls. 

In  the  three  convents  there  are  196  pupils.  In  this  number  I  include 
only  those  in  the  superior  course,  for  there  are  a  great  many  more  in  the- 
elementary  course.  These  three  excellent  institutions  maintain  their  repu- 
tation and  turn  out  good  scholars. 

There  Ls  only  one  independent  school,  supported  by  Honorable  Mr.  Joly. 
This  year  it  was  attended  by  only  82  pupils. 

The  total  number  of  Institutions  of  all  kinds  is  184 ;  three  more  than 
last  year.  They  are  attended  by  2,288  boys,  and  2,468  girls.  The  average  i& 
8,Y30. 

There  are  1,*I^*1  learning  the  alphabet :  last  year  there  were  1,961 ; 
reading  fluently,  2,99*7,  168  more  than  last  year  ;  reading  with  expression,. 
2,9*79  the  same  increase.  The  book  called  "  Devoir  du  Chretien  "  is  used  in  all 
the  schools.  Learning  to  write,  1,777.  Pupils  who  write  well,  2,979^ 
increase  168.  These  two  numbers  represent  the  total  of  the  pupils,  thereby 
showing  that  all  write.  2,988  learn  object  lessons ;  last  year  there  were 
about  the  same  number. 

In  Drawing  there  are  2,853,  an  increase  of  355  over  last  year. 

G-rammar  is  taught  to  2,985  pupils  ;  last  year  there  were  2,788  ; 
increase,  197.  I  notice  this  year  again  that  by  using  the  grammar  as  a 
reader,  we  have  obtained  this  very  satisfetctory  result. 

Catechism  is  taught  to  all  the  pupils  without  exception,  but  it  is  taught 
with  discretion.  Not  very  long  ago,  nearly  all  the  other  branches  were 
excluded  for  this  one.  At  present  everything  is  taught  concurrently,  and 
religious  instruction  does  not  suffer  by  it. 

There  are  1,682  pupils  in  Composition ;  last  year  there  were  1,515, 
increase,  167. 

"With  reference  to  Q-eography,  I  may  say  that  all  the  pupils  who  study 
it  learn,  at  the  same  time,  Sacred  History,  and  the  History  of  Canada. 
Whenever  the  name  of  a  town  or  of  a  country  is  mentioned  in  class,  one  of 
the  pupils  points  out  on  the  map,  the  situation  of  that  town  or  country. 
These  three  branches  are  taught  to  all  the  pupils  at  the  same  time.  I  have 
found  a  great  many  young  children  who  were  able  to  point  out  most  of 


the  principal  cities  in  Europe  and  Asia,  and  know  very  well  those   in 
America. 

In  these  three  branches,  Q-eography,  Sacred  History,  and  History  of 
Canada,  there  are  2,978  pupils ;  last  year  there  were  2,*788  ;  increase,  190- 
In  Arithmetic,  4,289  pupils ;  last  year  there  were  4,013 ;  increase,  976.  Book- 
keeping, is  taught  to  1,682  pupils;  last  year  there  were  1,515 ;  increase,  173. 
Book-keeping  by  double  entry  is  taught  to  124 ;  last  year  the  number  was 
113;  increase,  11. 

In  the  History  of  England,  there  are  150  pupils  ;  last  year  98 ;  increase, 
57.  In  the  History  of  France,  there  are  201 ;  last  year  185  ;  increase,  16. 
In  Literature,  239  ;  last  year,  167  ;  increase,  132. 

In  Natural  History,  82  ;  last  year,  75  ;  increase  7. 

Agriculture  is  taught  to  2,888  pupils ;  last  year,  2,310  ;  increase,  578. 
Although  it  is  taught  by  young  women,  the  teaching  of  this  branch  must 
necessarily  have  a  wholesome  eflFect  upon  our  farming  system.  The  part 
which  relates  to  horticulture  has  a  particular  interest  for  women,  and 
experience  shows  that  our  gardens,  when  well  cultivated,  are  a  great  source 
of  revenue. 

4,614  pupils  out  of  the  total  of  4,756,  learn  French ;  651  learn  English  ; 
an  increase  of  54.  196  learn  Sewing  and  Embroidery,  and  29  learn  Music, 

The  average  of  the  salaries  in  my  district  this  year  is  $80.00,  which  is 
a  little  better  than  in  former  years.  In  the  county  of  Megantic,  the  parish 
of  Ste.  Julie  pays  the  highest  salaries,  as  a  rule  ;  then  come  the  municipali- 
ties of  Somerset,  St.  Anastasie  de  Nelson,  and  Inverness  dissentient.  In  the 
coxmty  of  Lotbiniere,  St.  Antoine  pays  the  highest.  As  a  rule,  the  teachers 
liave  been  paid  reg'ularly. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  clergy  in  my  district, 
whose  co-operation  has  been  of  the  greatest  assistance  to  me. 

In  conclusion  I  may  say  that  25  primary  schools  in  my  district  are 
worthy  of  being  classed  as  model  schools. 

I  gave  prizes  to  all  the  pupils  who  sent  exhibits  for  the  Colonial 
Exhibition  in  London,  and  I  made  a  special  visit  to  my  22  municipalities  in 
order  to  procure  what  was  required  for  this  exhibition.  Unfortunately,  the 
time  was  too  short  to  allow  of  our  completing  the  work.  A  period  of  at 
least  six  months  is  required  for  that  kind  of  thing,  aud  it  would  also  be 
desirable,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  uniformity,  that  the  Gk>vernment 
should  supply  all  the  exercise-books  which  are  to  figure  at  the  Exhibition. 

I  cannot  finish  this  report  without  repeating,  for  the  tenth  time,  that 
there  should  be  a  good  model  school  for  boys  in  all  the  principal  centres. 
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As  to  the  primary  schools,  they  are  all  sufficiently  good  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  our  population.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  my  annual  report  on  the  schools  in  my 
district,  for  the  year  1886-86. 

My  inspectorate  comprises  222  educational  establishments  of  all  kinds  ; 
19*7  primary  schools,  20  model  schools,  4  academies  and  1  classical  college. 

These  institutions  are  attended  by  9,415  pupils,  as  follows :  primary 
schools,  7,330  ;  model  schools,  1,510  ;  academies,  375,  and  the  classical 
college  by  200. 

The  average  attendance  was  6,696,  say  seventy-one  per  cent.  This 
small  proportion  is  due  to  diphtheria  and  small-pox,  which  caused  great 
ravages  in  nearly  every  parish  in  my  district. 

Three  hundred  and  sixteen  teachers  taught  this  year  in  the  222  schools ; 
222  were  laymen  and  laywomen,  and  94  belonged  to  religious  orders. 
Of  this  number,  241  received  a  fixed  salary,  and  were  paid  the  sum  of 
$20,541.50,  an  average  of  $85.23. 

During  the  year,  twenty  school-houses  have  been  rebuilt,  and  some 
others  have  been  repaired;  nearly  all  are  now  in  good  order.  I  have 
always  been  very  particular  as  regards  the  construction  and  repair  of 
school-houses,  and  have  had  in  view,  not  only  the  comfort  of  the  teachers 
and  pupils,  but  also  the  saving  of  a  considerable  amount  of  fael  for  heating 
the  school-house,  which,  in  most  cases,  has  to  be  supplied  by  the  teacher. 

I  desire  to  specially  mention  the  two  splendid  academies  now  being  built 
in  the  municipalities  of  Saint  Thomas  de  Pierreville,  and  Saint  Q-uillaunxe 
d'Upton.  The  honour  and  credit  of  having  founded  these  two  important 
institutions  are  chiefly  due  to  the  priests  in  charge  of  these  two  parishes. 
The  Heverend  Sisters  of  L'Assomption  have  also  decided  to  rebuild  their 


convent  at  Nicolet.  The  increased  number  of  their  pupils  necessitates 
their  putting  up  a  large  building.  The  work  has  already  been  commenced 
and  is  not  likely  to  be  completed  before  two  years. 

In  148  of  the  210  schools  under  control,  I  found  at  least  satisfactory 
progress,  but  in  the  62  others,  there  was  none  or  hardly  any. 

The  following  are  the  chief  obstacles  which  impede  educational 
progress:  the  poverty  of  some  of  the  new  municipalities,  the  irregular 
attendance  of  the  children  and  their  being  taken  away  from  school  too  soon, 
the  incompetency  or  lack  of  zeal  of  certain  teachers,  and  the  neglect  or 
indifference  of  some  school  boards.  I  may  also  add,  the  deplorable  habit 
of  changing  teachers  every  year.  I  wish  specially  to  point  out  the  shifting 
of  teachers  from  one  school  to  another  in  the  same  municipality  under  the 
pretext  of  convenience. 

Irregular  attendance  happens  more  frequently  in  schools  taught  by  an 
incomx>etent  or  careless  teacher. 

I  am.  happy  to  state  that  Grammar  and  Arithmetic  are  now  taught  in 
a  practical  manner  in  my  district.  I  have  also  observed  an  improvement 
in  the  manner  of  teaching  History  and  G-eography. 

The  teaching  of  Drawing  is  still  susceptible  of  improvement,  but  it  is 
worthy  of  notice  that  it  has  been  introduced  in  nearly  every  school  in  my 
district.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  who  learn  it,  and  the  draw- 
ing-books, which  I  now  see  more  frequently  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils, 
clearly  show  that  all  opposition  to  the  teaching  of  this  branch  is  gradually 
disappearing. 

There  is  not  as  much  progress  in  Agriculture  as  I  would  like  to  see,  and 
the  remarks  I  made  on  that  subject  in  my  last  report  are  still  appropriate 
this  year. 

I  have  given  si)ecial  attention  to  Reading  and  Writing,  and  I  have  reason 
to  be  satisfied  with  the  result. 

Langlais'  series  of  copy-books  and  the  new  Canadian  series  are  in 
nse  in  four-fifths  of  the  schools  in  my  district.  With  these  books,  any 
teacher  can  teach  Writing  properly,  and  obtain  results  as  satisfactory  as 
those  obtained  in  the  religious  institutions. 

The  accounts  are  not  always  kept  according  to  the  official  method,  but 
I  am  satisfied  from  the  examination  I  have  made  of  them,  and  the  confi- 
dence and  esteem  enjoyed  by  the  secretary-treasurers  in  their  respective 
municipalities,  that  they  are  faithfully  kept.  All  the  accounts  are  sent  in 
to  the  commissioners  about  the  30th  June,  in  every  year.  No  complaints 
were  made  to  me  with  reference  to  the  payment  of  the  teachers. 
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In  your  last  report,  yon  spoke  to  ns  of  conferences,  which  would  be  very 
useful  for  the  teachers  of  both  sexes.  I  am  convinced  that  they  would  be  ^ 
very  efficient  means  of  encouraging  education.  They  would  be  specially 
necessary  in  districts  where  the  inspectors  cannot  make  the  two  statutory 
visits.  They  would,  to  a  certain  extent,  add  to  the  effect  of  the  first  visit, 
by  imparting  to  the  new  teachers,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  peda- 
gogical knowledge  and  advice  which  they  require  in  their  first  year  of 
teaching.  These  conferences  should  be  given  early  in  the  year,  from  the 
opening  of  the  classes  to  the  fifteenth  October,  when  the  inspectors  have  to 
commence  their  round  of  inspection. 

Before  concluding,  I  may  perhaps  be  permitted  to  mention  two  school- 
boards,  those  of  the  town  of  Nicolet  and  that  of  Saint-Pierre,  which,  this 
year,  thanks  to  their  respective  chairmen,  Mr.  0.  Methot,  Legislative  Coun- 
cillor, and  Mr.  A.  Trahan,  have  displayed  the  most  praiseworthy  zeal  in 
raising  the  standard  of  the  schools. 

But  as  a  contrast  to  this  zeal,  it  is  really  painful  to  have  to  point  out 
the  reprehensible  carelessness  of  some  school-boards.  I  even  noticed  that 
in  a  school,  with  sixty  children,  at  Saint  Fran9ois  du  Lac,  the  year  had  been 
entirely  lost.  The  desks  and  black-board  were  broken  about  the  time  when 
the  classes  opened,  and  the  children  were  deprived  of  them  throughout  the 
year.  You  may  imagine,  what  progress  was  made  in  Writing.  It  is  my 
duty  to  specially  recommend  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  the 
municipalities  of  Ste.  Sophie  de  Levrard,  Ste.  Marie  de  Blandford,  Ste. 
Eulalie,  Ste.  Brigitte  des  Saults,  Ste.  Perp6tue,  St.  Pie  de  Q-uire  and  St. 
Bonaventure,  which  cannot  properly  provide  for  the  support  of  their 
schools  without  outside  aid, 

I  trust  that  these  few  remarks,  with  the  information  given  in  the  bul- 
letins  already  sent  you,  will  be  sufficient  to  show  you  the  state  of  education 
in  my  district.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  30th  June 
last. 

I  inspected  all  the  schools  in  my  division  during  tlie  winter,  but  I 

could  only  inspect  a  few  of  them  for  the  second  time  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

By  my  grand  statistical  table,  which  I  sent  you  in  the  beginning  of 
July,  you  will  see  that  there  are  eight  new  schools,  making  233  in  all. 

These  are  diivded  as  follows  :  208  primary,  8  boys'  model,  and  4  girls' 
model  schools,  6  mixed  model  schools,  6  girls'  academies,  and  a  classical 
college. 

According  to  the  secretary-treasurers'  census,  there  are  11,542  children, 
between  6  and  16  years  of  age,  in  the  counties  of  Kamouraska  and  Temis- 
couata  ;  of  these,  only  8,218,  or  about  two-thirds,  attended  school. 

This  year,  more  pupils  studied  the  principal  branches  than  in  past  years. 
I  hope  the  number  will  increase  from  year  to  year,  because  I  have  strictly 
enjoined  upon  the  school-boards  the  necessity  of  carrying  out  the  orders  of" 
the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  in  all 
the  schools. 

Fifty-four  non-certificated  female  teachers  taught  in  schools  during  the 
year.  If  the  Commissioners  in  this  district  were  compelled  to  engage  only 
certificated  teachers,  about  one-fourth  of  the  schools  would  have  no 
teachers. 

The  teachers  were  changed  in  103  schools  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1885-86.  These  changes  greatly  impede  the  progress  of  education.  There 
is  still  another  obstacle  to  the  success  of  our  teachers,  who  are  frequently 
very  zealous  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  :  I  mean  the  smallness  of 
their  salaries,  the  irregular  attendance  and  the  want  of  school  necessaries. 

In  order  to  overcome  the  apathy  of  the  parents  who  do  not  send  their 
children  to  school,  and  their  neglect  to  supply  them  with  what  they  abso- 
lutely need,  I  see  no  better  means  than  stopping  the  grant ;  for  this  stop- 
ple has  always  had  a  good  effect  in  municipalities  which  have  been 
subjected  to  it.  But  I  do  not  think  that  the  rate-payers  should  be  called 
upon  to  contribute  more  for  salaries,  and  I  think  that  the  increase  in  salaries,. 
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which  every  one  so  much  wishes  to  see,  will  take  place  only  when  the  state 
•of  the  finances  of  the  province  will  allow  the  Government  to  inciiease  the 
-grant  already  given  to  primary  schools. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  subjects  are  intelligently  taught  by  a  greater 
number  of  teachers  than  formerly. 

When  the  parish  priests  can  accompany  me  injmy  inspections,  they 
never  fail  to  second  my  efibrts  in  everything  which  may  benefit  education 
in  their  parishes,  and  I  am  sincerely  grateful  to  them  for  it. 

Notwithstanding  the  crisis'through  which  we  are  passing,  I  find  that 
the  school  rates  and  contributions  have  been  pretty  punctually  collected. 
The  secretary-treasurers  have,  as  a  whole,  performed  their  duties  faithfully  ; 
there  is  but  one  exception. 

I  hope  that  these  remarks,  together  with  the  bulletins  sent  during  the 
year,  will  sufficiently  show  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  my  district.

Remarks  on  preceding  statistics. 


By  comparing  the  above  statistics  with  those  for  1884-85,  we  find  the- 
foUowing : — 
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1.  The  number  of  municipalities  and  independent  educational  institu- 
tions has  not  varied. 

2.  There  is  a  new  school  district  in  the  municipality  of  Vaudreuil.  The 
school  built  by  the  Boman  Catholic  school-board  has  a  class-room  measixr- 
ing  20  by  15  feet,  and  ten  feet  high.  The  10  pupils  attending  this  school 
have  each  had  an  average  of  151  cubic  feet  of  air. 

3.  The  total  number  of  educational  institutions  is  now  112  instead  of 
111,  and  the  total  number  of  pupils  has  decreased  by  209. 

4.  The  average  attendance,  which  was  76  per  cent.,  shows  an  increase 
of  2  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year. 

5.  The  total  number  of  masters  not  in  religious  orders,  is  21,  instead 
•of  18,  and  the  average  of  their  salaries  has  not  varied. 

6.  The  number  of  school  mistresses,  not  in  religious  orders,  is  82,  that 
is  2  less  than  last  year,  and  the  average  of  their  salary  has  increased  by 
four  dollars. 

*7.  As  in  1884-85,  there  are  only  five  non-certificated  female  teachers. 
All  the  male  teachers  hold  certificates. 

8.  There  is  an  increase  of :

I  obtained  the  last  school  statistics  at  an  earlier  date  than  last  year. 
This  probably  accounts  for  the  decrease  of  209  pupils  which  is  more 
-apparent  than  real. 

Ever  since  the  pupils  have  been  using  graded  and  well-made  models 
for  writing,  I  have  noticed  a  marked  improvement  in  this  branch.  The 
practice  of  free-hand  drawing,  although  very  elementary  and  imperfect  in 
many  schools,  has  probably  something  to  do  with  it. 

This  last  subject,  which  is  of  so  much  importance,  has  been  taught  to 
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more  than  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  pupils.  All  pupils  who  are 
learning  to  write — there  are  5,626  in  my  district — should  learn  Drawing. 
Unfortunately,  many  obstacles,  which  I  need  not  enumerate,  prevent  the 
teaching  of  an  art,  so  well  adapted  to  developing  the  intelligence,  from 
becoming  general. 

I  would  only  observe  that  W.  Smith's  book,  with  the  accompanying 
plates,  the  use  of  which  has  so  often  been  recommended,  seem  to  me  to  be 
Teiy  scarce  in  the  schools. 

I  may  state  that  general  progress  has  been  made  in  the  teaching  of  the 
other  branches  of  the  curriculum.

Should  not  the  commissioners  supply  the  teachers  with  the  books 
which  they  require  for  teaching,  in  addition  to  the  journal,  the  roll  and  the 
register  of  inspections  ?

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion in  the  Counties  of  Levis  and  Dorchester,  for  the  school  year  1885-86. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  majority  of  the  schools  in  my  district,  are 
in  as  satisfactory  a  condition  as  can  be  expected,  -both  as  regards  order  and 
progress.  The  teachers  continue  to  rival  each  other  in  the  zealous  perform- 
ance of  their  duties. 

The  higher  schools  continue  to  progress,  thanks  to  the  intelligent 
effi)rts  of  the  teachers.  The  best  systems  of  teaching  are  followed.  AU 
deserve  praise  for  the  results  obtained  during  the  year. 

A  distinguished  author  once  said  that  it  was  not  only  the  certificate  of 
competency  which  made  the  teacher,  but  it  was  above  all  the  spirit  of  self- 
sacrifice.  All  the  teachers  in  the  higher  schools  of  my  district  are  animated 
with  this  spirit,  and  to  this  is  due  the  fact  of  their  teaching  being  so  effect- 
ive and  so  fruitful.  Their  success  is  likewise  a  proof  of  the  excellence  of 
Iheir  lessons  and  of  their  willing  efforts.    I  trust  you  will  pardon  me  for 
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not  being  able  to  resist  tbe  desire  of  publicly  stating  the  esteem  which  I 
have  for  them. 

It  is  also  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  that  I  have  to  state  that  there 
is  an  improvement  in  the  school  furniture.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the 
school-houses,  several  of  which  are  repaired  to  a  considerable  extent  every 
year. 

This  year  again  the  Town  of  L6vis  has  expended  nearly  two  thousand 
dollars  in  furnishing  and  repairing  its  school-houses. 

St.  Joseph  and  St.  Bomuald  have  also  spent  several  thousand  dollars  in 
building  two  splendid  school-houses. 

Therefore,  every  one  who  is  at  all  unprejudiced,  must  admit  that  our 
flchool  system  is  productive  of  beneficial  results,  both  from  an  intellectual 
and  from  a  material  point  of  view,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that 
in  the  near  future  we  will  have  a  general  educational  system  which  will 
compare  favorably  with  the  best  in  other  countries. 

Formerly,  the  teaching  of  object  lessons,  especially  in  the  primary 
schools,  left  much  to  be  desired,  the  great  obstacle  being  the  want  of  a 
special  work  on  the  subject.  This  want  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  B. 
Cloutier,  one  of  the  professors  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  and  editor  of 
VEnseignement  Primaxre,  who  has  rendered  a  great  service  to  education,  by 
publishing  his  Recueil  de  lepons  de  choses,  for  the  use  of  primary  and  model 
schools,  academies,  colleges,  convents,  &c. 

With  this  book,  teachers  can,  in  a  very  short  time,  learn  how  to  give 
object  lessons  which  otherwise  would  take  them  a  long  time  to  prepare. 

The  advantages  of  this  teaching  are  now  beyond  dispute,  and  every 
one  admits  its  importance,  as  its  aim  is  the  simultaneous  cultivation  of  all 
the  children's  intellectual  faculties.  I  think  these  few  remarks  will  suffice, 
as  my  bulletins  supply  all  the  information  you  require.

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report,  together  with  my  grand  statis- 
tical table  for  the  year  1885-86. 

This  table  shows  that  there  are  in  my  inspectorate  : 

36  municipalities. 
187  districts. 
18t  school-houses. 

185  schools  under  control,  divided  as  follows : 

167  primary  schools, 
1  boys'  model  school. 
7  girls'  do        (convents.) 

7  mixed  do. 

3  boys'  academies. 

And  4  independent  superior  schools,  which  I  did  not  inspect,  as  they 
are  not  under  control. 

All  these  schools  comprise  222  classes,  and  the  total  number  of  pupils 
attending  the  schools  under  control  is  9,188. 

The  figures  show  that  the  total  number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools 
in  my  district  this  year  is  smaller  than  last  year  ;  small-pox  which  raged  in 
some  places,  and  emigration  to  the  United  States  are,  in  all  probability,  the 
chief  causes  of  this  reduction.  The  grand  total  of  the  pupils  is  divided  as 
follows :

Of  this  number  9,108  are  under  the  control  of  Eoman  Catholic  Com- 
missioners and  80  under  control  of  Protestant  trustees. 

202  teachers  receive  a  fixed  salary  and  45  do  not. 

The  total  number  of  teachers  being  247,  and  the  total  salaries,  $28,567, 
the  average  of  the  salaries  is  $141.50. 

2  masters  and  2  mistresses  hold  Normal  School  certificates,  and  the 
others  hold  Board  certificates. 

Only  one  of  the  lay  male  teachers  in  my  district  is  uncertificated  ;  he 
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is,  however,  quite  competent  and  will  shortly  go  before  a  Board  of  Exam- 
iners to  obtain  a  certificate. 

Of  the  186  female  teachers  who  are  not  nuns,  26  are  uncertificated. 

The  order  which  you  gave  in  January  last  to  a  certain  municipality  to 
no  longer  engage  any  uncertificated  teachers,  without  having  first  asked 
and  obtained  permission,  has  already  had  a  good  effect.  It  was  time  to  stop 
the  evil,  for  uneducated  commissioners  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
schools  could  be  just  as  well  taught  by  a  young  girl  of  14  or  16  years  of 
age,  as  by  a  certificated  teacher  who  had  gone  through  a  special  course  of 
studies  in  order  to  get  her  diploma. 

This  notice  to  the  commissioners  caused  a  certain  amount  of  grumbling 
in  some  municipalities  where  the  rate-payers  quite  approved  of  the  action 
of  their  commissioners,  because  the  young  girls  whom  they  preferred  to 
certificated  teachers,  were  satisfied  with  a  smaller  salary  and  were  not  so 
'exacting  with  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  school-house,  furniture,  &c. 

The  books  of  only  one  secretary-treasurer  were  incorrectly  kept.  When 
I  completed  my  inspections  in  July  last,  I  assembled  the  commissioners  of 
the  municipality  in  order  to  examine  the  books  in  their  presence.  There- 
upon, the  secretary-treasurer  told  me  that  he  had  no  longer  time  enough 
to  look  after  the  books  as  he  wished,  and  he  asked  the  commissioners  to 
find  a  substitute,  which  they  did. 

The  teachers  are,  as  a  rule,  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  they 
are  paid  by  the  secretary -treasurers. 

I  have  to  inform  you  that  the  dissentient  Protestant  school  in  Ste- 
Marie  de  Monnoir  has  been  closed  for  over  a  year,  as  it  appears  that  there 
were  not  enough  pupils. 

Four  new  districts  have  been  formed  in  my  division :  1  in  St.  Jean 
Baptiste  de  EouviUe ;  1  in  Ste.  Rosalie,  and  2  in  St.  Ephrem  d'Upton,  in  the 
county  of  Bagot.  The  fertility  of  the  soil  and  the  ease  with  which  the  land 
can  be  cleared  in  these  localities  have  attracted  many  farmers  who  are  suf- 
ficiently numerous  to  have  schools.  But  it  seems  that  some  of  them  have 
been  compelled  to  make  great  sacrifices.    The  classes  were  opened  recently. 

I  noticed  this  year  that  several  teachers  holding  model  school  diplomas 
were  compelled  to  teach  in  primary  schools. 

I  also  regret  to  have  to  state  that  three  model  schools  are  now  such 
only  in  name.  In  these  schools  there  are  no  longer  pupils  sufficiently  old 
to  follow  the  superior  course. 

Although  contagious  diseases  and  emigration  have  decreased  the  num- 
ber of  children  in  several  municipalities,  I  am  happy  to  say  that,  as  a  rule, 
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satisfactory  progress  has  been  made.    The  result  of  my  second  visit. was- 
more  satisfactory  than  that  of  my  first. 

I  have  but  praise  to  award  the  academies  of  St.  Cesaire,  St.  Hyacinthe 
and  St.  Denis,  which  occupy  the  first  rank  amongst  the  schools  under  con- 
trol in  my  inspectorate.  Then  come  the  mixed  model  schools  of  Mr.  Grervais, 
in  St.  Charles  de  Eichelieu ;  of  Mr.  Dupuis,  in  St.  Simon,  and  finally,  the 
dissentient  model  school  of  St.  Paul  d'Abbotsford,  kept  by  Miss  Colquhoun. 

The  girls'  model  schools  attached  to  the  convents  also  do  honor  to  the 
teachers. 

The  sisters  of  St.  Joseph,  who  have  taught  the  schools  in  the  village  of 
Dominique,  and  No.  2  of  the  municipality  of  Notre  Dame  de  St.  Hyacinthe, 
have  distinguished  themselves  by  their  excellent  system  of  instruction 
and  discipline,  and  by  the  great  success  they  have  obtained.  They  have, 
as  it  were,  reformed  the  children  confided  to  their  care.  It  would  be  very 
desirable  to  have  all  the  schools  in  all  the  villages  taught  by  these  teachers, 
who  possess  the  rare  talent  of  properly  training  children  of  both  sexes. 

I  had  not  sufficient  time  to  make  a  second  inspection  of  all  the  schools  in 
my  division.  I  had  to  give  up  going  to  those  of  the  municipalities  of  St. 
Denis,  No.l,  and  St.  Damase,  and  the  Protestant  dissentient  schools  of  St.Paul 
d'Abbotsford.  As  I  believe  you  have  already  admitted  that  it  is  no  slight 
task  to  inspect  185  schools  twice  in  the  course  of  a  scholastic  year,  I  trust 
you  will  not  suspect  me  of  having  willingly  neglected  them. 

As  in  past  years,  I  availed  myself  of  the  Saturdays  to  examine  the  day- 
scholars  in  the  convents,  and  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  secretary- 
treasurers. 

As  I  have  already  given  you  in  my  bulletins  all  the  details  which  I 
deemed  necessary  to  enable  you  to  form  an  idea  of  the  state  of  the  schools^ 
in  my  district,  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  revert  to  this  subject.

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  my  report  on  the  general  condition  of 
education  in  my  district  for  the  year  1885-86. 

The  time  at  my  disposal  and  the  circumstances  in  which  I  was  placed 
when  appointed,  and  of  which  I  informed  you,  did  not  allow  me  to  inspect 
all  the  schools  under  my  control.  I  had  to  leave  aside  those  of  St.  Bemi, 
some  of  those  of  the  parish  of  Sherrington,  as  well  as  the  dissentient  schools 
of  Hemmingford  and  Havelock. 

As  a  rule,  the  various  establishments  of  superior  education,  such  as 
the  academies  and  girls'  model  schools  under  the  direction  of  the  Ladies  of 
the  Congregation,  the  Sisters  of  La  Presentation,  and  of  Ste.  Anne,  are  all 
very  well  kept.  I  beg  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  kind  welcome  they 
have  always  given  me  whenever  I  have  visited  their  institutions. 

I  may  say  the  same  of  the  boys'  schools  under  the  Christian  Brothers^ 
the  Marist  Brothers  and  the  Freres  de  Ste.  Croix. 

The  model  schools  taught  by  lay  teachers  are  not  inferior  to  those  I 
have  just  mentioned,  and  they  may  well  be  pleased  with  the  success  they 
have  obtained.  They  all  deserve  great  praise  for  the  zeal  and  disinterested- 
ness they  display  in  furthering  the  cause  of  education,  notwithstanding 
the  annoyances  of  every  kind  to  which  they  are  subjected  in  more  than  one 
locality. 

With  regard  to  the  primary  schools  I  have  to  make  a  distinction.  In 
the  first  category  which  comprises  about  fifteen  schools  at  the  most,  I 
would  place  those  kept  by  male  teachers,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three, 
and  those  taught  by  female  teachers  who  have  had  some  years'  experience. 

I  may  say  of  these  schools  what  I  have  just  said  of  the  model  schools, 
for  some  of  them  compare  favorably  with  the  latter.  The  others  which  are 
in  the  second  category,  in  favour  of  which  I  cannot  say  as  much,  are  as  a 
role,  taught  by  teachers  who  are  teaching  for  the  first  or,  at  the  most,  the 
second  year.  They  are  chiefly  remarkable  for  a  complete  absence  of  organi- 
zation, and  are  attended  only  by  about  10  or  12  little  children,  (although 
the  number  entered  on  the  roll  is  sometimes  from  30  to  40)  who  barely 
know  their  letters.    They  appear  to  have  no  ambition ;  the  mistress  fre- 
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quently  appears  to  be  as  careless  as  the  pupils,  and  takes  no  interest  in  the 
advancement  of  the  pupils. 

Amongst  the  causes  which  appear  to  me  to  impede  the  progress  of 
education,  I  may  mention,  amongst  others,  defective  organization,  the  want 
of  professional  training,  and  very  frequently,  of  vocation,  in  the  teachers, 
the  too  great  variety  of  books  on  each  subject,  and  the  difficulty  which  the 
children  have  in  procuring  the  books  they  require. 

Defective  organization  is  almost  general,  especially  in  the  primary 
schools,  and  I  have  often  found  schools  composed  of  10, 12  or  15  children 
classified  into  various  divisions  for  reading,  who  nearly  all  use  the  same 
reader.  This  results  in  a  great  waste  of  time  for  the  pupils  and  a  consider- 
able increase  of  trouble  for  the  teacher  in  maintaining  discipline,  for  a  great 
many  pupils  are  idle  and  take  advantage  of  this  to  play  and  cause  disorder. 

'  As  regards  the  books,  it  is  not  so  much  the  lack  of  books,  as  a  rule,  but 
the  too  great  variety  of  those  used  in  the  schools  for  each  subject,  that  I  have 
to  complain.  Thus,  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  in  one  school  two,  three  and 
even  four  different  grammars.  If  we  investigate  the  cause  of  this,  we  are 
invariably  told  that  when  a  child  wants  a  book,  its  parents  undertake  to 
procure  it,  and  as  the  parents  are  generally  very  little  familiar  with  the 
various  methods,  they  have  only  to  be  told  that  such  a  book  is  approved 
by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  and  is  cheaper,  and  they  at  once  buy 
it.  If  the  teacher  makes  any  remark,  the  answer  is  :  *This  book  is  approved 
and  is  as  good  as  any  other ;  let  my  child  use  it." 

The  parents  are,  perhaps,  not  so  much  to  blame  if  they  act  thus,  for  it 
is  due  to  the  heavy  and  repeated  expenses  they  have  to  incur  for  new  books 
whenever  there  is  a  change  of  teacher.  The  young  lady  teachers  especially 
will  only  have  the  books  which  were  used  in  the  institution  where  they 
were  educated. 

Now  what  remedy  can  we  apply  to  these  evils  ?  As  to  the  first :  defec- 
tive organization,  I  know  of  only  one  which  can  be  really  effective.  This 
wo«tld  be  a  regulation  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  compelling 
every  person  who  wishes  to  go  before  the  boards  of  examiners  for  a  diploma, 
to  teach  for  at  least  a  year  under  an  experienced  teacher,  and  establish  this 
by  a  certificate  signed  by  such  teacher,  duly  authenticated  and  also  counter- 
signed by  the  district  inspector.  This  would  have  the  two-fold  advantage 
of  removing  from  the  body  of  teachers  those  young  persons  who  only  tea.ch 
temporarily  until  something  better  turns  up,  and  of  giving  us  a  more  com- 
petent staff". 

As  regards  the  books,  I  think  we  would  require  a  similar  remedy,  viz. : 
an  order  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  specifying  the  book  to  be 
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used  in  every  class  of  schools  for  the  teaching  of  each  branch,  as  well  as  the 
division  of  the  cnrricnlum  determining  the  special  subjects  for  each  class. 

Until  these  changes  are  made,  I  have  resolved  to  make  every  effort  to 
remedy  these  serious  evils  as  much  as  possible.  For  this  purpose,  I  have 
drawn  up  for  the  schools  of  different  degrees  in  my  district,  a  course  of 
studies  in  accordance  with  the  official  curriculum,  as  well  as  a  table  for  the 
division  of  time. 

In  submitting  this  table,  I  have  no  pretension  to  propose  it  as  a  model 
for  all  the  schools  ;  I  only  wish  to  show  my  willingness.

The  statistical  table  which  I  sent  you  in  August,  shows  that,  according 
to  the  census  made  by  the  secretary-treasurers  of  the  school-boards,  there  are 
5,8^1  children  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  8,475  between 
five  and  sixteen  years.  These  statistics  show  that  the  children  between 
five  and  seven  years,  and  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  respectively,  number 
2,604. 

Of  the  total  number,  6,136  have  attended  the  schools  under  control, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  3,681,  or  three-fifths  of  the  total  number  of 
children  entered  in  the  registers  of  the  schools  under  control.  As  to  the 
2,339  who  do  not  appear  to  have  attended  school,  the  majority  are  children 
between  seven  and  sixteen  years  of  age,  a  great  many  of  whom  attend  the 
twelve  boys'  and  girls'  academies  of  which  there  are  12  in  my  district,  or 
at  the  classical  college  of  Joliette. 

These  various  institutions  have,  I  think,  900  pupils.  If  this  supposi- 
tion be  correct,  there  would  remain  1,400  children  between  five  and  sixteen 
years  of  age  in  my  district  who  do  not  attend  school. 

Although  at  first  sight  this  may  appear  a  large  number,  I  am  convinced 
that  no  district  in  the  province  shows  a  better  result  in  this  respect.    For 
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in  the  counties  within  my  inspectorate,  I  notice,  with  pleasure,  that  the 
people  appreciate  the  benefits  of  education,  and  by  every  means  in  their 
power  endeavour  to  further  its  development. 

As  a  proof  of  this  I  have  only  to  mention  the  twelve  academies,  the 
cost  of  the  building  of  which  was  in  a  great  measure  covered  by  the  vol- 
untary subscriptions  of  the  residents  of  the  localities  where  they  are  estab- 
lished. 

The  average  attendance  is  not  as  high  as  it  might  be,  and  I  will  not 
rest  satisfied  until  it  is  equal  to  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  registered  pupils. 
In  order  to  attain  this  end,  I  give  most  of  the  prizes  as  a  reward  for  assiduity 
which  is  the  basis  of  success  and  progress. 

The  table  of  the  pupils  learning  the  various  branches  shows  progress, 
especially  in  grammar,  book-keeping,  history  and  agriculture. 

The  slight  decrease  (91)  in  the  number  of  pupils,  is  chiefly  due  to  the 
emigration  of  a  great  many  families  to  the  United  States.  In  a  single 
school  district,  twenty  children,  of  an  age  to  attend  school,  have  left  the 
Province. 

Last  year,  as  in  the  previous  one,  there  was  a  good  deal  of  sickness 
amongst  the  school  children.  Measles,  small-pox  and  diphtheria  raged  in 
many  places,  and  twenty-six  children  died  of  those  diseases. 

As  I  said  in  my  last  report,  the  rules  of  hygiene  are  generally  ignored. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that,  while  encouraging  the  study  of  the  ordinary 
branches  of  science,  I  consider  that  I  perform  an  important  duty  in  advising 
all  to  see  to  the  health  of  the  children,  in  order  that  they,  in  the  enjoyment 
of  physical  strength,  may,  with  ardour,  devote  themselves  to  study,  and. 
without  fatigue,  develop  their  mental  faculties.

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  to  you  my  report  of  the  schools  under 
my  inspection  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  30th  June  last,  together  with 
the  usual  statistical  tables. 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  state  that  a  marked  improvement  has 
taken  place  in  the  selection  of  text-books  in  all  the  municipalities.  Even 
in  the  very  poorest  districts,  an  earnest  effort  is  being  made  to  use  only  such 
books  as  have  been  approved  of  by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

In  the  City  of  Quebec,  the  Protestant  School  Commissioners  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  very  efficient  state  of  the  Girls'  High  School :  the 
management  has  been  most  successful,  and  the  number  of  pupils  is  in  ex- 
cess of  previous  years. 

The  Commissioners  have  very  wisely  closed  the  D'Aiguillon  Street 
school,  and  removed  the  teacher,  Miss  Grace  Duffet,  to  the  Girls'  Depart- 
ment of  the  St.  Margaret  Street  school,  St.  Eochs  ;  Miss  Ahern,  who  man- 
aged that  department  with  such  marked  ability  for  a  long  term  of  years, 
having  been  promoted  to  a  position  on  the  staff  of  the  Girls'  High  School. 

Mr.  Purdie,  in  St.  Eochs,  Mr.  Ferguson,  in  the  old  National  School,  and 
Mr.  McQuarrie,  in  the  Artillery  Street  school,  have  been  assiduous  in  their 
duties. 

Messrs,  Purdie  and  Ferguson  will,  doubtless,  soon  retire  on  their  well 
earned  pensions.  Whenever  this  time  should  come  it  would  greatly  tend  to- 
the  efficiency  of  the  Protestant  schools  in  the  City  of  Quebec,  if  the  Com- 
missioners would  erect  a  large  and  commodious  building  for  a  graded 
school  and  relinquish  their  present  buildings. 

The  Quebec  High  School  has,  after  many  years  of  useful  service,  come 
under  the  control  of  the  Protestant  School  Commissioners.  At  first  sight, 
it  seems  a  retrograde  movement  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  so  ancient 
an  establishment,  but  on  closer  inspection,  it  will,  I  trust,  be  found  to  be 
a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  will  enable  the  Commissioners  to  at  once 
begin  a  system  of  graded  schools  for  the  youth  of  the  city. 

In  Champlain  Street,  Miss  Armstrong  has  maintained  an  excellent 
Bchool.  The  children  have  been  most  regular  in  their  attendance,  and 
have  made  much  progress. 
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In  the  country  schools  there  has  been  no  very  marked  change  during 
the  year. 

The  St.  Dunstan  (Lake  Beauport),  Bourg  Louis,  Dissentient,  Nos.  1,  2,  3. 
The  Little  River  and  Levis  schools,  have  all  made  excellent  progress  and 
deserve  special  mention.  ^ 

Mr.  Lloyd  continues  his  faithful  labours  at  Bergerville,  and  a  decided 
improvement  has  taken  place  in  Mr.  Mimee's  school  at  St.  Foy. 

There  will  be  a  change  of  teachers  at  St.  Romuald  &  Beauport  at  the 
beginning  of  next  session ;  the  latter  school  is  small,  hut  lias  done  much 
good  work  during  the  eight  months  it  has  been  open ;  Miss  Holt  having 
proved  herseif  a  painstaking  and  effective  teacher. 

St.  Boch's  North  dissentient  has  at  length  been  re-opened,  the  debts  on 
the  building  having  been  liquidated. 

The  schools  at  Valcartier,  (East  and  West),  Tewkesbury  and  Stoneham 
have  been  fairly  well  attended.  No.  8  Valcartier  East  and  No.  4  Valcartier 
West  have  made  great  progress,  Miss  Martin  and  Miss  Proctor  having  taken 
^very  care  of  their  pupils. 

Much  difficulty  is  experienced  by  the  Commissioners  and  Trustees  of 
these  Districts,  in  obtaining  certificated  teachers. 

At  Portneuf,  Nos.  1  and  2  have  been  in  abeyance,  and  No.  3  not  in  as 
good  order  as  formerly,  in  consequence  of  certain  disputes  as  to  the  proper 
position  of  the  school-house  ;  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  these  diffi- 
culties are  over,  and  that  good  schools  will  be  maintained  in  the  several 
districts  during  the  coming  year. 

I  regret  to  state  that  plain-sewing  nowhere  forms  a  part  of  the  school 
curriculum  for  girls ;  it  is,  in  my  judgment,  a  great  want  and  must  retard 
true  prosperity  in  the  homes  of  the  pupils.  I  often  hear  parents  complain 
upon  the  subject,  and  instance  the  good  done  by  Miss  Campbell  in  teach- 
ing sewing,  when  in  charge  of  the  girls'  department  of  the  National  school, 
then  under  the  control  of  the  Church  of  England. 

I  have  promised  prizes  in  many  of  the  country  schools,  but  not  having 
received  any  from  the  department,  I  am  as  yet,  unable  to  fulfil  my  promises. 
In  the  matter  of  prizes,  I  would  humbly  venture  to  suggest  a  better  selec- 
tion, e.  g.  historical  tales,  stories  of  adventures  and  discoveries.  Natural 
History,  &c.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  on  the  condition 
of  the  schools  and  the  progress  of  primary  education  in  the  counties  of 
Ottawa  and  Pontiac.  This  immense  district,  which  extends  180  miles  along 
the  banks  of  the  Ottawa  and  back  towards  the  North,  for  a  distance  of  100 
miles,  comprises  a  vast  area  of  unoccupied  lands,  to  which  new  settlers  are 
daily  flocking.  This  explains  the  increase  in  the  number  of  schools,  of 
pupils  and  of  teachers. 

In  order  to  enable  you  to  understand  the  importance  of  the  increase, 
and  to  show  you  what  municipalities  make  the  most  sacrifices  for  education. 
I  hare  drawn  up  two  tables  which  explain  all  this  in  detail,  and  which  I 
submit  for  your  consideration.

The  first  of  these  tables  shows  that  the  number  of  schools  in  operation 
has  increased  by  57  per  cent.,  that  of  the  teachers  by  68  per  cent. ;  that  of 
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the  pupils,  69  per  cent. ;  that  there  are  17  per  cent,  more  pupils  in  each 
class  learning  the  six  branches  most  commonly  taught,  viz  :  Reading,  Writ- 
ing, Arithmetic,  Geography,  History  and  G-rammar ;  and  finally,  that  there 
has  not  been  any  material  increase  in  the  average  amount  of  salary  paid  to 
teachers.  In  other  words,  the  department  has  succeeded  in  giving  an 
impetus  to  education,  but  the  people,  with  a  very  few  exceptions,  are  no 
better  disposed  than  they  were  12  years  ago,  to  expend  the  necessary  money 
for  the  instruction  of  their  children. 

The  following  question  may  be  asked  here.  How  is  it  that  the  same 
people  who,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Ottawa — that  is  in  the  province  of 
Quebec — ^pay  $250  to  a  teacher,  pay  $300  to  another,  for  a  similar  school  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  same  river  ;  that  is,  in  the  province  of  Ontario  ?  Surely 
it  must  be  a  matter  of  custom  ;  but  what  has  given  rise  to  this  custom  ? 
It  seems  to  me  to  be  due  to  the  diflHlculty  which  teachers  find  in  getting 
their  diplomas  in  the  province  of  Ontario. 

This  difficulty  causes  a  marked  difference  between  the  fortunate  candi- 
dates and  the  unsuccessful  ones,  or  those  who  have  been  afraid  to  go  before 
a  board  of  examiners. 

The  Commissioners  are  perfectly  aware  of  the  capacity  of  the  persons 
whom  they  engage  to  teach  school,  and  certificated  teachers  know  how  to 
make  themselves  appreciated. 

A  glance  at  the  second  table  shows  a  great  diflTerence  between  the 
amounts  paid  by  the  four  municipalities  of  the  district  for  each  teacher  and 
for  each  pupil.  The  highest  salary  paid  for  a  teacher  being  $457,  at  Portage 
du  Fort,  and  the  lowest,  $100,  at  Bipon ;  Pontiac  (Cud  Egan  are  left  out, 
owing  to  their  poverty. 

The  highest  amount  per  pupil  is  $8.45,  at  Sheen  (at  the  western 
extremity  of  the  district),  and  the  lowest,  $2.15,  at  Eipon,  (at  the  eastern 
extremity).  In  the  town  and  village  municipalities,  the  highest  amount  is 
$6.55,  at  Portage  du  Fort,  the  lowest,  $2.05,  at  G-atineau  Point.  The 
decrease  is  generally  gradual,  going  from  east  to  west. 

Passing  from  these  two  tables  to  special  observations,  we  remark  the 
following : — 

1.  School-houses. — During  the  twelve  years,  about  80  have  been  pur- 
chased, built  or  repaired.  These  new  houses,  although  preferable  to  those 
which  they  have  replaced,  are  not  yet  what  they  should  be  as  regards  sani- 
tary arrangements  and  convenience.  Some  are  too  low,  or  so  constructed 
as  not  to  allow  of  a  suitable  distribution  of  the  furniture. 

Amongst  the  old  houses,  some  are  urgently  in  need  of  repairs,  such  as 
those  of  the  village  of  Buckingham,  TAnge-G-ardien  No.  2  and  St.  Malachy 
No.  2.     The  148  school-houses  now  in  existence  comprise  2  built  of  stone  and 
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two  of  brick ;  the  remainder  are  of  wood.  The  two  stone  houses  are  in  the 
city  of  Hull ;  their  construction  is,  in  a  measure,  due  to  the  zealous  and  disin- 
terested efforts  of  the  Oblat  Fathers.  Of  the  two  brick  houses,  one  ewes  its 
existence  to  Key.  Mr.  Bourassa,  the  parish  priest  of  Montebello ;  the  other 
was  built  by  the  Irish  rate-payers  of  AUumettes  Island.  The  clergy  al\«rays- 
assist  the  schools  with  their  counsels  and  experience,  and  sometimes  i?nth 
their  money  ;  they  visit  the  schools,  and  are  present  at  the  examinations, 
whilst  the  performance  of  these  duties  is  frequently  neglected  by  those 
upon  whom  they  devolve. 

2.  The  furniture  is  also  greatly  improved,  but  we  still  find  some  which 
is  not  complete  or  is  not  suitable. 

3.  The  school  necessaries  are  too  frequently  wanting  :  not  so  much  because 
the  children  find  any  difficulty  in  getting  them,  but  owing  to  the  neglect  of 
the  parents  to  supply  their  children  with  them. 

4.  The  average  attendance  has  varied  but  little ;  it  has  been  about  69  per 
cent,  every  year.  The  number  of  children,  twelve  years  old,  was  this  year 
22  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  attending  the  priniary  schools,  and  only  21 
per  cent,  in  the  model  schools.  The  children  leave  school  too  early,  and 
this  explains  the  difficulty  found  in  some  model  schools  of  getting  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  advanced  pupils  to  entitle  them  to  a  superior  school  grant. 

6.  The  teachers, — The  number  of  male  teachers  has  decreased,  and  that  of 
the  female  teachers  has  increased.  Teaching  is  not  a  very  lucrative  profes- 
sion; manual  labour  offers  greater  advantages.  Moreover,  every  year,  there 
is  a  general  change,  resulting  in  40  teachers  out  of  100  being  transferred 
from  one  school  to  another.  These  two  facts  cannot  but  be  prejudicial  to 
the  progress  of  education. 

6.  Relative  merits  of  the  schools. — I  have  divided  the  148  schools  under 
control  into  three  sections :  1.  the  good  ones ;  2,  the  fair  ones ;  3,  the 
inferior.     I  find  60  in  the  first,  55  in  the  second,  and  33  in  the  last. 

7. — Accounts. — I  may  say  that  there  has  been  more  progress  in  thia 
matter  than  in  any  other  subject  to  my  inspection.  This  is  probably  due 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  more  directly  connected  with  the  Department.  It  is 
true  that  there  are  still  too  large  an  amount  of  arrears,  and  also  some  irre- 
gularities ;  but  I  would  be  well  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  all  the  parts 
of  our  educational  system  worked  as  smoothly  as  the  accounts. 

On  the  whole,  there  has  been  a  perceptible  improvement  in  the  schools 
of  this  district  during  the  past  twelve  years,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  we 
might  wish  for  something  more,  without  being  top  exacting.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in 
my  district  for  the  year  ending  30th  June  last. 

Owing  to  ill-health,  I  was  unable  to  make  two  inspections  of  all  the 
schools  under  my  supervision  ;  but  I  inspected  all  of  thein  once,  and  several 
twice. 

The  length  of  each  inspection  generally  depends  upon  the  degree  of 
advancement  of  the  school,  the  number  of  the  pupils,  and  the  subjects 
which  they  learn. 

A  comparison  of  my  grand  statistical  table  with  that  of  last  year,  shows 
a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  attending  school  and 
in  certain  subjects ;  but  this  decrease  is  only  apparent,  and  is  due  to 
the  fact  that,  as  I  was  under  the  impression  that  I  had  to  inspect  the 
English  Roman  Catholic  schools  in  St.  Anicet,  No.  2,  I  did  so  for  two  years 
and  entered  them  in  my  two  previous  statistical  tables.  I  did  not  do  so 
this  year,  having  discovered  my  error. 

The  inspection  bulletins,  which  I  sent  you  lately,  contain  such  precise 
infoTmation  as  to  the  manner  in  which  each  school  is  kept,  as  to  the  branches 
studied,  as  well  as  those  which  are  not,  or  which  are  insufficiently  studied, 
that  I  think  I  need  not  again  enter  into  these  details.  I  may,  however,  say 
that,  as  a  rule,  progress  continues  to  be  satisfactory ;  that  the  majority  of 
the  schools  are  well  kept,  and  that  if  there  are  still  some  inferior  ones,  there 
are  none  really  useless ;  that  the  school  laws  are  everywhere  well  liked  and 
faithfully  carried  out,  and  that  the  instructions,  both  of  the  Department 
and  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  are,  with  a  very  few  exceptions, 
strictly  adhered  to. 

There  are  quite  enough  schools  in  my  district  for  the  wants  of  the 

population,    although  efforts  are  made  to  increase  their  number  in  som& 

places.     In  certain  municipalities  there  exists  a  praiseworthy  rivalry,  both 

in  zeal  and  liberality,  for  the  erection  of  fine  school-houses,  to  such  an 

extent  that  application  had  to  be  made  to  you  for  permission  to  exceed  the 

maximum  fixed  by  law  for  the  cost  of  building  certain  school-houses.     In 

my  district  you  will  not  find  any  of  those  miserable  hovels  such  as  exist  in 

places  where  settlement  has  only  just  begun,  but  there  are  still  a  few  old 
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school-houses  in  a  ruinous  condition,  which  the  commissioners  are  wrong 
in  keeping  up  from  year  to  year,  by  means  of  repairs  which  are  often  costly, 
instead  of  building  new  ones,  well  laid  out,  and  with  all  necessary  hygienic 
appliances,  where  the  children  would  be,  at  least,  as  comfortable  as  at  home. 

All  the  male  teachers  in  my  district  hold  model-school  or  academy 
diplomas,  and  only  ^  of  125  female  teachers  are  uncertificated.  The  com- 
missioners who  engaged  them  told  me  they  were  unable  to  secure  the 
services  of  qualified  teachers. 

This  reason  may  be  a  good  one,  as  far  as  some  municipalities  are  con- 
cerned, such  as  Ste.  Barbe,  for  instance,  but  is  worthless  as  regards  the 
others. 

The  salaries  of  the  teachers  are  being  gradually  raised,  but  are  still  far 
from  being  proportionate  to  the  merits  and  labours  of  those  who  devote 
themselves  to  the  education  of  children. 

The  books  are  everywhere  kept  by  active  and  honest  secretary- 
treasurers,  and  financial  matters  are  so  managed  as  to  give  satisfaction  to 
the  ratepayers. 

The  chief  obstacle  to  the  progress  of  education  in  the  schools  is  always 
and  invariably  the  same  throughout  the  province :  it  is  irregular  attendance, 
which  is  everywhere  pointed  out  as  the  most  formidable  enemy  we  have 
to  contend  against,  and  which  we  must  overcome  in  order  to  be  really 
successful.  However,  this  obstacle  is  gradually  disappearing,  and  the 
people  are  beginning  to  appreciate  the  advantages  of  a  good  education. 

With  reference  to  the  Pension  and  Superannuation  Fund  Act,  passed 
last  session  in  favour  of  old  or  infirm  teachers,  I  do  not,  in  any  way,  wish 
to  criticize  the  conduct  of  the  Quebec  G-ovemment,  which  must  have  acted 
with  prudence  and  wisdom  in  adopting  a  measure  so  useful  and  almost 
generally  called  for  ;  but  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  it  should  not  be  in 
a  position  to  contribute  a  larger  amount  to  this  fund,  for  I  foresee  that  most 
of  the  older  teachers  will  derive  but  little  benefit  from  this  measure,  which 
at  first  compels  them  to  drain  their  resources  to  pay  the  arrears  of  the  first 
stoppages,  and  to  submit  to  a  second  stoppage  of  three  per  cent.,  and 
Another  of  two  per  cent  on  the  pension.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  scholastic  year 
1885-86. 

The  statistical  table  herewith  transmitted  exhibits  the  particulars,  as 
<orrectly  and  fully  as  I  have  been  able  to  gather  them,  of  the  Protestant 
«cliools  of  89  municipalities,  varying  from  1  to  33  schools.  The  whole 
number  of  schools  reported  is  296,  with  319  departments,  7,954  pupils,  and 
4ui  average  of  5,953.  Of  these,  2Y9  with  290  departments,  and  6,6Y6  pupils, 
are  classed  as  elementary  schools,  10  model  schools,  with  15  departments 
Md  570  pupils ;  5  academies  with  12  departments  and  532  pupils ;  and  2 
€oDeges  with  176  students.  287  are  reported  as  "  under  control  "  of  Com- 
missioners or  Trustees,  and  9  as  "  independent ;  "  though  of  the  latter,  1 
^ademy  and  2  colleges  receive  G-ovemment  aid,  and  1  is  subsidized  by  Com- 
missioners. By  comparison  with  my  last  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  reported,  and  also,  in 
the  attendance.  It  may  be  proper  to  repeat  here  what  has  been  stated  in 
previous  reports,  that  there  is  still  considerable  diversity  in  regard  to  the 
kngth  of  time  the  schools  are  kept  open.  This  irregularity  as  well  as  that 
which  still  continues  to  some  extent,  in  the  engagement  of  teachers,  renders 
the  estimate  of  salaries,  and  particularly  of  the  average  of  salaries,  quite  dif- 
fictdt.  I  may  explain  that  in  estimating  the  average  of  yearly  salaries,"  I 
have  taken  as  a  basis  a/ttZZ  year,  as  kept  in  the  particular  municipality.  In' 
the  schools  under  control,  I  have  reported  24  male  and  348  female  teachers  ; 
though  17  of  the  former,  and  about  70  of  the  latter,  were  employed  for  only 
part  of  the  year ;  and  about  24  female  teachers  are  unavoidably  counted 
twice,  (owing  to  their  teaching  in  different  municipalities.)  The  lowest 
wages  paid  to  male  teachers  was  |15.50  per  month ;  the  highest  $1300  for 
the  year ;  to  female  teachers,  from  $12  per  month  to  $500  for  the  year.  I 
liare  estimated  the  average  of  female  teachers's  salaries  as  $145.  The  whole 
tmount  x>aid  in  salaries  I  have  reported  as  $41,430.  As  regards  religious 
&ith,  684  pupils  are  classed  as  Soman  Catholics,  and  7,270,  as  Protestants ; 
87  teachers  are  classed  as  Boman  Catholics,  and  345  as  Protestants. 

There  has  been  a  good  degree  of  improvement  in  the  exclusive  use  of 
authorized  text-books,  and  the  course  of  study;  in  fact,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions, there  is  entire  uniformity  in  books ;  but  there  is  still  room  for  consider- 
able improvement  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  course  of  study  and  in  simpli- 
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city  of  classification.  Two  mnnicipalities  still  adhere  to  the  practice  of 
"  boarding  around  "  ;  and  several  are  more  or  less  irregular  in  regard  to  the 
engagement  of  teachers  and  the  arrangement  of  the  school  year ; — ^this  is- 
evident  from  the  fact  stated  above,  that  about  24  teachers  were  employed 
during  the  year,  in  two  different  municipalities.  These  irregularities  render 
it  quite  difficult,  in  some  cases,  for  the  secretary-treasurers  to  make  regular 
and  correct  half-yearly  returns  :  though  the  authorized  school  register  is  now 
almost  universally  used. 

Very  little  has  been  done  this  year  in  building  or  repairing  school- 
houses.  An  excellent  model  school  building  was  completed  in  Waterville, 
and  repairs  have  been  made  in  a  few  cases.  While  a  very  few  of  the  school- 
houses  may  properly  be  classed  as  bad,  most  are  middling,  many  are  good, 
and  a  few  are  really  excellent. 

Owing  to  the  unusually  unfavorable  winter,  I  was  unable  to  complete 
my  ordinary  work  of  inspection  as  early  as  usual,  and  in  consequence,  have 
had  to  postpone  my  series  of  teachers'  meetings.  I  hope,  however,  to  be  in 
a  position  to  hold  them  early  in  the  fall.  The  annual  Teachers'  Institute  held 
again  at  Lennoxville,  was  quite  successful,  both  as  regards  attendance  and 
interest.  About  60  certificates  of  full  attendance  were  given ;  of  these,  7 
took,  the  certificate  of  attendance  at  three  Institutes.  I  am  fully  convinced 
that  these  Institutes  and  the  Inspectors'  teachers'  meetings  are  producing 
very  good  results. 

The  bulletins  of  inspection,  as  now  improved,  give  a  very  definite 
account  of  the  position  of  each  school,  as  well  as  of  each  municipality,  and 
comprise  much  that  cannot  be  condensed  into  a  general  report,  and  in  dis- 
tinct form.  I  give  below  the  classification  or  relative  standing  of  the  na.uni- 
cipalities,  according  to  my  estimates  and  average,  based  on  the  follov^ing 
particulars : — 

1.  Conduct  of  affairs  by  commissioners  and  secretary-treasurers. 

2.  Condition  of  the  school-houses. 

8.  Apparatus,  (blackboard,  maps,  &c.) 

4.  Use  of  authorized  text-books. 

6.  Efficiency  of  the  teachers. 

6.  Salaries  and  mode  of  payment. 

As  heretofore,  I  arrange  in  order  of  rank,  and  rate  in  each  class  from 
0  to  9 ;  9  denoting  lowest  rank  in  a  class ;  those  having  the  same  average 
being  arranged  alphabetically.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  send  you  my  annual  report  on  the  schools  of  my 
district  for  the  year  ending  80th  June  last. 

My  district  now  comprises  27  municipalities,  constituting  135  districts ; 
one  municipality  and  5  districts  more  than  last  year.  These  135  districts 
have  140  schools  of  all  kinds :  124  primary,  13  model  and  3  academies. 

5,750  pupils  attend  the  primary  schools,  899  the  model  schools,  and  337 
the  academies ;  total,  9,986  or  94  more  than  the  previous  year. 

The  three  academies  are  girls'  academies,  which  are  taught  with  the 
ability  for  which  religious  communities  are  remarkable.  In  these  institu- 
tions the  young  girls  receive  a  highly  moral  and  religious  education,  with- 
out prejudice  to  the  study  of  the  subjects  required  by  the  curriculum.  It 
is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  these  girls'  academies  render  great  services  to 
education,  by  training  many  teachers  for  primary  schools,  who  are  generaUy 
good  teachers. 

Of  the  13  model  schools,  only  4  are  taught  by  masters.  The  best  of 
these  four  are  beyond  contradiction — that  kept  at  St.  Stanislas,  by  Mr.  Alfred 
Dostaler,  and  that  kept  by  Mr.  Gamille  Dostaler,  in  Ghamplain  village. 

Of  the  9  others,  which  are  kept  by  female  teachers,  the  best  are  those  of 
Miss  Rose-de-Lima  G-ermain,  at  Gap  Sante,  and  Miss  Rose-de-Iima  Descor- 
miers,  at  Ste.  Genevieve  de  Batiscan. 

The  best  kept  of  the  124  primary  schools  are  those  of  Miss  Zoe  Lahaie, 
at  Batiscan  ;  Miss  Adeline  Pouliotte,  at  St.  Ubalde ;  Miss  F6lina  G-ariepy 
and  Miss  S6raphine  Ferreault  and  Mrs.  Philomene  Thibodeau,  at  St.  Alban  ; 
Miss  Exilda  Fag6  and  Miss  Marie- Anne  Toussaint,  at  Gap  Sant6;  Miss 
Y6n6rence  Tessier,  Miss  Marie- Anne  Rousseau  and  Miss  Glarisse  Bureau,  at 
Ste.  Anne  Laperade,  Miss  Helene  Dubord  and  Justina  Ghartier,  at  Gham- 
plain ;  Miss  Leonie  Provencher,  at  St.  Maurice ;  Miss  Emma  Rh6aiilt,  at 
Mont-Garmel ;  Miss  No^mie  Mercure,  at  St.  Jacques  des  Piles ;  Miss 
Albina  D6ry,  at  St.  Tite,  and  Mrs.  Antoinette  Q-ingras,  at  Ste.  G-enevieve 
de  Batiscan. 

Of  the  other  lOt  primary  schools,  t4  are  satisfactory,  24  are  inferior,  and 
9  inefficient. 
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As  irregular  attendance  is,  beyond  doubt,  an  obstacle  to  progress,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  the  average  attendance  of  the  pupils  in  each  munici-

It  is  but  fair  to  state  that,  as  regards  the  municipality  of  St.  Jacques  des 
Piles,  the  calculation  was  made  for  the  pupils  of  only  one  district,  (that  of 
the  Post)  the  only  place  in  this  new  municipality  where  there  was  a  school 
when  I  made  my  inspection. 

In  the  municipality  of  St.  Maurice  there  is  also  a  large  number  of 
children,  who  are  at  the  boarding-school  of  the  Reverend  Sisters  of  the  As- 
sumption,  and  who  do  not  enter  in  the  above  calculation,  as  I  have  not 
received  the  statistics  of  that  institution  for  the  year  ending  30th  June  last. 

By  comparing  my  last  statistical  table  with  the  previous  one,  you  will 
easily  see  that  progress  has  been  made  in  all  the  branches  taught,  notwith- 
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stsmding  the  drawbacks  which  are  always  the  same,  and  which  are  due  to 
the  want  of  professional  training  in  too  many  teachers  who  offer  their  ser- 
Tices  at  lower  rates,  and  are  at  once  accepted  by  school-boards  which  care 
little  fox  the  advancement  of  the  pupils  in  the  municipalities  which  they 
represent. 

Since  the  order  issued  by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  that  an 
assistant  be  engaged  for  every  model  school  with  more  than  40  pupils,  and 
every  primary  school  with  more  than  60,  we  frequently  see  two  inefficient 
teachers  engaged  to  replace  an  efficient  one.  G-ood  masters  no  longer  find 
suitable  situations,  because  it  is  easy  to  obtain  the  services  of  three  female 
teachers,  such  as  they  are,  for  the  salary  of  a  good  master. 

The  obstinacy  of  the  Commissioners  and  of  many  of  the  ratepayers, 
with  respect  to  buildings  and  furniture,  and  also  the  teaching  of  certain 
subjects  of  the  curriculum,  is  a  lamentable  obstacle  to  the  progress  of  edu- 
cation in  certain  municipalities.  However,  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of 
most  of  the  school-boards  and  secretary-treasurers  who,  as  a  rule,  faithfdlly 
perform  their  respective  duties. 

The  above  remarks  apply  equally  to  the  seven  municipalities  in  the 
district  of  the  late  Mr.  F.  E.  Juneau,  which  I  inspected  in  the  course  of  last 
winter. 

Moreover,  every  particular  concerning  each  municipality  and  each 
school  is  set  forth  in  the  inspection  bulletins  which  I  sent  you  at  the  proper 
time. 

I  have  to  thank  the  parish  priests  of  the  municipalities  which  I  visited 
during  the  year,  for  their  courtesy  and  the  valuable  information  which  they 
gave  me,  and  for  having  frequently  accompanied  me  in  my  inspectio  nof 
the  schools  in  their  respective  parishes.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  elementary 
education  in  the  counties  of  Drummond  and  Arthabaska  for  the  year 
1885-86. 

By  comparing  the  grand  statistical  table,  accompanying  this  report^ 
•with  those  for  the  previous  years,  you  will  find  a  yearly  increase  in  the 
aiumber  of  children  attending  school,  which  is  *7,470,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  6,452. 

The  most  important  subjects  of  the  primary  school  curriculum,  as  well 
as  those  for  model  schools,  are  learnt  by  a  greater  number  of  children  and 
more  intelligently.  I  notice,  with  pleasure,  at  each  of  my  inpections,  that 
the  teachers  are  exercising  more  judgment  every  day,  by  giving  a  more 
practical  character  to  their  teaching.  The  children  are  gradually  brought 
to  understand  everything  they  do. 

The  study  of  Agriculture,  Drawing  and  object  lessons,  the  utility  of 
which  is  so  often  ignored  by  parents,  seems  to  be  more  general. 

The  teachers  have  been  more  zealous  and  painstaking ;  they  have  better 
appreciated  the  fact  that  children  who  get  sound  ideas  of  Drawing  and 
Agriculture  at  school,  will  labour  to  better  advantage  in  their  professions. 

The  number  of  children  learning  these  branches  has  increased  in  a 
marked  d^ree,  and  both  interest  and  taste  were  displayed  in  the  work. 

The  superior  educational  establishments,  under  the  management  of 
leachers  in  religious  orders,  produce  excellent  results  ;  the  boys  and  girls 
who  attend  these  schools  regularly,  acquire  knowledge  which  makes  them 
osefol  members  of  society. 

Of  the  seven  model  schools  in  my  district,  that  of  St.  Victoire,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Lefebvre,  has  greatly  prospered.  I  regret  that  the 
majority  of  the  commissioners  have  not  understood  their  duty  better  than 
to  discharge  a  teacher  so  capable  of  instilling  knowledge  into  the  minds  of 
his  pupils. 

I  have  two  other  good  model  schools  and  two  indifferent  ones. 
The  improvement  which  I  pointed  out  last  year  in  connectioQ  with 
tchool  buildings  and  furniture,  continues. 
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The  old  houses  with  low  ceilings  and  imperfect  ventilation  and  poor 
light,  are  gradually  disappearing,  and  are  being  replaced  by  elegant 
buildings  which  are  much  more  comfortable.  The  desks  and  forms  are 
better  suited,  in  their  proportions,  to  the  younger  children. 

Financial  matters  are  well  managed  in  nearly  all  the  municipalities  of 
my  district,  and  the  secretaries  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  their  office. 

As  I  have  given  you  in  my  bulletins  detailed  information  about  every 
school  under  my  supervision,  these  few  remarks  will,  I  hope,  suffice  to  show 
that  primary  education  in  the  counties  of  Drummond  and  Arthabaska  is  kk 
a  sufficiently  satisfactory  condition.

Sir, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1885-86, 

The  condition  of  the  schools  generally  was  not  very  satisfactory  this- 
year.  The  following  are  the  chief  causes  :  small-pox  raged  in  my  district, 
and  the  attendance  of  the  pupils  was  materially  affected  by  the  presence  of 
that  dreadful  disease. 

Many  parents  neglect  to  send  their  children  to  school  regularly,  and  ta 
supply  them  with  school  necessaries. 

In  only  three  municipalities,  those  of  ContrecoBeur,  St.  Antoine,  and 
St.  Mark,  are  books  and  other  articles  required  by  the  pupils  supplied  by 
the  school-boards.  The  ratepayers  are  delighted  with  this  system,  which 
is  much  more  economical  and  advantageous. 

If  the  Government  were  to  give  a  special  prize  to  those  who  follow 
this  example,  it  would  be  a  better  way  to  attain  the  desired  end  than  all 
our  advice  and  representations. 

Three-fourths  of  the  schools  in  my  district  are  primary  schools,  taught 
by  female  teachers  who  are  not  nuns.  Not  one  of  them  has  been  to  a  Normal 
school.  This  clearly  shows  the  necessity  which  is  urgently  felt  in  this  section 
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of  a  special  course  of  instruction  for  young  girls  who  wish  to  become 
teachers. 

There  is  not  a  trace  of  a  plan  of  study  in  the  majority  of  our  schools^ 
Has  not  the  time  come  for  the  adoption  of  a  detailed  curriculum,  as  well  a& 
of  a  time-table,  and  a  monthly  allotment  of  subjects  for  each  year  ? 

There  are  several  subjects  that  the  teachers  should  teach,  and  which 
they  are  not  obliged  to  know.  They  form  part  of  the  curriculum  of  the 
schools,  but  are  not  even  mentioned  in  the  list  of  subjects  for  the  examina- 
tion which  has  to  be  passed  for  obtaining  diplomas.  This  is  an  anomaly 
and  a  source  of  many  difficulties. 

There  are  in  my  district  a  dozen  so-called  teachers,  who  are  quite 
incompetent  to  teach  school.  If  I  succeed  in  getting  them  discharged 
from  one  place,  I  find  them  next  year  in  another.  By  asking  smaller  remun- 
eration, they  keep  competent  persons  away.  They  are  the  plague  of  the 
body  of  teachers,  and  the  chief  cause  of  the  constant  change  which  is  so 
prejudicial  to  the  success  of  our  schools. 

The  most  serious  thing  about  this  is  that  they  are  provided  with 
diplomas,  and  by  means  of  these  official,  but  misleading,  documents,  they 
impose  upon  the  public  and  take  its  money  without  the  slightest  scruple. 
I  might  relate  some  very  curious  stories  about  this,  but  let  us  pass  on. 

Most  of  the  country  teachers  have  little  or  no  professional  knowledge, 
but  they  are  generally  zealous  and  willing.  They  complain,  with  reason, 
that  they  are  not  sufficiently  guided,  and  would  only  be  too  glad  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunities  which  might  be  given  them  to  learn  and  to 
be  worthy  of  the  position  they  occupy. 

A  mere  inspection  is  not  enough  for  this  under  present  circumstances. 
This,  I  consider  is  a  question  which  deserves  the  serious  consideration  of 
the  authorities. 

It  is  painful  to  have  to  state  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  amount 
paid  each  year,  by  the  Government  and  the  rate-payers,  is  entirely  wasted, 
because  the  services  of  too  many  persons,  who  can  be  of  no  use,  are  accepted, 
and  because  those  who  are  more  capable  are  not  given  an  opportunity  o 
learning  and  of  perfecting  themselves. 

The  most  efficient  and  economical  means  of  obtaining  the  best  results 
has  already  been  frequently  pointed  out  by  you,  by  several  of  my  colleagues- 
and  by  myself:  I  mean  teachers '  conventions.  I  will  not  dwell  at  any 
length  on  this  subject.  I  will  do  more.  I  will  carry  out  the  idea  in  the 
month  of  September  next.  My  plan  is  already  prepared,  and  all  my  arrange- 
ments are  completed  for  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  1886-8^. 
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I  have  sent  to  all  concerned  a  circular  of  which  the  following  are  the 
ohief  passages: — 

''  During  the  months  of  September  and  October  next,  I  intend  calling 
together  the  teachers  in  each  municipality  of  my  district,  in  order  to  confer 
with  them  on  the  methods  of  teaching  and  the  manner  of  keeping  their 
jschools. 

"  I  will  thus  give  them  an  opportunity  of  acquiring  professional  know- 
ledge, and  of  working  for  their  own  advsincement. 

''  I  may  add  that  I  am  not  going  to  make  them  undergo  an  examination, 
I  will  not  question  any  one ;  I  will  give  the  explanations  myself,  and  any 
one  can  ask  me  questions.  My  services  will  be  entirely  gratuitous. 

"  Toung  people  who  wish  to  become  teachers  will  be  admitted  to  these 
conferences. 

"  Parish  priests  and  school  commissioners  are  particularly  invited  to 
honour  them  with  their  presence,  and  I  rely  on  them  for  assistance  to  secure 
the  success  of  my  project,  which  appears  to  meet  with  general  approval. 

"  These  conferences  will  extend  over  two  days  in  each  parish,  and  there 
will  be  two  meetings  each  day  :  one  in  the  inorning  and  the  other  in  the 
afternoon." 

The  place  and  date  of  these  meetings  were  communicated  later  to  the 
parties  interested. 

One  of  the  newspapers  published  in  this  district  contained  the  follow- 
ing in  connection  with  this  plan : — 

"  Conferences  are  certainly  the  most  practical  and  economical  means  of 
making  good  methods  known. 

"  They  will  not  fail  to  be  fruitful  in  their  results,  and  will  give  the 
teachers  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  information  on  many  points  connected 
with  the  profession.  They  will  contribute  towards  obtaining  more  order 
and  uniformity  in  the  manner  of  teaching  school." 

I  will  not  say  anything  more  for  the  present,  but  I  will  send  you  a 
detailed  report  of  my  operations. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  reverting  to  an  idea  I  have  already  expressed  and 
that  is  that  I  would  be  happy  to  become  acquainted  with  all  my  colleagues. 
If  we  could  meet  at  stated  periods,  we  would  have  the  advantage  of  being 
able  to  communicate  to  each  other  the  result  of  our  observations  and 
•experience,  we  might  consult  together  as  to  the  best  organization  to  be 
adopted  to  have  good  methods  of  teaching  followed  by  all.  Unity  of  views, 
-of  action  and  of  means  would  greatly  contribute  to  the  success  of  our 
mission. 
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I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  another  point,  the  last. 
Under  the  present  law,  the  Government  grant  and  the  proceeds  of  the  school 
tax  have  to  be  distributed  to  each  district  proportionately  to  the  number 
of  children  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  in  such  district. 
This  law  is  almost  entirely  a  dead  letter.  In  several  municipalities 
every  one  is  on  the  same  footing,  and  each  one  receives  according  to  his 
wants.  In  others,  each  district  keeps  its  own  revenues,  and  pays  its- 
eipenses.  It  is  not  for  me  to  say  whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  amend 
the  present  law,  and  determine  the  position  of  the  school-boards,  by  allow- 
ing them  to  adopt  whichever  of  these  two  systems  they  preferred,  but  I 
think  it  would  be  the  simplest  means  of  avoiding  the  difficulties  which 
arise  rather  frequently. 

Two  male  and  one  female  teacher  have  taught  their  respective 
schools  with  remarkable  success,  and  have  sent  excellent  work  to  the 
London  Exhibition.  I  congratulate  them.  They  are  Mr.  M6dard  Emard  of 
St.  Hubert,  Mr.  Joseph  H.  Morin  of  St.  Julie,  and  Miss  Marie  Rose  Hu- 
bertin,  of  Boucherville. 

I  must  also  say  that  many  persons,  who  take  an  interest  in  education,, 
have  generously  assisted  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  yearly  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools 
in  my  district  for  the  year  1885-86. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  if  every  things  is  not  as  I  would  desire 
it  to  be,  still  matters  are  as  satisfactory  as  I  can  expect  at  present,  consider- 
ing the  difficult  position  in  which  the  population  of  this  county  is  placed. 
The  zeal  and  devotedness  of  the  teachers  are  deserving  of  all  praise,  and  I 
have  to  thank  the  parish  priests,  as  well  as  the  school  commissioners  and 
trustees,  for  the  assistance  they  have  so  willingly  given  me  in  securing  the 
proper  working  of  the  schools  in  the  district. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  give  a  short  summary  of  my  work  and  of  my 
observations  upon  each  municipality  in  the  district. 

Port  Daniel  East. — This  municipality  has  made  great  progress  this  year. 
A  third  school  has  been  established  at  T  Anse-a-Gascon  ;  the  school-houses  in 
Nos.  2  and  3  have  been  finished,  and  that  of  No.  1  is  being  built.  These 
three  schools  are  successfully  taught  by  the  Misses  Flore  Paradis,  Marie 
and  Lusianna  G-agnon  ;  the  latter  holds  a  modftl  school  diploma.  The 
number  of  pupils  in  each  of  these  schools  is  55, 60  and  66  respectively.  The 
parish  priest,  Rev.  Mr.  Q-agnon,  takes  an  active  interest  in  the  improvement 
of  the  schools  in  his  parish,  and  is  well  seconded  by  the  commissioners. 
The  secretary-treasurer,  Mr.  Philippe  Ahier,  performs  his  duties  faithfully. 
Although  the  special  tax  for  building  the  school-houses  has  given  him 
extra  work,  his  accounts  are  in  good  order  and  show  but  a  small  amount 
of  arrears. 

Port  Daniel  West  (dissentient). — This  small  municipality,  which  formerly 
had  but  one  school,  now  has  two.  The  new  one  is  regularly  attended  by 
80  pupils,  who  have  made  rapid  progress  under  the  intelligent  tuition  of 
Miss  Aurfelie  Gagnon.  The  old  school,  kept  by  Miss  Leconteur,  has  also 
produced  excellent  results.  Mr.  James  Enright,  the  chairman,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Enright,  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  trustees,  who  take  an 
interest  in  school  matters,  told  me  that  steps  will  be  taken  by  the  dissen- 
tients this  year  to  build  a  school-house  in  the  new  district.  The  accounts 
Are  in  perfect  order. 

S^.  Godefroi. — ^The  three  schools  of  St.  Q-odefroi,  were  open  throughout 
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Ihe  year.  The  church  school  or  No.  1,  under  the  S(eurs  des  petites  ^coles,  con- 
iinues  to  do  well.  Those  of  Nos.  2  and  3  were  kept  by  experienced  persons, 
Int  the  irregular  attendance  of  the  pupils  impeded  progress.  The  building 
of  a  school-house  has  been  commenced  in  district  No.  2. 

The  commissioners  do  their  best  to  second  the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Smith,  the  bhairman  of  the  school-board  for  the  advancement  of  education 
in  the  municipality,  but  the  rate-payers  are  poor.  As  a  consequence,  it  is 
^cult  to  collect  the  school  rates,  and  the  corporation  owes  a  relatively 
hige  amount  to  the  teachers.  The  parish  priest  is  afraid  that  he  will  have 
to  close  some  of  his  schools  next  year,  unless  he  gets  a  sufficient  supplemen- 
tary grant.  The  accounts  are  correctly  kept  by  Mr.  Poulin,  the  secretary- 
treasurer. 

Pasp4biac, — ^There  are  three  good  schools  in  this  municipality,  attended 
by  183  pupils,  and  the  want  of  another  is  greatly  felt.  A  house  has  already 
l>een  bought  for  the  purpose.  The  commissioners,  whose  chairman  is  Rev. 
Mr.  Larrivee,  are  very  zealous  for  everything  connected  with  education. 

Mr.  Philippe  Loisel  keeps  the  corporation  accounts   correctly,  but  he 
-does  not  sufficiently  press  the  collection  of  the  school  rates,  Which  results 
a  considerable  amount  of  arrears  being  due. 

Cox  {dissentient). — ^The  dissentients  of  Cox,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Eev.  Mr.  Larriv6e,  have  at  last  succeeded  in  building  a  school-house ;  59 
jupils  attended  school  regularly,  and  remarkable  progress  was  made  under 
Miss  Louise  LeBlanc.  The  trustees'  accounts  are  kept  by  Mr.  R.  Loisel,  of 
Faspebiac. 

St.  Bonaventure. — This  large  parish  has  a  model  school  and  six  primary 
ools.     The  former  is  well  kept  by  Miss  Christine  Arseneault,  who  holds 
diploma  from  Laval  Normal  School. 

When  I  last  inspected  the  school,  there  were  eight  pupils  in  the  model 
nirse.     This  is  better  than  in  previous  years.     I  have  also  reason  to  be 
Itttisfied  with  the  primary  schools,  especially  those  kept  by  the  Misses 
Inastafiie  Lepage  and  Christine  Babin. 

The  school  board,  whose  chairman  is  Rev.  Mr.  Thivierge,  manage  cor- 

matters  with  order  and  economy.     The  finances  are  in  a  pros- 

irous   condition;    there  is  money  in  hand  and  there  are  arrears  to  be 

ilected.     Although  their  salaries  are  small,  the  teachers  are  paid  at  the 

agreed  upon. 

S.  Charles  de  Caplan. — Thie  municipality  has  three  schools,  and  a  fourth 
shortly  be  opened  in  the  second  range,  where  the  children  are  at 
nt  deprived  of  all  education.    There  is  marked  progress  in  school  No,

3,  unddr  Miss  C.  Audet,  No.  1  is  fairly  good,  and  No.  2  is  inferior.  The 
teachers  in  Nos.  1  and  2,  are  to  be  replaced  on  the  expiration  of  their  engage- 
ment. The  affairs  of  the  corporation  are  well  managed  by  the  commis- 
sioners and  the  secretary-treasurer,  Tobie  Bujeau.    The  school-house  in  No. 

1  was  re-built  this  year,  and  extensive  repairs  will  be  made  to  those  in  No. 

2  during  the  holidays.    The  finances  are  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

New  Richmond, — ^This  municipality  has  seven  schools,  six  of  which  are 
in  operation.  The  other  was  closed  this  year,  in  order  that  the  school-house 
might  be  rebuilt.  It  will  shortly  be  re-opened.  All  these  schools  gave  me 
satisfaction,  except  that  of  District  No.  *7,  where  the  pupils  made  but  little 
progress.  The  commissioners  are  active  in  collecting  arrears,  and  the 
teachers  are  better  paid  than  formerly.  The  accounts  are  correctly  kept  by 
Mr.  Richard.  • 

Maria, — This  is  the  largest  municipality  in  my  division.  It  has  a 
model  school  and  eight  primary  schools,  attended  by  428  pupils,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  340.  The  model  school  is  successfully  taught  by 
Miss  Hermine  G-agn6,  a  pupil  of  Laval  Normal  School,  with  Miss  Ida  Cyr» 
as  assistant  for  English  and  beginners.  All  the  primary  schools,  especially 
those  in  district  No.  2,  work  well  and  are  taught  by  very  zealous  teachers. 
The  commissioners  show  great  willingness  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  Mr.  J.  F.  Gruit6,  the  secretary-treasurer,  is  very  careful  in  keeping 
his  accounts.  There  is  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  arrears,  and  the 
teachers'  salaries  are  paid  regularly. 

Carleton, — In  addition  to  a  model  school  and  two  primary  schools,  the 
municipality  of  Carleton  has  the  great  advantage  of  having  a  convent  of 
the  Sisters  of  Charity.  Miss  Elmina  AUard  teaches  the  model  school  very 
successfully,  with  the  aid  of  an  assistant,  for  the  younger  children.  The 
two  primary  schools  are  taught  by  able  and  devoted  teachers,  and  have 
done  very  well.  The  condition  of  the  school-houses  is  rather  defective  ;. 
that  of  No.  3  requires  immediate  action  on  the  part  of  the  commissioners.. 
But,  knowing  the  spirit  which  animates  them,  I  am  firmly  convinced  that 
they  will  give  every  attention  to  this  important  question. 

The  convent  maintains  its  reputation,  and  makes  every  effort  to  further 
the  cause  of  education. 

The  secretary  performs  his  duties  faithfully,  but,  notwithstanding  that 
the  commissioners  are  well  disposed,  there  are  arrears  in  the  school  rates. 

St,  Jean  VEvangdiste, — This  municipality  supports  a  model  school  and 
five  primary  schools.  The  model  school  is  very  successful  and  does  great 
honour  to  Mr.  Q-authier's  ability  as  a  teacher.  The  five  primary  schools 
gave  me  satisfaction,  especially  those  taught  by  Misses  Marie  Arseneault  ani 
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Aurtlie  G-authier,  who  are  zealous  and  devoted  teachers.  For  many  years, 
there  has  been  some  talk  of  re-building  school-house  No.  2,  which  is  in  bad 
condition ;  the  commissioners  were  called  upon  again  this  summer  to  re- 
build it.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  now  comply  with  my 
request.  The  secretary-treasurer,  Mr.  Edouard  Arsenault,  keeps  his  accounts 
in  good  order ;  there  are  but  few  arrears,  considering  the  poverty  of  the 
rate-payers. 

M^gtioska. — ^This  small  municipality  has  but  one  school,  and  it  is  in- 
tended to  establish  another,  although  the  existing  one  was  closed  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  under  the  pretext  that  they  could  not  get  a  teacher  know- 
ing both  languages ;  they  only  succeeded  in  getting  one  quite  recently. 
The  rates  are  collected  but  slowly,  and  there  remain  arrears  every  year, 
which  are  collected  with  difficulty. 

Mann. — English  teachers  are  becoming  scarcer  and  scarcer  in  my  dis- 
trict. Notwithstanding  many  efforts,  the  commissioners  have  not  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  a  certificated  teacher  for  the  school  which  I  have  to 
inspect  in  this  small  municipality.  It  was  only  at  my  second  visit  that 
they  found  a  young  girl  of  seventeen  years  who  consented  to  take  charge  of 
it.  The  accounts  are  kept  in  good  order  by  Mr.  Joseph  Anninson,  the 
secretary-treasurer. 

Sie.  Awie  de  Restigimche. — In  this  village  there  is  a  school  for  the  Indians^ 
of  this  mission.  There  are  50  registered  pupils,  but  the  attendance  is  not 
rery  re^lar.  The  present  tether,  Miss  Hermance  Boudreau,  gets  a  salary 
of  $200  from  the  Indian  Department  at  Ottawa. 

St.  Laurent  de  M^tapidia. — ^This  small  municipality  has  a  school  where 
Roman  Catholics  and  Protestants  are  admitted.  Of  the  89  registered  pupils,. 
11  are  !Roman  Catholics  and  28  are  Protestants. 

I  have  not  entered  in  my  statistical  table  for  this  year  the  information 
about  this  school,  as  Eev.  Mr.  Lyster  had  already  done  so  when  he  inspected 
it  a  few  weeks  previously. 

The  accounts  of  the  corporation  are  well  kept  by  Mr.  Jerfemie  Pitre,  the 
secretaiy-treasurer. 

St,  Alexis  de  Mitap^diac. — It  has  two  good  schools,  and  an  inferior  one. 

Each  district  has  a  fairly  good  school-house.     Miss  E.  H.  Parent,  who  kept 

school  No.  1,  is  not  an  ordinary  teacher  ;  under  her  intelligent  management, 

everything  is  wonderfully  changed.   During  the  space  of  a  few  months,  her 

school,  which  had  been  an  indifferent  one,  has  become  one  of  the  best 

amongst  the  primary  schools.     Besides  teaching  her  pupils  very  well,  she 

knows  how  to  train  them  so  well  and  so  quickly,  that  I  was  surprised  to 

see  the  change  effected  in  this  school  in  so  short  a  time.    I  hope  the  com- 
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missioners  will  show  that  they  appreciate  her  merits  by  giving  her  a  suit- 
able salary. 

Mr.  Auguste  TrSpanier  has  also  been  very  successfal  with  the  school 
in  District  No.  2. 

m 

The  accounts  are  correctly  kept  by  the  secretary,  Mr.  Pitre,  but  there 
is  too  much  delay  in  collecting  the  accounts,  and  the  teachers  suffer  by  it. 

To  resume,  I  must  say,  in  all  fairness,  that  nearly  all  the  teachers  have 
done  their  duty,  the  schools  work  well,  the  level  of  education  is  being 
gradually  raised,  sind  the  progress  made  is,  as  a  rule,  satisfactory  to  all  who 
take  an  interest  in  education.

Cape  Cove,  Gaspe,  Aug.  31,  1886. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1885-86,  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools  in  my  district  of  inspection. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  table  of  statistics,  now  forwarded,  that  there  is  a 
small  decrease  in  the  aggregate  number  of  children  attending  the  Bchools  : 
for  this  I  can  hardly  account. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  receiving  instruction  in  writing,  in  writing  from  dictation,  geography, 
drawing,  object  lessons,  and  sacred  history. 

In  other  respects  there  is  little  change,  if  I  except  the  formation  of  two 
newEmunicipalities, — "  Sellarville  "  and  "  Grasp6  Village." 

As  I  already  have  had  the  honor  of  putting  you  in  possession  of  all 
note-worthy  particulars,  I  hope  it  will  now  be  sufficient  to  notice  briefly, 
those  municipalities  in  which  some  signs  of  progress  are  perceptible. 

County  Bonaventure — Port  DanieL — Here  there  are  two  very  fair 
schools,  though  the  children  are  mostly  very  young.  No.  1  school-house  is 
no  longer  in  the  centre  of  the  district,  and  there  has  been  some  difficulty 
about  removing  it  to  a  more  convenient  position.  This,  I  hope,  will  be 
overcome  before  long. 
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St.  Godfroi^  Diss, — ^Here  there  is  an  excellent  school,  well  taught  by 
Miss  French,  who  deserves  much  credit  for  the  progress  of  her  pupils, 
whose  answering  was  very  Intelligent.  A  new  school-house  is  much  needed. 

Cox,  No.  1,  is  a  large  school — 124  on  the  roll — under  a  very  energetic 
:and  competent  teacher,  Mr.  Frank  "Webb,  whose  heart  seems  to  be  in  his 
work.  There  are,  however,  far  too  many  children  for  one  teacher :  he 
<»imot  attend  to  them  all  in  a  satisfactory  way.  An  assistant  is  here  a 
necessity.  The  old  school-house  will  soon  be  replaced  by  a  fine  large  build- 
ing, the  frame  of  which  has  already  been  raised. 

No.  2  was  not  in  a  satisfactory  state  at  the  time  of  my  visit ;  a  change 
of  teachers  had  just  been  effected,  and  discipline  seemed  rather  lax.  In 
this  school  also,  there  are  far  too  many  children  for  one  teacher  :  she  cannot 
possibly  manage  them  all.  The  model  school  department  had  been  closed 
a  little  before  my  visit,  and  the  teacher  had  left. 

I  here  beg  leave  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  I  have,  in  the  table  of 
statistics,  returned  the  model  school  simply  as  a  department  of  the  elemen- 
tary. In  reality  it  is  still  an  elementary  school,  the  children  being  mostly 
beginners,  though  the  teacher  holds  the  McQ-iU  model  school  diploma. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  object  for  which  a  special  grant  was  made  to 
this  municipality  has  not  yet  been  attained,  no  intending  teachers  having 
^tered  the  school  for  training. 

In  winter  there  were  a  few  girls  making  fair  progress,  who  in  time, 
might  become  teachers ;  but  none  came  from  outside  the  municipality. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  model  department  will  be  better  attended, 
«nd  more  fully  appreciated  in  future. 

New  Richmond,  Diss, — The  schools  here  do  not  call  for  any  particular 
aotice.  No.  1 — Black  Cape,  is,  I  think,  the  best :  it  is  yearly  improving.  No.  5, 
in  the  village,  was  not  satisfactory.  The  teacher  complained  of  irregular 
attendance.  A  large  school-house  is  being  built  in  district  No.  3.  The  muni- 
r^pality  has  recently  sustained  a  loss  in  the  death  of  their  secretary-treasurer, 
Mr.  John  McCJormick,  who  was  very  energetic  and  punctual  in  performing 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

SchooWred. — ^The  schools  are  as  good  as  can  be  expected,  at  present,  in  a 
poor  and  thinly  i>opulated  municipality.  Three  of  them  were  in  operation 
at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

The  new  municipality  of  SeUarviUe  has  a  neat  school-house,  and,  con- 
Udering  the  short  time  the  school  had  been  open,  the  pupils  answered  fairly, 
pke  people  are  evidently  anxious  to  have  their  children  educated. 

I      County  Q-ispfi.     Cape  Cove.    Diss, — Here  the  three  schools  are  con- 
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stantly  in  operation.  No.  2,  under  Mr.  G.  G-andin,  is  an  excellent  school  in 
winter,  when  it  is  attended  by  several  pupils  of  from  fourteen  to  sixteen 
years  of  age,  some  of  whom  are  good  scholars,  who,  with  a  little  further 
training,  would  become  effective  teachers.  Most  of  these  leave  school  in 
summer  and  obtain  employment  at  lobster-packing,  farming,  &c.  Nos.  1  and 
2  are  also  well  taught,  but  the  children  are  removed  from  both  at  too  early^ 
an  age.    Two  new  school-houses  have  been  built  within  the  past  year. 

Haldimand — No.  1. — ^This  is  the  best  school  in  my  district,  and  deserves 
honorable  mention.  For  good  discipline,  regularity  and  intelligent  answer- 
ing, I  am  glad  to  commend  it.  The  teacher.  Miss  Henry,  has  been  in  charge 
for  several  years.  The  advantage  of  keeping  the  same  teacher  as  long  8S 
possible,  provided  she  does  her  work  faithfully  and  well,  is  obvious,  and  is 
proved  by  the  satisfactory  answering  and  generally  prosperous  condition 
of  such  schools. 

York. — One  school  here.  No.  2,  is  promising,  and  is  more  regularly 
attended  than  perhaps  any  other  in  the  county.  The  other.  No.  1,  is  the 
reverse.  Both  school-houses  are  new,  neat,  well-furnished,  and  well  sup- 
plied with  wall-maps,  and  care  is  taken  to  keep  them  in  good  order. 

Gasp6  Village. — As  in  the  case  of  Cox,  so  here  also  I  have  returned  the 
model  school  as  elementary,  with  two  departments,  because,  in  poiot  of  fact,, 
it  is  so,  at  present. 

This  school  has,  for  the  past  year,  been  taught  by  a  young  lady  holding- 
the  McGill  model  diploma.  A  few  of  the  pupils  are  well  advanced,  but 
most  of  them  may  be  called  beginners.  My  hopes  that  intending  teachers 
would  avail  themselves  of  a  course  of  training  in  this  school,  have,  so  far, 
been  disappointed ;  only  one  girl,  who  subsequently  passed  a  good  examina- 
tion and  obtained  the  elementary  diploma,  having  taken  advantage  of  the 
opportunity.  I  hoi)e  her  example  will  be  followed  by  several,  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  commissioners  deserv'e  much  credit  for  having  promptly  met  the 
special  grant,  by  building  an  excellent  and  commodious  school-house — 
probably  the  best  in  my  whole  district. 

The  schools  of  Grand  Greve  were,  as  usual,  in  operation  during  the 
year,  but  the  difficulty  of  attending  regularly  on  this  specially  exposed  coast, 
is  a  hindrance  to  progress.  No.  1  was  better  attended  and  in  better  condi- 
tion than  in  former  years,  but  is  yet,  as  well  as  No.  2,  a  backward  school. 

In  nearly  every  municipality  the  same  complaint  is  heard,  viz.,  that 
IMirents  remove  their  children  at  too  early  an  age.  Parents  declare  they  are 
obliged  to  do  so,  as  labour  is  scarce  and  the  country  is  poor.  I  have  no  doubt 
in  my  own  mind,  nevertheless,  that  the  children  are,  on  the  whole,  much 
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better  taught  than  they  used  to  be  :  and  few  of  those  who  remain  even  to 
the  age  of  fourteen,  fail  to  secure  a  fair  share  of  elementary  knowledge,  and  a 
fiicility  in  letter- writing  and  making  out  simple  accounts,  which  must  prove 
most  useful  in  after  life.  A  satisfactory  proof  of  this  is  found  in  the  general 
statement  of  post-masters  on  the  coast  that  their  business  is  constantly 
increasing ;  the  number  of  letters  and  newspapers  passing  their  offices 
having  in  some  instances  doubled,  within  a  very  few  years. 

I  have  not  alluded  to  the  secretary-treasurers  of  the  several  municipali- 
ties, because  it  would  seem  invidious  to  select  a  few  for  special  commenda- 
tion, when  nearly  all,  to  the  best  of  my  belief  and  observation,  do  their 
work  faithfully,  and,  on  the  whole,  well. 

The  proof  that  I  do  not  say  a  word  too  much  in  their  favor  is,  that  with 
only  one  exception,  all  the  teachers  have  been  punctually  paid. 

Their  office  is  by  no  means  a  sinecure,  and  their  remuneration  is  seldom 
an  equivalent  for  the  trouble  they  are  obliged  to  take,  in  order  to  secure  the 
prompt  payment  of  school  rates. 

Some  ratepayers  give  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  trouble,  and  require 
frequent  reminders,  before  the  reluctant  dollars  pass  into  the  secretary's 
hands.    To  sue,  is,  I  need  hardly  say,  in  ^ost  cases,  a  last  resource.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  my  annual  statistical  report  of  the  schools^^ 
under  my  inspection,  in  the  counties  of  Ottawa  and  Pontiac,  for  the  year 
ending  30th  June,  1886. 

Six  new  schools  have  been  opened  during  the  past  year.  The  aggre-: 
gate  number  of  pupils  shows  an  increase  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five 
over  the  preceding  year. 

In  some  of  the  sparsely  settled  sections  of  this  extensive  district,  the 
pupils  are  making  efforts  to  establish  small  schools. 

The  statistical  tables  give  an  elaborate  report  on  each  school  munici-^ 
pality  and  the  bulletins  of  inspection  which  I  forwarded  from  time  to 
time,  give  fall  reports  on  every  school. 

I  consider  further  details  quite  unnecessary  here. 

That  a  more  earnest  desirQ  to  improve  our  common  schools  is  seizing 
the  minds  of  the  public  is  quite  evident. 

The  zeal  of  the  authorities  in  Quebec  to  improve  our  school  system,  and 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  rate-payers  begin  to  manifest  a  more  intelligent 
appreciation  of  the  excellent  educational  facilities  enjoyed  by  our  sister 
province,  are  arousing  the  people  to  bestir  themselves  in  educational 
advancement. 

The  evidence  I  allude  to  is  a  more  extensive  demand  for  a  superior 
class  of  teachers,  for  better  school- houses,  for  better  school  accommodation, 
for  more  thorough  instruction. 

I  have  frequently  called  your  attention  to  the  miserable  state  of  some 
school-houses,  especially  those  in  localities  where  the  people  enjoy,  at  leasts- 
all  the  necessaries  for  animal  life,  and  have  comfortable  dwellings.     In 
such  localities,  surely  it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that  the  differential  fdno 
tion  is  too  large. 

In  Ontario,  the  Inspector  is  authorized  to  report  on  the  condition  of  the 
school- houses  and  their  surroundings,  (the  Quebec  Inspectors  are  now 
obliged  to  give  the  same  information),  but  when  a  school-house  in  Ontario 
is  adjudged  unfit  for  school  purposes,  a  new  one,  designed  with  a  view  to- 
the  physical  as  well  as  the  mental  development  of  children,  must  be 
erected  without  any  unnecessary  delay.    The  condemned  school  buildings- 
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in  my  district  are  not  so  promptly  replaced  by  new  ones,  but  to  come  "  in 
the  sweet  bye-and-bye." 

Such  is  one  of  the  many  differences  between  compulsory  law  and  "  free- 
will offering"  in  educational  matters. 

We  are  all  acquainted  with  the  familiar  adage,  *'  The  teacher  makes 
the  school."  In  my  last,  I  made  some  suggestions,  with  a  view  to  improve 
and  better  prepare  our  non-professional  teachers  for  their  work,  by  securing 
in  every  school  municipality,  when  there  were  even  four  schools  in  opera- 
tion, a  McQ-ill  Normal  School  teacher,  who  would,  on  appointed  Saturdays, 
instruct,  for  a  short  time,  the  teachers  who  had  not  the  advantages  of  Normal 
training.     Such  a  method  would  assist  in  securing  uniformity  of  system. 

In  our  progressive  young  country,  however,  more  ample  provision 
must  shortly  be  made  to  supply  the  schools  with  professional  teachers. 

In  my  humble  opinion,  such  provision  will  be  found  in  establishing  a 
training  school  in  each  county. 

A  spacious  building — furnished  with  all  the  necessary  appliances.  A 
teacher  gifted  with  all  necessary  qualifications  as  an  educator,  with  two 
or  more  assistants,  to  enable  himto'^have  perpetual  supervision  over  all. 

Such  an  institution  would  embrace  all  grades  of  public  school  pupils. 

In  such  an  institution,  the  third  and  fourth  classes  would  furnish  pupil 
teachers  for  the  juniors.  The  fourth  and  fifth  classes  would  famish  moni- 
tors for  their  juniors,  and  out  of  these  will  spring  a  class,  whose  attain- 
ments, ability  and  aptness  to  teach  can  be  guaranteed  by  the  Principal. 

Let  the  curriculum  of  study  in  this  Training  School  be  limited  to  such 
as  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  country : — To  be  able  to  converse  with 
the  world  intelligently  by  reading  and  writing.  To  have  correct  and 
accurate  notions  of  ratios,  and  the  best  method  of  calculation  in  decimal 
notation  and  numeration.  To  avoid  all  aping  at  the  so-called  refinements 
of  education,  which,  to  sensible  and  practical  people,  are  a  delusion  and  a 
fraud. 

Such  an  institution  will  become  popular  by  its  own  merits.  It  will, 
1  think,  meet  a  want  which  every  intelligent  rate-payer  must  feel.  It  will 
prove  a  more  certain  way  to  supply  teachers  than  that  system,  be  it  ever  so 
expensive  and  elaborate,  which  admits  any  one  who  passes  the  non- 
professional examination  to  a  series  of  lectures,  given  by  the  principal  of  a 
achool  (in  Ontario)  termed  a  model  school,  because  it  has  a  stipulated  num- 
ber of  rooms  or  departments,  and  qualified  teachers,  and  who  are  bound  to 
grant  a  qualifying  certificate  on  the  score  of  the  candidate  having  already 
passed  an  examination. 
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I  have  no  doubt  that  such  a  training  school  as  I  refer  to,  could,  in  a 
brief  space  of  time,  be  made  self-supporting.  However,  we  all  know  that 
it  is  not  beyond  the  power  of  each  county,  much  less  of  the  province. 

I  think  such  an  institution  should  be  available  to  all  comers,  without 
distinction  of  creed  or  sex. 

During  the  present  summer  the  trustees  of  the  Aylmer  Academy  have 
had  the  rooms  of  the  spacious  building,  a  two  story  stone,  forty  by  sixty 
feet,  thoroughly  refitted.  The  principal,  Mr.  Oalder,  is  a  graduate  of  McQ-ill 
University,  and  of  McQ-ill  Normal  School.  The  intermediate  department  is 
in  charge  of  Miss  Hamilton,  who  holds  a  McGill  Normal  Model  School 
diploma,  while  the  junior  department  is  ably  conducted  by  Miss  McLean,  a 
McGill  Normal  graduate. 

When  I  look  back  twenty-eight  years,  and  recall  to  mind  the  "  White 
School-house,"  which  stood  on  the  present  Academy  grounds, — ^its  miserably 
I>oor  design,  and  still  worse  school  furniture:  who  can  justly  assert  that  we 
have  not  made  commendable  progress  ? 

The  charming  scenery  around  Aylmet — ^the  majestic  Ottawa  Biver  with 
its  lovely  shores  in  front,  is  inducing  not  only  pleasure  seekers,  but  business 
people  to  settle  here,  who  will  aid  us  in  supporting,  in  a  short  time,  an 
educational  establishment  which  will  rank  high. 

I  must  not  overlook  the  excellency  of  the  Shawville  Academy,  in  the 
county  of  Pontiac  ;  Clarendon,  Bryson,  and  Portage  du  Fort  Model  Schools, 
No.  1,  School,  Bristol,  No  1,  Thorn,  Centre,  No.  5,  Clarendon,  No.  1,  South 
Onslow,  Eardley  Schools,  Hull  City  and  Thurso. Model  Schools,  Chelsea 
village  schools.  La  Peche  School  and  a  few  others,  will,  I  think,  compare 
very  favorably  with^  County  Carleton  and  County  Russel  schools,  in  Ontario. 

In  regard  to  our  local  governing  boards,  I  hope  to  produce  more  anon. 
I  will  only  intimate  at  present,  that  the  system  is  too  voluntary.  Some  of 
our  local  syndicates  are  too  autocratic  to  pass  for  the  legitimate  natural 
issue  of  responsible  government.

Sir, 

I  haye  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  education  and  educational 
institutions  in  my  district  of  inspection,  for  the  year  ending  30th  June, 
1886.  The  statistical  table,  forwarded  on  the  3rd,  inst.,  gives  the  municipali- 
ties arranged  according  to  instructions,  and  shows  that  there  are  53  muni- 
cipalities, 189  districts,  and  200  school-houses.  All  the  schools,  except  six, 
were  open  some  time  during  the  year  ;  174  were  found  in  operation — 159 
^ementary,  *7  model,  7  academies,  and  the  McGill  Normal  School.  Of  the 
elementary  schools,  eight  are  under  the  control  of  Soman  Catholic  commis- 
sioners or  trustees,  and  two  are  independent  Soman  Catholic  schools. 

In  the  schools  found  in  operation,  305  teachers  were  employed.  Forty 
gentlemen,  twenty-four  holding  diplomas  from  McGill  Normal  School :  nine 
from  Protestant  Boards  of  Examiners,  one  Protestant  clergyman,  and  six 
without  diplomas — 265  ladies,  169  holding  diplomas  from  McG-ill  Normal 
School,  89  from  Boards  of  Examiners,  4  Sisters  of  the  Congregation  of 
Notre  Dame,  and  3  without  diplomas.  Agaiiif  of  the  certificated  gentlemen 
6  have  elementary,  7  model,  and  20  academy  diplomas  ;  and  of  the  ladies, 
137  have  elementary,  92  model,  and  29  academy  diplomas.  I  insert  the  last 
sentence,  because  I  cpnsider  that  the  qualifications  of  the  teachers  is  gen- 
erally the  best  index  of  educational  development. 

10,074  pupils,  with  a  daily  average  attendance  of  6,837,  attended  the 
schools  reported.  This  number  would  be  considerably  increased  by  the 
increased  attendance  during  the  winter  months,  and  by  including  those 
schools  that  were  not  in  operation  the  first  time,  had  the  schools  been 
Tisited  twice. 

There  is  a  manifest  improvement  both  in  the  system  of  teaching  and 
in  the  result.  But  still  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done  in  these  respects.  In 
«ome  instances,  the  pupils  are  promoted,  before  the  prescribed  work  of  their 
grade  is  fully  accomplished.  This  is  productive  of  very  injurious  effects. 
The  child  finds  the  work  too  heavy  and  becomes  discouraged,  because  of  the 
imperfect  foundation  laid — not  having  fully  mastered  the  work  of  the  pre- 
-ceding  grade.  The  course  of  study  is  then  condemned  as  requiring  too 
much,  and  hence  arise  rebellion  on  the  part  of  the  children,  and  numerous 
complaints  on  the  part  of  the  parents.  Were  the  duty  of  promotion  in  our 
schools  assigned  to  the  Commissioners  and  Trustees  alone,  at  their  semi- 


aunaal  examinations,  it  wonld  considerably  diminish,  if  not  entirely  obTiat& 
ench  difficulties. 

Improvement  in  school-bnilding  is  progressing  gradnally,  and  the 
mmiicipality  of  Hemmingford  has  distinguished  itself  by  erecting  four  neat 
and  comfortable  school-houses  during  the  past  year ;  Elgin,  one ;  and 
Dundee,  one.  The  Protestant  School  Commissioners  of  Montreal  have 
erected  a  fine  building,  on  Berthelot  Street,  which  takes  the  lead  both  as 
regards  architecture  and  suitableness  of  internal  arrangement  for  school 
puTpoBes.  Another  similar  structure  is  much  needed  in  the  vicinity  of 
Mountain  Street.  The  Commissioners  of  Ormstown  have  made  a  beginning 
of  erecting  school  buildings  compatible  with  the  wealth  of  their  munici- 
pality. The  evident  necessity  for  a  similar  renovation  in  some  other  muni- 
cipalities seems  buried  in  business,  or  in  disregard  for  the  comfort  of  the 
pupils  and  the  teacher — not  in  poverty,  as  is  generally  claimed. 

The  most  of  the  secretary-treasurers  are  doing  their  duties  well,  but  the 
large  amount  of  arrears  uncollected,  and  teachers  unpaid  at  the  proper  time, 
are  no  compliments  to  the  rest. 

175  schools  were  visited  during  the  year,  and  examined  as  reported  by 
bulletins  which  show  that  the  schools  of  the  city  of  Montreal  were  but  par- 
tially examined.    But,  however,  from  what  we  know  personally,  and  from 
the  report  of  the  Special  Superintendent,  Mr.  Arthy,  we  are  justified  in 
mvinrr  them  the  first  place,  par-excellence,  though  Huntingdon,  St.  Gtabriel, 
any  other  schools  .that  might  be  selected  in  my  district,  should  not 
contest,  any  day.    The  relative  standing  of  the  municipalities  ednca- 
y  does  not  differ  much  from  that  of  last  year. 

sn  competitive  examinations  were  held  during  the  month  of  Juntf — 
or  the  first  and  second  grades — written  for  the  third  and  fourth

Sir, 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  report  on  the  condition  of  the  schools  m 
my  district  of  inspection  for  the  current  year. 

There  has  been  but  little  change  to  note  since  my  last  report.  The 
total  attendance  has  been  very  nearly  the  same  as  last  year,  and  the  total 
ayerage  attendance  a  little  less. 

This  district  has  been  long  settled.  The  English-speaking  population 
is  nearly  stationary  as  to  numbers,  and  no  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  the  scholars  can  be  expected.  There  has  been,  on  the  whole, 
fair  work  done,  and  steady  progress. 

The  school  boards  discharge  their  duties  faithfully  and  are  anxious  to 
carry  out  the  law,  and  the  instructions  of  the  Department  to  the  best  ot 
their  ability  ;  and  the  secretary-treasurers,  as  a  rule,  do  their  work  well.  Of 
course,  there  are  exceptions,  but  they  are  few.  The  teachers  are  promptly 
paid  in  most  municipalities.  They  are  engaged  for  the  scholastic  year, 
and  are  no  longer  required  to  board  around.  One  municipality,  Sutton^ 
which  required  its  teachers  to  board  around  for  a  portion  of  the  time,  last 
year,  has  abandoned  the  practice. 

Most  of  the  municipalities  are  adopting  the  plan  of  commencing  their 
schools  in  September  and  closing  them  before  the  1st  of  July,  thus  giving 
pupils  and  teacher  a  vacation  during  the  two  hot  months.  The  manage- 
ment of  the  schools  is  gradually  becoming  more  uniform  and  more  in  con- 
formity with  the  directions  of  the  Department. 

'*  The  course  of  study"  is  gaining  ground,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  com- 
parison of  the  statistical  table  of  this  year  with  those  of  former  years. 
More  attention  has  been  given  to  those  subjects  which  have  only  been  taken 
np,  in  the  schools,  within  a  few  years. 

There  is  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  studying  Drawing, 
Book-keeping  Canadian,  English  and  Sacred  History. 

As  to  school-buildings,  but  little  has  been  done  during  the  year. 

Most  of  the  Superior  schools  are  now  provided  with  comfortable  build- 
ings, and  so  are  a  considerable  number  of  Elementary  Schools.  The  larger 
number  of  district  school  buildings,  however,  can  only  be  classed  as^ 
middling.     There  are  but  few  that  I  would  characterize  as  bad.

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  you  to-day  my  grand  statistical  table, 
with  the  following  brief  remarks. 

My  health  was  so  bad  this  year,  that  I  was  unable  to  make  my  two 
usual  visits  to  all  the  schools  in  my  district.-  Nevertheless,  1  made  my 
autumn  inspection  of  all  the  country  schools,  and  Mr.  U.  E.  Archambault 
was  kind  enough  to  inspect  those  in  the  City  of  Montreal  for  me,  and  to 
supply  me  with  their  statistics. 

Small-pox,  which  raged  to  such  an  extent  last  autumn  in  Montreal  and 
its  vicinity,  caused  a  great  decrease  in  the  attendance  at  school.  Still,  I  am 
happy  to  see  that,  since  the  month  of  January,  the  attendance  has  reached 
the  old  numbers. 

As  I  was  unable  to  make  an  inspection  in  the  spring,  I  sent  blanks  for 
statistics  to  all  the  teachers,  with  a  request  that  they  would  fill  them  up 
and  return  them.  They  all  made  it  a  duty  to  do  so,  and  I  am  happy  to  say 
that  they  all  expressed  their  sympathy  for  me. 

I  regret  exceedingly  that  the  time  was  too  short  to  permit  of  all  the 
necessary  materials  being  prepared  for  the  school  exhibition  in  London  ;  it 
is  probably  for  this  reason  that  none  of  the  schools  under  religious  bodies 
took  any  part  in  it.  However,  I  learnt  with  pleasure  that  you  had  every 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  efforts  made  by  the  lay-schools  of  the  city 
and  suburbs. 

There  is  one  thing  which  has  given  great  pleasure  to  all  true  friends 
of  education  :  that  is  the  final  passing  of  the  Pension  Fund  Act.  The  want 
of  such  a  law  had  been  felt  for  a  long  time,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it 
will  encourage  many  talented  persons  to  devote  themselves  to  teaching. 

May  I  be  permitted  to  state  that  all  the  clergy  of  my  district  have 
shown  the  interest  they  take  in  education ;  all  of  them  make  it  their  duty 
to  frequently  visit  the  schools  in  their  parishes. 

With  such  a  clergy,  the  youth  of  a  country  cannot  but  make  rapid  pro- 
gress, and  hereafter  form  a  society  exempt  from  the  coarse  vices  which  at 
present  are  the  curse  of  many  civilized  countries. 

The  teachers  in  my  district  are,  as  a  rule,  deserving  of  praise  for  the 
zealous  and  devoted  manner  in  which  they  perform  their  duties. 
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You  may  see  by  my  bulletins  that  I  give  to  each  school  the  note  that  I 
-consider  it  deserves,  according  to  the  progress  made  by  the  pupils.  I  think 
this  is  a  good  way  to  stimulate  the  zeal  of  the  teachers,  and  that  those 
who  do  not  get  a  good  note  one  year,  will  endeavour  to  do  so  in  the  fol- 
lowing one. 

You  will  see  by  my  grand  statistical  table  that  the  number  of  schools 
in  my  district  is  1*78,  of  which  89  are  primary,  49  are  model  schools,  28  are 
academies,  and  7  are  colleges.  The  number  of  teachers  is  494,  of  whom  856 
4ire  in  religious  orders,  and  138  are  not.  Nearly  all,  as  I  have  already  said, 
ine  deserving  of  praise  for  their  zeal  and  devotedness.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  80th  June 
last. 

There  are,  in  my  district,  28  school  municipalities,  122  districts  and  184 
schools  of  all  kinds.  This  is  an  increase  over  last  year  of  one  municipality, 
8  districts  and  8  primary  schools. 

By  comparing  my  grand  statistical  table  with  that  for  the  year 
1884-86,  you  will  see  that  there  are  188  pupils  more  than  last  year,  and 
that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  who  have  studied  the  various 
branches  of  the  curriculum  is  relatively  greater. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  add  that  still  more  apparent  changes  have 
been  made  as  regards  the  quality  of  the  teaching,  and  this  gives  me  great 
hopes  for  the  future. 

The  121  schools  under  my  control,  and  which  I  inspected,  are  classified 
as  follows  in  my  last  series  of  bulletins :  28  were  very  satisfactory,  "78  were 
satis&ctory,  and  15  were  not  very  satisfactory. 

I  must  say  in  praise  of  the  religious  communities,  that  but  one  of  their 
schools  is  in  the  latter  category  ;  in  all  the  others  progress  was  very  satis* 
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factory.    The  lay  teachers  also  worked  zealously,  and  I  received  no  com- 
plaints against  them  during  the  year  which  has  just  ended. 

However,  I  did  not  expect  such  happy  results  when  I  made  my  first 
inspection  last  autumn,  for  the  year  commenced  under  unfavorable  auspices. 
The  absence  of  the  older  pupils  during  the  first  months,  and  the  dangerous 
diseases  which  prevailed  in  many  parishes  of  my  district,  led  me  to  suppose 
that  even  ordinary  progress  would  not  be  made. 

Diphtheria  in  the  northern  townships  and  in  the  municipalities  uear 
the  mountains,  and  small-pox  in  the  parishes  near  the  river,  made  dreadfdl 
ravages.  I  collected  the  following  statistics  by  applying  to  the  director  of 
each  school :  60  pupils  died  of  diphtheria,  and  131  others  were  attacked  by 
it ;  VI  fell  victims  to  small-pox,  and  78  were  attacked  by  it. 

The  school  authorities  acted  with  prudence  by  ordering  the  schools  to 
be  closed  for  some  time,  when  small-pox  declared  itself  in  a  district,  but  the 
same  wise  precaution  was  not  taken  with  regard  to  diphtheria,  for  in  one 
district,  in  which  seven  pupils  died,  the  school  remained  open  all  the  time 
while  there  were  two  or  three  children  already  sick  in  the  school  itself. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  say  anything  further  with  reference  to  a  fact  of  so 
serious  a  nature,  which  proves  in  the  clearest  manner  that  it  is  urgently 
necessary  to  give  the  people  some  hygienic  knowledge,  and  that  the  teachers- 
should  know  at  least  the  elements  of  that  science. 

If,  for  instance,  the  commissioners  knew  that  every  child  requires  at 
least  250  cubic  feet  of  air  per  hour,  they  would  not  permit  the  crowding  of 
50  pupils  in  a  room  which  cannot  be  ventilated,  and  where  each  one  has 
only  60  cubic  feet  of  air  during  more  than  two  hours.  There  was  such  a 
school  in  my  district,  and  I  notified  you  of  it  in  the  first  series  of  bulletins 
which  I  sent  you  this  year. 

Fortunately,  such  cases  are  rare,  and  they  will,  I  hope,  not  occur  again^ 
for  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  has  wisely  ordered  that  school-houses 
be  built  upon  plans  supplied  or  approved  by  it. 

The  four  school-houses  for  districts  Nos.  4  and  4 J  of  St.  Jacques,  No.  2 
and  No.  1,  of  Lachenaie,  and  that  of  the  village  of  Chertsey,  were  built  on 
these  plans.  The  latter,  especially,  is  a  pretty  building,  two  stories  high, 
with  two  class-rooms  and  lodgings  for  the  teacher.  It  is  a  credit  to  the 
village,  whose  rate-payers  are,  as  a  rule,  in  poor  circumstances. 

I  have  frequently  observed  that  the  school  commissioners,  although 
otherwise  well  disposed,  and  anxious  to  fulfil  all  the  obligations  of  their 
oflB.ce,  are,  however,  ignorant  of  a  portion  of  the  most  important  of  their 
duties.  Therefore,  I  thought  I  would  render  them  a  service,  and  conse- 
quently effect  some  good  for  my  schools,  by  getting  some  hundreds  of 
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copies  printed  of  the  following  circular,  which  I  send  to  the  secretary- 
tieasTirer  of  each  mnnicipality  a  few  days  before  the  date  of  my  inspection. 

This  circular  has  already  been  productive  of  good  results.  I  may  say 
that,  in  drawing  it  up,  I  only  followed  the  example  of  one  of  my  col- 
leagues :

GrENTLEMEN, 

I  take  a  great  interest  in  the  schools  under  your  control.  I  would  like 
to  see  them  all  prosper  and  in  a  position  to  give  a  good  elementary  educa- 
tion to  the  children  of  your  municipality.  I  am  convinced  that  such  is  also 
your  desire,  and  in  order  to  attain  this  end,  it  is  necessary  that  we  should 
work  in  concert,  and  put  in  practice  everything  required  by  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  I  take  the  liberty  of  sending  you  the  following 
remarks  : — 

It  is  very  important  that  you  should  make  regularly  and  in  a  thorough 
manner  the  two  inspections  required  of  you  by  law ;  it  would  be  better 
erv^en  to  insi>ect  the  schools  still  more  frequently. 

When  your  teachers  see  that  you  take  an  interest  in  their  schools,  and 
that  you  watch  them  carefully,  they  will  work  harder  and  more  satisfac- 
iorilj,  because  they  will  be  sure  that  their  success  will  be  better  appreci- 
ated, and  the  pupils  themselves  will  study  with  more  emulation. 

As  a  rule,  the  teachers  are  insufficiently  paid.  I  hope  you  will  endeavor 
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to  give  them  salaries  more  in  keeping  with  their  important  duties,  and  that 
you  will  pay  them  regularly. 

One  of  the  chief  obstacles  to  progress  in  the  schools  is  the  repeated 
absence  of  the  pupils  ;  you  should  use  all  your  influence  with  the  parents 
to  prevent  them  from  keeping  their  children  at  home  for  trifling  reasons. 

Please  bear  in  mind  also  that  your  duty  requires  you  : — 

1.  To  have  school-houses  of  sufficient  dimensions,  well  lighted,  and 
easily  heated  and  ventilated  ; 

2.  To  see  that  all  the  school  premises  are  kept  in  good  order  ; 

3.  To  provide  the  classes  with  good  tables  or  desks,  and  with  forms  or 
chairs  proportioned  to  the  size  of  the  pupils.  All  the  forms  should  have 
back-rests ; 

4.  To  have  for  the  teacher  a  good  desk  on  a  raised  platform  ; 

6.  To  have  in  each  school  a  blackboard  with  chalk,  and  also  a  series  of 
maps. 

6.  To  purchase  a  globe  for  each  model  school  or  academy  ; 

7.  To  provide  each  school  with  a  journal  and  a  register  of  inspections  ; 

8.  To  place  in  each  school  a  book-case  for  the  proper  preservation  of  the 
journal,  inspection  register,  and  the  work  of  the  pupils,  showing  increased 
diligence  and  application.  A  part  of  this  book-case  might  be  used  for  keep- 
ing the  children's  lunches  ; 

9.  To  have  posted  up  in  the  school  a  time-table  and  the  school  regu- 
lations ; 

10.  To  see  that  all  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum  are  taught. 

These  subjects  in  primary  schools  are  :  Catechism,  Reading,  Writing, 
Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Book-keeping,  Sacred  history,  History  of  Canada, 
Geography,  Letter-writing,  Object  lessons,  Agriculture  and  Drawing.  I  call 
your  attention  especially  to  the  two  latter  subjects,  which  are  not  yet  taught 
to  any  extent  in  the  schools. 

After  each  of  my  inspections,  I  am  obliged  to  send  to  the  Superin- 
tendent a  detailed  report  on  all  I  have  just  mentioned.  I  have  also  to  tell 
him  at  the  same  time  whether  the  books  of  the  secretary-treasurer  are  well 
kept,  whether  they  are  kept  according  to  the  official  method,  whether  there 
are  any  arrears,  and  the  amount  of  the  same,  whether  a  detailed  statement 
of  receipts  and  expenditure  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  you 
and  the  rate-payers  every  year,  whether  the  census  has  been  taken,  &c. 

Fin«dly,  I  have  to  comply  with  the  following  order  given  to  the  inspec- 
tors by  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction : 
■"'  The  inspectors  must  notify  the  commissioners  and  trustees  of  the  date  of  the 


inspection  at  which  they  intend  auditing  the  accounts  of  the  secretary- 
treasurers  of  their  respective  school  municipalities." 

I  accordingly  notify  you  that  I  will  make  such  inspection  on

Two  important  scholastic  events  occurred  during  the  year :  the  Colonial 
Exhibition  in  London,  and  the  adoption  by  the  Local  Legislature  of  a  new 
act  respecting  the  pension  and  superannuation  fund  for  officers  of  primary 
instruction.  This  act  puts  an  end  to  the  state  of  uncertainty  in  which  the 
teachers  were  placed  since  1884,  but  it  does  not  give  them  entire  satisfac- 
tion, for  the  married  teachers  hoped  that  the  8th  section  of  the  old  law, 
which  gave  a  pension  to  the  minor  children,  would  be  retained.  However, 
they  still  hope  that  the  law  will  be  again  amended,  and  that  the  suggestions 
made  by  the  Eoman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, at  its  sitting  of  the  27th  of  May  last,  will  be  adopted. 

I  complied  with  your  request,  by  asking  all  the  educational  establish- 
ments in  my  district  to  prepare  something  for  the  Colonial  Exhibition  in 
London.  The  primary  schools  were  the  foremost  in  responding.  I  received 
228  exercise-books  from  which  I  made  a  selection,  and  I  sent  you  the  work 
which  I  thought  worthy  to  be  exhibited. 

It  seems  to  me  that  we  do  not  appear  to  as  great  advantage  at  that  Ex- 
hibition as  we  might  have  done,  because  several  institutions,  which  might 
have  prepared  excellent  work,  were  unable  to  compete. 

This  is  all  the  more  to  be  regretted,  that  it  is  very  desirable,  from  a 
national  point  of  view,  that  we  should  show  ourselves  as  we  really  are. 

The  preparation  for  this  Exhibition  had  the  immediate  effect  of  intro- 
4ucing  copy-books  with  printed  models  and  daily  exercise-books  into  a 
number  of  schools  where  they  were  not  previously  in  use. 

I  have  had  occasion  to  send  you  detailed  notes  on  the  accounts  of  the 

|£chool-commissioner8,  so  I  will  not  revert  to  this  important  subject.    I  will 

iply  remark  that  the  secretary-treasurers  have  less  arrears  to  collect  than 

it  year,  and  the  teachers,  whose  salaries  are  about  the  same,  were  paid 

lore  regularly.

I  hare  the  honoar  to  send  yon  my  ^neral  report  on  the  inspection  of 
my  schools  for  the  school  year  1886-86. 

I  will  begin  by  giving  yon  a  few  notes  taken  from  my  grand  statistical 
table ;  these  notes  show  a  marked  increase  in  the  nnmber  of  school-hooses, 
and  of  the  children  attending  school. 

I  found  this  year  in  my  district  165  educational  establishments  of  all 
kinds  in  operation,  riz.  :  148  primary  schools,  five  model  schools,  nine 
academies,  and  three  colleges  ;  this  gives  an  increase  over  last  year  of  nine 
primary  schools  and  one  model  school.  -  These  new  schools  are  situated  ae 
follows :  primary  schools,  one  in  Amndel,  one  in  St.  Canute  No.  1,  two  iu 
Oka,  (L'Annonciation),  one  in  Ste.  Lucie  (Doncaster),  two  in  Ste.  Margnerite, 
one  in  Ste.  Th^rese  and  one  in  Ste.  Anne  des  Flaines ;  the  new  model  school 
is  in  the  village  of  Saint  Janvier.. 

The  total  nnmber  of  children  at  school  this  year  was  8,077 ;  last  year  it 
18  7,848,  making  an  increase  oi  229. 

The  average  attendance  is  a  little  higher  than  last  year,  when  it  was  7T 
r  cent.  I  mnst  say  that  this  attendance  would  have  been  much  greater 
it  had  not  been  for  the  numerous  absences  caused  by  contagions  diseasew 
Diphtheria  and  small-pox  committed  great  ravages  during  the  yeaa 
longst  the  children  in  my  district,  so  much  so  that  the  schools  had  to  ~ 
rsed  in  some  mnnlcipalitiee. 

Improvements  continue  to  be  made  in  school  buildings  and  furniture 
the  school  houses  built  last  year  gave  me  satisfaction.  I  would  especially 
intion  the  model  school  of  St.  Hermas,  that  of  C&te  St.  Joachim,  the  tw 
imary  schools  of  Cote  St.  Louis,  at  St.  Scholastique ;  these  houses  are  fin 
es,  and  well  suited  for  educational  purposes.  The  furniture  in  thes 
aools  (except  that  of  the  model  school  of  St.  Joachim,  which  is  to  b 
placed)  is  quite  as  good  as  that  of  the  schools  nnder  the  control  of  tl 
>man  Oatholic  Commissioners  of  Montreal. 

I  congratnlate  the  School  Commissioners  of  Ste.  Scholastique  upon  the 
■1  and  the  good  example  they  have  given.  Several  school-houses  a 
Bcions,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  but  their  fumitnre  is  defective ;  the 
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tie  still  forms  without  back-rests,  heavy  tables,  flat,  or  with  too  little 
slope,  occnpying  space  which  might  be  better  utilized  for  the  proper  work- 
ing and  discipline  of  the  school.  If  the  commissioners  in  other  municipali- 
ties will  go  and  visit  the  ftimiture  in  the  schools  abovementioned,  they  will 
see  what  comfort  can  be  obtained  for  the  same,  or  about  the  same,  amount 
-of  money  now  spent  on  insufficient  furniture,  which  is  uncomfortable  and 
consequently  injurious  to  the  children's  health. 

As  in  previous  years,  my  district  comprises  one  seminary,  two  commer- 
dsl  colleges,  one  boys'  academy,  and  eight  girls'  academies.  All  these 
institutions  are  taught  by  teachers  belonging  to  religious  orders  ;  they  are 
very  useful  as  examples  to  the  other  schools,  which  endeavour  to  imitate 
the  excellent  method  of  teaching  followed  in  them. 

The  teachers  under  my  control  have,  with  few  exceptions,  given  satis- 
iM^tion,  and  all  have  displayed  great  willingness  in  putting  my  advice  into 
practice.  If  some  of  them  have  been  unsuccessful,  it  is  due  more  to  their 
inaptitude  for  teaching  and  their  want  of  professional  training  than  to  any 
other  cause. 

Amongst  the  most  successful  teachers  this  year  I  may  mention: — 
Messrs.  O.  Dallaire,  at  Ste.  Anne  des  Fiaines  ;  A.  Dallaire,  at  St.  Hermas  ; 
€.  Moineau,  at  Ste.  Scholastique ;  J.  Labelle,  at  Ste.  Agathe,  and  also  Rev- 
erend Sister  Jean  de  Marie,  at  St.  Andrews,  Argenteuil,  the  Misses  N.  Sanche, 
«t  St.  Augustin ;  Gr.  Lafrance  and  M.  G-iroux,  at  Ste.  Scholastique  ;  A.  Sauve, 
at  St.  Monique ;  R.  D.  Baulne,  at  St.  Hermas ;  M.  Charbonneau,  at  Ste. 
Adele  ;  E.  Adam,  at  Ste.  Sophie  ;  M.  G-ascon,  at  St.  Janvier ;  S>.  D.  Matte,  at 
Ste.  Tlierftse ;  V.  G-authier,  at  St.  Jerome,  No.  4,  and  E.  Trudeau,  at  St. 
Jerome  (parish).  I  may  specially  mention  Miss  Gecile  Dapuis,  who  has 
taught  the  model  school  at  St.  Joachim  for  fourteen  years,  and  who  keeps  a 
school  which  is  a  remarkable  one  in  every  respect. 

The  progress  made  during  the  year  is  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  consid- 
ering the  repeated  absences  caused  by  illness  amongst  the  children.  Still, 
the  usual  obstacles  to  progress  are  always  the  same,  and  may  be  summed  up 
in  a  few  words  : — the  apathy  displayed  by  the  parents  in  not  sending  their 
children  to  school,  and  the  want  of  professional  knowledge  in  too  many 
teachers.  Numerous  suggestions  aie  made  to  you  every  year  for  improving 
this  state  of  affairs.  I  would  be  glad  to  hear  that  some  of  these  suggestions 
have  been  put  into  practice,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  establishment  of  an 
institution  in  the  district  of  Montreal,  where  persons  who  wish  to  become 
teachers  might  go  through  a  course  of  professional  training ;  or,  again,  in 
in  the  meantime,  a  convention  which  all  the  teachers  of  a  parish  or  county 
would  be  obliged  to  attend,  and  which  would  be  presided  over  by  the  dis- 
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trict  inspector,  at  which  convention,  lectures  would  be  given  on  the  theory 
and  practice  of  pedagogy. 

I  made  260  inspections  during  the  year.  When  I  made  my  first  inspec- 
tion of  the  primary  schools,  I  laid  great  stress  upon  the  teaching  of  the 
following  subjects,  viz  :  Writing,  Beading,  Q-rammar,  Orthography  and 
Arithmetic.  I  advised  the  teachers  not  to  neglect  the  other  subjects  of  the 
curriculum,  but  I  told  them  that  I  would  be  very  particular,  when  I  made 
my  second  inspection,  in  examining  the  children  in  the  branches  above 
mentioned.  The  following  is  about  the  programme  which  I  laid  out  for 
the  teaching  of  these  subjects  in  each  school. 

1.  Writing. — I  recommended  that  Langlais'  series  of  copy -books  be 
used,  and  especially  insisted  upon  the  teaching  of  the  principles  of  writing 
printed  on  the  first  and  last  pages  of  each  copy-book.  I  told  the  teachers 
to  follow  the  series,  and  not  teach  a  child  to  write  in  No.  6  when  he  could 
hardly  write  in  No.  2  or  No.  3. 

2.  Reading. — I  laid  great  stress  upon  the  pupils  being  taught  reading 
with  explanations  ;  I  told  the  teachers  that  it  was  not  sufficient  to  read  in 
the  proper  tone,  but  that  the  children  should  also  be  able  to  understand 
and  explain  the  words  and  the  expressions  at  the  head  of  each  lesson,  and 
that  they  should  not  learn  one  lesson  until  they  thoroughly  understood 
the  preceding  one. 

3.  Grammar. — All  my  recommendations  maybe  summarized  as  follows  : 
**  Make  the  children  learn  a  little,  if  necessarv,  but  make  them  learn  it 
well."  Give  them  plenty  of  exercises  and  dictations  to  write  on  the  black- 
board and  on  their  slates.  I  warned  the  teachers  that  at  my  second  inspec- 
tion I  would  give  each  class  in  grammar  a  short  dictation  or  exercise,  to 
make  sure  that  they  could  apply  the  rules  of  grammar  which  they  had 
learnt. 

4.  Arithmetic. — In  my  primary  schools  I  required  that  the  first  four  rules 
be  thoroughly  taught ;  I  advised  the  teachers  to  get  their  pupils  to  work 
out  mentally,  and  on  their  slates,  plenty  of  ordinary  practical  sums,  such, 
for  instance,  as  would  suit  a  farmer  in  buying  or  purchasing. 

When  I  made  my  second  inspection  I  observed  the  following  results  of 
my  recommendations : — 

1.  Writing. — I  found  great  progress,  and  my  advice  had  been  followed 
in  nearly  all  the  schools. 

2.  Reading. — I  was  not  so  well  satisfied;  the  tone  was  generally 
good,  but  the  pupils  could  not  very  well  explain  what  they  had  read,  nor  the 
meaning  of  the  words. 
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3.  Grammar. — I  was  fairly  satisfied  ;  my  advice  had  had  the  good  effect 
of  making  the  use  of  the  slate  and  blackboard  more  general. 

4.  Arithmetic. — I  also  found  progress  in  this  branch  ;  in  nearly  all  the 
schools,  short  practical  sums  in  the  four  rules  were  worked  out. 

The  teachers  no  longer  content  themselves  with  writing  a  few  figures 
on  the  black-board  or  on  the  slate,  and  saying  :  "  This  is  an  addition,"  or 
"This  is  »  subtraction; — work  it  out." 

Next  year  I  will  require  that  new  subjects  be  taught  in  addition  to  the 
above,  and  I  hope  to  obtain  still  further  progress. 

From  what  I  have  been  able  to  observe,  I  think  the  teachers  are  glad 
to  see  the  Pension  Act  again  in  force.  Several  old  teachers  have  already 
applied  to  me  for  information  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  pension. 

The  secretary-treasurers,  as  a  rule,  keep  their  books  properly,  and  the 
teachers  are  paid  regularly. 

I  believe  that  these  few  remarks  will  give  you  a  fair  idea  of  the  schools 
in  my  district.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion in  the  County  of  Saguenay,  for  the  year  1885-86. 

The  progress  which  I  mentioned  last  year,  as  having  been  made  in  the 
various  branches,  has  continued  this  year  in  most  of  the  schools  in  my 
district. 

As  I  have  already  stttted  on  more  than  one  occasion,  if  there  is  a  county 
which  deserves  to  be  congratulated  upon  its  zeal  in  the  cause  of  education, 
it  is  undoubtedly  the  County  of  Saguenay.  The  population  is,  as  a  rule, 
tomparatively  ix)or,  but,  nevertheless,  the  parents  are  anxious  to  have  good 
schools,  and  make  great  sacrifices  in  order  to  be  able  to  pay  the  school-rates. 

The  teachers  have  been  selected  with  greater  care  than  usual,  and  the 
number  of  uncertificated  teachers  has  been  greatly  reduced. 
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It  must  be  frankly  admitted  that  the  small  salary  offered  by  some 
municipalities  is  not  very  encouraging. 

I  have,  as  £ax  as  practicable,  had  the  Langlais  series  of  copy-books 
adopted.  It  is  true  that  they  are  expensive,  but  the  parents  never  hesitate 
to  buy  them  for  their  children. 

There  have  been  some  improvements  in  the  school-houses.  In  addition 
to  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  the  old  ones  have  been  repaired  and  made 
as  good  as  x>ossible,  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view.  The  teacher  is  provided 
with  lodgings  in  the  school-house,  and  I  think  this  is  the  best  plan  to  follow. 

The  prize-books  placed  at  my  disposal  by  the  Grovemment,  have  been 
distributed  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  I  received.  I  need  not  add 
that  these  prizes  are  the  best  means  of  stimulating  the  zeal  of  even  the 
youngest  children.  There  was  some  talk,  it  appears,  of  doing  away  iwith 
these  prizes,  on  the  pretext  of  economy.  In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  a 
mistake,  a  serious  error  even. 

I  gave  as  many  prizes  as  possible  for  regular  attendance.  I  sxa  sorry 
to  have  to  repeat,  every  year,  that  the  greatest  obstacle  to  progress  in  the 
schools  is  irregular  attendance. 

I  cannot  too  highly  praise  the  really  admirable  zeal  of  the  members  of 
the  clergy  in  the  cause  of  education. 

In  that  portion  of  my  district  to  the  East  of  Bersimis,  they  have  bad 
to  organize  everything  themselves.  Monsignor  Boss6,  in  particular,  bas 
been  indefatigable  in  his  efforts  to  provide  the  school  municipalities  with 
good  teachers.  # 

As  you  are  aware,  the  foundation  of  the  new  convent  of  the  Sisters  of 
Charity  at  St.  Pierre,  Esquimaux  Point,  is  due  to  his  efforts. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  being.present  at  the  examinations  of  that  institu- 
tion, which  is  already  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  and  the  result  \'va6 
highly  satisfactory.  I  will  not  repeat  here  the  praise,  which  in  my  previous 
reports,  I  gave  to  the  school  commissioners  of  that  municipality,  and  tbe 
secretary-treasurer,  Mr.  Eusebe  Leblanc,  for  their  zealous  efforts  on  bebalf 
of  everything  connected  with  education.  I  will  merely  add  that  tbe 
example  of  these  gentlemen  is  worthy  of  imitation. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  be  permitted  to  ask  for  «  higher  supplemeatary 
grant  than  has  been  hitherto  given  for  the  poor  municipalities  of  my 
district. 

My  grand  statistical  table  and  inspection  l^uUetins  will  supply  you 
with  all  the  information  not  given  in  this  report.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  primary  education 
in  my  district  for  the  year  1886-86. 

I  regret  that  the  state  of  my  health  did  not  allow  me  to  inspect  the 
schools  of  the  municipality  of  Aubert,  until  near  the  end  of  the  second  half- 
year. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  number  of  school-houses  since  my 
last  report,  but  it  is  very  probable  that  the  inhabitants  of  Coffin  Island  will 
shortly  build  a  school-house  for  their  children,  who  are  already  sufficiently 
numerous. 

The  furniture  in  several  school -houses  has  been  improved,  especially  in 
those  of  the  municipality  of  St.  Pierre  de  TEtang  du  Nord  and  Grindstone, 
dissentient. 

Most  of  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum  are  taught  in  nearly  all  my 
schools,  and  where  they  are  not,  it  is  on  account  of  their  not  having  the 
necessary  books. 

As  the  children  in  each  school  are  pretty  numerous,  the  state  of  the 
school  funds  does  not  allow  the  commissioners  to  buy  everything  the 
pupils  require. 

I  found  that  considerable  progress  had  been  made  in  Beading,  Grammar 
and  Writing,  but  Arithmetic  is  still  weak  in  many  schools. 

The  pupils  under  the  care  of  the  Reverend  Ladies  of  La  Congregation 
de  Notre-Dame,  have  particularly  distinguished  themselves  this  year. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  poverty,  which  prevails  throughout  the  Mag- 
dalen Islands,  should  prevent  the  inhabitants  from  sending  more  of  their 
<^ildren  to  this  institution. 

The  accounts  are  well  kept  by  the  secretary-treasurers,  but  they  find  it 
difficult  to  collect  the  rates,  as  the  inhabitants  are  frequently  too  poor  to 
pay  them.  I  beg  you  will  this  year  give  these  municipalities  a  good  share 
of  the  supplementary  grant.

Quebec,  8th  October,  1886. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1885-86. 

Under  a  recent  commission,  which  was  sent  me  on  the  25th  May  last^ 
new  limits  have  been  assigned  to  my  district,  which  now  comprises  the 
Roman  Catholic  schools :  First  of  the  city  of  Quebec  ;  2ndly,  of  the  parishes 
of  Saint  Sauveur  and  Saint  Roch  North,  3rdly  of  the  fifteen  municipalities 
in  the  County  of  Montmorency. 

I  have,  therefore,  since  that  date  ceased  to  have  jurisdiction  over  the 
schools  in  the  County  of  Quebec. 

However,  as  I  had  already,  at  that  advanced  period  of  the  year,  made 
my  first  inspection,  I  considered  myself  bound  to  send  you  the  statistical 
bulletins  connected  with  such  inspection. 

But,  although- 1  may  no  longer  be  permitted  to  apply  either  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  this  county,  nor  to  the  school  authori- 
ties of  the  county  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  I  hope,  nevertheless,  that  I 
may  be  permitted  to  convey  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  parish  priests,  the 
commissioners,  and  other  citizens,  whom  I  have  so  frequently  had  the  honor 
of  meeting  during  the  past  twelve  years,  and  whom  I  have  always  found 
so  willing  to  assist  me  with  their  influence  and  advice  in  everything  con- 
nected with  education  in  their  respective  parishes. 

I  also  deem  it  my  duty  to  again  express  the  satisfaction  I  have  felt  in 
observing  such  marked  progress  in  most  of  the  schools  of  this  county.  The 
teachers  are,  in  general,  equal  to  their  task,  are  educated,  dignified  and  zeal- 
ous, and  perform  their  duties  with  intelligence  and  success. 

In  order  to  avoid  making  my  report  too  long,  I  will  merely  enumerate 
the  superior  schools,  with  a  few  short  remarks  on  each  of  them. 

I  follow  the  order  of  my  statistical  table. 

Beauport  will  shortly  have  a  large  convent  The  want  of  a  higher  school 
for  girls  has  long  been  felt  in  this  parish.  The  parish  priest  is  the  founder 
of  this  institution.  The  mixed  model  school  was  kept  by  one  of  the  best 
teachers  of  my  district.  Miss  Georgiana  Dorion.  Miss  Vallee,  another  well- 
qualified  teacher,  has  just  replaced  Miss  Dorion. 
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Charlesbourg  has  two  schools  under  the  care  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grood 
Shepherd,  and  a  boys'  school  taught  by  Mr.  Fran9ois  Turgeon.  All  these 
institutions  continue  to  do  very  well.  A  convent  near  the  church  has  been 
founded  recently ;  it  is  a  handsome  building,  spacious  and  elegant,  and 
charmingly  situated.  It  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  even  young  ladies 
from  tow^n  follow  its  course  of  studies,  which  is  not  inferior  to  that  taught 
in  the  best  of  our  higher  schools  for  girls. 

The  secretary-treasurer,  Mr.  Villi eneuve,  renders  great  services  to  the- 
school  board.    As  he  has  himself  gone  through  a  complete  course  of  studies, 
he  knows  how  to  appreciate  the  work  done  by  the  master,  and  is  of  great 
assistan(;e  to  him  on  many  occasions. 

Saint  Ambroise. — Two  model  schools,  taught  by  Miss  Tardif  and  Miss 
Pelisson,  are  remarkably  good.  Although  these  two  schools  are  taught  in 
the  same  house,  they  are  quite  distinct  as  regards  the  teaching.  Miss  Tardif 
teaches  the  boys,  and  Miss  Pelisson  the  girls.  There  is  a  school  attached, 
for  the  younger  children. 

The  parish  priest  looks  after  the  accounts  and  the  finances  are  m  a 
pr(«perous  condition. 

It  has  been  decided  to  rebuild  the  house  in  w^hich  the  two  schools  are 
kept.  I  have  seen  the  plan  of  the  proposed  building,  w^hich  does  credit  to 
the  school  board  of  this  parish. 

Ancienne  Lorelie  has  excellent  schools,  taught  by  Mr.  Pageot  and  the 
Hisses  Cote  and  Lahaye.  The  mixed  model  school  is  taught  by  Miss 
Siguere,  a  well-qualified  teacher. 

St.  Felix  du  Cap  Bouge  has  two  of  the  best  model  schools  in  the  county 
of  Quebec.  Four  Sisters  of  Charity  teach  all  the  subjects  required  for 
obtaining  certificates  for  the  higher  schools.  The  school-house  is  to  be  en- 
larged or  rebuilt. 

The  parish  priest,  Rev.  Mr.  Baudet,  has  just  accepted  the  ofiice  of 
secretary-treasurer.  He  will  thus  be  able  to  devote  the  salary  attached  to 
the  office  to^the  object  which  he  proposes  to  effect,  namely,  the  erection  of 
a  handsome  building  for  his  two  model  schools. 

St^,  Foye  has  a  mixed  model  school  ably  taught  by  the  Ladies  of  the 
Grood  Shepherd.  Miss  G-arneau  also  keeps  a  good  school  on  the  St.  Louis 
road. 

Mr.  Ulric  L'Heureux  is  greatly  esteemed  as  secretary-treasurer. 

St,  Colomb  de  SUlery, — The  mixed  academy,  which  Mr.  O'Eyan,  assisted 
by  Mr.  G-agnon,  has  taught  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  is  the  most  worthy. 
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of  note  in  this  parish.    There  are  also  the  excellent  schools  taught  by  the 
Ladies  of  Jesus-Marie  convent,  Miss  Bogue  and  Miss  Mitchell. 

Ste.  BrigUie  de  Laval. — ^The  model  school  gives  satisfactory  results.  TChe 
teacher,  Miss  Byrne,  deserves  great  credit,  for  the  success  of  the  pupils 
depends,  in  a  great  measure,  upon  her  method  of  teaching,  as  the  children 
are  very  irregular  in  their  attendance. 

VAnge  Qardien  has  a  mixed  model  school,  very  well  kept,  by  Miss 
B^land.  It  was  founded  by  Rev.  Mr.  Q-audin.  Mr.  Octave  Laberge  is  a 
model  secretary. 

Chateau  Richer, — ^The  Ladies  of  the  Q-ood  Shepherd  keep  a  really  superior 
school  in  this  municipality,  and  Miss  L'Heureux,  who  has  charge  of  the 
boys'  model  school,  is  a  highly  qualified  teacher.  The  secretary-treasurer, 
Mr.  Q-ravel,  is  greatly  esteemed. 

Ste,  Anne  has  only  a  girls'  model  school,  which  is  independent,  and  is 
kept  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity.  It  has  made  remarkable  progress.  There 
is  some  talk  of  having  a  high  school  for  boys.  I  think  it  is  urgent  to  come 
to  a  final  decision  on  this  point. 

St,  Joachim. — The  model  school  is  taught  by  Miss  Angelina  Morisset,  a 
pupil  of  Laval  Normal  School.  This  young  lady  has  commenced  her  career 
in  a  brilliant  manner,  and  her  success  in  teaching  her  pupils,  particularly 
in  English,  places  her  at  once  in  the  category  of  good  teachers. 

St,  Pierre^  Ste,  Famille,  St,  Jean,  and  St,  Laurent  have  good  high  schools  for 
boys,  taught  by  male  teachers.  My  reports  show  what  I  think  of  such 
schools.  These  teachers  are  Messrs.  Tardif,  Dubeuu,  Brochu,  and  Pelletier, 
and  they  maf  be  classed  amongst  the  best  of  teachers.  They,  consequently, 
deserve  the  sympathy  and  encouragement  of  the  public  in  general,  and  of 
the  highest  school  authorities  in  particular.  Miss  Fontaine,  a  very  well 
qualified  teacher,  keeps  the  higher  school  for  girls  in  the  parish  of  St.  Jean. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  municipality  of  Ste.  Famille  are  always  glad  to 
confide  their  children  to  the  care  of  the  good  Ladies  of  the  Congregation  of 
Notre  Dame. 

Young  girls  from  the  adjoining  parishes  can  also  be  educated  in  the 
boarding  school  attached  to  the  convent. 

This  convent  has  been  a  long  time  in  existence,  for  its  foundation  dates 
from  1685.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  many  more  generations  will  see  young 
girls  taught  under  the  shelter  of  these  old  walls,  which  were  erected  under 
the  very  eyes  of  the  Venerable  Sister  Bourgeois,  of  sainted  memory. 

I  will  now  say  a  word  about  my  first  inspection  of  the  schools  in  the 
-oity. 
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Wlien  my  new  commission  was  sent  to  me,  I  had  already  inspected,  not 
only  nearly  all  the  schools  of  my  old  district,  but  also  a  good  many  of  those^ 
in  the  city,  in  accordance  with  your  letter  authorizing  me  to  do  so. 

However,  I  could  not  exi)ect  to  be  able  to  insi>ect  all  the  schools  under 
control,  owing  to  the  short  time  at  my  disposal  before  the  holidays. 

As  you  are  already  aware,  from  what  you  have  yourself  observed,  and 
from  the  reports  of  my  lamented  predecessor,  of  the  nulnber  and  importance 
of  the  schools  in  the  city  and  in  St.  Sauveur,  you  will  not  be  surprised  at 
this  admission  on  my  part. 

Apart  from  the  many  schools  under  control,  there  are  also  those  which 
receive  grants  from  Government,  and  a  good  many  others  which  are  inde- 
pendent. Several  of  the  latter  are  taught  by  religious  communities,  which 
did  me  the  honour  of  inviting  me  to  visit  their  institutions,  but  I  had 
to  postpone,  to  a  future  date,  this  most  agreeable,  but  least  pressing  of  my 
duties. 

In  receiving  so  cordial  a  welcome  in  all  the  educational  establishments 
which  I  had  the  honour  of  visiting,  I  was  deeply  affected  when  I  found 
myself  the  object  of  such  delicate  attention  on  the  part  of  the  persons  whom 
I  met  for  the  first  time.  I  did  not  fail  to  atribute  this  kind  feeling  towards 
me,  to  the  pleasant  recollections  which  they  retain,  of  that  good  friend  of 
their  institutions  whom  I  recalled  to  their  minds  by  my  presence  and  the 
performance  of  my  duties.  The  name  of  Mr.  Juneau,  with  all  who  knew 
him,  is  associated  with  persistent  labour,  devotedness,  self  abnegation  and 
self-sacrifice.  He  was  the  type  of  a  gentlemanly  pedagogue,  and  young 
teachers  as  well  as  all  instructors  of  youth,  often  made  him  the  confident 
of  their  first  successes,  and  also  of  their  troubles  and  disappointments. 
I  was,  therefore,  greatly  pleased  to  observe  the  grateful  recollection  in  which 
that  good  man  was  held  by  the  school  population  of  the  city. 

I  may  add  that  a  single  inspection  of  only  a  part  of  the  schools  in  my 
new  district  could  not  give  me  sufficient  information  to  enable  me,  in  this 
Tei)ort,  to  properly  appreciate  the  value  of  each  of  these  schools.  In  order 
to  do  justice  to  all,  I  will  postpone,  to  a  future  occasion,  the  remarks  which 
I  could  not  now  make  without  adding  certain  restrictions,  which  would  be 
out  of  place  in  this  report.  Moreover,  my  grand  statistical  table  and  my 
bulletins  will  give  you  sufficient  information  to  enable  you  to  form  an  idea . 
of  the  state  of  public  instruction  in  my  district.

St.  Charles  (Bellechasse),  18th  August,  1886. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  schools  in  my 
district,  together  with  my  grand  statistical  table. 

As  you  may  easily  see,  there  has  been  marked  progress  and  a  wonderful 
improvement  in  nearly  all  the  branches  of  the  curriculum  prescribed 
for  primary  schools. 

The  number  of  the  schools  in  operation  in  my  district  amounts  to 
185,  (which  is  a  gain  of  fifteen  over  last  year),  but  in  my  statistics,  I  only 
give  184,  as  I  was  unable  to  obtain  any  information  about  the  institution  in 
the  town  of  Farnham,  which  calls  itself  "  College  Ste.  Croix  de  Farnham." 
The  director  refused  to  give  me  any,  because  he  persists  in  holding  his 
title,  notwithstanding  the  resolution  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  statistics  which  I  give  under  the  head  of  "  Boys'  Model  School  at 
St.  Romuald  de  Farnham,"  are  only  for  the  day  school,  which  is  under  the 
control  of  the  commissioners,  the  boarding-school  being  independent  of  it. 

I  have  but  praise  to  award  the  parish  priests,  the  commissioners  and 
the  trustees,  who  all  rival  each  other  in  zeal  and  devotedness  for  pro- 
moting, each  in  his  own  sphere,  the  cause  of  education  and  instruction.  If 
some  are  occasionally  opposed  to  the  introduction  of  Object  Lessons,  Drawing 
and  the  Manual  of  Agriculture,  in  their  schools,  it  is  because  they  find  the 
children  not  sufficiently  advanced,  or  that  it  is  premature  for  the  moment 
to  teach  them  these  branches,  which  is  nearly  always  true. 

I  beg  to  inform  you  of  the  arrival  in  my  district  of  the  Dames  Maria- 
nites  de  Ste.  Croix,  who  have  taken  charge  of  the  model  and  primary  schools 
in  Magog.  1  expect  a  good  deal  from  them,  for  they  have  an  excellent  repu- 
tation as  teachers.   . 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  new  convent  which  the  Ursuline 
Ladies  have  built  at  Stanstead  Plain.  The  good  which  they  will  do  in  this 
place  will  be  incalculable,  for  their  object  is  not  only  to  promote  the  cause 
of  education  and  religion,  but  also  to  extend  the  knowledge  of  the  French 
language,  which  was  almost  unknown  in  that  section  of  the  Eastern 
Townships. 

In  the  village  of  Bedford,  the  trustees  are  erecting  a  splendid  building 
for  the  Dames  Relif^uses  de  St.  Joseph,  who  are  to  occupy  it  next  September . 
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As  you  may  see,  we  are  making  rapid  progress,  and  in  a  few  years  we 
will  have  as  many  convents  in  the  Eastern  Townships  as  elsewhere,  and 
they  will  do  more  good,  I  may  say,  than  in  the  other  parts  of  the  province. 

The  boys'  model  school  at  "Waterloo  is  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Dames 
des  SatrUs  Noms  de  Jesus  et  Maris.  Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made,  and 
the  inhabitants  of  this  flourishing  village  are  far  from  regretting  that  they 
have  confided  the  education  of  their  children  to  such  able  teachers. 

The  model  school  at  Acton  Vale  continued  last  year  to  be  taught  by 
Mr.  Narcisse  Boulay.  This  veteran  teacher  is  compelled  this  year  to  bid 
adieu  to  his  pupils.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  present  generation  at  Acton 
Vale  has  been  under  his  intelligent  care,  and  a  great  many  persons  are 
indebted  to  him  for  their  education,  their  future  and  even  their  fortunes. 

The  model  school  at  Coaticook,  continues  to  be  taught  by  Mr.  Percheron, 
and  the  academy,  at  Roxton  Falls,  by  Mr.  Tanguay. 

The  day-schools  of  the  convents  at  Farnham,  Coaticooke,  Grranby  and 
Acton  Vale,  taught  by  the  Dames  de  la  Presentation  de  Marie,  leave  nothing  to 
be  desired,  and  little  girls  find  an  excellent  preparatory  class  in  the  board- 
ing school. 

Langlais'  series  of  copy-books  are  coming  more  and  more  into  use,  and 
will  soon  be  found  everywhere. 

The  prize  books,  which  we  distributed,  always  do  a  great  deal  of  good, 
and  help  us  to  obtain  the  good  results  which  we  get  from  our  schools. 
Without  them,  I  really  believe  that  progress  would  not  be  so  marked.  As 
f  rule,  in  my  district,  the  teachers  perform  their  duties  faithfully,  and  strive 
to  give  satisfaction  to  every  one. 

As  in  the  past,  I  will  mention  those  who,  by  their  devotedness,  labour 
and  application,  are  distinguished  amongst  their  companions.  I  find  that 
this  system  has  an  excellent  effect. 

I  may  mention  amongst  others : — The  Misses  Marguerite  Lesperance 
at  Lawrenceville ;  Cordelia  Jette,  Anna  Audet  and  Philomene  Tessier,  at 
North  Stukeley ;  Euphrasie  Allaire,  and  Marie  Emma  Blais,  at  Ste.  Anne  de 
Stukeley ;  Catherine  Des-trois-maisons  and  Mathilde  Trudeau,  at  St.Valerien ; 
Mrs.  Odile  Miron,  of  St.  Cecile  de  Milton ;  the  Misses  Marie  Rouleau,  at 
Ste.  Pudentienne ;  Zoe  Proulx,  at  Adamsville ;  Honorine  Prefontaine,  at 
Knowlton ;  Rachel  Perrin,  at  Sweetsburg  ;  Arsilia  Laramee,  at  Bolton ;  — 
Meunier,  at  Potton  ;  Albia  Boulay,  at  Acton  Vale  ;  Aur61ie  Tetrault,  at  St. 
Theodore  d' Acton  ;  Mrs  Vincelette,  at  Roxton  ;  Miss  Emma  Seguin,  at 
Pamham ;  Mrs.  Porcheron  and  Miss  Mary  Kertson,  at  Coaticooke.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  on  my  inspections  in  my  district 
for  the  year  1885-86. 

I  send  you,  at  the  same  time,  the  grand  statistical  table  which  I  have 
filled  up  as  carefully  and  as  exactly  as  possible. 

The  figures  in  my  grand  statistical  table,  which  accompanies  this  report^ 
show  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  attending  school.  I  am  not  sux^ 
prised  at  this,  for  it  is  to  my  knowledge  that,  last  fall,  several  families  at 
Lake  St.  John  abandoned  their  farms,  owing  to  the  bad  harvest,  in  order  to- 
take  refuge,  in  the  manufacturing  centres,  from  the  want  which  threatened 
them.  Moreover,  three  schools  were  closed  for  the  year :  one  in  Boberval 
and  one  in  Normandin.  Whooping-cough  in  some  localities  also  prevented 
many  children  from  going  to  school.  On  the  other  hand,  the  teachers  have 
greatly  improved  their  method  of  teaching,  and  have  taught  more  practically 
and  rationally.  This  is  an  evident  proof  of  progress,  and  shows  that  the 
teachers  of  my  district  are  equal  to  their  work. 

Another  incontestable  proof  of  the  progress  obtained,  is  the  fact  thftt 
out  of  all  the  many  teachers  in  my  district  only  eight  did  not  give  satisfac- 
tion during  the  year.  As  to  the  others,  they  always  display  much  zeal  and 
devotedness,  and  a  great  aptitude  for  teaching.  The  uniform  system  of 
teaching  adopted  and  followed  is  most  commendable.  All  the  schools  of 
the  county  also  use  the  same  books. 

On  the  whole,  I  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  zeal  and 
teaching  of  the  teachers,  and  the  work  and  progress  of  the  children. 

The  most  successful  of  the  model  school  teachers  are  :  Messrs.  Elzear 
Ouellet,  Charles  Martineau,  Mrs.  Ls.  Maltais,  Miss  Denise  Oot6  and  Miss 
Josephine  Elmyre  Grenon.  The  other  model  schools  are  also  on  a  good 
footing. 

The  best  primary  schools,  that  is  to  say,  those  in  which  all  or  nearly 
all  the  branches  of  a  model  school  are  taught  with  good  success,  are  those 
of  the  Misses  A.  Bergeron  and  Marie  Gkiuthier,  in  the  town  of  Ohicoutimi  ; 
Marie  Tremblay  and  Anne  Savard,  in  Chicoutimi ;  E16onore  G-iraid,  in  St. 
Alphonse ;  G^rgianna  Larouche,  in  St.  Alexis ;  Annie  Harper,  at  L' Anse  St^ 
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Jean ;  Louise  Cot6,  at  Ste.  Anne ;  Yirginie  Desbiens,  at  St.  Fulgence  ;  Mrs. 
Widow  Alfred  Potvin  and  R.  Chamberland,  at  H6bertville ;  Clara  Simon, 
at  St.  Jerome ;  Eliza  Clavean,  at  St.  Louis  de  Metabetcbouan ;  Elmyre 
Lindsay  and  Marie  Tremblay,  at  St.  Prime.  The  other  teachers,  with  the 
exception  of  the  eight  above  alluded  to,  give  general  satisfaction.  Discipline 
and  order  are  strictly  observed. 

The  minor  seminary  of  Ghicoutimi,  thanks  to  the  indefatigable  zeal  of 
its  devoted  and  generous  founder,  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi,  is  showing 
.  rapid  development,  and  is  very  successful.  Every  year,  nearly  a  hundred 
youths  from  outside  places,  and  from  the  various  parts  of  the  Counties  of 
Saguenay  and  Chicoutimi,  receive,  at  the  hands  of  educated  and  able  pro- 
fessors, an  education  which  is  as  solid  as  it  is  fruitful,  and  above  all  it  is 
moral  and  religious. 

Already  over  forty-five  pupils  have  successfully  gone  through  a  com- 
plete course  of  studies,  divided  into  two  parts :  the  Commercial,  French,  and 
English  course,  and  the  Classical  course.  Of  this  number,  7  are  priests,  13 
are  ecclesiastics,  1  a  notary,  13  are  students  at  Laval  University,  and  3  are 
studying  the  legal  or  notarial  professions  in  the  office  of  their  patrons,  while 
the  others  have  embraced  various  careers. 

Since  its  affiliation  with  Laval  University  in  1877,  the  minor  seminary 
of  Chicoutimi,  has  had  4  Bachelors  of  Arts,  5  of  Letters  and  6  of  Sciences. 

This  success  is  certainly  very  encouraging,  and  proves  that  the  course 
of  studies  is  not  inferior  to  that  of  any  other  educational  establishment  in 
the  Province. 

The  institution  is  situated  on  the  slope  of  the  heights  environing  Chi- 
coutimi, and  thus  commands  the  whole  town  and  the  basin  of  the  river 
Saguenay,  from  which  it  is  only  a  few  rods  distant.  This  splendid  situation 
makes  it  the  healthiest  of  places.  Yast  dormitories,  and  halls,  and  well 
ventilated  class-rooms,  add  to  its  sanitary  advantages. 

The  Eev.  Mr.  A.  Fafard  is  the  superior.  Rev.  Mr.  Joseph  Roy  is  the 
director. 

The  girls'  academy  at  Chicoutimi  was  founded  in  September,  1864,  by 
His  Lordship  Bishop  Racine,  of  Chicoutimi. 

The  course  of  studies*  comprises  Reading,  Writing,  Recitation,  Q-rammar,. 
Literature,  Composition,  Logic,  Arithmetic,  Book-keeping,  Geometry,  Men- 
soration.  Algebra,  Sacred  and  Profane  History,  Q-eography,  Natural  History, 
Elements  of  Physics  and  Chemistry.     English  is  taught  in  all  the  classes. 

In  this  institution,  in  addition  to  the  interest  taken  in  giving  the  pupils 
a  healthy  and  comprehensive  education,  combined  with  lessons  in  polite- 
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ness,  and  the  customs  of  good  society,  they  are  also  taught  to  acquire 
habits  of  economy  and  order.  They  learn  to  spin,  to  weave,  to  knit,  to  w^ork 
at  the  loom,  also,  to  make  wax-work,  &c.,  as  in  the  Ursuline  Cionveat,  at 
Lake  St.  John. 

This  academy  has,  since  its  foundation,  trained  a  good  many  able 
teachers  ;  several  have  earned,  with  distinction,  the  diploma  of  graduate, 
others  that  for  model  schools.  On  the  whole,  its  brilliant  success  is  as 
satisfactory  to  those  who  encourage  it  as  it  is  creditable  to  those  v^ho 
direct  it.  There  are  seven  nuns  in  the  convent,  and  it  had  70  pupils  this 
year.  The  pupils  who  obtained  the  most  brilliant  success  were :  The  Misses 
Letitia  Tessier,  C61estine  Desjardins,  Anna  Lapointe,  Marie  Tremblay,  Marie 
Lavoie,  Anna  Savard,  Emilie  Tessier  and  A.  Talbot. 

The  monastery  of  the  Eeverend  Ursuline  Ladies,  at  Lake  St.  John,  is 
attended  by  130  pupils,  who  receive  an  excellent  education.  This  convent 
has  a  very  good  reputation. 

I  notice,  with  pleasure,  that  the  commissioners,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions, appear  very  anxious  to  do  their  duty. 

Several  of  them,  notwithstanding  the  hard  times,  have  not  hesitated  to 
build  good  school-houses  in  their  municipalities,  and  to  repair  the  old  ones. 
The  school-furniture  and  apparatus  are  more  complete  this  year. 

The  teachers'  salaries  are  higher  in  some  municipalities  than  they  were 
last  year.  At  St.  Jerome,  at  St.  Iiouis  de  Metabetchouan,  and  at  St.  Fulgence, 
the  salaries  paid  the  teachers  vary  from  $104  to  |120  in  addition  to  lodg- 
ings and  fuel.  This  is  encouraging,  and  shows  that  the  people  are  beginning 
to  understand  that  an  incapable  teacher  is  always  a  dear  one,  no  matter  hov^ 
low  the  salary  may  be. 

Nearly  all  the  secretary-treasurers  keep  their  accounts  according  to  the 
official  method.  Two  of  them,  who  had  not  yet  supplied  themselves  'with. 
the  requisite  books  when  1  made  my  inspection,  promised  to  do  so 
shortly.  All  these  officers  cheerfully  submitted  their  accounts  which  I 
found  correct,  as  a  rule,  thanks  to  the  new  method  of  keeping  them. 

In  two  or  three  municipalities,  there  are  certain  financial  difficulties 
which,  I  hope,  will  be  shortly  settled. 

The  scarcity  of  money,  the  hard  times,  the  bad  harvests  of  late  years, 
have  caused  too  many  heavy  arrears  to  accumulate  in  some  parishes.  SLovr- 
ever,  the  teachers,  as  a  rule,  are  paid  pretty  punctually. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  teachers  attach  great  importance  to  the 
teaching  of  the  Catechism,  particularly  to  the  children  who  are  about  to 
make  their  first  communion. 
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Cframmar  is  taught  in  a  more  intelligent  manner  than  in  the  past.  I 
/attribate  this  improvement  to  the  book  called  ''Lepons  de  la  langue  franfaise, 
(xmn  ilhnentairey  livre  du  maUre"  by  the  Christian  Brothers.  This  work,  which 
is  specially  intended  for  teachers,  is  now  in  use  in  all  the  schools  of  the 
county. 

Oral  and  mental  Arithmetic,  according  to  the  Problemes  pratiques,  Livres  Nos 
let2,hj  F.  X.  Toussaint,  is  taught  more  carefully  than  ever.  All  the 
teachers  now  understand  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  branches,  and 
one  of  the  best  exercises  for  the  mind. 

Arithmetic  proper  is  taught  in  a  very  intelligent  and  consistent  man- 
ner. Consequently,  we  find  in  all  the  schools,  children  of  8,  9  and  10  years, 
who  do  all  the  sums  with  a  rapidity  and  accuracy  which  are  really 
remarkable. 

Writing  is  also  better  attended  to  than  of  late  years.  Langlais^  new 
^ries  of  copy-books  is  in  use  in  many  schools,  and  produces  the  best  results ; 
unfortunately,  there  are  still  too  many  schools,  where  Writing  is  taught 
without  any  method  and  without  following  any  principle,  but  merely  by 
copying  the  models  more  or  less  carefully  made  by  the  teacher.  I  am  en- 
deavoring to  effect  a  reform  in  the  teaching  of  this  branch  by  inducing 
every  school-board,  which  has  not  already  done  so,  to  adopt  the  new  Lang- 
lais  series,  or  copies  with  models,  in  its  schools. 

Obfect  Lessons  are  taught  in  nearly  all  the  schools.  There  is  nothing 
better  adapted  for  cultivating  the  children's  minds  in  a  pleasant  manner, 
and  there  is  nothing  more  interesting  than  to  see,  in  a  well-kept  school,  the 
teacher  giving  this  lesson  to  the  younger  pupils,  especially  when  he  is 
fortunate  enough  to  have  the  pictures  around  which  he  can  gather  them. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  all  the  teachers  in  my  district  take  L'enseignement 
Primaire ;  they  know  that  this  journal  is  an  aid  to  teaching,  which  greatly 
contributes  towards  the  improvement  of  the  pupils  by  means  of  the  excel- 
lent lessons  on  pedagogy  which  it  contains. 

The  system  of  giving  lessons  in  politeness  and  good-breeding,  every 
Friday,  has  had  an  excellent  effect,  and  the  pupils  have  benefitted  by  these 
lessons. 

In  obedience  to  the  wish  expressed  in  your  circular  No.  3,  dated  the 
26th  of  October  last,  I  did  my  best  to  induce  the  teachers  of  the  model  and 
primary  schools  to  prepare  exercise  and  copy-books,  &c.,  for  the  Colonial 
Exhibition  in  London.  I  hope  a  good  many  sent  them  to  you  at  the  begin* 
Jiing  of  March. 

This  year,  there  were  seventeen  female  teachers  who  had  no  certificates. 
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Several  of  them  are  very  capable,  but  have  not  attained  the  a^e  required  by^ 
law.  At  the  risk  of  importuning  you,  I  again  repeat  the  request  \ivhich  I 
made  you  last  year  to  grant,  in  future,  certificates  to  teachers  who  are  seven- 
teen years  of  age. 

I  notified  all  the  school-boards  with  the  exception  of  those  of  Bourget,. 
St.  Bruno  and  St.  Methode,  three  poor  municipalities,  that  they  were  not 
allowed  to  employ  uncertificated  teachers  under  any  consideration. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  enter  into  further  details,  as  my  inspection 
bulletins  have  given  you  all  the  required  information.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,. 
1886. 

As  in  past  years,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  schools  in  my  district  con- 
tinue to  progress  in  a  manner  which  is  very  creditable  to  the  school-boards 
which  govern  them.  They  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  few.  Routine  has  quite  disappeared,  and  the  parents  are  now 
alive  to  the  importance  of  the  schools  in  which  all  the  subjects  of  the  cur- 
riculum are  taught. 

Writing  has  received  my  particular  attention  this  year.  This  branck. 
which  was  formerly  so  neglected,  is  now  one  of  the  best  taught,  thanks  to- 
Langlais'  series  of  copy-books,  by  means  of  which  we  frequently  find  chil- 
dren of  eight  or  nine  years  of  age  who  write  a  very  good  hand. 

The  teaching  of  Grammar  is  still  rather  defective.  The  teachers,  as  a. 
rule,  attach  too  much  importance  to  learning  by  rote,  and  do  not  give- 
enough  explanations.  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  say,  in  this  report,  that  in  some- 
schools  we  find  pupils  learning  Syntax,  who  are  unable  to  form  the  pluraL 
of  nouns. 
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Arithmetic  is  now  taught  in  an  intelligent  and  practical  manner.  I 
:am  sorry  to  ha\re  again  to  insist  that  the  teachers  should  be  more  competent. 
The  examiners  are  not  sufficiently  severe.  Every  year,  we  get  teachers  who 
are  better  able  to  spin  and  to  weave,  than  to  teach ;  they  have  neither  the 
vocation,  tact  nor  zeal  required  for  teaching.  Allow  me,  once  more,  to  say 
that  there  should  be  a  reform  in  the  Boards  of  Examiners. 

Drawing,  Book-keeping  and  Agriculture  are  more  generally  taught. 
My  statistics  show  that  the  importance  of  these  subjects  is  beginning  i6  be 
imderstood.  We  no  longer  find  the  parents  so  obstinate  on  that  score, 
owing,  I  may  say, — to  the  credit  of  the  school  inspectors, — to  our  persistent 
struggle  against  popular  prejudices. 

The  school-houses  are  now  in  a  very  good  and  very  clean  condition, 
and  I  beg  to  congratulate  the  school  commissioners  on  this. 

However,  some  two  or  three  parishes  still  persist  in  the  regrettable 
habit  of  renting  houses,  a  system  which,  I  think,  should  not  be  tolerated. 

I  do  not  know  whether  this  is  the  case  in  other  parts  of  the  province, 
but,  in  my  district,  the  municipalities  which,  under  pretext  of  economy,  are 
most  anxious  to  retain  this  system,  are  the  richest  municipalities. 

All  the  school-boards  in  the  new  municipalities  of  my  district  owd 
their  school-houses,  which  are  very  good  ones.  I  think,  therefore,  that  a 
law  forbidding  the  commissioners  to  have  a  school  in  a  house  already  occu- 
pied as  a  dwelling,  would  render  a  great  service  to  Public  Instruction  in 
our  province.  Even  if  we  were  to  rent  school-houses,  I  find  no  objection, 
provided  they  were  not  already  occupied  as  dwellings  ;  but  in  the  contrary 
case,  no  progress  can  be  made,  even  with  the  best  of  teachers. 

Permit  me  to  ask  for  a  special  grant,  under  the  head  of  '*  Poor  Munici- 
palities," for  the  municipalities  of  St.  Magloire,  St.  Philemon  de  Mailloux,  St, 
Cajetan  d* Armagh,  Buckland,  St.  Damien  and  St.  Ir6n6e,  in  the  county  of 
Bellechasse  ;  St.  Paul  de  Montminy,  in  the  county  of  Montmagny,  and  St. 
Damase,  St.  Benoit,  Ste.  Perp6tue,  St.  Pamphile,  St.  Eugene,  and  St.  Cyrille, 
in  the  county  of  L'Islet. 

The  rate-payers  in  these  municipalities,  although  very  poor,  as  a  rule, 
make  great  sacrifices  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  school 
law,  and  it  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  the  schools  are  generally  better  organ- 
ized in  these  municipalities  than  in  the  older  ones,  and  the  school  laws  are 
.also  better  observed. 

For  these  various  reasons,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  the 
^ove  mentioned  municipalities  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

As  in  past  years,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  give,  in  this  report,  the  names 
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of  the  teachers  who  have  distingtushed  themselves  the  most  during  the 
year  ending  30th  June  last.  They  are :  the  Misses  Elise  and  Eugenie 
Ohalifour,  of  Tlslet ;  Val6rie  Fradet,  of  St.  Jean  Port  Joli ;  Marie  Louise 
Foumier,  Marie  Cloutier  and  Hermine  Leclerc,  of  St.  Eugene;  Delima 
Legros,  of  St.  Boch  des  Aulnaies ;  Dazilda  Paradis  and  Mrs.  Metivier,  of 
Buckland ;  the  Misses  Emilie  Foumier,  of  St.  Philemon  de  Mailloux ;  Marie 
Dutil,  of  St.  Ir6n6e ;  M6lanie  Cote  and  Marie  Rousseau,  of  St.  Charles  ;  Julie 
G-agnon,  Henriette  Fradet  and  Zephirine  Martineau,  of  St.  Michel ;  Jose- 
phine Boyer,  of  St.  G-ervais ;  Philomene  Dutil,  of  St.  Lazare ;  Delima  Picard 
and  Mrs.  W.  Q-uay,  of  St.  Pierre,  and  the  Misses  Aurelie  Laberge,  and  Emma. 
Proulx,  of  St.  Thomas.

Sib, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  scholastic  year 

1885-6. 

As  virill  be  seen  by  my  statistical  table,  accompanying  this  report,  that 
there  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  school, 
as  well  as  in  the  average  attendance  this  year,  as  compared  with  last  year.. 

My  statistical  table  for  last  year  gave  a  total  attendance  of  7,249, 
whereas,  this  year,  it  has  been  only  7,1*75,  showing  a  decrease  of  74  in  the 
total  attendance. 

(These  figures  do  not  include  the  colleges  and  convents  in  this  district^ 
but  solely  the  schools  under  control  of  school  commissioners  and  trustees.) 

The  average  attendance  for  last  year  was  5,209,  while  for  this  year  it 
has  been  but  5,081,  making  the  deficit  proportionately  much  greater  for* 
average  attendance  than  for  the  total  attendance  of  pupils. 

This  result,  I  think,  I  can  easily  account  for,  by  the  dread  that  w^as- 
entertained  of  the  introduction  of  small-pox  in  many  parts  of  this  district. 
Happily  there  have  been  but  very  few  cases  to  record  throughout  the  whole^ 
district,  but  to  no  other  cause  but  the  dread  of  contagion,  to  which  was- 
added  a  great  deal  of  severe  illness  arising  from  the  effects  of  yaccinatioik 
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can  I  attribute  this  falling  off  in  the  general  attendance  of  pupils  at  the 
public  schools. 

The  authorities,  generally  speaking,  are  making  every  possible  effort  to 
render  the  schools  more  efficient  and  more  attractive,  Sherbrooke  and  Rich- 
mond taking  an  honourable  lead  in  that  direction. 

A  proof  of  this  statement  is  to  be  found  in  the  three  last  columns  of  my 
statistical  table,  which  show  an  increase  of  three  (3)  in  the  number  of 
teachers  employed,  an  improvement  of  four  dollars  each  in  the  average 
salary  of  teachers,  and,  on  the  whole,  an  increase  of  two  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  six  dollars  ($2,806)  in  the  total  amount  of  salaries  paid  this  year 
in  excess  of  last  year.  The  teachers*  salaries  are  also  punctually  paid,  and 
the  school  houses  are  kept  in  good  repair ;  where  new  school  houses  are 
bnilt,  they  are,  invariably,  of  a  n^uch  better  description  than  those  used 
formerly.  The  regulations  made  by  your  Department,  on  this  point,  have 
been  of  inestimable  advantage.  I  would  be  glad  to  see  regulations  put  in 
force  also  with  regard  to  school  furniture  :  for  instance,  where  the  plan  of 
a  school  house  is  submitted  to  you  for  your  approval,  that  it  should  be 
accompanied  by  a  plan,  or  specification  of  the  furniture  to  be  used  in  the 
building,  and  that  no  other  but  that  approved  of  should  be  accepted. 

I  insist  upon  the  seats  being  provided  with  backs,  but,  unfortunately, 
the  seats,  although  so  provided,  are  very  often  of  a  bad  description,  and  the 
table  and  desks  are  no  better. 

As  a  rule,  a  better  class  of  furniture  than  that  formerly  used  is  now 
made,  but  the  long  forms  and  tables  are  still  adhered  to,  in  many  places, 
instead  of  adopting  the  more  modern  and  more  convenient  seats  and  desks 
for  two  pupils  each.  The  extra  cost  would  be  but  a  mere  trifle  compared  with 
the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  an  improvement  of  this  kind.  In  the  first 
place,  the  comfort  of  the  pupils  and  the  consequent  preservation  of  their 
health  is  obtained ;  then  their  distribution  by  divisions  or  classes  is  more 
easily  made,  while  there  is  much  less  occasion,  for  those  who  are  so  inclined, 
to  cause  annoyance  to  their  neighbors,  or  to  invite  them  to  disorder  or  a 
neglect  of  their  tasks. 

The  number  of  pupils  learning  agriculture,  industrial  drawing,  and 

book-keeping,  does  not  increase  as  much  as  might  be  desired,  but  until  a 
certain  knowledge  of  these  different  branches  is  required  of  intending 
teachers,  before  granting  them  diplomas,  no  great  progress  may  be  expected 
in  these  i>oints. 

I  would,  nevertheless,  beg  to  repeat  the  suggestions  made  last  year  with 
regard  to  the  size  of  the  bulletin  books  ;  t&at  they  should  be  made  to  con- 
tain a  much  smaller  number  of  bulletins,  for  the  purpose  of  making  them 
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more  convenient  and  much  easier  of  reference,  while  there  could  be  a  much 
more  regular  and  rapid  transmission  to  you  of  the  information  they  contain. 

There  is  also  one  of  the  lines,  No.  7,  concerning  the  number  of  years' 
attendance  of  pupils,  which  I  will  make  free  to  say,  can  be  of  no  import- 
ance, from  the  fact  that  it  is,  in  most  cases,  impossible  to  give  correct  answers 
to  the  questions  it  contains,  and  that  for  the  following  reasons : — the  teachers, 
in  most  cases,  have  taught  but  from  one  to  three  or  four  years  in  the  same 
school,  and  cannot  say  how  long  the  several  pupils  have  attended,  with  any 
degree  of  exactitude,  more  particularly  in  districts  in  which  school  has  not 
been  kept  regularly  every  year ;  then  again,  to  form  an  estimate  of  the 
number  of  years  a  pupil  has  attended  school,  by  the  degree  of  advancement 
he  has  attained,  is  but  an  indifferent  criterion,  while,  generally  speaking, 
there  is  quite  a  number  of  pupils  absent  at  the  time  of  the  inspector's  visit, 
and  no  correct  estimate  whatever  can  be  made  of  the  number  of  years  they 
may  have  attended  school.  Were  it  strictly  necessary  that  correct  answers 
should  be  given  on  this  point,  special  instructions  should  be  given  to  the 
teachers  to  gather  information  from  the  best  possible  sources  within  their 
reach,  and  to  be  prepared  to  answer  those  questions  precisely  at  the  time  of 
the  inspector's  visit.  I  shall  now  refer  briefly  to  that  subject  to  which  I 
have  unceasingly  alluded  during  several  years,  and  which  I  consider  as  of 
the  most  vital  importance  in  the  interests  of  our  common  schools  :  Teachers' 
Institutes. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure,  indeed,  to  find  that  you  are  strongly  in 
favor  of  the  permanent  establishment  of  these  institutes,  and,  through  your 
powerfal  influence,  I  trust  that  we  may,  ere  long,  see  them  form  a  part  of 
our  system  of  public  instruction  throughout  the  whole  province. 

The  efficiency  of  this  method  has  now  been  established  beyond  a  doubt 
by  the  exertions  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Itexford,  assisted  by  the  Professors  of  the 
McGrill  Normal  School,  and  the  Protestant  inspectors ;  and  it  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed that  the  proper  authorities  will  no  longer  withold  the  necessary 
pecuniary  aid  to  render  the  adoption  of  this  method  more  general ;  in  a 
word,  to  place  its  advantages  within  the  reach  of  all  the  teachers  in  this 
province. 

With  r^ard  to  the  suggestion  of  my  esteemed  friend  and  confrere,  Mr. 
Inspector  Bolton  McGrrath,  to  have  Normal  trained  teachers,  in  each  munici- 
pality to  train  the  teachers  who  have  not  had  the  benefit  of  a  Normal  school 
training,  I  believe  that  the  idea  is  a  very  good  one,  where  it  can  be  put  into 
practice,  until  a  more  general  method  can  be  adopted.  As  for  the  adoption 
of  Mr.  Magrath's  method,  generally,  I  consider  it  impossible,  for  the  two 
following  reasons : — 1.  There  is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  Normal  trained 
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teachers,  in  active  service  in  this  province,  to  place  one  in  each  municipality. 
2.  The  cost,  at  Mr.  Magrath's  estimate,  which  is,  indeed,  very  moderate, 
would  be,  were  his  method  adopted,  the  very  considerable  amount  of  $  11,010, 
eleven  thousand  and  ten  dollars  a  year,  whereas  I  believe  that  your  estimate 
of  two  thousand  dollars  would  be  sufficient  to  carry  on  these  institutes 
under  the  management  of  the  inspectors,  aided  by  the  Normal  School  pro- 
fessors. The  results  obtained  by  the  latter  method  would  certainly  be  much 
superior  to  those  to  be  reached  by  the  individual  efforts  of  trained  teachers 
in  each  municipality. 

With  regard  to  Inspectors'  Meetings,  I  hold  the  same  views  that  I 
expressed  last  year,  and  which  you  have  done  me  the  honour  to  refer  to  in 
your  rejK>rt.  I  had  a  conference  with  Messrs.  Eexford  and  de  Gazes,  on  the 
advisability  of  taking  the  advantage  of  the  exhibition  at  Sherbrooke  this 
Ul,  to  call  a  meeting  of  inspectors,  but  on  account  of  your  absence  in 
Europe,  just  at  this  time,  it  was  decided  to  defer  the  consideration  of  the 
aubject  until  after  your  return.

MR.  TETREAULT. 

(Translation.) 

LouiSEViLLE,  25th  August,  1886. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  yearly  report,  together  with  my  grand 
table  of  school  statistics. 

My  district  comprises  a  classical  and  commercial  college,  7  convents,  2 
boys'  academies,  1  mixed  academy  (High  school),  7  model  schools,  and  10^ 
primary  schools,  8  of  which  are  independent. 

These  various  institutions  were  attended  by  6,881  pupils  of  all  ages, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  70  per  cent,  being  a  decrease  of  286  in  the 
number  of  pupils. 

This  decrease,  which  has  occurred  almost  entirely  in  the  primary 
schools,  must  be  attributed  chiefly  to  the  epidemic  diseases  which  afflicted 
several  municipalities  during  a  part  of  the  winter,  [| 
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All  the  establishments  of  superior  education  are  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion, and  the  number  of  their  pupils  increases  yearly. 

The  model  schools  were  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  I  must,  ho\^* 
ever,  except  that  of  the  municipality  of  Shawinigan,  which,  owing  to  a 
change  in  the  staff  of  teachers,  has  lost  its  importance,  and  has  fallen  to  the 
level  of  an  ordinary  primary  school,  as  you  may  have  seen  by  my  inspection 
bulletins  respecting  this  municipality. 

The  model  schools  do  a  great  deal  of  good,  and  I  am  sorry  that  several 
important  municipalities  of  my  district  are  still  without  them. 

Of  the  104  primary  schools  under  control,  three  are  equal  to  most  of  the 
model  schools,  as  regards  the  results  obtained.  They  are  those  of  Petit-Bois, 
at  Riviere-du-Loup,  kept  by  Mr.  G-odefroi  Caron ;  that  of  Riviere  Maskin- 
onge  at  Maskinong^,  kept  by  Mr.  J.£.  Labarre,  and  that  of  G-rand  Bois-Blanc,. 
at  St.  Justin,  kept  by  Miss  Olive  Lefebvre.  These  three  schools  are  very 
creditable  to  their  teachers. 

I  have  also  40  good  primary  schools,  33  fair  ones,  and  31  which  are 
more  or  less  indifferent. 

The  school-houses,  with  a  few  exceptions,  were  in  good  order.     Five 
new  school-houses  were  built  during  the  year,  and  all  are  on  a  proper  plan 
and  of  suitable  dimensions.     Six  were  repaired  and  made  as  good  as  new,  ^ 
and  I  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  have  the  ceilings  made  from  9 
to  10  feet  high  above  the  floor. 

Each  year  witnesses  the  disappearance  of  a  certain  number  of  those 
low  and  unhealthy  houses  in  which  the  children's  health  cannot  but  suffer. 

Several  municipalities  have  renewed  all  their  school-houses  since  I 
have  been  in  office,  and  all  these  houses  are  suitable  for  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  intended.  I  hope  that,  in  a  few  years,  nothing  more  will 
remain  to  be  done  in  this  respect. 

The  teachers'  salaries  were  punctually  paid  everywhere,  except  in  the 
municipality  of  St.  Elie,  where  the  arrears  of  school  rates  are  very  heavy^ 
and  the  teachers  are  badly  paid,  through  the  fault  of  the  secretary-treasurer, 
who  is  far  too  lenient  as  regards  collecting  the  taxes.  I  have  reason  to  hop>e 
that  that  officer  will  do  his  duty  better  in  the  future,  otherwise  the  cona- 
missioners  appear  quite  determined  to  replace  him. 

The  school  furniture  has  improved  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  althoug^h. 
the  municipalities  of  Yamachiche,  Three  Rivers,  St.  Severe  and  Ste.  XJrsuIe, 
have  still  a  great  deal  more  to  do  in  this  direction.  In  Ste.  Ursule,  I  cannot 
get  them  to  provide  clocks  for  the  schools,  and  teachers  have  to  buy  them 
themselves  if  they  wish  to  have  them.     Stinginess  is  carried  so  far  as  to 
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compel  the  teachers  to  provide  the  stove  for  the  school.  All  this  is  done 
Tinder  pretext  of  economy. 

I  found  the  schools  well  supplied  with  books  and  other  things  neces- 
sary for  the  pupils,  except  in  the  municipality  of  St.  Sfevere,  where,  in  three 
schools  out  of  four,  the  pupils  were  in  want  of  the  most  necessary  articles. 

Beading  and  Writing  are  taught  in  a  more  or  less  passable  manner,  in 
all  the  schools  of  my  district,  with  three  or  four  exceptions. 

Arithmetic,  which  should  come  immediately  after  these  two  branches, 
is  taught  in  a  more  practical  manner  than  formerly.  However,  there  are 
still  a  good  many  schools  which  are  otherwise  good,  and  kept  by  educated 
persons,  where  the  teaching  of  this  branch  is  defective. 

I  often  find  pupils  who,  it  is  claimed,  have  completed  a  course  of  Arith- 
metic, and  who  cannot  work  out  a  problem  suited  to  the  capacity  of  any 
child  who  knows  the  four  rules  well. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  most  of  the  branches  taught  in  all  the 
schools  under  my  control,  at  least  in  the  majority  of  these  schools. 

I  have  to  state,  as  usual,  that  too  many  of  the  teachers  are  not  sujBi- 
ciently  educated  to  enable  them  to  perform  their  duties  properly. 

And  yet  it  is  not  because  these  young  girls  have  not  at  hand  the  means 
of  obtaining  education,  for  there  are  seven  convents  in  various  parishes  of 
my  district,  within  the  reach  of  every  one.  The  convents  at  Louiseville, 
St.  Paulin  and  St.  Barnabe,  for  instance,  give  board  and  tuition  for  the 
moderate  sum  of  forty  dollars  per  annum. 

All  the  other  portions  of  the  Province  possess,  like  my  district,  many 
excellent  institutions  where  candidates  for  teachers'  certificates  may  find 
every  possible  facility  for  educating  themselves. 

There  is,  therefore,  no  longer  any  excuse  for  accepting  as  teachers,  as 
in  past  years,  young  girls  who  hardly  know  one-half  of  what  they  should 
know. 

But,  at  the  same  time,  steps  must  be  taken  to  increase  the  advantages 
oflered  by  the  profession,  which  at  present,  is  not  a  very  alluring  one  for 
teachers.  In  fact,  we  ought  to  begin  by  this.  If  we  pay  the  teachers  as  we 
should,  good  ones  will  be  as  easy  to  procure  as  they  are  diflBcult  to  find  at 
present. 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions  to  the  inspectors  to  make  their  reports 
as  concise  as  possible,  I  will  now  conclude  these  few  remarks' which  I  have 
added  to  the  information  contained  in  my  inspection  bulletins.

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  you  my  report  for  the  year  1886  86. 

The  statistical  table  has  already  been  forwarded  to  your  department. 

My  statisticaf  table  this  jear  shows  twenty-four  municipalities  and 
eighty-one  schools,  attended  by  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  tw^o 
pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
sixteen,  or  about  seventy-five  per  cent.  Last  year,  there  were  twenty-five 
municipalities,  eighty-four  schools ;  two  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty-three  pupils,  and  an  average  attendance  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-one,  or  seventy-nine  per  cent. 

I  have  not  included  this  year  the  municipality  of  Sacr^  CoBur  de  J68U8, 
'County  Beauce,  as  the  dissentient  school  there  has  now  been  closed  for  two 
years,  most  of  the  families  in  the  neighbourhood  having  removed  to  other 
parts  of  the  country. 

In  several  of  the  isolated  Protestant  settlements,  a  similar  result  is 
likely  to  follow,  as  a  large  number  of  the  English-speaking  inhabitants 
have  already  left,  and  many  more  are  on  the  eve  of  leaving  for  other  parts 
of  the  Eastern  Townships,  and  for  the  United  States.  For  this  reason  I 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  an  increased  allowance  from  the 
supplementary  fund  be  granted  to  such  municipalities. 

In  this  connection  I  would  mention  as  a  special  case  that  of  the  Protest- 
ant district  of  the  municipality  of  St.  Sophie  d'Halifax,  where  the  school- 
house  has  been  accidentally  destroyed  by  fire. 

Several  new  school-houses  have  been  built  in  my  inspectorate  during 
the  year.  An  excellent  one  has  been  completed  at  Scotstown,  County 
Compton,  and  two  others  in  the  municipality  of  Inverness,  County 
Megantic.  These  schools  have  been  furnished  with  the  improved  paragon 
seats,  as  also  the  majority  of  all  the  schools  in  Inverness. 

There  are  only  four  schools  for  superior  education  in  my  district,  viz., 
the  academy  air  Inverness,  and  the  model  school  of  Leeds,  St.  Sylvestre,  and 
Gould.  The  academy  at  Inverness  has  been  well-conducted  during  the  past 
year  by  Mr.  James  Mabon,  a  graduate  of  McG-ill  Normal  School,  with  Mr. 
W.  J.  Messenger  as  assistant  teacher.  Mr.  Mabon  has  been  engaged  for  next 
year,  and  commenced  his  school  on  the  1st.  of  September,  with  a  very  fair 
Jkttendance. 
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Leeds  model  school  re-opened  also  on  the  1st  September,  under  the* 
the  management  of  Mr.  Norman  Bayne,  a  promising  young  teacher.  Miss 
McMartin  has  been  re-engaged  for  the  St.  Sylvestre  model  school.  The 
elementary  schools  worthy  of  special  mention  were  those  taught  by  Miss 
Maggie  Boss,  Scotstown.  Miss  Maggie  Jamieson,  Liniere.  Miss  Catherine 
McEillop  and  Miss  Forbes,  Inverness,  Miss  Harriet  Lord,  Maple  Grove. 
Mr.  Albert  Kinnear,  Miss  Margaret  Cameron,  and  Miss  Mary  Kinghorn, 
Leeds.  Miss  Flora  McKinnon,  and  Miss  Matilda  Jane  Kerr,  Halifax.  Misses 
Hepburn,  Thompson  and  Mclver,  Lingwick,  and  Miss  Katie  Scott,  Nelson. 

In  the  month  of  June  last,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  at 
Cumberland  Mills,  Municipality  of  St.  Q-eorge,  County  Beauce,  where  a 
school  district  had  never  been  formed.  The  majority  of  the  people  appeared 
to  be  quite  willing  to  be  taxed  for  the  support  of  a  school,  and  steps  were 
taken  to  have  a  school-house  built  as  soon  as  possible.  I  trust  the  dissen- 
tient trustees  of  St.  G-eorge  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  maintain  a  school 
at  this  place. 

I  have  visited  the  majority  of  the  schools  in  my  district  twice  during 
the  year,  and  can  safely  say  that  good  progress  has  been  made  in  many  of 
them,  especially  in  those  schools  where  the  teachers  have  not  been  changed 
too  frequently.  Very  much  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  method  of 
conducting  the  elementary  schools  during  the  last  two  years. 

The  valuable  suggestions  contained  in  your  circular  addressed  to 
teachers,  school  commissioners  and  trustees,  in  the  year  1882,  have  been 
fairly  complied  with.  Since  the  issuing  of  this  circular,  a  good  deal  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  securing  a  uniformity  of  text-books 
throughout  this  district.  &age's  Readers  are  now  to  be  found  in  every 
school,  with  only  a  few  of  the  Canadian  Series  remaining. 

The  teachers  are,  in  general,  engaged  by  the  year,  or  for  the  number  of 
months  that  the  schools  are  to  be  in  operation  during  the  year.  The  custom 
of  engaging  teachers  by  written  contract  is  gradually  becoming  more 
general,  although  in  many  cases  the  local  managers  are  allowed  to  choose 
their  teachers,  which  custom  is  a  frequent  cause  of  disputes  amongst  the 
ratepayers  in  the  school  district. 

The  teaching  of  drawing  is  receiving  more  attention- every  year.  I 
found  seven  hundred  and  forty-seven  pupils  learning  drawing  this  year, 
being  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-six  over  last  year's  figures. 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  will  arrange  the  diflFerent  munici- 
palities in  order  of  merit,  with  reference  to  the  points  mentioned  in  your 
circular  of  November,  1882. 
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1.  The  manner  in  which  school  commissioners  and  secretary-treasurers 
discharge  their  duties. 

2.  The  condition  of  the  school-houses. 
8.  School  Apparatus. 

4.  The  use  of  authorized  text-books. 

5.  The  efficiency  of  the  teachers. 

6.  The  salaries  of  teachers  and  method  of  payment. 

In  this  classification,  there  is  very  little  change  from  last  year.  The 
following  may  be  classed  as  good : —

(Translation.) 

Q-EANDE  Vall£k,  (&asp6)  80th  June,  1886, 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  schools  in  my 
district  for  the  year  1885-86. 

In  the  quarter  of  a  century  during  which  I  have  been  connected  -with 
education,  I  have  often  asked  myself  the  following  question  :  What  is  the 
principal  cause  of  the  slowness,  the  stagnation  of  studies  in  the  primary 
schools  ? 

I  cannot  better  express  my  idea  and  answer  this  question,  than  by 
repeating  the  words  of  a  former  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  who  said, 
with  a  great  deal  of  truth  :  **A  proper  use  of  the  time  allowed  and  a  rational 
"  selection  of  the  subjects  to  be  studied  will  assist  the  progress  of  educa- 
^*  tion,  only  on  the  condition  that  the  teacher  prepares  beforehand  what  he 
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''  is  to  teach  in  class,  so  as  to  proportion  the  length  and  difficulty  of  the  les- 
"  sons  and  exercises  to  the  degree  of  instruction  which  his  pupils  have 
"  reached,  and  never  to  hesitate  in  the  explanations  which  he  has  to  give. 
''  The  teacher  who  does  not  prepare  his  lessons  beforehand,  loses  a  great  deal 
''  of  time  in  looking  during  the  lesson,  in  the  books  and  copy-books,  for  the 
"  texts  to  be  read  or  explained,  the  exercises  in  Arithmetic,  or  the  French  dic- 
"  tation  to  be  given  out,  and  he  is  exposed  to  make  a  bad  selection.  The 
''  pupils  who  are  thus  left  idle,  begin  to  play  and  become  restless,  and  dis- 
'*  cipline  suffers."  In  fact,  it  is  in  this  want  of  preparation  on  the  part  of 
the  teacher,  that  we  find  the  reason  of  the  indifference,  the  aversion,  the 
distaste  which  the  pupils  have  for  school,  and  consequently  the  real  reason 
for  irregular  attendance.  Without  suitable  preparation,  even  the  best  edu- 
cated teacher  is  unable  to  get  the  pupils  to  take  an  interest  in  their  lessons, 
he  cannot  stop  from  time  to  time  to  ask  useful  questions,  and  above  all,  he 
camiot  descend  to  the  level  of  the  children's  minds,  and  apportion  the  tasks 
to  the  capacity  of  the  pupils. 

Besides,  without  a  very  good  preparation,  how  can  he  gain  the  children's 
attention,  without  which,  instruction  is  sterile  and  unfruitful ;  and  yet  this 
attention  can  be  captivated  only  by  making  the  lessons  attractive,  and 
exciting  the  pupils'  curiosity. 

Let  the  teachers  recall  their  recollections  of  the  time  when  they  were 
pupils  ;  they  will  remember  that  they  lost  a  great  deal  of  time  with  inac- 
tive teachers,  whose  slow  teaching  made  them  drowsy. 

On  the  contrary,  the  master  who  comes  into  class  with  all  his  subjects 
quietly  prepared  beforehand,  can  easily  follow  all  the  exercises,  and  make 
them  as  useful  as  possible. 

It  is,  therefore,  urgent  that  the  special  attention  of  the  teachers  be  called 
to  this  point,  and  for  my  part  I  intend  to  recommend  it  strongly,  and  even 
to  insist  upon  it.  This  will  be  all  the  more  opportune,  that  there  is  a  move- 
ment throughout  the  province  for  the  institution  of  teachers'  conventions. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  to  school  inspectors  to  make  their 
reports  as  concise  as  possible,  I  will  content  myself  this  year  with  making 
a  few  remarks  on  certain  municipalities  in  my  district.  I,  therefore,  send 
you  only  a  few  extracts  from  the  very  detailed  report  on  each  municipality 
iu  particular  which  I  had  drawn  up  to  send  you. 

Newport, — ^This  municipality,  which  is  now  divided  into  four  districts, 
has  three  schools  in  operation.  The  fourth  of  these  districts,  which  is  an 
isolated  one,  consists  of  poor  inhabitants  scattered  along  G-rand  Pabos  Bay. 
Without  a  special  grant,  these  people  cannot  hope  to  have  a  school  for  a  long 
time,  notwithstanding  the  willingness  of  the  Commissioners  and  the  assist- 
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ance  of  the  parish  priest,  Rev.  M.  Laurent,  who  continues,  gratutiously,  to 
perform  the  duties  of  secretary-treasurer  with  great  success. 

In  St.  Dominique  de  Newport,  there  are  439  children,  between  5  and  6 
years  of  age. 

Little  Pabos. — ^This  small  municipality,  which  was  originally  separated 
from  that  of  G-rande  Riviere,  because  its  population,  which  was  almost 
exclusively  of  Irish  origin,  and  lived  far  from  the  school-house,  were 
always  complaining  that  the  teachers  could  not  teach  English  sufficiently 
well. 

As  the  Commissioners  could  not  give  them  satisfaction  on  this  score, 
nor  allow  them  a  separate  school,  they  applied  to  be  erected  into  a  distinct 
municipality.  This  was  done,  and  afterwards  a  school-house  was  built  and 
a  teacher  engaged.    This  school  has  been  in  operation  ever  since. 

Grande  Riviire. — ^This  year,  there  are,  as  last  year,  seven  schools  in  oper- 
ation, with  a  population  of  638  children  between  5  and  16  years  of  age,  a 
number  sufficient  for  10  schools,  which  the  Commissionres  will  find  great 
difficulty  in  getting,  if  we  may  judge  by  the  backward  state  of  the  finances. 

However,  the  parish  priest,  Rev.  Mr.  Normandin,  and  the  sheriff,  Mr. 
Joncas,  assisted  by  several  rate-payers,  are  striving  energetically  to  put  mat- 
ters on  a  better  footing. 

Cape  Despair. — Notwithstanding  the  good  intentions  and  praiseworthy 
efforts  of  the  parish  priest,  Rev.  Mr.  Ghalifoux,  there  are  dissensions  in  this 
municipality,  especially  in  district  No.  1.  The  old  school-house  in  this  dis- 
trict should  Have  been  replaced  long  ago,  but  the  ratepayers  cannot  come  to  an 
understanding  ;  they  are  content  with  speaking  of  the  dimensions  which 
the  new  school-house  should  have,  or  the  selection  of  a  new  site ;  the 
teachers  who  are  engaged  are  either  too  French-Canadian  or  too  Irish.  The 
consequences  of  all  this  can  easily  be  imagined. 

Perc^, — ^The  administration  here  is  both  wise  and  regular.  However,, 
there  are  some  dissensions  in  the  district,  with  reference  to  the  repairing  of 
the  school-house  or  rebuilding  it  on  some  other  spot. 

The  Commissioners  have  decided  on  the  latter,  and  they  are  right. 

Barachois. — ^The  model  school  of  this  municipality  is  taught  by  three 
Sours  des  PetUes  Ecoles,  whom  the  parish  priest,  the  commissioners  and  the 
rate-payers  are  glad  to  have.  There  are  100  pupils  in  this  excellent  institu- 
tion.   The  house,  which  was  barely  habitable  last  year,  is  nearly  finished. 

The  secretary,  Mr.  Lawrence,  who  continues  to  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office  is,  perhaps,  not  as  strict  as  he  might  be  in  collecting  the 
taxes. 
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Gaspi  Basin  (dissentient). — Thanks  to  the  zealous  efforts  of  the  parish 
priest,  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Moortel,  the  school-house  is  now  built  and  very  well 
ftumished.  Nevertheless,  the  trustees  find  it  very  hard  to  collect  the  school 
taxes,  which  is  all  the  more  difficult,  that  the  rate-payers  are  scattered  over 
a  great  extent  of  territory,  and  are  frequently  not  in  a  position  to  derive 
any  benefit  from  the  school ;  besides,  it  is  rather  difficult  to  find  a  secretary- 
treasurer  with  the  necessary  qualifications. 

BaseviUe  (Sydenham). — ^The  Roman  Catholics  of  this  municipality  who 
were  under  the  control  of  trustees,  now  have  commissioners,  as  they  have 
become  the  majority.    The  school  is  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

CajhdeS'Rosiers. — ^This  municipality  has  three  schools,  as  it  had  last  year. 
The  resignation  of  the  former  secretary,  which  was  greatly  desired  for  some 
time,  was  sent  in  last  year.  His  successor  is  active  and  intelligent,  and  in 
a  position  to  render  great  services  to  the  municipality.  This  selection  of 
an  efficient  secretary  comes  just  ,in  time  for  effecting  the  repairs  required  by 
two  school-houses. 

Anse^Gfisfond, — ^This  municipality,  the  parish  priest  of  which  is  Mr. 
Deli^,  who  is  very  zealous  in  the  cause  of  education,  has  two  excellent 
schools  in  operation,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  amount  levied  should 
be  insufficient,  and  that  the  teachers  have  to  wait  too  long  for  the  payment 
of  their  salaries.     The  commissioners  will  have  to  increase  the  school-tax. 

OUoridorme. — There  has  been  some  question  in  this  municipality  for 
many  years,  of  establishing  a  third  school-house  asked  for  by  the  rate-payers 
of  district  No.  3,  Petite- Anse,  who  wish  to  build  a  school-house  at  their  own 
exi>eiise,  to  receive  the  school-tax  levied  within  the  limits  of  their  district, 
and  a  portion  of  the  grant  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  their  children 
between  7  and  14  years  of  age.  I  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  grant 
this  request. 

Frigate  PouU. — The  Commissioners,  who  have  been  deprived  of  their 
school  for  two  years,  for  a  well-known  reason,  have  quite  recently  engaged 
a  teacher. 

Petite  VidMe, — I  think  I  will  be  able  this  year  to  get  the  rate-payers  into 
a  better  mood  and  obtain  a  school  for  this  population ;  a  good  many  are  in 
favonr  of  having  one. 

La  Maddeine, — Instead  of  the  three  schools  which  it  had  two  years  ago, 
there  is  now  only  one,  in  District  No.  1.  It  is  quite  probable  that  the  school 
in  District  No.  2  will  be  opened  during  the  year.  Since  the  closing  of 
Yachon  &  Ross'  lumbering  establishment,  the  population  has  continued  to 
decrease,  and  this  explains  the  closing  of  the  schools  in  the  two  districts^ 
Nos.  2  and  3. 
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Gros  Mome. — ^Judging  from  appearances,  it  is  not  probable  that  there 
will  be  any  school  here  for  some  time. 

Anse  Pleureuse, — At  my  last  visit,  the  Commissioners  re-opened  their 
school  which  had  been  closed  for  several  months  for  various  reasons. 

MotU  Louis. — ^The  fears  which  I  expressed  in  my  last  report  with  refer- 
ence to  the  engagement  of  a  teacher  who  is  much  too  young,  have  been 
realized,  and  the  year  was  completely  lost.  Fortunately,  an  older  teacher 
holding  a  model  school  diploma  from  Laval  Normal  School,  has  been 
engaged  this  year,  and  I  expect  a  success  which  will  make  up  for  the  time 
lost.  A  school-house,  now  under  construction,  will  be  ready  for  occupation 
in  June  next. 

Bividre  d  Lapierre. — This  small  municipality,  separated  from  Mont  Louis, 
without  means  of  communication  except  along  the  beach  at  low  water,  has 
had  a  good  school  in  operation  for  two  year§. 

Claude  Arbowr. — It  is  all  the  more  difSicult  to  keep  the  school  here  with 
any  chance  of  success,  that  the  school-house,  which  also  serves  as  a  chapel, 
is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  place,  and  is  inaccessible  to  the  children  of 
the  rate-payers,  who  live  at  the  two  opposite  extremities  of  the  munici- 
pality. There  is  some  talk  of  building  two  school-houses.  The  school 
would  then  certainly  be  more  encouraged  and  better  kept. 

Marsouis. — Before  entering  into  any  engagement,  the  corporation 
wishes  to  have  a  habitable  school-house,  which  it  will  have  next  autumn. 
The  rate-payers,  who  are  very  willing,  are  really  anxious  to  have  a  school  as 
soon  afi  possible. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  attending  school  in  my  district 
during  the  year,  is  due  to  various  causes  besides  the  closing  of  some  of  the 
schools.  As  to  the  children  who  are  kept  at  home  by  their  parents,  that  is, 
who  do  not  attend  school,  their  number  is  considerable,  I  might  even  say 
one-half,  in  this  county  of  Q-asp6,  where  the  configuration  of  the  soil,  local 
circumstances  and  the  dissemination  of  the  population,  are  almost  insur- 
mountable obstacles  to  regular  attendance  at  school. 

Finally,  as  a  child  goes  cheerfully  wherever  he  is  sure  to  receive  a  kind 
and  friendly  welcome,  the  teacher  should  endeavour  to  make  the  school 
attractive  by  every  means  which  reason,  aflTection  and  the  desire  to  suoceed 
may  suggest  and  inspire. 

One  of  the  best  means  which,  unfortunately,  is  but  too  seldom  em- 
ployed, is  to  reward  promptly.  The  work  of  children  should  have  one 
object,  not  too  far  removed.  Yearly  or  even  half-yearly  rewards  are  too 
distant  to  be  appreciated  by  children  who  are  naturally  flighty  and  easily 
fatigued.    By  shortening  the  time  and  giving  the  teacher  a  few  rewards

which  he  can, offer  as  an  inducement  at  the  end  of  each  month,  for  instance 
all  the  children  would  strive  to  win  them.  To  the  objection  that  it  is  too 
expensive,  or  that  there  are  no  funds  for  this  purpose,  we  may  reply  that 
everything  is  a  matter  of  agreement,  and  that  the  pupils  are  greatly  pleased 
to  receive  even  the  slighest  token  of  satisfaction  from  the  teacher  as  a 
reward  for  their  good  conduct,  their  application,  or  their  success.  I  have 
myself  practiced  it  with  beneficial  results.

{Translation.) 

Baie  St.  Paul  (Charlevoix),  18th  August,  1886. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  my  annual  report  on  the  schools  of  my 
district  for  the  year  1885-86. 

The  statistical  table  which  I  sent  you  shows  that  the  grand  total  of 
the  pupils  who  attended  school  this  year,  is  3,26Y,  an  increase  of  106. 

The  average  attendance  was  81  per  cent.  I  think  this  a  very  satisfac- 
tory result,  considering  the  poverty  of  some  municipalities,  our  long  winters, 
and  the  bad  state  of  the  roads,  especially  in  Spring  and  Autumn. 

By  comparing  the  table  for  this  year  with  that  for  last  year,  I  find  a 
general  increase  in  the  number  of  children  learning  the  various  branches. 

A  boys'  academy,  under  two  teachers,  holding  diplomas  from  Laval 
Normal  School,  and  two  girls'  academies,  taught  by  nuns,  are  very  success- 
ful.   These  three  schools  are  attended  by  287  pupils. 

There  are  five  model  schools — two  for  boys  and  three  mixed,  which  are 
generally  well  kept.    There  are  819  pupils  in  these  5  schools. 

I  noticed  with  pleasure  that  the  teaching  is  much  more  practical,  and 
this  is  especially  the  ciise  in  municipalities  which  have  the  praiseworthy 
habit  of  not  changing  their  teachers,  except  for  weighty  reasons.  It  is  pain, 
fdl  to  see  in  one  municipality  an  almost  complete  change  of  teachers,  who 
are  changed  about  from  one  district  to  another,  for  some  object  which  I  do 
not  understand,  but  which  is  certainly  not  that  of  benefiting  education. 
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In  all  the  schools  where  the  Langlais  series  is  adopted,  I  have  observed 
considerable  improvement  in  Writing  ;  2,692  pupils  learn  to  write,  and  if 
the  children  were  not  taken  away  from  school  as  soon  as  they  have  made 
their  first  communion,  they  would  all  be  able  to  properly  perform  the  duties 
of  their  state  of  life. 

I  am  sorry  that  but  little  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
the  teaching  of  Drawing,  Object  lessons  and  Agriculture ;  and  yet  many  of 
the  teachers  are  quite  willing  and  cheerfully  take  the  advice  which  the 
inspector  gives  them ;  but  it  is  diflB.cult  to  do  more  with  pupils  between  5 
and  10  years  of  age.  I  do  not  refer  to  some  uncertificated  teachers  who  are 
engaged  in  certain  poor  municipalities  for  from  $86  to  $40  per  annum. 

However,  it  must  be  admitted  that,  notwithstanding  all  this,  these- 
small  schools  where  the  children  are  taught  to  read,  to  say  their  prayers, 
and  the  Catechism,   especially  those  who   are   about  to  make  their  first 
communion,  do  a  great  deal  of  good  in  these  districts. 

Book-keeping  is  taught  in  nearly  all  the  schools ;  but  there  are  not- 
many  pupils  who  learn  it,  the  majority  being  too  young  or  not  suificiently  ■ 
advanced. 

There  is  a  remarkable  improvement  in  Reading ;  the  tone  is  more  natu- 
ral,  and  the  teachers  make  sure  that  the  pupils  understand  what  they  learn.. 
This  is  a  good  way  to  develop  the  children's  intellect,  and  to  make  them 
acquire  useful  knowledge. 

The  want  of  progress  in  certain  municipalities  is  always  due  to  the 
same  causes :  irregular  attendance,  indifference  of  the  parents,  absence  of 
professional  training  in  some  teachers. 

Nearly  all  the  schools  are  fairly  well  supplied  with  books  and  other 
necessaries. 

In  some  municipalities  the  Commissioners  themselves  provide  every- 
thing required. 

The  school  furniture  has  been  improved,  although  in  some  municipal- 
palities  much  remains  to  be  done. 

The  total  amount  of  the  salaries  paid  to  the  teachers  in  my  district,  is- 
$4,958,  making  an  average  of  $59.00. 

Religious  instruction  is  not  neglected,  and  the  parish  priests,  who  visit: 
the  schools  regularly,  have  told  me  that  they  were  satisfied  on  this  point. 

The  secretary-treasurers,  as  a  rule,  perform  their  duties  faithfally,  v?^ith> 
the  exception  of  one  whose  accounts  are  not  kept  to  my  satisfaction.  I  toldi 
him  to  alter  his  method  of  keeping  the  accounts,  and  I  hope  he  will  follow^ 
my  advice. 
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The  majority  of  the  school  commissioners  appear  to  be  anxious  to  pro- 
mote the  cause  of  education. 

The  parish  priests,  many  commissioners,  and  a  large  number  of  the 
rate-payers,  accompany  me  in  my  inspections.  I  thank  them  cordially  for 
their  generous  assistance  they  so  cheerfully  give  me. 

Allow  me  to  ask  you  for  the  supplementary  grant  allowed  to  poor  mu- 
nicipalities, for  Callieres,  DeSalles,  St.  Placide,  St,  Hilarion,  Petite-Riviere 
and  St.  Urbain.  Allow  me  also  to  recommend  in  a  special  manner,  the  mu- 
nicipality of  St.  Hilarion,  which  was  obliged  to  close  two  of  its  schools  from 
the  want  of  means,  and  that  of  St.  Placide,  which  was  obliged  to  open  a 
new  school  in  a  distant  and  poor  district. 

These  few  remarks  added  to  those  already  made  in  my  bulletins,  will,  I 
lope,  be  satisfactory  to  you.

SlE, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  public  instruction 
in  my  district  for  the  year  1885-86. 

My  district  comprises  this  year  twenty-one  municipalities,  185  districts, 
and  nS  school-houses. 

1,716  pupils  are  learning  the  alphabet,  4,085  read  fluently,  and  269 
learn  reading  with  explanations. 

Although  this  result  is  not  as  good  as  I  would  have  liked  to  have,  it  is 
whatn^  past  experience  led  me  to  expect. 

Teaching. 

The  remarks  which  I  made  last  year  apply  to  this  one  also. 

The  teachers  are  too  fond  of  making  the  pupils  learn  by  rote,  and  of 
meaningless  sentences ;  the  book,  which  ghould  only  be  used  as  an  aid,  tQ 
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memory,  still  continues  to  play  the  most  prominent  part.  There  is  no  real 
teaching  ;  the  only  thing  done  is  to  put  machines  in  motion.  This  is  a  trade 
in  Mechanics,  but  in  Education  it  is  intolerable. 

School-Houses. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  several  municipalities,  but  I 
regret  to  say  that  in  some  others  not  the  slightest  attempt  is  made  to  comply 
with  the  instructions  of  the  Department  in  this  respect.  Amongst  these  is 
the  municipality  of  St.  Elzear.  In  one  district,  the  commissioners  have 
built  a  school-honse,  which  is  too  small,  too  low  and  badly  lighted.  Still, 
I  have  not  ceased  to  inform  the  commissioners,  through  their  secretary,  of  the 
proportions  which  a  house  of  this  kind  should  have,  with  regard  to  the 
health  of  the  children ;  but  they  have  paid  no  heed.  The  consequence  is 
that  as  soon  as  the  door  is  closed,  it  is  difhcult  to  breathe  in  it,  and  if  a  per- 
son, who  merely  goes  in  as  he  passes  by,  feels  so  much  inconvenience,  how 
painful  must  it  be  for  those  who  have  to  pass  ten  months  of  the  year  in  it. 

The  teachers  are  also  very  badly  paid  there,  and  it  is  only  six  months 
after  the  end  of  the  year  that  they  can  get  the  balance  of  their  salary,  $40 
or  $50.  The  commissioners  of  this  municipality  seem  to  consider  themselves 
above  the  law,  for  although  for  about  eight  years  I  have  been  telling  them 
that  the  rate  of  assessment  must  be  uniform  throughout  the  municipality, 
they  have  not  changed  the  method  of  proceeding.  Their  assessment  is 
as  follows  : — District  No.  1,  pays  21  cents  per  $100  ;  No.  2  pays  14  cents  ; 
No.  3,  22  cents  ;  No.  4,  2*7  cents  ;  No.  5, 20  cents :  No.  6, 15  cents ;  No.  t,  26 
cents  ;  No,  8,  22  cents ;  No.  9,  20  cents ;  No.  10,  24  cents. 

These  facts  alone  show  with  what  spirit  the  inhabitants  of  that  muni- 
cipality are  animated. 

School  Furniture. 

Considering  what  has  been  done  in  this  connection  during  the  past 
eight  or  nine  years,  I  may  say  that  there  is  a  good  deal  of  improvement,  for 
then  the  forms  had  no  back-rests,  most  of  the  desks  were  flat  and  not 
adapted  to  the  height  of  the  children,  while  at  present  this  is  the  exception. 

I  might,  perhaps,  have  been  able  to  obtain  more,  but  I  was  obliged  to 
make  allowance  for  the  hard  times,  and  to  wait  for  sometime  before  getting^ 
the  school  furniture  completed  in  the  schools  where  there  is  not  enough  of  it. 

Besides  I  thought  the  authorities  in  several  municipalities  appeared 
very  willing,  and  seemed  to  understand  that  the  only  object  which  the  ins- 
pector has  in  view  when  he  asks  anything,  is  to  promote  the  welfEire   of 
the  children  confided  to  his  care. 
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Course  of  Studies. 

I  find  that  nearly  all  the  teachers  are  anxious  to  follow  the  school  curri- 
culuin,  but  it  is  not  always  easy  to  do  so  ;  sometimes  they  have  to  contend 
against  the  parents  who  are  opposed  to  the  teachinp^  of  certain  branches  to 
their  children  ;  sometimes  young  teachers,  who  are  ignorant  of  the  subjects 
ijv^hich  have  to  be  taught,  undertake  to  teach  other  subjects  not  included  in 
the  curriculum  of  their  schools.  This  results  in  certain  things  being 
neglected,  and  in  time  being  wasted  in  teaching  what  is  most  necessary. 

To  every  municipality  there  should  be  sent  a  list  of  the  subjects  to  be 
taught  in  each  school. 

It  would  also  be  advantageous  to  have  a  time  table.  Of  course  each 
teacher  might  modify  it  according  to  circumstances,  but  it  would  be  useful 
for  every  one,  even  for  the  most  experienced  teachers. 

Prizes. 

The  books  which  I  distribute  as  prizes  always  have  a  great  attraction 
for  the  pupils.  In  several  municipalities  it  is  the  only  way  of  acknowledg- 
ing the  merits  of  those  who  are  zealous  and  persevering.  However,  such 
a«  they  are,  these  rewards  as  prizes  are  not  sufficient ;  the  limited  number 
placed  at  my  disposal  allow  me  to  reward  absolutely  only  merit,  while  I 
have  nothing  for  those  who  have  shown  appreciation,  but  to  a  lesser  degree. 

If  the  Department  were  to  buy  a  series  of  pictures,  it  would  not  cost 
mxich,  and  instead  of  being  able  to  give  only  a  word  of  encouragement,  we 
^vrould  have  something  more  tangible,  and  there  would  be  nothing  to  pre- 
irent  our  giving  both  at  the  same  time. 

There  is,  however,  another  point  which  I  consider  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance. Books  and  pictures  are  undoubtedly  an  excellent  means  of  en- 
coxuaging  the  pupils,  but,  there  comes  a  time  when  the  recollection  of 
these  things  fades  away  and  becomes  very  indefinite.  In  order  to  retain 
their  influence  over  our  pupils,  could  we  not  have  some  decorations,  such  as 
laedals,  &c.,  of  two  or  three  different  degrees,  which  the  most  deserving 
eoixlcl  wear  on  Sundays,  at  religious  services  and  in  class  ?  I  think  such 
a.  svstem  would  have  excellent  results. 

Inspection. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  always  send,  before  each  inspec- 
tion,  a  letter  to  the  parish  priest  and  to  the  commissioners  of  the  munici- 
]  ►aJity ,  inviting  them  to  accompany  me  in  my  visit  to  the  schools.    Several 
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of  the  commissioners  complied  with  my  request,  and  appeared  to  take  an 
interest  in  these  examinations. 

As  to  the  parish  priests,  their  zeal  is  so  well  known  that  it  would  be 
superfluous  to  mention  it  in  this  report,  if  I  did  not  wish  to  acknowledge 
it  officially. 

Progress  Made. 

On  the  whole,  there  is  an  improvement  in  several  municipalities ; 
amongst  the  most  remarkable  in  this  respect  are  St.  Joseph,  St.  Q-eorge,  St. 
Sylvestre  and  St.  Frederic  ;  the  three  first  for  their  convents,  which  are 
equal  to  the  best  in  the  province.  St.  Joseph  has,  in  addition,  a  model 
school  and  an  academy,  which  are  doing  well.  St.  Theodore,  thanks  to  the 
indefatigable  zeal  of  the  parish  priest,  Bev.  Mr.  J.  Martin,  has,  for  the  past 
two  years,  had  a  good  model  school  kept  by  a  very  good  teacher,  Miss  Adele 
Slais. 

I  trust  that  the  teachers  will  endeavour  to  put  into  practice  the  advice 
of  His  Eminence  Cardinal  Taschereau :  1.  To  be  just  towards  the  pupils  ; 
2.  To  be  always  in  good  humour,  and  constantly  give  their  pupils  aix 
example  of  all  religious  and  civil  virtues.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  condition  and  progress 
of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School  for  the  scholastic  year  1885-86. 


64  pupils  were  admitted,  namely  :  40  old  and  24  new  ones. 

They  were  classified  as  follows  : 

19  in  the  third  year  class. 

23         ''     second  "       " 

22         "     first       ''       '' 

You  w^ill  observe  that  this  year  there  was  no  academy  class,  because* 
the  few  pupils  who  might  have  followed  it,  accepted  situations  either  aa 
teachers  or^in  other  pursuits. 

At  the  end  of  the  scholastic  year,  17  diplomas  were  granted,  namely  :

2  pupils,  Messrs.  Benoit  &  Roy,  could  not  get   diplomas  because  they 
were  not  old  enough.

«  I  need  not  recall  the  painful  circumstances  under  which  the  schools 
were  re-opjened  last  year  in  the  city  of  Montreal.  The  fear  of  the  plague^ 
which  had  not  yet  completely  disappeared  at  the  end  of  October,  explains 
why  the  number  of  new  pupils  was  not  as  high  as  in  previous  years. 
Thanks  to  the  isolated  position  of  the  school  and  to  the  sanitary  precautions- 
^hich  we  took,  not  a  single  case  of  smallpox  occurred  amongst  our  pupils. 

e  of  the  measures  taken  was  to  admit  only  pupils  who  had  been  vaccinated, 

had  already  had  the  disease. 
I  intend,  in  future,  to  strictly  adhere  to  this  rule. 
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At  the  very  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Normal  School  was  painfully 
•  afflicted  by  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Boudrias,  on  the  24th  October,  as  he  was 
about  to  rejoin  his  family  in  the  country.  He  was  the  first  professor  who 
had  been  given  me  for  the  model  school  annexed  to  the  Normal  School  and 
I  had  always  had  him  beside  me.  His  experience  in  teaching  and  his 
knowledge  of  human  nature,  rendered  his  assistance  doubly  precious.  By 
his  integrity  and  independence  of  character,  as  well  as  by  his  business 
knowledge,  he  had  become  an  influential  citizen.  As  Hon.  Mr.  Chauveau 
stated  at  the  end  of  the  scholastic  year,  Mr.  Boudrias  showed "  what  a 
teacher  can  be  in  society,  without  neglecting  any  of  the  duties  of  his 
position.  His  loss  has  left  a  void  and  his  name  will  long  be  remembered 
'by  all  who  have  taken  an  interest  in  this  establishment." 

The  death  of  Mr.  Boudrias  is  not  the  first  which  this  institution  has 
to  deplore.    We  have  successively  lost  Messrs.  Brauneis,  Dostaler,  B.egnaud 

;  and  Lelaney.  Thus  the  death  roll  lengthens  of  those  who  commenced  with 
us  the  work  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School  and  who  have  gone 

.  before  us  -to  receive  the  reward  of  their  labours  and  self-sacrifice. 


Ill 

IVe  have  one  consolation  in  the  midst  of  the  affliction  which  death 
has  brought  upon  us,  and  that  is  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  calming  down 
of  (*ertain  passions  which  had  been  aroused  in  connection  with  education. 
The  prejudices  which  had  been  raised  against  Normal  Schools  in  general^  and 
•our  system  of  teaching  in  particular,  tend  to  disappear,  owing  to  the  firm 
•and  enlightened  declarations  of  those  whose  right  and  duty  it  is  to  speak 
•in  the  name  of  the  Church. 

Thus,  Abbe  Marechal,  the  Vicar  General  of  His  Q-race  the  Arch-Bishop 
-of  Montreal,  when  presiding  at  our  distribution  of  prizes  at  the  end  of  this 
year,  was  kind  enough  to  encouracre  our  efforts. 

In  very  felicitous  terms,  he  congratulated  the  pupils  on  their  success, 
and  especially  on  their  good  conduct  and  hard  work,  of  which  this  success 
was  the  just  reward.  He  urged  them  to  preserve  and  develop  still  further 
both  love  of  study  and  habits  of  piety.  "  Piety  is  honoured  in  your  midst ; 
so  say  your  enlightened  and  devoted  teachers ;  you  receive  a  solid,  religious 
-education,  as  I  see  by  the  curriculum  of  the  school.  This  is  a  great  blessing 
for  you,  for  it  enables  you  to  prepare  yourselves,  not  only  to  be  good  teachers, 
but  also  to  practice  what  I  might  call  the  apostolate  of  teaching,  for  teaching 
children  and  training  them  in  piety  and  virtue  is  really  an  apostolate  which 
makes  you  the  auxiliaries  of  the  priest,  who  cannot  always  be  with  the 
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children.  Endeavour  to  be  animated  with  his  zeal  and  devotedness  ;  strive 
also  to  imitate  the  zeal  and  self-sacrifice  of  the  father  and  mother  who  confide 
to  your  care  what  is  most  precious  to  them  on  earth.  Circumstances  beyond 
number  prevent  them  from  giving  a  proi>er  education  to  their  children 
sad  they  intrust  to  you  this  task,  which  is  sometimes  a  painful  one,  but 
wiiich  is  always  worthy  of  the  brightest  of  rewards  from  Him  who  is  ever 
mindful  of  what  is  done  for  the  smallest  of  His  little  ones.  I  would  like 
also  to  be  able  to  tell  you  what  Society  expects  of  you,  but  it  is  getting  late 
and  I  do  not  wish  to  detain  you  too  long." 

Then,  addressing  the  audience,  the  Vicar  Q-eneral  continued  as  fol- 
lows : 

''  I  must  express  the  satisfaction  I  feel  in  observing  the  success  of 
nich  an  important  institution  as  the  Normal  School,  a  result  which  is  due 
to  its  being  truly  Christian,  sincerely  Catholic.  Religion  is  the  basis  of  all 
good  education."  After  having  developed  this  idea  in  a  few  words,  he^ 
idded :  "  It  is  therefore  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  be  able  to  state  that  if  the 
fovemment  provides  for  the  material  part  of  this  institution,  it  leaves  the 
Church  to  direct  the  moral  and  intellectual  part,  through  the  ministry  of 
<me  of  its  priests.  I  know  the  Principal ;  I  know  how  devoted  he  is  to 
Hb  pupils,  with  what  care  he  endeavours  to  develop  a  religious  sentiment 
nd  re6i>ect  for  authority.  It  is  therefore  not  surprising  that  this  school 
Aovli  be  productive  of  such  good  results  for  society,  and  give  us  teachers,. 
irho  assist  in  spreading  throughout  the  land  that  spirit  of  faith  and  religion 
with  which  they  have  been  inspired  in  this  institution.  This  gentlemen,, 
ilwhat  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  proclaim  publicly." 

Hon.  Mr.  Chauveau  thanked  the  Vicar  General  for  his  good  words  and 
Wid  that  he  hoped  they  would  be  as  widely  heard  as  they  deserved  to  be. 
ey  might  oonsole  the  Principal  and  his  worthy  colleagues  for  some 
bjustice  and  certain  acts  of  ingratitude. 

"  The  Normal  schools,"   he  said,  "  have  been  reproached  with  two 

:  Ist,  that  they  did  not  supply  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers,  and 

dly  that  they  help  to  overcrowd  the  liberal  professions.     It  has  been 

ved  that  they  supply  sufficient  teachers  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 

try ;  that  a  large  proportion  of  their  pupils  are  engaged  in  teaching 

that,  as  a  rule,  those  who  enter  the  liberal  professions,  do  so  only  after 

ing  tangkt  during  the  period  required  by  the  conditions  under  which 

were  adsiitted  to  the  schools." 

''  But  I  think  that  the  chief  reproach  made  to  the  Normal  Schools  is 

r  success.     It  would  seem  as  if  objection  were  taken  to  the  number, — 

y  a  considerable  one — of  zealous  priests,  of  able  and  respected  profes- 
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sional  men,  even  of  eminent  public  men  who  have  been  trained   in  these 
institutions." 

"  Well  I  see  around  us  some  of  these  great  culprits  (laugJUer)  and  I  am 
sure  they  are  not  troubled  with  remorse,  for  nothing  in  the  world  would 
induce  them  to  give  up  the  excellent  education  which  they  have  received 
in  this  establishment  in  particular  and  which  has  made  them  what  they 


are." 


On  the  other  hand,  His  Eminence  Cardinal  Taschereau  has  taken  every 
opportunity  of  stating  the  truth  with  reference  to  our  laws  on  Public  Instruc- 
tion. Merely  adverting  to  his  replies  to  the  congratulations  of  both 
Houses  of  the  Quebec  Legislature,  to  the  letter  of  the  Premier,  I  will  content 
myself  with  quoting  a  passage  from  the  reply  which  His  Eminence  addressed 
to  the  Roman  Catholic  Commissioners  of  Montreal. 

"  In  his  Encyclical,  Immortale,  Leo  XIII  says  to  Catholics  :  It  is  neces- 
sary for  the  public  welfare,  that  Catholics  should  above  all  endeavor  to  have 
public  authority  provide  for  the  religious  and  moral  education  of  youth, 
>as  it  is  proper  for  Christians  to  do.    The  welfare  of  society  depends  chiefly 
on  this  ; 

"  Consequently,  gentlemen,  the  welfare  of  society  in  the  most  important 
oity  of  Canada  depends  upon  you.  Thank  Q-od,  in  this  province,  public 
authority  provides  for  the  religious  and  moral  education  of  youth;  there- 
fore, in  exercising  in  your  city  the  powers  vested  in  you  for  promoting  the 
religious  and  moral  education  of  the  many  Catholic  children  in  Montreal, 
you  are  carrying  out  the  views  of  His  Holiness.  This  happy  concord 
between  Church  and  State  in  so  important  a  matter  is  the  admiration  of  the 
many  personages  in  the  Eternal  City  with  whom  I  have  had  an  opportu- 
nity of  speaking  on  the  subject. 

"  If  the  State  had  to  be  denied  all  the  powers  which  it  might  abuse^ 
none  would  be  left  to  it,  and  we  would  fall  into  the  most  disastrous 
anarchy." 

IV 

I  need  not  remind  you  that  the  building  intended  for  the  annexed 
model  school  is  not  yet  erected.  We  teach  the  classes  in  a  room  in  the  base- 
ment which  is  rather  narrow  and  comparatively  low.  We  can  only  admiit. 
a  very  limited  number  of  pupils  and,  consequently,  we  cannot  have  a  suffi* 
cient  number  of  classes  to  enable  us  to  apply  a  complete  system  of  teaching** 
This  is  a  drawback  which  is  to  be  regretted  for  many  reasons,  for  a  Normal 
.School  without  a  school  in  which  the  teaching  given  by  it  cannot  be  put  in 
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)Tactice,  is  an  anomaly,  and  it  may  be  affirmed  that  the  value  of  a  Normal 
ihooi  depends  upon  such  an  annexed  school. 

However,  we  have  admitted  43  pupils  to  our  Model  School,  nearly  all 

)f  whom  are  boarders  ;  the  precautions  which  have  to  be  taken  against  the 

ttioduction  of  disease  compel  us  to  refuse  day-scholars,  especially  when 

le  school  re-opens.     Most  of  these  pupils  come  back  this  year  to  continue 

their  studies.     However  I  find  that  : 

2  go  to  College, 

4  are  in  the  Normal  School, 

7  go  to  the  Commercial  Academy,  and 

2  are  clerks. 

The  total  number  of  pupils,  who  have  studied  in  the  Normal  School 
lnniig  the  year,  therefore,  amounts  to  108. 


I  now  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  horticultural  work  we  have 
lone  on  the  school  grounds  and  which  you  have  yourself  seen. 

As  I  had  undertaken  to  do  so  in  my  report  for  1883,  we  commenced 

is  work  and  continued  it  as  circumstances  permitted,  and  in  doing  so  we 

a  threefold  object  in  view  : — 1st,  to  level  the  surface  for  play-grounds 

id  improve  it  by  planting  ornamental  trees ;  2ndly,  to  combine  prac- 

teal  with  theoretical  horticulture  which  we  teach  our  pupils ;  Srdly,  to  grow 

much  produce  as  we  could  to  supply  the  pupils  with  food.     I  may  say 

tt  w^are  very  likely  to  attain  our  threefold  object,  thanks  to  the  know- 

;e  and  the  exertions  of  our  professor  of  Agriculture,  Dr  Chabot. 

At  present  three  fourths  of  the  ground  has  been  leveled,  either  by  the 
plough,  the  harrow  or  the  horse-shovel:  This  preliminary  work  presented 
difficulties,  owing  to  the  great  inequalities  of  the  surface,  and  of  the 
its  which  had  been  dug  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  sand.  Drainage  work 
^88  commenced  and  will  be  continued.  The  lane  leading  from  Sherbrooke 
reet  to  the  school  has  been  completed  and  gives  easy  access  over  ground 
^hich  was  almost  impassable  in  the  Spring  and  Fall. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  soil  were  ploughed  over,  heavily  manured  and 
led,  so  that,  last  year,  we  gathered  enough  vegetables,  cabbages  and 
>taioee  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  institution.    This  year,  the  potato  crop 
amount  to  over  400  bushels,  although  it  has  not  been  a  good  season 
it. 
It  is  true  that  we  will  soon  be  obliged  to  decrease  the  area  under  cul- 
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tivation,  in  order  to  turn  a  portion  of  it  into  a  play-ground  when  the  drain- 
ing and  levelling  are  finished  and  the  grass  sufiiciently  grown  to  preyent 
its  being  worn  by  the  pupils'  feet. 

Our  experience  shows  the  wisdom  of  the  proposed  project  to  attach  a 
farm  to  the  Normal  School ;  the  latter  would  derive  profit  from  it  and  it 
would  be  a  great  benefit  for  the  pupils,  in  helping  them  to  learn 
Agriculture. 

It  would  be  easy  to  carry  out  this  project  to  a  certain  extent  and  at 
little  cost,  and  also  to  make  it  more  practical,  by  applying  to  the  city  for  a 
few  acres  of  a  lot  of  land,  to  which  it  attaches  no  importance,  and  which 
will  probably  never  be  transformed  into  a  park.  We  could  never  carry  on 
agricultural  operations,  but  by  confining  ourselves  to  the  cultivation  of 
vegetables  and  root-crops,  we  could  easily  get  the  necessary  fertilizers  for 
nothing  and  have  no  outlay  to  incur.

At  the  close  of  the  thirtieth  session  of  the  McQ-ill  Normal  School,  I  have 
the  honour  to  report  that  the  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  Normal  School 
has  been  78  :  4  to  the  Academy  class,  32  to  the  Model  School  class  and  42  to 
the  Elementary  School  class.  Of  these,  8  are  men  and  70  women  ;  86  are 
from  the  country,  and  42  from  the  city  of  Montreal  or  from  its  immediate 
vicinity.  These  numbers,  although  somewhat  less  than  usual,  are  not  so 
much  reduced  as  I  feared  would  be  the  case,  in  view  of  the  state  of  the 
public  health  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 

Some  students  withdrew  before  reaching  the  final  examinations,  so 
that  these  were  taken  by  4  members  of  the  Academy  Class  ,  29  of  the  Model 
School  class  and  38  of  the  Elementary  School  Class,  of  whom  4  have  received 
Academy  Diplomas,  28  Model  School  Diplomas,  and  34  Elementary  Diplomas. 
The  marks  taken  in  the  several  subjects  of  examination  were  good  ;  the 
attainments  of  those  who  passed  lowest  in  the  lists  were  respectable,  the 
average  standing  of  the  classes  was  high,  and  the  improvement  in  English 
marked.  I  can  heartily  recommend  the  Normal  School  Classes  of  1886-86 
to  the  confidence  of  the  public. 

In  addition  to  those  who  took  the  regular  course  of  training  in  the 
Normal  School,  six  University  G-raduates  spent  at  least  one  month  in  study- 
ing and  practising  the  Art  of  Teaching,  five  of  them  in  the  McQ-il]  Model 
School  and  one  in  Bishop's  College  School,  Lennox ville,  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  Theory  of  Education  and  received  in  consequence 
Academy  diplomas.  Under  the  recent  regulations  of  the  Protestant  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  governing  these  examinations, 
gentlemen  who,  as  graduates  in  Arts,  have  the  highest  possible  guarantee 
of  their  scholastic  fitness,  will  have  opportunity  of  making  themselves,  to 
some  extent,  practically  familiar  with  the  duties  of  the  schoolroom,  before 
undertaking  the  responsibilities  of  the  teacher.  I  must  congratulate  the  six 
graduates  who  have  taken  diplomas  this  year  that  this  opportunity  has  been 
afforded  them,  and  that  they  have  zealously  used  it  to  prepare  themselves 
for  their  work. 

I  have  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  aid  given  us  in  our  work  by  the 

government,  in  responding  to  the  appeal  made  in  our  last  annual  report, 
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for  such  changes  in  the  arrangements  of  the  building  as  the  needs  of  our 
classes  demanded.  The  professors  of  the  Normal  School  and  its  students 
are  alike  to  be  congratulated  on  greatly  increased  facilities  for  their  work, 
secured  at  an  insignificant  cost.  It  will  be  our  united  endeavour  to  show 
that  all  such  improvements  in  mechanical  arrangements  as  have  been  and 
will  be  made  repay,  in  efficiency,  many  times  their  cost.  I  regret  that  I  am 
compelled  to  ask  for  further  outlay  upon  the  building.  But  if  the  roof  were 
made  water-tight,  the  stone  work  properly  pointed  with  cement,  the  fences 
renewed,  the  heating  apparatus  made  efiective  and  the  accommodation  of  the 
Primary  School  improved,  we  could  maintain  the  premises  for  many  years 
without  further  demands  for  such  purposes. 

The  heating  apparatus  was  never  sufficient.  The  central  furnace,  built 
nearly  thirty  years  ago,  was  condemned  as  insufficient  fifteen  years  ago.  It 
costs  the  Normal  School  a  large  sum  annually  for  fuel,  and  yet  we  suffer 
from  cold  and  very  imperfect  ventilation. 

Lack  of  proper  accommodation  in  the  primary  department  of  the  Model 
School  entails  imperfect  classification  and  consequent  disadvantage  in  the 
application  of  educational  effort  throughout  the  Model  Schools.  A  well 
organized  primary  department  is  more  important  in  a  school  that  shall  be  a 
model  for  teachers  than  all  other  parts  of  such  a  school.  The  efficiency  of 
the  Normal  School  for  the  training  of  teachers  in  teaching  will  be  largely 
increased  by  improving  the  organization  of  the  primary  department,  and 
without  the  additional  space  asked  for,  I  cannot  see  how  that  improvement 
is  possible. 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  improvement  in  two  important  subjects — 
drawing,  and  singing.  Miss  G-reen,  who  entered  upon  her  duties  as  instructor 
in  drawing  at  the  beginning  of  this  session,  is  both  enthusiastic  and  capable, 
and  consequently  has  been  so  successful  as  to  vindicate  the  change  of 
methods  which  she  has  effected.  As  every  one  blessed  with  good  eyesight 
who  will  draw,  can  draw,  and  as  drawing  is  much  more  valuable  as  a 
means  of  ready  appeal  to  the  understanding  than  as  a  mere  accomplishment, 
I  trust  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  every  pupil  who  leaves  the  Normal 
School  a  trained  teacher,  shall  be  able  to  illustrate  by  effective  sketches  on 
the  blackboard  all  the  subjects  of  a  school  course. 

I  am  glad  that  in  singing  Mr.  Fowler  was  broken  away  from  the  trad- 
itional teaching  of  the  Normal  School,  and  has  gone  back  to  the  older  and 
more  satisfactory  methods  that  originated  in  the  Boman  plain  chant  and 
were  developed  in  the  earlier  Italian  sol-fa.  Singing,  not  simply  by  rote, 
but  with  intelligent  comprehension  of  the  notation,  ought  to  be  a  part  of 
the  work  of  every  school. 
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I  regret  that  we  have  lost  the  services  of  one  who  was  eminently  qua- 
lified for  his  work,  Mr.  Duncan,  M.  A.,  instructor  in  penmanship.  The 
subject  is  one  that  demands  careiFul  attention. 

Dr.  Darey,  for  many  years  Associate  Professor  of  French  in  the  Normal 
School,  has  been  compelled  to  tender  his  resignation,  in  order  to  devote  his 
whole  time  and  energy  to  his  classes  in  the  University.     It  would  be  sup- 
erfluous to  enlarge  on  his  ability,  so  widely  known  and  acknowledged,  or  to 
say  that  we  who  have  been  so  many  years  his  colleagues,  feel  deeply  the  loss 
which  the  institution  sustains  in  his  removal ;  but  it  is  right  that  I  should, 
for  myself  and  for  the  whole  staflFof  the  Normal  School,  express  the  respect 
which  he  has  won  by  his  kindness  of  heart  and  by  his  unvarying  courtesy 
of  manner.   The  Normal  School  Committee  feel  the  importance  of  the  French 
in  this  province  and  were  I  not  myself  convinced  of  the  intellectual  and 
wcial  value  of  this  language,  I  should  feel  it  my  duty,  as  the  servant  of  the 
community  at  large,  to  do  all  that  lies  in  my  power,  to  encourage  and  to 
promote  the  study  of  French,  not  simply  as  a  dead  language  with  grammar 
tmd  lexicon,  but  as  a  living  and  developing  tongue, — the  tongue  justly  dear 
to  millions  of  our  fellow  countrymen,  the  clearest  and  the  most  picturesque 
language  in  the  world.     In  view  of  the  value  of  good  instruction  in  this 
Taluable  part  of  the  Normal  School  curriculum,  I  have  every  hope  that  the 
government  will  accede  to  the  wish  of  the  Normal  School  Committee  and 
of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  by  raising 
the  French  Professorship  in  the  Normal  School  from  the  rank  of  an  Associate 
to  that  of  an  Ordinary  Professorship,  calling  for  the  full  services  of  a  Pro- 
f^sor,  and  appointing  as  that  Professor  a  lady  of  the  highest  qualifications 
as  a  teacher,  one  who  from  her  knowledge  and  skill  in  the  use  of  her  native 
tongue  is  in  every  way  worthy  the  appointment. 

I  should  be  wanting  in  appreciation  of  a  most  important  feature  of  the 
Normal  School  were  I  not  to  record  my  deep  sense  of  the  obligation  under 
which  we  are  laid  by  the  gratuitous  but  most  valuable  services  of  the 
several  minist  ers  of  the  gospel,  who  have  from  week  to  week  met  the  students 
for  religious  instruction.  With  a  punctuality  and  a  diligence  beyond  all 
praise,  they  have  laboured  to  develop  Christian  doctrine  in  the  minds  and 
Christian  practice  in  the  lives  of  Normal  School  students.  Their  work  has 
had  no  mere  sectional  significance,  it  has  been  a  work  of  the  utmost  value 
throughout  this  Province. 

During  the  past  session  the  Eev.  E.  I.  Bexford,  Secretary  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  has  given  us  a  special  course — much  appreciated 
by  our  classes — covering  important  points  in  school  work,  and  Professor 
Penhalloi^  has  delivered  an  interesting  course  of  ten  lectures  in  Botany. 
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The  Model  Schools  maintain  their  fonner  efficiency  under  Mr.  Parmelee, 
Miss  Swallow  and  Miss  Derick.  The  total  number  in  attendance  during  the 
year  has  been  four  hundred  and  fifteen.  One  hundred  and  sixty- four  girls 
have  attended  the  girls'  Model  School,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  boy& 
the  boys'  Model  School,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-six, — sixty-nine  boys 
and  fifty-seven  girls — have  entered  the  classes  of  the  Primary  School. 

I  desire  to  return  my  hearty  thanks  to  my  colleagues  for  their  invaluable 
co-oi)eration  in  the  labours  of  the  session.  "We  are  united  in  one  purpose 
the  advancement  of  education  in  this  province.  In  such  changes  of  arran- 
gement as  have  been  made,  and  as  are  now  contemplated,  no  considerations 
of  personal  comfort  or  convenience  have  been  i)ermitted  to  outweigh  the 
claims  of  the  work  to  which  we  all  are  loyally  devoted. 

Our  warmest  thanks  are  due  to  the  Normal  School  Committee  of  the 
Corporation  of  McG-ill  University,  and  especially,  to  its  chairman.  Sir  William 
Dawson,  for  the  support  they  have  given  to  our  efforts  during  the  past 
year.  "We  look — and  the  experience  of  the  past  teaches  us  that  we  shall 
not  look  in  vain — ^to  that  Committee,  to  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction,  to  the  Honourable  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  and  to  the  Q-overnment  of  the  Province,  for  that  guidance  and 
help,  without  which  we,  in  a  work  so  great  and  so  exacting,  could  accom- 
plish nothing.

Sis, 

The  Laval  Normal  School  continued  its  regular  course  during  th^  year 
1885-86.  Nearly  thirty  years  of  a  glorious  existence,  fertile  in  practical 
results,  have  made  it  one  of  the  institutions  of  the  country,  and  it  is  now 
out  of  reach  of  the  fluctuations  of  inexperience,  which  are  nearly  always 
productive  of  disastrous  consequences,  and  it  continues  in  its  progress  with  a 
security  which,  founded  on  the  traditions  of  the  past,  enables  it  to  face 
fature  events  with  entire  confidence.  The  object  to  be  attained,  the  pro- 
gramme to  be  followed,  the  method  of  teaching,  the  mechanism  of  its  course 
of  studies,  are  all  so  consecrated  by  custom  that  it  has  only  to  follow  the 
path  hitherto  traced  out  for  it,  to  be  sure  of  obtaining  satisfactory  results.  Of 
course,  it  has  not  yet  reached  perfection ;  like  all  other  educational  estab- 
lishments, it  hopes  to  do  something  better,  and  endeavors  to  take  advantage 
of  everything  which  may  be  useful  to  its  future  teachers.  However,  it  has 
reason  to  be  proud  of  the  results  which  it  obtained  every  year  from  a 
religious,  intellectual  and  moral  point  of  view,  results  which  entitle  it  to 
public  sympathy  and  good- will. 

The  Laval  Normal  School  is,  to  its  old  pupils,  like  another  paternal 
home,  another  family ;  it  has  a  firm  hold  on  their  affections  ;  they  like  to 
return  to  it  every  now  and  then,  to  see  once  more  the  veterans  who  have 
trained  them  in  the  old  chateau^  where  they  have  learnt  lessons  in  know- 
ledge and  in  virtue. 

Their'parents,  following  the  example  of  their  highest  pastors  who  have 

blessed,  encouraged  and  protected  the  Normal  School,  have  expressed  and 

continue  to  express  their  entire  confidence  in  it.   Its  professors  sacrifice  the 

best  portion  of  their  zeal,  their  affections,  their  lives,  in  order  to  ensure  its 

[.success.    The  G-overnment  generously  assists  it  by  a  yearly  grant.    This 

'combination  of  favourable  circumstances,  added  to  the  services  which  it  has 

[.already  rendered  to  the  body  of  teachers,  and,  consequently,  to  education, 

further  increases  its  vitality  and  gives  it  still  more  strength  to  perform 

Lhe  duties  of  the  honourable  and  difficult  task  confided  to  it. 

The  number  of  our  pupils  cannot  well  be  increased,  owing  to  the 
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limited  space  at  our  disposal.  This  year  we  have  had  more  pressing  and 
more  numerous  applications  than  in  the  past ;  they  could  be  counted  by 
hundreds,  and,  of  course,  the  refusals  were  increased  in  proportion.  If  the 
parents  should  find  that  their  liberty  and  their  rights  are  not  sufficiently 
acknowledged,  it  cannot  be  because  they  are  compelled  to  confide  their 
children  to  us,  but  really  because  we  are  unable  to  grant  their  repeated 
requests. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  pupils  were  admitted  last  year,  namely  : — 

54  male  pupil-teachers,  14  of  whom  were  day-scholars. 
61  female  pupil-teachers. 
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In  the  male  department,  4*7  continued  to  the  end  of  the  scholastic 
year.

The  model  schools,  attached  to  the  Normal  schools,  were  attended  by 
95  boys  and  180  girls. 

This  happy  result  is  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  persevering  and 
intelligent  labour  of  the  pupils,  to  the  emulation  which  reigns  amongst 
them,  and  to  their  conduct,  which  was  excellent  in  every  respect. 

It  is  likewise  due  to  the  enlightened  zeal  of  our  professors ;  to  their 
method  of  teaching,  which  is  the  fruit  of  their  pedagogical  studies  and 
long  experience. 

Permit  me  to  remind  you  of  the  more  than  ordinary  record  of  services 
of  the  professors  of  our  Normal  School.  One  has  taught  for  51  years  ;  two 
for  43  years,  and  two  others  for  nearly  40  years.  These  have  made  their 
mode  of  teaching  a  career  and  an  art,  which  they  have  lovingly  followed. 
Being  thus  ripened  by  study  and  experience,  they  know  how  to  inspire  the 
pupils  with  love  for  learning,  how  to  light  the  path  they  have  to  follow, 
and  how  to  further  and  assist  their  progress.  They  are  really  identified  with 
our  institution ;  their  greatest  happiness  is  to  see  it  prosper,  increase  and 
be  productive  of  good  to  this  country.  I  can  always  rely  upon  the  kind 
assistance  of  their  enlightenment  and  self-sacrifice. 

The  TJrsuline  Ladies,  who  have  charge  of  the  female  pupil  teachers,  are 
80  fiivourably  known  to  the  public  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  praise 
them. 

I  would  only  say  that  their  work  is  always  crowned  with  success. 
Thanks  to  their  vigilant  care  and  traditional  ability,  the  young  persons 
whom  they  teach,  soon  acquire  orderly  habits,  become  accustomed  to  a 
Tegular  and  serious  life,  and  by  piety  and  assiduous  labour,  prepare  them- 
selves to  be  good  teachers  in  our  cities  aud  country  places. 

Our  scholastic  year,  so  happy  in  its  successful  results  and  the  health  of 
our  children,  was  worthily  ended  by  the  solemn  distribution  of  prizes  and 
diplomas.  His  Eminence,  the  Cardinal  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  recently 
elevated  to  the  purple  by  His  Holiness,  Pope  Leo  XIII,  and  who  is  always 
anxious  to  further  the  interests  of  education  in  this  country,  was  kind 
enough  to  preside  at  the  meeting,  and,  in  our  midst,  to  make  his  first  appear- 
s^nce  as  a  Cardinal  of  the  Roman  Church.    Our  young  people  were  proud 
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to  receive  their  diplomas,  prizes  and  medals  from  the  hand  of  one  whom 
His  Holiness  the  Pope  had  called  to  his  angust  councils,  and  whom  the 
whole  of  Canada  was  deservedly  acclaiming  as  such.  The  kind  words 
and  wise  counsels,  spoken  to  them  by  His  Eminence,  greatly  encourage  them, 
and  they  will  gladly  remember  them  all  their  lives.  Moreover,  the  mere 
presence  of  the  venerable  Prince  of  the  Church,  would  have  sufficed  to  im- 
press them  with  the  great  importance  of  Christian  education,  and  its  social 
and  religious  mission,  together  with  its  intimate  connection  with  the  past- 
.oral  ministry.

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Honorable  Provincial  Secretary  to  the  Sn 
indent  of  Public  Instruction,  bearing  date  the  14th  September  instant,  wii 
reference  to  the  Colonial  Exhibition  to  be  held  in  London  next  Spring, 
Honorable  P.  J.  0.  Chauveau  moved,  seconded  by  His  Lordship  the  Bish 
of  Rimouski,  and  it  was  Resolved  : 

"  That  this  Committee  desires  to  recommend  the  Grovernment  to  av 
itself  as  soon  as  possible  of  section  52  of  the  Act  40  Victoria,  chapter 
and  to  publish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  holding  and  direction  of 
school  exhibition  preparatory  to  the  Colonial  Exhibition  lo  be  held 
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London  during  the  coarse  of  next  year  and,  for  that  purpose,  to  appoint 
one  or  more  Commissioners. 

"  That  the  Committee  strongly  recommends  all  schools  and  educational 
establishments  to  respond  to  the  appeal  which  will  be  made  to  them  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  take  part  in  this  new  school 
exhibition. 

"  That  the  success  which  we  have  obtained  at  the  exhibitions  in  Paris 
should  encourage  us  to  make  every  effort  to  maintain  the  reputation  we 
then  gained  and  even  to  increase  it  if  possible. 

**  That,  as  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  some  one  should  repre* 
sent  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  this  Committee  do  recommend 
that  the  Superintendent  be  delegated  for  that  purpose.  In  addition  to 
the  fact  that  no  one  can  better  explain  our  educational  system,  he  will  be 
in  a  position  to  study  those  of  the  other  colonies  and  to  adopt  whatever 
he  may  deem  useful  for  us." 

At  his  request,  the  Superintendent  was  authorized  to  recommend  the 
series  of  copy-books  published  by  J.  A.  Langlais  and  the  Christian  Brothers 
for  use  in  the  Roman  Catholic  schools. 

His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Montreal  moved : 

"  That  Mr.  Jean-Baptiste  Demers  be  recommended  ,to  His  Honor  the 
lieutenant-G-orernor  in  council  as  school  inspector  in  the  place  of  the  late 
Mr.  Z.  0.  H.  Lamarche,  for  the  same  district  and  with  the  same  salary." 

Carried — ^the  Superintendent  voting  against  it. 

The  Superintendent  called  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  fact 
that  the  schools  in  Mr.  Juneau's  district  had  not  been  inspected  this  year, 
owing  to  the  ill-health  of  that  inspector,  and  he  stated  that  he  considered 
it  necessary  to  have  the  inspection  made  by  another  inspector.  The  Com- 
mittee decided  to  leave  this  matter  to  him,  as  it  was  a  matter  of  adminis- 
iration. 

The  settlement  of  diificulties  which  might  arise  with  respect  to  the 
number  of  teachers,  who  should  be  at  least  two  in  model  schools  where 
ihere  are  more  than  forty  children,  and  in  primary  schools  where  there  are 
■lore  than  sixty,  was  also  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent. 

f  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Nicolet  moved,  seconded  by  His  Lordship 
the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi,  and  it  was  Eesolved  : 

I  "  That  a  board  of  examiners  be  established  for  the  examination  of  can- 
|3idato8  who  wish  to  become  teachers,  in  the  counties  of  Nicolet,  Drum- 
biond,  Arthabaska  and  Yamaska  with  power  to  grcuit  academy,  model 
Ichool  and  primary  school  diplomas,  and  that  the  said  board  be  composed 
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of  the  Reverend  Ir§n6e  Douville,  Thomas  Morean  and  Victor  Thibaudier, 
and  Messrs.  Ephrem  Belcourt  and  Th6ophile  Boy. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  following  appointments : 

Of  abb6  L.  N.  Begin,  Principal  of  Laval  Normal  School  as  a  member 
of  the  Quebec  Boman  Catholic  Board  of  Examiners  in  the  place  of  the  late 
abb6  Lagac6 ; 

Of  the  Beverend  John  Quinlivan,  as  a  member  of  the  Montreal  Boman 
Catholic  Board  of  Examiners,  in  the  place  of  the  Beverend  James  Hogan 
w^ho  has  left  the  Province  ; 

Of  Charles  A.  C16ment,  Esquire,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examin- 
ers for  Charlevoix,  in  the  place  of  the  late  Ovide  A.  C16ment,  Esquire ; 

Of  the  Beverend  Luc  Bouleau,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners 
for  Bimouski,  in  the  place  of  the  Beverend  Louis  Desjardins,  resigned ; 

Of  the  Beverend  A.  Q-erard  de  Finance  and  Henri  Th6riault,  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  the  Magdalen  Islands,  in  the  place  of 
the  Beverend  J.  A.  Picotte  who  has  left  the  Magdalen  Islands  ; 

Of  the  Beverend  F.  X.  Gosselin,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners 
for  Beauce,  in  the  place  of  the  Beverend  L.  A.  Martel  who  has  left  the 
limits  of  the  district. 

Honorable  Mr.  Justice.  Jett6  moved,  seconded  by  His  Lordship  the 
Bishop  of  Bimouski,  and  it  was  Besolved : 

"  That  this  Committee,  having  taken  into  consideration  several  new 
applications  for  grants,  made  by  various  establishments  of  superior  edncar 
tion,  finding  itself  unable  to  allow  the  same,  owing  to  the  many  needs  foz 
which  it  has  to  provide  and  the  insufficient  amount  placed  at  its  disposal 
for  that  purpose,  deems  it  advisable,  under  the  circumstances,  to  inform 
the  Government : 

1.  That  in  1856,  the  amount  granted  for  establishments  of  superior 
education  in  this  province  was  $50,980  and  the  number  of  these  establish*, 
ments  was  only  151,  giving  an  average  of  $387.38  to  each  establishment 
or  school ; 

2.  That  since  then,  that  is  during  a  period  of  thirty  years,  the  sum  oii*"] 
ginally  set  apart  for  superior  education,  has  only  been  increased  by  $3,33( 
being,  since  1888,  $54,260  while  the  number  of  institutions  is  495,  givini 
an  average  of  only  $109.61  for  each  institution  or  school. 

Therefore,  this  Committee  considers  that  it  should  request  the  Grovei 
ment  to  be  pleased  to  add  an  annual  sum  of  $20,000  to  the  said  superior] 
education  fund. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Beverend  Qt.  C.  de  la  Chevrotiere,  solicil

ing  aid  for  the  building  of  a  convent  at  St.  IJbalde.  The  Committee  decided 
that  it  had  no  funds  at  its  disposal  for  this  purpose.

The  sub-committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the  distribution  of  the 
Superior  Education  Fund,  composed,  of  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec, 
His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Kimouski,  the  Honorable  Mr.  Chauveau  and 
the  Superintendent,  after  having  elected  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of 
Quebec  as  chairman,  considered  the  question  referred  to  it.  As  it  had  not 
Arrived  at  any  decision,  the  Committee  asked  leave  to  sit  again. 

His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Ottawa,  moved  : 

"  That  a  sum  of  $2,000  be  granted  to  the  Rigaud  College  out  of  the 
Superior  Education  Fund." 

Honorable  Mr.  Justice  Jettfe,  seconded  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of 
KTicolet,  moved  in  amendment : 

"  That  the  colleges  of  Nicolet  and  L'Assomption  receive  a  similar  share 
imt  of  the  same  fund." 

Hon.  Mr.  P.  J.  O.  Chauveau,  moved  as  a  sub-amendment  : 

*'  That  the  grant  to  classical  colleges  be  the  same  as  for  the  year  1888-4."

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Honorable  F.  Marchand,  asking  that  & 
gratuity  equal  to  three  months  salary  be  given  to  the  family  of  the  late 
inspector  Lamarche. 

Honorable  Mr.  Justice  Jett6  moved,  seconded  by  P.  S.  Murphy,  Esq., 
and  it  was  Resolved : 

'*  That  Honorable  Mr.  Marchand's  application  be  recommended  to  the 
Government." 

On  motion  of  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Nicolet,  seconded  by  His 
Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Ghicoutimi,  it  was  Kesolved  : 

"  That  institutions  which  style  themselves  industrial  colleges,  be  classed 
with  boys'  academies,  as  the  school  laws  do  not  recognize  this  application."^ 

The  Committee  then  proceeded  with  the  distribution  of  the  Superior 
Education  Fund. 


Session  of  the  25th  September,  1885. 

Present :  The  Superintendent  in  the  chair ;  His  G-race  the  Archbishop 
of  Quebec ;  Their  Lordships  the  Bishops  of  Eimouski,  Sherbrooke,  Ottawa, 
Saint-Hyacinthe,  Montreal,  Chicoutimi,  Nicolet,  the  Yicar  Apostolic  of 
Pontiac,  Mr.  P.  S.  Murphy,  Dr.  Painchaud. 

The  Superintendent  read  the  following  letter  : 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the 

Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

Montreal,  22nd  September,  1880. 

Gentlemen, 

In  the  month  of  November  last.  Your  Honorable  Council  approved  t 
series  of  proposed  amendments  to  the  pension  and  superannuation  law, 
and  in  a  detailed  report  informed  the  G-overnment  of  its  wish  that  these 
amendments  be  adopted  by  the  legislature. 
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Far  from  complying  with  your  desire,  the  Government  decided  to 
repeal  the  Act,  and  it  was  only  upon  the  earnest  solicitation  of  influential 
members  on  both  sides  of  the  house,  that  it  agreed  to  postpone  its  measure 
for  a  year. 

We  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  submit  to  this  delay,  although  it  is 
an  injustice  to  several  teachers  who  were  entitled  to  their  pensions  this 
year. 

I  may  add  that  the  decision  of  the  G-overnment  has  discouraged  many 
teachers  who  fear  that  the  Act  will  be  repealed,  that  their  contributions 
.  to  the  superannuation  fund  will  be  lost  to  them,  and  that  they  will  be 
reduced  to  penury  in  their  old  age. 

In  the  name  of  the  Soman  Catholic  teachers  of  Montreal  I  beg  you, 
in  your  capacity  of  natural  protectors  of  the  teaching  body,  to  be  good 
enough  to  again  express  to  the  Government  your  desire  that  the  pension 
and  superannuation  law  be  maintained,  and  that  the  amendments  approved 
by  Your  Honorable  Council  be  adopted.

T31b  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Eimouski,  seconded  by  His  Lordship  the 
Bishop  of  Nicolet,  moved,  and  it  was  unanimously  Resolved  : 

"  That  this  Committee  do  notify  the  Government  of  its  desire  to  have 
the  pension  and  superannuation  Act  maintained,  and  that  the  amendments 
which  it  has  adopted  be  likewise  maintained." 

The  Committee  again  called  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the 
fact  that  an  appropriation,  representing  five  per  cent  of  the  Superior  Educa- 
tion Fund,  is  set  apart  for  the  support  of  institutions  for  deaf-mutes  and  for 
the  blind,  and  regrets  that  the  sum  granted  in  aid  of  such  establishments 

is  not  the  object  of  a  special  vote  by  the  legislature. 

The  following  report  was  read  : 

"  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  me  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Soman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  at  its 
session  held  on  the  18th  May,  1884,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  Since  the  year  1880,  at  which  date  I  gave  order  to  one  of  the  officers 
of  my  department  to  make  a  special  examination  of  the  bulletins  sent  to 
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me  by  the  inspectors  after  each  of  their  visits,  a  perceptible  improvement 
has  taken  place  in  the  administration  of  our  schools. 

"  As  the  information  supplied  by  these  bulletins  enables  me  to  ascer- 
tain, as  nearly  as  possible,  the  condition  of  each  school  municipality  in 
the  province,  I  have  endeavored  to  remedy  the  defects  which  I  remarked. 

"  In  addition  to  the  many  notices  which  I  gave  to  the  members  of  the 
boards  whose  schools  were  not  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
school  laws  and  the  by-laws  of  the  Council,  I  had  sometimes,  in  virtue  of 
the  powers  conferred  upon  me  by  law,  to  suspend  payment  of  the  grants 
of  some  municipalities  which  had  paid  no  heed  to  my  notices. 

"  I  must  admit  that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  owing  to  the  willing- 
ness of  the  school  commissioners  and  trustees,  a  willingness  which  I  attri- 
bute, in  a  great  measure,  to  the  zeal  and  devotedness  in  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation of  our  parish  priests  in  the  country,  a  great  many  of  whom  are 
chairmen  of  the  local  school-boards,  I  have  obtained  the  most  satisfactory 
results. 

"  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  letters  which  I  have  written 
to  school  commissioners  and  trustees,  during  the  years  1881,  82,  88  and  84, 
either  as  notices  or  for  the  purpose  of  informing  them  that  the  payment 
of  their  grants  would  be  suspended  until  they  had  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  law.

"  It  is  easy  to  see  the  advantage  of  this  system  by  the  .manifest  decrease 
in  the  number  of  letters  written  in  1884,  a  decrease  which  will  continue 
and  be  even  still  more  marked  this  year. 

"  At  the  present  moment,  our  school  administration,  although  not  pe^ 
feet,  produces  results  sufficiently  satisfactory  to  allow  us  to  hope  th&t,  in 
the  near  future,  the  province  of  Quebec  will,  as  regards  the  management  of 
its  schools,  have  nothing  to  envy  from  any  other  country  in  the  world. 

"  By  means  of  the  amendments  proposed  to  me,  on  several  occasions, 
by  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee,  or  which  my  own  experience  has  sug* 
gested,  these  inspection  bulletins,  to  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  due  the  greater 
proportion  of  the  improvements  in  the  management  of  our  schools — ^and 
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the  school  inspectors  share  my  views — have  themselves,  since  1880,  been 
the  object  of  numerous  and  important  amendments.- 

This  will  be  seen  by  comparing  the  two  forms. 

At  the  present  time,  the  questions  which  the  inspectors  have  to 
answer  are  so  precise  that,  while  they  render  my  supervision  easy,  they 
also  enable  me,  at  a  single  glance,  to  form  as  correct  an  idea  as  possible  of 
the  state  of  educational  matters  in  each  municipality. 

Although  the  duties  of  our  school  inspectors  become  daily  more  difficult 
to  fulfil,  owing  to  the  new  tasks  which  I  am  obliged  to  impose  upon  them, 
in  consequence  of  the  improvements,  which,  under  the  inspiration  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction,  I  am  endeavoring  to  effect  in  our  school 
system,  these  gentlemen,  with  few  exceptions,  perform  their  duties  with 
great  zeal  and  intelligence. 

"  In  order  to  secure  as  much  uniformity  as  possible  in  their  operations, 
I  have,  in  addition  to  the  general  circulars  which  I  send  them  from  time  to 
time,  to  carry  on  a  continuous  correspondence  with  them,  both  for  the  pur- 
pose of  asking  them  the  information  I  may  need,  and  to  call  their  attention 
to  the  fulfilment  of  certain  of  their  obligations. 

"  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  materially  almost,  impossible  for  several  of 
them  to  accomplish  rigorously,  and  to  the  letter,  some  of  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  them  by  the  by-laws. 

"  Owing  to  the  extent  of  their  inspectoral  divisions,  where  means  of 
communication  are  difficult,  Inspectors  Q-ray,  Bouchard,  Tremblay,  of 
Charlevoix,  Tremblay,  of  Grasp6,  Savard  and  Begin,  amongst  others,  cannot, 
with  any  benefit,  inspect  their  schools  twice  a  year,  as  required  by  law. 

"  It  would  be  desirable  that  your  committee  should  discuss  the  steps  to 
be  taken  to  remedy  this  serious  inconvenience. 

"  On  the  other  hand,  the  inspectors  whose  districts  are  less  extensive, 
and  in  which  the  means  of  communication  are  easier,  and  who  might  make 
the  two  inspections,  object  to  the  regulation  passed  by  your  committee,  at 
its  session  of  the  13th  May,  1884,  specifying  the  date  at  which  the  first 
round  of  inspections  is  to  begin.  They  say  that  it  is  precisely  during  the  first 
weeks  following  the  re-opening  of  the  schools  that  their  work  is  most  effect- 
ive, because  they  can  then  give  advice  to  the  teachers,  especially  to  those 
who  have  recently  come  into  the  municipality,  with  reference  to  the  man- 
agement of  their  schools  during  the  year.  This  is  also  a  question  which  I 
consider  deserving  of  your  attention. 

"  The  following  are  the  instructions  which  I  give  to  the  school 
inspediors  when  they  enter  into  office : — 
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*  The  performance  of  your  duties  requires  you  to  carefully  inspect  all 
the  schools  comprised  in  your  division,  twice  a  year,  at  suitable  periods,  go 
as  to  be  able  to  ascertain,  at  your  second  inspection,  what  progress  has  beea 
made  since  the  first,  and  to  see  that  the  instructions  you  have  given  have 
been  well  observed. 

"  You  must  give  notice  a  few  days  beforehand  to  the  school  commis- 
sioners and  trustees,  of  the  date  of  your  inspection  of  the  schools  in  their 
respective  municipalities,  and  you  will  invite  them  to  accompany  you  dll^ 
ingthe  inspection,  which  must  last,  at  least,  two  hours,  in  primary  schools, 
and  three  hours  in  model  schools.  You  will  then  communicate  to  the  school 
commissioners  or  trustees  who  accompany  the  observations  you  have 
made  on  each  of  their  schools,  and  enter  in  a  register,  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose  by  the  secretary-treasurer,  the  recommendations  which  you  may 
have  to  make  with  respect  to  the  management  of  the  schools  in  their  mu- 
nicipalities. 

"  It  shall  also  be  your  duly  to  minutely  examine  the  minute-book  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  school-boards  and  the  secretary-treasurer's  books  of 
account,  and  to  ascertain  whether  their  accounts  have  been  submitted  and 
approved  according  to  law. 

"  Excei)t  under  special  circumstances,  you  will  insist  upon  the  school- 
house  in  each  district  being  owned  by  the  school  board,  also  that  the  school 
houses  be,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  conformity  with  the  school  laws  and 
regulations  which  govern  them ;  that  each  one  is  suitably  provided  with 
desks,  forms  with  back  rests,  a  black-board,  maps,  a  cupboard  for  the 
archives,  a  clock,  &c.,  in  a  word,  with  everything  required  for  the  proper 
working  of  a  school. 

"  You  will  inquire  whether  the  pupils  are  sufficiently  provided  with 
books  and  other  school  necessaries,  axid  you  will  see  that  the  teachers  teach 
all  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum  which  applies  to  the  class  of  school 
which  they  keep. 

"  Finally,  you  will  make  out  your  annual  reports,  grand  statistical 
tables  and  inspection  bulletins  as  carefully  as  possible. 

**You  are,  of  course,  aware  that  the  statutes  passed  by  the  Legislature 

in  1876  and  1878  authorize  extensive  reforms  in  the  organization  of  our 
school  system.  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  the  spirit  of  the 
Act  40  Victoria,  chapter  22,  that  [  have  sent  out  two  circulars,  one  to  the 
school  commissioners  and  trustees  on  the  10th  March,  1787,  and  the  other 
to  the  inspectors  ou  the  15th  June  of  the  same  year.  I  send  you  copies  of 
these,  which  I  beg  you  to  read  them  most  attentively.  You  will  see  by 
them  the  feeling  which  animates  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
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Superintendent  in  the  performance  of  the  great  work  of  education,  in  which 
70a  yonrself  are  expected  to  co-operate  to  a  considerable  degree. 

"  I  will  always  be  ready  and  willing  to  give  you  all  the  information 
which  may  be  of  use  to  you  in  the  performance  of  your  duties. 

"  The  table  which  I  submit  with  this  report  gives  the  names  of  the  school 
inspectors,  their  residence,  their  salaries,  the  date  of  their  appointment,  the 
limits  of  their  divisions,  the  number  of  municipalities,  schools  and  pupils 
imder  their  supervision,  &c." 

It  was  Resolved  that  this  report  do  form  part  of  the  Superintendent's 
yearly  report.

Of  the  Eev.  Luc  Eonleau,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Rimouski,  in  the  place  of  the  Eev.  Louis  Desjardins,  resigned,  dated  the 
15th  October,  1885. 

On  motion  of  His  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  Eimouski,  the  Committee 
recommended  the  appointment  of  the  Rey.  D.  Le  Bel,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  for  Carleton,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Polydore  Moreau  who- 
has  left  the  locality. 

An  Order-in-Council  was  read,  establishing  a  Board  of  Examiners  at 
Nicolet,  for  the  counties  of  Nicolet,  Arthabaska  and  Tamaska,  and  for 
Roman  Catholic  candidates  in  the  county  of  Drummond,  with  power  to 
grant  academy,  model  school  and  primary  school  diplomas,  the  said  order 
bearing  date  the  15th  April,  and  appointing  the  following  gentlemen 
members  of  the  said  Board  :  The  Reverend  Ir6n§e  Douville,  Thomas  Mo- 
reau and  Victor  Thibaudier,  and  Messrs.  Ephrem  Belcourt  and  Theophile 
Boy; 

Also  an  Order-in-Council,  dated  the  *7th  May  last,  respecting  the 
change  of  limits  of  Inspector  Fremont's  district,  giving  him  the  county 
of  Montmorency,  the  city  of  Quebec,  Saint-Roch  and  Saint-Sauveur  as  the 
inspectoral  district  of  the  late  Inspector  Juneau. 

A  discussion  arose  as  to  the  right  of  the  Government  to  make  such 
arrangements  without  the  participation  of  this  Committee. 

Honorable  Mr.  Justice  Jette  moved,  seconded  by  His  Lordship  the 
Bishop  of  Rimouski,  and  it  was  unanimously 

Keaolved:  **That  it  be  respectfully  represented  to  the  G-overnment 
that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council,  it  appears  from  all  the  provisions  of 
the  various  statutes  which  govern  the  organization  of  the  Council  of  Public 
Instruction  and  the  inspection  of  schools  that  everything  relating  ^to  such 
inspection  belongs  to  this  Council,  and  that  the  recommendation  for  the 
limits  of  inspectoral  districts  and  for  assigning  of  districts  to  each  in- 
spector is  concomitant  with  their  appointment,  and  consequently  that  it 
would  be  desirable  that  all  changes  in  this  connection  should  be  made  on 
the  recommendation  of  this  Council,  as  has  hitherto  been  done. " 


The  sub-committee,  appointed  to  examine  books,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing  report ;  the  meeting  of  the  sub-committee,  at  which  were  present : — 
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His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec  in  the  chair ;  Their  Lordshipe  the 
Bishops  of  Eimouski  and  Sherbrooke  ;  Hon.  P.  J.  0.  Chauvean : — ^which 
report  was  adopted.

III.  The  sub-committee  does  not  consider  that  it  can  approve  the  M^ ' 
moire  sur  la  Mithode  nationale  de  dessin,  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Temple  :  I 

1.  Because  it  is  within  the  province  of  the  School  of  Arts ; 

2.  Because  the  work,  as  shewn,  is  incomplete  ;  ! 

3.  Because  in  the  M&moire,  several  models  are  mentioned  which  am 
improper. 

Honorable  Mr.  Justice  Jett6  informed  the  Council  that  the  Supreme 
Oourt  of  Canada  had  lately  rendered  a  judgment  which  subjected  to  tax»> 
tion  by  municipalities,  property  which  had  hitherto  been  exempt,  and  that 
in  consequence  of  such  judgment,  the  parties  condemned,  viz. :  the  Reverend 
Ladies  of  La  Congregation  de  Notre-Dame  of  Montreal,  wished  to  ask  thi^ 
legislature  either  for  a  declaratory  statute  or  for  an  amendment  to  the  prer 
sent  Act  to  remove  doubts  arising  from  such  decision. 

Therefore  he  submitted  to  the  Council  the  following  bill,  drafted 
the  legal  adviser  of  the  said  Ladies  and  after  it  had  been  read,  it  was 
ved  that  the  bill  be  approved  and  the  Grovernment  recommended  to  pass 

Declaratory  Act  respecting  the  section  18  ot  the  Act  32  Victoria,  cl 
ter  16,  intituled :  An  Act  to  amend  the  law  respecting  education   in 
province.'* 

Her  Majesty,  etc. 

"  Whereas  doubts-  have  arisen  with  reference  to  the  interpretation 
the  said  section  18. 

"  It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  said  section  exempted  from   t 
the  property  held  by  religious  communities  for  religious  and  charital 
purposes,  the  proceeds  of  which  properties,  or  the  manufactures  carried 
therein  are  employed  in  the  support  of  their  educational  or  charitable  i 
tutions. 
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"  And  in  order  to  avoid  all  doubts  hereafter,  section  13  of  the  Act  82 
Victoria,  chapter  16,  is  amended,  by  adding  after  the  words  :  "  the  objects 
for  which  they  were  instituted,"  the  following :  "  as  well  as  on  those 
which  they  hold  for  educational  or  charitable  purposes  and  the  proceeds  of 
which  properties  or  the  manufactures  carried  on  therein  are  employed  in 
the  support  of  their  educational  or  charitable  institutions." 

Moved  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Eimouski,  seconded  by  His 
Loirdship  the  Bishop  of  Three  Eivers,  and  Resolved : 

"  That  this  Committee  deems  it  its  duty  to  urge  its  resolution  of  the 
25th  September,  1885,  with  reference  to  the  draw-back  voted  by  the  legis- 
lature for  some  years  back  out  of  the  superior  education  fund  in  favour  of 
institutions  for  deaf-mutes  and  the  blind,  and  repeats  its  requests  that  a 
special  grant  be  given  to  these  so  deserving  and  so  useful  establishments." 

Moved  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi,  seconded  by  Hono- 
rable Mr.  Justice  Jett6,  and  resolved : 

"  That  this  Committee  regrets  that  the  Grovemment  has  not  given  a 
favorable  answer  to  the  request  made  to  it  by  this  Committee  to  increase, 
by  $20,000,  the  amount  already  voted  to  the  Superior  Education  Fund,  and 
considers  itself  compelled  to  repeat  its  request  with  still  more  urgency,  in 
view  of  the  increasing  and  pressing  wants  for  which  it  has  to  provide 
every  year  and  that  this  resolution  be  communicated  to  the  Government 
by  the  secretary. 

The  Committee,  having  taken  communication  of  a  report  made  by  the 
superintendent  to  the  Honorable  the  Provincial  Secretary,  dated  the  23rd 
November,  1885,  with  reference  to  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  the 
late  Mr.  Boudrias,  professor  at  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School,  as  well 
as  the  suggestions  made  in  this  connection  by  Abb6  Verreau,  the  principal 
of  the  said  Normal  School,  confirming  the  allegations  of  the  said  report, 
recommends  :  "  That  Mr.  Boudrias  be  not  replaced ;  but  that  his  duties  be 
performed  by  certain  professors  in  the  said  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School. 

"  That,  consequently,  the  salary  of  Mr.  Aubin  be  increased  by  $100  ; 
that  of  Mr.  Cassegrain,  by  |Y5,  and  that  of  Mr.  G-ed6on  Chabot,  as  professor 
of  theoretical  agriculture  and  horticulture  for  the  Normal  School  and  the 
Model  School  in  connection  therewith,  be  increased  to  |600  per  annum." 
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Session  of  21tk  Mat,  1886. 

Present,  the  same,  with  the  exception  of  their  Lordships  the  Bishops  of 
Sherbrooke  and  Montreal,  who  did  not  attend  the  morning  meeting. 

It  was  moved  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Bimouski,  seconded  by 
Hon.  P.  J.  0.  Ohauveau. 

"  That  Mr.  Pierre  Antoine  Roy  be  recommended  to  the  Q-ovemment  as 
School  Inspector  for  the  County  of  Quebec,  and  the  Municipalities  of  St 
Augustin,  Pointe-aui-Trembles,  Ecureuils,  Ste.  Catherine,  Ste.  Jean  de 
Neuville,  St.  Basile  and  St.  Raymond,  in  the  county  of  Portneuf,  with  an 
annual  salary  of  $800. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Sherbrooke, 
seconded  by  Hon.  Chas.  B.  de  Boucher ville  : 

That  all  the  words  after  **  school  inspector,"  be  struck  out  and  re- 
placed by  the  following  :  "  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Juneau,  deceased,  with  a 
salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars:" 

The  amendment  being  put,  it  was  negatived  on  the  following  division : 
Yeas — ^His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Sherbrooke,  Hon.  Sir  N.  F.  Belleau,  Hon. 
Chas.  B.  de  Boucherville.  Nays — His  G-race  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  their 
Lordships  the  Bishops  of  Three  Rivers,  Rimouski,  St.  Hyacinthe,  Chicoutimi, 
Nicolet,  Monsignor  Lorrain,  Hon.  P.  J.  O.  Chauveau,  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Jette, 
Messrs.  P.  S.  Murphy  and  Eug.  Ciepeau. 

The  main  motion  being  put,  it  was  carried  on  the  following  division- 
Yeas — His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  their  Lordships  the  Bishops  of 
Three  Rivers,  Rimouski,  St.  Hyacinthe,  Chicoutimi,  Nicolet,  Monsignor 
Lorrain,  Hon.  P.  J.  0.  Chauveau,  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Jett6,  Messrs.  P.  S. 
Murphy  and  Eug.  Crepeau.  Naps — His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Sherbrooke, 
Hon.  Sir.  N.  F.  Belleau,  Hon.  Chas.  B.  de  Boucherville. 

It  was  moved  by  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Jett6,  seconded  by  His  Lordship 
the  Bishop  of  Rimouski,  and  Resolved : 

"  That  the  motion  adopted  with  reference  to  the  limits  of  inspectors' 
districts,  and  their  nomination  thereto,  be  forwarded  to  the  Government  at 
the  same  time  as  the  motion  recommending  Mr.  Roy's  appointment." 

After  having  taken  communication  of  the  Bill  submitted  by  the  Hon. 
the  Provincial  Secretary,  with  reference  to  the  Teachers'  Pension  Fund, 
Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Jett6  moved,  seconded  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of 
Rimouski,  and  it  was  Resolved : 

"  That,  while  regretting  that  this  bill  greatly  diminishes  the  benefits 
secured  to  teachers  by  the  previous  Act,  the  present  bill  be  accepted,  as 
the  teachers  themselves  consent  to  the  changes  introduced,  in  order  to  pro* 
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tect  whatever  advantages  this  bill  gives  them,  but  this  Committee  deems 
it  its  duty  to  suggest : 

1.  With  the  object  of  encouraging  experienced  teachers  to  remain  in 
the  profession  as  long  as  possible,  and  also  to  relieve  the  pension  fund 
which,  instead  of  having  anything  paid  out  from  it,  would  receive  the 
amount  of  the  stoppages ;  section  2  of  the  said  bill  be  amended  so  as  to 
allow  the  teachers  to  count  their  years  of  service  up  to  fifty  years,  when 
they  would  be  entitled  to  a  pension  equal  to  the  average  of  their  salary, 
provided  such  pension  should  not,  in  any  case,  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars. 

2.  The  following  section  of  the  old  Act  should  be  restored  after  section 
1  of  the  new  bill. 

"  The  minor  children  of  an  officer  who  has  obtained  a  pension,  or  who 
shall  have  completed  the  term  of  service  required  by  this  Act,  or  who  has 
lost  his  life  in  the  case  provided  for  in  section  6,  shall  have  a  right  to  an 
annual  grant  when  their  mother  is  either  dead  or  unable  to  receive  such 
pension,  or  is  deprived  of  her  rights ; 

"  Such  rights  shall,  whatever  the  number  of  children,  be  equal  to 
the  pension  which  the  mother  had  or  would  have  received  under  this  Act ; 
it  shall  be  paid  to  the  children  until  each  shall  attain  the  age  of  eighteen 
years  ;  it  shall  be  divided  between  them  in  equal  portions,  .and  paid  until 
the  youngest  of  the  children  shall  have  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  years  ; 
the  share  of  those  dying  or  reaching  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  devolving 
upon  the  others.'' 

Finally,  in  the  event  of  these  suggestions  not  being  adopted,  the  Com- 
mittee declares  ; 

'*  That  it  persists  in  the  recommendations  which  it  has  already  made 
with  reference  to  this  matter  at  its  session  of  the  25th  September  last ;  but 
that,  inasmuch  as  the  present  difficulty  appears  to  arise  from  the  difference 
of  opinion  which  exists  between  the  Eoman  Catholic  and  the  Protestant 
teachers  ; 

It  suggests — 

''  That  provision  be  made  for  the  establishment  of  two  distinct  pension 
funds,  one  for  the  Soman  Catholics,  and  the  other  for  the  Protestants,  and 
that  the  former  be  established,  governed  and  administered,  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  already  approved  by  this  Committee." 

And  then  the  Committee  adjourned  until  the  month  of  September 

next.

The  Committee  resolved  that  the  certificate  of  Inspectors  McGregor 
and  Weir  be  handed  to  the  Hon.  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  that  he  be  respectfully  requested  to  issue  an  Academy  diploma.  Grade 
1,  to  Mr.  Young.

Norman,  it  was  Resolved  : — 

"  That  the  report  on  school  law  submitted  by  Dr.  Heneker  be  received 

and  referred  to  the  sub-committee  on  school  law  with  power  to  print  the 
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same  for  the  information  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  with  such  addi- 
tions and  amendments  as  may  be  suggested,  and  to  confer  with  the  officer 
or  officers  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  government  to  complete  the  codi- 
fication of  the  school  law." 

On  the  motion  of  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  Lindsay,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Oomish,  it  was  Resolved  :— 

"  That  the  attention  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  school  law  be  direct- 
ed to  the  absence  of  any  organic  connection  in  many  cases  of  the  Academies 
'^  and  Model  Schools  with  their  respective  municipalities." 

Dr.  Hemming  submitted  the  following  resolution  in  regard  to  religious 
instruction  in  the  Public  Schools : — 

"  Whereas,  by  our  school  laws,  all  jurisdiction  and  control  over  reli- 
gious instruction  in  common  schools  is  taken  away  from  the  executive, 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  school  commissioners  or  trus- 
tees, and  is  vested  solely  in  the  Priest,  Cur6  or  officiating  Minister  in  each 
municipality. 

"  And  whereas,  it  has  been  held  in  our  Courts  by  Judges  Casault  and 
Caron  (school  commissioners  of  Tewkesbury  vs.  Carrigan,  Quebec  Law 
Reports,  vol.  vi.,  and  the  same  vs.  McKee  (a  Protestant),  No.  1428  c.c.  Q., 
1881,)  that  the  imparting  of  not  only  religious  instruction,  but  even  the 
peculiar  tenets  of  the  church  of  the  majority  represented  by  said  Priefli, 
Cur6  or  officiating  Minister  is  obligatory,  if  required  by  such  Church,  in 
order  to  constitute  such  school  a  common  school,  and  that  without  such 
teaching,  no  ratepayer  can  be  compelled  to  pay  taxes  in  support  of  the 
School. 

And  whereas,  it  was  evidently  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  that 
the  words  "  Officiating  Minister  "  should  apply  to  such  cases  where  the 
majority  were  Protestants. 

"  And  whereas,  the  Legislature,  in  so  legislating,  were  evidently  under 
the  impression  that  what  is  styled  the  "  Protestant  Faith  "  was,  like  the 
Roman  Catholic  Faith,  homogeneous  in  its  nature. 

"  And  whereas,  in  fact,  no  such  faith  as  the  "  Protestant  Faith  "  exists, 
but  on  the  contrary,  those  who  are  styled  Protestants  are  composed  of 
members  of  many  diflferent  and  independent  creeds  and  denominations^ 
and  consequently  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  any  one  officiating  minis* 
ter  to  represent  them  in  the  matter  of  religious  instruction  in  the  common 
Schools,  so  that  the  aforesaid  provision  of  the  school  law  becomes  altoger 
ther  inoperative  and  inapplicable  in  so  far  as  those  schools  which  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Protestant  committee  of  the  council  of  public  instruo* 
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tion  are  concerned,  and  in  all  cases  where  more  than  one  officiating  minis- 
ter resides  in  such  municipality. 

"  And  whereas,  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  the  only  means  of 
solving  the  difficulty  would  be  to  divest  the  Priest,  Cur6  or  officiating 
Minister  of  any  control  over  the  text-books  to  be  used  in  giving  the  reli- 
gious instruction  required  in  the  common  schools  exclusively  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  Protestant  committee  and  vest  tke  same  in  such  Pro- 
test committee  (a  body  composed  of  representatives  of  the  leading  Pro- 
testant denominations)  with  the  power  of  making  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations with  respect  to  the  use  of  such  text-books  in  any  such  school  as 
they  may  think  fit,  reserving,  however,  to  the  ministers  of  the  several 
Protestant  denominations,  the  right  of  supervision  and  inspection  of  such 
schools  which  they  now  enjoy  under  the  law. 

m 

'*  Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Executive  be  requested  to  take  such  steps  as 
may  be  necessary  in  order  to  ensure  such  a  revision  of  the  school  law  by 
a  Committee  of  the  Legislature  now  charged,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
charged  with  the  same,  as  shall  enact  that  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction  shall  have  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  and 
control  over  the  religious  instruction  and  text-books  to  be  given  and  used 
in  the  schools  under  their  exclusive  control,  with  the  power  of  making 
such  rules  and  regulations  with  respect  to  the  use  of  such  text-books  in 
any  such  school  as  they  may  think  fit,  reserving,  however,  to  the  ministers 
of  the  several  Protestant  denomini^tions,  the  right  of  supervision  and  in- 
sx>ection  of  such  schools  which  they  now  enjoy  under  the  law." 

The  above  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Sub-committee  on  School 
Law. 

The  sub-committee,  in  altering  the  time  of  examination  of  candidates 
under  Resolution  2,  in  regard  to  Academy  diplomas,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing Report : — 

"  The  Committee  would  recommend  the  following  arrangements  with 
reference  to  the  time  of  examinations  and  practice  in  the  Art  of  teaching 
of  candidates  for  the  Academy  diplima  of  the  Normal  School  being  Bache- 
lors of  Arts. 

"  1.  That  the  examination  of  Bachelors  of  Arts  candidates  for  the  Nor- 
mal school  diploma  be  held  in  the  Normal  School  on  and  after  the  15th  of 
May  in  each  year,  and  that  the  results  shall  be  declared  at  the  close  of  the 
Normal  School  session  in  June. 

"  That  the  Principal  of  the  school  be  authorized  to  send  examination 
papers  to  the  University  of  Bishop's  College  and  to  Morrin  College  for  the 
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use  of  students  in  their  graduating  classes,  and  that  such  students  be  en- 
titled to  receive  their  diplomas  on  their  graduating. 

'*  2.  That  the  period  for  study  in  the  Model  School  be  fixed  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Principal,  and  shall  extend  over  at  least  four  weeks.  That 
students  of  Bishop's  College  be  required  to  present  a  certificate  of  attend- 
ance in  its  school,  and  students  of  Morrin  College  a  similar  certificate  of 
attendance  at  a  school  in  Quebec  sanctioned  by  the  College." 

The  foregoing  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

The  Sub-committee  on  the  Examination  of  G-raduates  in  the  Art  of 
Teaching,  recommend  the  following  : — 

"  Syllabus  of  Examination  in  the  Art  of  Teaching  for  candidates  being 
University  Q-raduates  and  presenting  themselves  for  the  Normal  School 
examination. 

"  1.  Acquaintance  with  School  Laws,  with  arrangements  indicated  by 
the  Education  Department,  and  with  the  regulations  made  by  the  Protes- 
tant Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  in  so  far  as  these  refer 
to  the  duties  of  teachers.  (The  only  text-book  on  these  subjects  is  the 
School  Law  and  the  documents  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  Protestant 
Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction.) 

'^  2.  A  knowledge  of  the  aim  and  possible  attainment  of  school  life,  of 
the  annual  progress  to  be  expected,  of  the  best  classification,  the  best  ar- 
rangement of  school  duties  tending  to  this  end,  and  of  the  mode  of  record- 
ing  all  facts  respecting  the  attendance  and  progress  of  pupils  that  may  be 
necessary. 

"  3.  The  subject  of  discipline,  and,  in  relation  to  it,  the  teacher,  the 
parents,  the  pupils,  rewards,  punishments,  and  the  formation  of  the  habit 
of  instinctive  obedience. 

"  4.  The  best  methods  of  imparting  knowledge,  how  to  present  it  to 
the  understanding,  how  to  fix  it  in  the  memory,  how  rightly  to  govern  a 
class  in  receiving  knowledge,  and  how  to  conduct  a  successful  class  recita- 
tion, together  with  the  methods  of  instruction  in  each  important  branch  of 
school  work. 

"  5.  Methods  of  using  books  aright,  and  of  investigating  truth,  by 
weighing  evidence  and  by  using  the  senses  as  instruments  of  research. 

"  6.  The  physical,  mental  and  moral  constitution  of  the  child,  and  the 
demands  that  society  will  hereafter  make  upon  him. 

"  To  prepare  for  such  an  examination,  the  candidate  should  carefully 
weigh  his  own  experience  as  a  learner,  should  closely  examine  the  methods 
in  vogue  in  a  good  school,  and  should  add  to  the  impressions  received  from 
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his  general  reading  the  results  of  studying  such  works  as  Abbott's  Teacher, 
Morrison's  School  Management,  the  Quincy  Methods,  Baldwin's  Art  of 
School  Management,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  at  least  one  of  those  books 
to  be  required." 

The  above  recommendations  were  received  and  adopted. 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  Regulations  for  Academy  diplomas  : — 

«  Add  to  Section  1st,  "  Provided  that  they  have  already  graduated  in  any 
British  or  Canadian  University,  taking  both  Latin  and  G-reek,  or  have  passed 
in  the  Intermediate  Examinations,  taking  both  Latin  and  Greek." 

2.  Add  to  Section  2,  "  After  the  word  *  University,'  the  words — "  who 
hare  passed  in  Latin  and  G-reek  in  the  Degree  Examinations,  or  who  have 
taken  at  least  a  second  class  standing  in  the  Intermediate  Examinations. 
(Latin  and  G-reek  being  included.)" 

The  foregoing  proposed  amendments  were  received  and  left  over  for 
-consideration  till  next  meeting. 

Report  of  Sub -committee  appointed  to  consider  the  distribution  of 
Orants  to  Model  Schools  and  Academies  for  the  past  year  : — 

"  The  Sub-committee,  having  read  the  inspectors'  reports  upon  Model 
Schools  and  Academies,  recommend  grants  to  be  made  according  to  the 
scale  in  the  schedule  annexed. 

"  The  Sub-committee  desire  to  draw  attention  to  the  following  fact, 
which  the  Inspectors'  reports  disclose,  viz : — That  the  schools  suffer  for 
want  of  carrying  out  the  *  course  of  study  '  ordered  by  the  Protestant  Com- 
mittee.

It  w^as' Resolved, — "That,  with  a  special  view  to  enforcing  the  course 
of  Btudy,  the  chairman  and  Dr.  Mathews,  with  the  assistance  of  the  secre- 
taries be  requested  to  draw  up  instructions  for  the  guidance  of  Inspectors 
of  Academies  and  Model  Schools,  to  be  submitted  to  next  meeting  of  the 
committee." 

It  was  Resolved, — "  That  next  year  the  distribution  of  grants  fro  m  the 
Superior  Education  Fund  be  made  in  June." 
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Mr.  Kexford  read  a  report  to  the  effect  that  three  Normal  Institutes 
had  been  held  during  the  month  of  July,  the  first  in  Lennoxville,  the  se- 
con  in  Waterloo,  and  the  third  in  Ormstown,  and  had  been  largely  attend- 
ed by  teachers,  no  doubt,  with  beneficial  results  to  the  cause  of  Education. 
It  was  Resolved  : — 

"  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Committee  be  given  to  Dr.  Robins, 
Mr.  Rexford  and  Dr.  McGregor,  for  the  trouble  they  have  taken  in  this 
matter."

It  was  Resolved, — "  That  the  consideration  of  the  Regulations  for  Pro- 
testant Boards  of  Examiners  be  the  first  Order  of  the  Day  at  next  meeting." 

The  Committee  adjourned,  to  meet  on  Wednesday,  the  twenty-fifth  of 
November  next,  or  earlier,  if  need  be,  on  the  call  of  the  Chairman.

I  1.  From  Mr.  Newton  F.  Truel,  concerning  his  application  for  a  di- 
ploma. 

I  The  Committee  recommended  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
iion  to  recognize  Mr.  Truel  as  a  Model  School  Teacher  till  the  examinations 
^candidates  for  teachers'  diplomas  in  May  next. 

2.  From  Mr.  John  Walton,  Principal  of  the  ELnowlton  Academy  and 
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Mr.  C.  A.  Jackson,  Principal  of  the  Waterloo  Academy,  enquiring  wheth< 
the  Protestant  committee  insist  that  pupils  in  the  Academic  Department 
shall  take  the  full  course  of  study  in  one  of  the  three  grades.  The  secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  reply  that  only  such  pupils  as  take  the  whole  cours 
of  study  in  one  of  the  grades  can  be  recognized  as  Academy  pupils,  but  tk 
Inspectors  will  be  instructed  to  examine  all  pupils  taking  the  higher  bran-j 
ches  of  study,  and  report  thereon  to  this  Committee.

The  Committee  resolved  that  in  view  of 
the  circumstances  as  explained  by  Mr.  O'Connor  and  Mr.  Rexford,  a  grani 
of  a  hundred  dollars  be  made  to  LacoUe  Academy  for  the  past  year. 

4.  Concerning  the  establishment  of  a  Model  School  at  Gasp^  YilL 
the  Committee  was  pleased  to  learn  that  this  school  is  now  in  operatioi 
and  doing  satisfactory  work. 

5.  From  the  Eev.  Thomas  Blaylock,  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of 
Model  School  at  Faspebiac.    This  school  is  now  in  operation,  and  the  coi 
mittee  was  pleased  to  hear  that  it  was  working  satisfactorily.    The  commit 
tee  resolved  that  considering  all  the  circumstances  of  these  Model  School 
at  Q-a6p6  Village  and  Faspebiac,  a  grant  of  fifty  dollars  be  now  made 
each  of  them  for  the  past  half  year,  but  that,  in  future,  grants  be  made 
the  said  Model  Schools  when  the  annual  appropriations  from  the  Superit 
Education  Fund  are  apportioned. 

6.  From  Mr.  D.  McGugan,  applying  for  a  Model  School  at  Metis.    Thj 
committee  agreed  to  accept  said  school  at  Metis  as  a  Model  one,  provide 
the  conditions  required  by  the  law  are  complied  with. 

iT.  From  Mr.  John  McCormick,  applying  for  a  Model  School  at  Nei 
Richmond.    The  Committee  agreed  to  accept  the  proposal  to  establish 
Model  School  at  New  Eichmond,  provided  the  conditions  required  by 
law  are  complied  with. 

8.  From  Mr.  Hubbard,  Secretary  of  Board  of  Examiners,  Sherbrooke, 
commending  that  the  Rev.  Edward  R.  Brainard  be  appointed  a  member 
said  Board  of  Examiners,  Sherbrooke.    The  Committee  resolved  that 
Hon.  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be  respectfully  requested 
recommend  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Q-ovemor  in  Council  to  appoint 
said  Eev.

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The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  snb-committee  on  School 
Law  : — 

The  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Conncil  of  Public  Instruction  25th 
Nov.,  1885. 

"  The  Sub-committee  on  School  Law  beg  to  report  that  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee,  they  met  on  the  18th  and  19th  Nov.^ 
inst.,  and  commenced  the  final  review  of  the  revised  statutes  and  the  sug- 
gestions submitted  to  them  as  amendments. 

"  They  had  the  benefit  of  the  assistance  of  the  Superintendent  and  the 
Protestant  secretary  of  the  Department,  and  had  also  an  interview  with  the 
Codifier,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Wiirtele.

"  The  Sub-Committee  beg  to  report  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  time  for 
p  definite  selection  of  text-books  has  not  yet  arrived.  And  in  any  case 
they  are  unable  at  present  to  make  such  selection. 

This  being  the  case,  they  have  reconsidered  the  syllabus  of  subjects 
ialready  submitted.    And  they  desire  to  print  the  same  with  such  amend- 
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ments  as  they  deem  advisable,  for  private  circulation  among  the  inspectois 
and  others  acquainted  with  the  facilities  at  the  command  of  candidates  for 
diplomas,  in  the  belief  that  with  the  aid  of  their  suggestions  they  will  be 
able  to  submit,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee,  a  workable  scheme 
for  the  examination  of  candidates."

The  Sub-Committee  on  instructions  for  inspectors  of  Model  Schools 
and  Academies  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : — 

"  Instructions  for  inspectors  of  Model  Schools  and  Academies : — 

In  respect  of : 

I. — Examination  Papers. 

1.  These  will  be  drawn  up  by  the  inspectors  as  arranged  betweai  i 
themselves,  and  printed. 

2.  They  shall  be  framed  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  course  of  study 
of  the  several  grades  sanctioned  by  the  Protestant  Committee,  t  hat  is,  14 
subjects  in  Academies  and  12  in  Model  Schools. 

3.  They  shall  consist  of  at  least  six  questions  on  each  subject,  three  of 
which  to  be  answered  by  the  pupils. 

4.  In  each  subject  the  sum  of  the  marks  of  at  least  three  of  the  ques- 
tions shall  amount  to  the  greatest  possible  marks  in  that  subject. 

5.  In  history  and  geography  one  paper  may  suffice  for  the  three; 
jgrades,  provided  it  contains  at  least  six  questions,  on  the  subjects  in  each; 

grade 

6.  In  grade  I,  the  maximum  marks  in  each  subject  shall  be  50,  thirty 
per  cent,  of  aggregate  marks  must  be  taken  to  pass  and  a  minimum  of  15, 
marks  in  each  subject. 

In  grade  II,  the  maximum  in  each  subject  shall  be  75,  33J^  per  cent. 
aggregate  marks  must  be  taken  to  rank  in  this  grade,  and  a  minimam 
25  marks  in  each  subject,  pupils  taking  from  20  per  cent,  to  33  per  ceni 
shall  rank  in  the  first  grade,  those  taking  less  than  20  per  cent,  of  aggregate 
marks  shall  be  rejected. 

In  grade  III,  the  maximum  marks  in  each  subject  shall  be  100,  35 
cent,  of  aggregate  marks  must  be  taken  to  pass.     Pupils  taking   from 
per  cent,  to  34  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  marks  shall  rank  in  the  seooi 
grade,  those  taking  less  than  20  per  cent,  shall  be  rejected. 

N.B. — The  maximum  for  Latin  and  for  G-reek  shall  be  double  tl 
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named  in  each  grade,  but  the  pupils  in  the  second  and  third  grades  may 
substitute  the  special  mathematical  course  for  Latin  and  G-reek.  The  fore- 
going shall  apply  to  both  Model  Schools  and  Academies. 

7.  The  marks  shall  be  5  and  multiples  of  5  as  10,  15,  &c. 

8.  The  inspectors  shall  meet  and  arrange  between  themselves  all  the 
details  of  inspection  and  examination,  as  for  example  the  marks  to  be 
given,  when,  say  in  arithmetic,  the  principle  is  right  and  the  error  is  in 
the  details  of  the  work,  so  that  their  returns  may  be  as  uniform  as  possible. 

II. — Manner  of  Conducting  Examinations. 

1.  The  proceedings  shall  be  opened  with  reading  of  Scripture  and 
:  prayer. 

2.  The  inspector  shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  school  during  the  hours 
of  inspection  and  examination,  the  teacher  giving  him  all  the  assistance  in 
his  power  in  distributing  the  papers  and  collecting  the  answers. 

3.  The  pupils  shall  be  arranged  by  the  teacher  according  to  the  several 
;  grades,  and  placed  as  far  apart  as  possible. 

4.  Pupils  not  taking  the  entire  work  of  any  grade  shall  be  seated  by 
I  themselves  and  be  given  such  of  the  papers  as  they  profess  to  be  able  to 

take  in  their  turn  with  the  others. 

» 

5.  When  each  paper  is  given  out,  the  time  allowed  for  answering  it 
shall  be  announced. 

6.  As  a  rule,  the  time  of  examination  shall  be  restricted  to  the  usual 
school  hours. 

7.  Six  hours  shall  be  given  to  each  Model  School,  and  twelve  hours  to 
an  Academy. 

8.  Inspection  may  be  held  on  Saturday,  with  the  consent  of  the 
inspector,  the  teacher  and  the  scholars. 

9.  The  inspector  shall  request  the  teacher  to  bring  forward  and 
^examine  in  his  presence  a  class  in  some  subject  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  the  inspector  and  the  teacher. 

10.  All  the  papers  of  any  pupil  found  copying,  or  taking  or  giving 
lielp  in  the  examination,  shall  be  cancelled. 

III. — Reports  and  "Returns. 

1.  The  inspectors  shall  report  in  regard  to  each  school : — 

(1)  The  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  for  the  term  in  which  the  Inspec- 

Won  is  held,  and  the  number  present  on  the  day  of  inspection.

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that  the  above  question  was  laid  before  a  special  meeting  of  convocation 
held  at  the  College,  Dec.  10th,  1885,  and  was  agreed  to  unanimously."

The  following  Eeport  was  submitted  by  the  sub-committee  on  School 
Law: 

"  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. — 8rd 
February,  1886. 

The  sub-committee  on  School  law  beg  to  report  that,  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee,  they  have  been  able  to  complete  the 
work  entrusted  to  them,  and  now  submit  for  the  final  consideration  of  the 
Committee  the  annexed  copy  of  that  portion  of  the  proposed  Eevised 
Statutes  which  refer  to  Public  Instruction,  with  their  proposed  amend- 
ments thereto  set  forth  in  this  margin.  The  time  at  their  disposal  was 
unfortunately  too  limited,  taking  into  account  the  extent  of  the  work,  to 
enable  them  to  comply  with  the  instruction  they  received  at  the  last  meet- 
ing, that  they  should  put  those  amendments  in  type  for  consideration  of 
the  Committee.  They  hope,  however,  that  when  the  whole  question  is 
considered,  they  may  be  able  to  satisfy  the  Committee  on  all  points  of 
difficulty. 

In  their  labours,  they  have  had  valuable  assistance  from  Mr.  Eexford, 
one  of  the  secretaries  of  the  Department,  who  explained  the  views  of  the 
Department  on  several  points  of  practical  importance,  and  whose  sugges- 
tions as  to  the  re-arrangement  of  the  several  parts  of  the  law,  seem  valuable 
as  tending  to  simplify  and  make  easy  of  comprehension  the  study  of  the 
law.

"  That  a  perfect  copy  of  the  same  be  prepared  by  a  sub-committee  to 
Consist  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec,  the  Eev.  Dr.  Cook,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Mathews  and  Dr.  Heneker,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent, 
for  transmission  to  the  codification  commission,  together  with  a  report  as 
to  the  nature  of  the  principal  suggestions  for  amendment  so  made. 

"  And  farther,  that  the  same  sub-committee  be,  and  is,  hereby  empow- 
ered to  watch  the  proceedings  in  Parliament  in  relation  to  Education,— to 
request,  if  necessary,  the  Superintendent  to  arrange  for  a  conference  between 
the  sub-committee  as  above  and  the  Soman  Catholic  committee,  and 
generally  to  .take  such  action  as  may  secure  the  passage,  if  possible,  of  the 
amendments  now  proposed." 

On  the  motion  of  Sir  "William  Dawson,  seconded  by  Dr.  Heneker,  it 
was  resolved : — 

"  That  with  reference  to  sees.  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9,  of  Chap.  XVI,  32  Via, 
representation  be  made  to  the  Gk)vernmen:>  on  behalf  of  this  committee, 
that  these  clauses  have  been  omitted  from  the  original  draft  of  the  codified 
Educational  Law,  and  that,  while  the  Committee  does  not  insist  on  their 
retention  in  their  present  form,  it  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
they  refer  to  privileges  granted  to  the  Protestant  minority  at  the  time  of 
Confederation." 

The  Committee  agreed  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  the 
Eev.  Dr.  Mathews  be  requested  to  act  as  a  sub-committee  to  prepare 
business  for  the  meetings  of  the  Committee  and  to  revise  the  minutes  for 
publication. 

On  the  motion  of  Sir  William  Dawson,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Mathews,  it  was  resolved : — 

"  That  Dr.  Heneker,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cornish,  Canon  Norman  and  the 
mover,  be  a  sub-committee  to  consider  and  report  on  the  possibility  of 
holding  the  annual  examinations  of  the  Academies  and  Model  SchoolB 
locally  and  simultaneously,  and  of  separating  them  from  the  inspection ; 
also  to  arrange,  if  possible,  for  combining  these  examinations  with  the 
School  Examinations  of  the  Universities."

School   Statistics. 


For  many  years,  I  have  done  my  utmost  to  render  the  statistics,  published 
by  my  department  more  complete,  more  correct,  and  more  intelligible.  To 
attain  this  object  1  have  been  obliged  to  cause  considerable  changes  to  be 
made  in  the  blank  forms  of  returns  from  which  these  statistics  are  compil- 
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ed.    Useleps  details   have   been    omitted,   and  a  large  amount  of  new 
information  has  been  added. 

The  statistics  of  my  department  are  derived  from  : 

1.  The  half-yearly  reports  of  the  secretary-treasurers  of  the  school 
mnnicipalities  ; 

2.  The  annual  reports  of  the  institutions  of  superior  education  ; 

3.  The  school  inspectors'  tables  of  statistics. 

The  lialf  yearly  reports  of  the  secretary-treasurers,  as  they  are  at 
pre8ent,enable  me  to  check  the  accounts  kept  by  these  officials,and  to  satisfy 
myself  that  the  amounts  received  from  rate-payers  and  those  accruing 
from  the  Government  subsidy  are  used  exclusively  for  the  support  of  the 
schools  under  the  control  of  commissioners  and  trustees. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  institutions  of  superior  education  are  drawn 
up  in  altogether  a  new  form.  The  blanksmade  out  for  each  Class,  accord- 
[ing  to  the  course  ot  study  established  by  the  Roman  Catholic  and  Protes- 
tant Committees  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  enable  me  to  judge 
whether  the  institutions  to  which  they  are  sent  fulfill  all  the  conditions 
required  for  the  different  grades  to  which  they  belong. 

The  statistics  supplied  by  the  school  inspectors  are  more  general  : 
they  comprise  all  our  school  system.  The  table  which  contains  them  is 
made  out  in  three  divisions,  viz  :  schools  under  control  of  commissioners 
or  trustees  ;  independent  schools  receiving  grants,  and  independent  schools 
not  receiving  grants.  These  different  classes  are  subdivided  into 
elementary  8chools,model  schools, academies  and  high  schools,and  clat^sical 
colleges,  and  each  one  of  these  subdivisions  shows  the  number  of  pupils 
which  it  contains  and  the  courhe  of  study  wiiich  is  there  pursued,  the 
number  of  scholars,the  average  attendance  ;  andalso  the  number  of  teachers 
and  profesgors,  and  the  average  of  their  salaries. 

It  is  but  right  for  me  to  give  credit  to  the  assistant  accountant,  the 
statistical  clerk  of  my  department,  Mr  F.  X.  Couillard,  for  so  intelligent- 
ly initiating  the  greater  portion  of  these  improvements  which  I  have  jubt 
described. 

COURSE   OF   STUDY. 

The  want  of  a  course  of  study  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  our 
schools,  has  been  felt  for  a  long  time  past  j  The  inspectors,  the 
school  commissioners  and  trustees,  and  the^^teachers  themselves  have 
often    applied  to  me  for  a  table  which  would  enable  them  to  make  as 
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judicious  a  disposal  as  possible  of  the  time  which  ought  to  be  set  apart  for 
teaching  the  subjects  required  in  the  different  grades  of  schools.In  1878  this 
formed  the  subject  of  much  consideration,  without,  however,  anything 
definite  being  arrived  at. 

In  the  month  of  February  last,  a  course  of  study,  accompanied  by  a 
time-table,  was  submitted  to  me  prepared  by  one  of  our  most  competent 
inspectors.  I  considered  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  of  a  large  number  of  members  of  the  clergy  and  of  professors  and 
teachers  to  this  important  matter  again,|and  I,  consequently,  sent  to  them 
the  following  circular  letter. 

Quebec,  20th  February,  188Y. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  send  you  a  plan  of  a  course  of  study 
for  the  French  Koman  Catholic  Schools,  which  I  beg  to  request  that  you 
will  look  into  carefully,  and  let  me  know  your  views  upon. 

In  the  mean  time  I  refer  you  to  No.  10  vol.  XXII  of  the  year  18T8, 
as  well  as  to  Nos.  3.  4  and  5.  vol.  XXIII  of  the  year  1879,  of  the  Journal  of 
Public  Instruction,  where  you  will  find  many  documents  bearing  upon 
the  subject.  In  this  connection,  will  you  have  the  goodness  to  send  me 
answers  to  the  following  questions  : 

1.  Does  the  annexed  course  of  study  appear  to  you  to  be  complete 
enough  ?     If  not,  point  out  what  you  would  propose  to  add. 

2.  Are  there  subjects  which  you  would  recommend  to  be  eliminated  ? 

3.  What  is  your  opinion  upon  the  distribution  of  the  subjects  for 
each  grade  ? 

4.  What  do  you  think  of  the  time-table  ? 

5.  What  is,  in  your  opinion,  the  value  of  the  notes  on  the  art  of 
teaching  ? 

6.  What  changes  do  you  propose  ?

April  next.

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Later  on,  at  its  session  of  the  l7th  May,  1887,  the  Roman  Catholic  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  adopted  the  following 
resolution  : 

"  That  the  Superintendent  do  have  an  analysis  m?ide  of  the  letters 
of  the  inspectors,  professors  and  others,  relating  to  the  course  of 
study  and  the  time-table  for  the  Roman  Catholic  Schools,  that  such 
analysis  be  printed  and  sent  to  all  the  members  of  the  Committee  before 
the  meeting  in  September  next,  and  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed 
to  examine  such  analysis  and  to  report  upon  it." 

The  following  is  a  condensed  statement  of  the  contents  of  the  letters 
laid  before  the  committee  at  its  session  of  the  13th  September  last,  but 
which,  owing  to  want  of  time,  was  left  over  for  examination  until  the 
session  of  the  following  Spring. 

His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Sherbrooke  says  **  that  this  course  of 
study,  if  adopted  and  followed,  will  facilitate  and  regulate  the  work 
of  the  teachers,  and  will  eflect  a  noticeable  and  rapid  increase  in  the 
progress  of  the  scholars." 

His  Lordship  the  Bi-hop  of  St.  Hyacinthe  instructed  a  priest  to  make 
a  thorough  investigation  of  this  course  of  study.  The  detailed  report, 
made  by  him,  has  been  communicated  to  me  by  His  Lordship,  who  endorses 
his  views. 

The  following  is  a  concise  summary  of  this  important  report  : 

"The  directions  given  in  this  course  of  study  are  very  important  and 
calculated  to  be  of  great  aid  to  teachers. 

*'  A  course  of  study  and  a  time-table  should  never  be  compulsory, 
because  different  circumstances  may  arise  to  render  the  application  of  a 
course  of  study  in  its  entirety  an  impossibility.  A  certain  amount  of  lati- 
tude should  be  permitted  to  teachers  to  enable  them  to  display  their  zeal 
and  activity  in  indicating  necessary  improvements. 

**In  compelling  the  teachers  to  follow  a  course  of  study  the  department 
of  public  instruction  will  take  a  great  step  in  the  direction  of  establish- 
ing a  false  principle,  the  control  of  the  State  over  education. 

"The  study  of  the  catechism  and  of  religious  works  should  form  a  large 
part  of  educalion,  and  requires  daily  lessons.  The  time-table,  annexed  to  the 
course  of  study,  requires  that  a  daily  lesson  on  the  catechism  be  given 
to  all  the  pupils  ;  whereas,  by  the  more  detailed  tinw  table  only  two  lessons 
per  week  for  pupils  in  the  5th  and  6th  grades  are  made  obligatory.  "    (a) 

(a)  This  difference  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  author  of  the  course  of  study  is  not  the  author 
of  the  more  dttaiUd  Um^-tjbU  to  which  reference  is  here  made. 
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"  I  would  omit  instruction  in  Drawing  and  Agriculture,  in  pri- 
mary schools,  especially  in  the  girls'  schools.  The  first  is  perfectly  useless 
in  the  country. 

**\Vith  the  present  body  of  teachers,  instruction  in  Agriculture  would 
only  answer  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  pupil  familiar  with  the  technic  il 
terms.  Would  not  the  same  end  be  attaiiled  by  using  a  manual  as  a  text 
book  in  one  of  the  classes  ? 

""  The  choice  of  subjects  shows  intelligence. 

"  Book  keeping,  by  double  entry,  should  be  taught  only  in  the  girls' 
academic  course.  It  is  a  loss  of  time  to  teach  this  subject  in  the  girls'  model 
schools. 

'*  Written  summaries  of  all  the  lessons  are,  generally,  a  too  difficult 
task  to  be  undertaken  by  children  of  13  and  14  years  of  age.  In  this  case 
it  is  necessary  that  the  teacher  should  only  have  one  class  of  pupils,  that 
he  may  be  able  to  superintend  the  composition. 

**  Lessons  on  deportment  can  be  given  at  the  same  hour  to  all  the 
pupils  together, 

*'  Cooking  should  not  form  part  of  the  course  of  study. 

**  The  time-table  is  well  worked  out,  but  liberty  ought  to  be  allowed 
to  modify  it  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  class. 

**  If  the  pupils  dine  at  home,  it  would  be  better  to  open  school  at  8.30 
and  close  at  11,30. 

**  Some  minutes  for  recreation  in  the  middle  of  the  cla? s  time  should 
bo.  permitted  for  the  children  to  rest  ;  and  this  would  avoid  ffoing  out 
which  causes  much  loss  of  time  and  disturbs  order   in  class. 

"  It  would  be  preferable  to  hear  the  lessons  learned  by  rote  at  the 
beginning  of  the  class,  in  order  to  oblige  the  pupils  to  study  their  lessons 
at  home,\  instead  of  encroaching  upon  the  class  time  to  do  so. 

**  Weekly  and  monthly  recapitulations  would  be  very  useful,  but 
would  be  equally  successful  under  another  method  of  repetition- 

*'  Notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are,  without  doubt,  of  great  value,  and 
should  be  studied  carefully  by  the  teachers,  who  will  benefit  largely  by 
them,  if  they  understand  how  to  apply  them, 

**  To  attain  this  end,  however,  the  course  of  study  will  not  be  suffi- 
cient. 

**  There  are  two  methods  by  which  real  progress  can  be  obtained 
in  the  schools. 
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"  1.  Teachers'  conferences,  similar  to  those  convened  by  Inspector 
Lippens. 

"  The  parish  priests  report  that  the  result  of  these  discussions  has  been 
most  satisfactory,  and  the  effect  has  been  already  felt. 

**  2.  The  organization  of  special  classes  in  the  art  of  teaching  in  the 
principal  convents,  and  the  esl  ablishing  of  small  scholarships  to  cover  half 
of  the  expenses  of  young  persons  of  slender  means  who  would  attend  these 
courses. 

"  It  is  useless  to  establish  methods  if  we  neglect  to  prepare  teachers 
by  special  tuition, 

*'  Every  teacher  should  boprovided  w^ith  a  small  classical  and  pedago- 
gical library,  the  cost  of  which  should  be  defrayed  by  the   municipality, 

**  Every  school  ought  to  have  a  terrestrial  globe,  reading  cards,  an 
arithmeticon  and  a  collection  of  the  weights  and  measures  in  use  in  the 
country. 

**  It  would  be  a  good  plan  to  give  to  credit  marks  a  corresponding 
monetarv  value.  The  children  would  thus  learn  to  count  money.  These 
marks  should  afterwards  be  exchanged  for  books.'' 

His  Grace  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi  finds  the  course  of  study  complete 
enouw'h  and  sees  nothing  which  should  be  left  out.    He  thinks  the  teacher 
i  should  be  allowed  to  alter  the  course  of  study  if  the  interest  of  his  pupils 
requires  him  so  to  do, 

Monsignor  Lorrain,  vicar  apostolic  of  Pontiac,  would  like  the  pupils 
in  the  academical  class  to  go  through  an  abridged  course  of  general  history. 
The  subjects  are  well  chosen,  and  the  time-table  will  save  much  work  for 
ithe  masters,  and  greatly  economize  the  time  of  the  puipils.  A  short 
singing  exercise  every  morning  would  enliven  the  children,  and  give 
them  a  taste  for  this  art. 

After  the  Friday  recapitulations  it  would  be  well  to  have  exercises  in 
declamation.     The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  practical. 

Mr,  Gignac,  parish  priest  of  Stoke,  says  :  "  The  choice  of  subjects,  the 
time-table  and,  above  all,  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  evince  long 
lexperience  and  consummate  ability.  From  a  religious  point  of  view  this 
course  of  study  is  a  model  one.  Some  changes  might  be  made,  according 
to  circumstances,  but  a  good  teacher  ought  to  follow  it  as  closely  as 
possible.  This  course  of  study  will  give  a  now  impulse  to  the  progress  of 
our  public  instruction." 
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Mr.  Lesage,  parish  priest  of  Chambly,  thoroughly  approves  of  this 
course  of  study  which  shows  that  its  compiler  has  studied  the  question 
profoundly,  and  it  is  destined  to  be  a  great  help  to  the  teachers. 

The  time-table  will,  above  all,  be  of  great  assistance  to  those  who 
have  not  yet  had  experience  in  teaching. 

The  irregular  attendance  of  the  pupils  and  the  excessive  fondness 
which  certain  teachers  have  for  cultivating  the  memory  instead  of  the 
intellect,  are  two  obstacles  to  the  success  of  our  schools. 

Mr  Bouvier,  parish  priest  of  St  Joseph,  Sorel,  considers  the  course  of 
study  well  devised,  and  thinks  that  it  will  be  very  useful.  It  would,  never- 
theless, be  impossible  to  make  it  a  positive  law.  A  certain  amount  of 
discretion  should  be  allowed  to  the  teachers ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  the 
rights  of  parents  should  be  respected.  It  would  be  a  difficult  matter  to 
make  all  the  subjects  in  the  course  of  study  obligatory. 

Inspector  Begin  approves  of  the  course  of  study  in  every  respect. 
The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  completely  meet  his  views,  and  contain 
the  substance  of  the  recommendations  which  he  is  continually  making  in 
the  schools,  and  upon  which  stress  must  always  be  laid. 

It  might  be  inconvenient  to  allow  ten  minutes  recess  in  the  middle 
of  the  class,  in  schools  with  only  one  teacher. 

Inspector  Belaud  finds  the  course  of  study  to  be  complete  and  prac- 
tical. It  only  requires  to  be  put  in  practice  in  the  schools.  Teachers  will 
find  it  advantageous. 

Inspector  Belcourt  is  persuaded  that  the  course  of  study  in  question 
Tvill  obviate  many  inconveniences,  and  be  a  sure  guide  and  a  warranty 
of  success  in  teaching. 

In  poor  municipalities  it  would  be  difficult  to  require  its  exact  ful- 
fillment. 

The  Rule  of  Three  should  be  taught  in  the  second  grade  of  the 
elemetary  course.  The  division  of  time  is  perfect.  It  gives  to  each  subject 
a  proper  allowance  of  time.  The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  of  great 
value;  they  point  out  the  correct  method  of  imparting  instruction  and 
will  prove  a  powerful  ally  to  the  teachers.  The  books  at  present  in  use 
are  not  all  suitable  to  enable  the  requirements  of  this  course  of  study  to 
be  completely  fulfilled. 

Inspector  Bouchard  speaks  in  eulogistic  terms  of  the  course  of  studf 
which,  he  says,  contains  the  recommendations  he  makes  himself  in  the 
schools  ;  and  he  would  like  to  have  a  copy  of  it  placed  in  each  school. 
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Inspector  Brault  pronounces  it  to  be  a  work  well  done.  He  perceives 
that  its  author  possesses  an  extensive  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge 
of  the  art  of  teaching. 

In  the  preparatory  course  there  should  be  an  examination  in  spell- 
ing,  and  in  the  elementary  course,  an  examination  m  parsing. 

In  the  2nd  grade  of  the  elementary  course,  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  first  four  compound  rules. 

The  subjects  are  well  chosen  for  each  grade. 

The  time-table  gives  20  minutes  recess  instead  of  10  minutes.  This 
ghould  be  amended. 

More  time  should  be  given  to  lessons  in  the  French  language. 

A  little  of  the  time  given  to  Sacred  History,  which  occupies  as  much  time 
as  the  History  of  Canada  and  Greography  together,  might  be  transferred  to 
these  latter  branches. 

Book-keeping  is  not  mentioned  in  the  time-table, 
;        The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  good. 

i 

The  use  of  the  black-board  should  be  more  insisted  upon  ;  as  it  alone 
is  equal  to  an  assistant. 

Instead  of  recommending  a  conversational  style  for  every  subject  of 
|the  reading  lesson  it  would  be  better  to  say  the  style  appropriate  to 
each  lesson. 

Two  plans  of  subjects  for  study,  one  triennial  the  other  quadrennial,are 
to  be  found  in  No  12  of  the  '*  Journal  of  Public  Instruction  "  of  the  1st, 
^cember  1881. 

Inspector  Delage  approves  of  the  course  of  study  and  asks  that  a  copy 
be  given  to  every  school  oificial. 

I        Inspector  Fontaine  approves  of  every  portion  of  the  course  of   study. 

j 

He  would  like  to  have  a  copy  of  it  posted  up  in  each  school  and  that 
file,  teachers  should  be  obliged  to  know  it  in  all  its  details. 

j  Inspector  Gay  would  add  to  the  preparatory  course  a  thorough  study  of 
iinmeration :  on  the  other  hand  he  would  omit  the  practical  sums  from  it.  He 
poald  add  to  the  model  course  Algebra,  as  far  as  simple  equations  of  the  first 
|Ugree,  with  several  unknown  quantities,  and  Geometry  to  the  end  of 
jfldperficies  ;  to  the  academical  course  he  would  add  quadratic  equations 
Irith  one  unknown  quantity,  and  the  study  of  solids. 

Tlie  time-table  might  be  suggested  as  a  mode  1  to  be  followed. 
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The  master  cannot  give  many  oral  lessons,  as  required  by  the  course 
of  study. 

Prayers  should  be  said  simultaneously,  but  there  is  no  advantage  to 
be  gained  by  making  other  recitations  simultaneous. 

It  would  be  a  good  idea  to  have  posted  up  in  each  school  a  list  indi- 
cating the  subjects  which  should  be  taught,  and  defining  the  reciprocal 
duties  of  pupils  and  masters.  This  is  a  matter  the  importance  of  which 
is  not  one  whit  less  than  that  of  a  course  of  study. 

Inspector  G-rondin  finds  that  the  course  of  study  is  complete,  and 
has  been  prepared  with  great  care. 

lie  would  add  book-keeping  by  single  entry  for  primary  schools  of 
the  second  course. 

At  the  beginning  of  his  career,  there  was  no  organization  for  the 
art  of  teaching,  but  he  feels  the   need  of  a  course  of  study  and  time-table. 

He  repeats  the  course   which  he  used  iii  his  day. 

He  approves  of  all  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching.  The  carrying  out  of 
the  course  of  study  will  probably  show  the  necessity  of  some  modifica- 
tions. 

Inspector  Lefebvre  is  convinced  of  the  great  usefulness  of  this  course 
of  study.  He  earnestly  hopes  that  it  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  proper 
authorities,  and  be  placed  in  each  school.  He  declares  that  he  is  altoge 
ther  in  favor  of  its  contents.  This  course  of  study  will,  without  doubt,  be 
of  the  greatest  benefit,  even  should  it  be  altered  when  necessary  to  suit 
new  requirements. 

Inspector  Lippens  suggests  that  simultaneous  instruction  in  deport- ; 
ment  be  given    to  all   the  pupils  under  the   charge   ofthesams    master. 
Also  that  the  **  credit  marks  "  awarded  shouldjrepresent  a  fictitious  value 
in  dollars  and  cents. 

He  wishes  to  add  to  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching-  a  paragraph  ta 
the  eflect  that  *'  the  course  of  study  may  leave  a  great  portion  to  the  persaiu 
initiative  of  the  teacher,  who,  so  far  Irom  being  be  forced  to  follow  it  to  the 
letter,  may  even  modify  it  to  meet^  the  requirements  of  difierenl 
times  and  places.  In  short  that  it  is  the  same  with  the  course  of  study  a 
with  a  text  book  ;  they  are  both  only  aids  to  the  teacher  who  is  tht 
master.  " 

Inspector  Lucier  thinks  that  the  course  of  study  is  complete  enougW 
that  the  subjects  are  distributed  with  method  and  discrimination,  that  it 
will  well  supply  the  wants  of  our  schools,  and  should  be  put  in  each  claat 
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as  a  model,  latitude  being  given  to  the  master  or  mistress  to  n:oiifjr  it 
according  to  circumstances  ;  finally  that  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching 
have  been  compiled  from  the  b?st  sources  and  that  they  give  a  satisfac- 
tory finish  to  the  course  of  study. 

• 

Inspector  McMahon  finds  the  course  of  study  excellent  and  destined 
to  produce  the  best  results  if  it  is  properly  put  into  operation.  The  time- 
table will  ensure  the  pupils  being  kept  fully  occupied,  a  most  important 
matter. 

He  comments  favorably  upon  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching. 

The  term  "  grade"  appears  to  him  to  be  too  vague,  the  word  ''year  ' 
should  be  employed  instead. 

Inspector  Miller  is  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  having  posted  up  in 
each  school  a  detailed  course  of  study,  and  a  time-table. 

He  considers  that  by  the  adoption  of  a  course  of  study,  a  great  stride 
in  the  path  of  progress  will  be  taken.  He  lays  stress  on  the  benefits  which 
will  flow  therefrom  as  regards  the  teachers  in  the  schools,  the  inspec- 
tors, and  even  for  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  which  would  by 
this  means  be  enabled  to  gather  more  uniform  and  more  precise  statistics. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  compile  a  time-table  which  would  be 
applicable  to  every  locality.  The  one  in  que^tion  may  be  used  as  a  model 
and  it  is  for  the  master  to  modify  it  in  such  a  manner  afe  to  make  it  suit- 
able to  his  school. 

A  separate  and  more  detailed  table,  specifying  the  time  devoted  to 
the  study  of  each  particular  subject,  would  be  prelerable. 

It  was  an  excellent  idea  of  the  compiler  to  supplement  the  course  of 
study  by  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching. 

It  would  be  better  to  adopt  a  separate  cou'*se  of  study  for  elementary, 
and  another  for  the  superior  schools  ;  also  to  divide  the  first  into  four 
.  years  of  study. 

To  attain  this  object  it  would  be  sufficient  if  two  divisions  were  made 
of  the  subjects  of  the  preparatory  course,  leaving  the  next  two  intact. 

(Tlie  following  notes  are  made  vpon  a  cojn/  of  the  cmirse  of  stvdy.  tvhich  Mr 
iJiller  has  forwarded  to  the  Department,  and  tvhich  is  fifed  away  among  tlie 
Departmental  papers. — //  *s  in  substance  as  follows  : 

*'  Instruction  in  good  manners  should  be  given  to  the  whole  school  at 
the  fame  time  under  one  teacher,  teaching  Dictation  and  Grammar  with 
the  hiirherclass,  is  too  advanced  for  beginners. 
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"  To  the  two  grades  of  the  primary  course  must  be  added  parsing,  and 
pupils  in  the  first  grade  should  be  able  to  study  Grammar  as  far  as  regular 
verbs  inclusively,  also  pupils  in  the  second  elementary  grade  should 
be  taught  the  compound  rules,  and  given  a  mjinual  on  Agriculture. 

"  Finally,  the  pupils  sufficiently  advanced  should  be  given  notebooks 
for  their  daily  exercises. . 

*'  If  English  is  taught,  what  the  pupils  are  to  learn  should  be  speci- 
fied." 

Inspector  Nantt^l  finds  that  the  course  of  study  is  quite  complete 
enough.  It  supplies  the  want,  felt  in  our  country  elementary  schools,  of  a 
prescribed  course  and  rule  to  follow. 

Nevertheless  this  course  of  study  will  not  be  able  to  effect  all  the  good 
which  might  be  expected  from  it,  if  more  professional  knowledge  were 
diffused  among  the  teachers.  The  full  extent  of  good  results  will  be  attained 
by  teachers'  conferences,  by  the  erection  of  girls'  normal  schools,  by  strict 
examinations  in  the  art  of  teaching  for  candidates  tor  diplomas. 

Instruction  in  Grammar,  History,  Geography ,'Drawing,  would  be  pre- 
mature for  the  first  vear. 

•J 

It  would  be  good  to  give  ten  minutes  recess  in  the  middle  of  each  class 
time,  and  to  have  recapitulations  and  periodical  competitions  for  prizes 

More  time  should  be  given  to  Drawing,  Agriculture,  Object  Lessons, 
History  and  Geography. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  very  practical  and  very  important ; 
they  will  be  a  powerful  aid  to  the  teachers.  • 

The  preparatory  course  should  be  divided  into  two  years,  which 
would  ensure  more  accuracy.  Mr  Nantel  details  the  subject  which  should 
be  taught  in  each  section  of  the  preparatory  course. 

He  also  points  out  the  changes  which  should  be  made,  if  the  two 
languages  are  placed  upon  the  same  footing. 

It  would  be  well  to  name  what  Reader  should  be  used  by  t>>e  scholars 
in  each  grade,  as  has  been  done  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Eimouski  in 
his  plan  of  study. 

It  would  be  better  to  have  a  text-book  on  elementary  Agriculture  in  the 
elementary  course,  second  grade. 

A  course  of  study  is  a  necessity  ;  it  is  destined  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
^ood  in  the  schools,  above  all  if  eoargetic  means  are  adopted  to  ensure  its 
being  followed. 


Inspector  O'Brien  is  convinced  that  the  course  of  study  is  almost 
perfect  as  it  stands,  and  in  all  its  details. 

He  would  be  delighted  to  see  it  adopted  in  all  the  schools  in  his 
district,  and  expresses  a  wish  to  ba  supplied  with  50  copies,  as  soou  as  it 
shall  hare  received  official  sanction. 

It  would  be  desirable  to  begin  learning  English  in  the  elementary 
course  first  grade. 

Inspector  Paquet  sees  nothing  to  add  to  the  course  of  study.  He 
approves  of  the  idea  of  leaving  the  division  of  time  to  the  discretion  of 
the  teacher.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  course  of  study  should  receive 
the  approval  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  and  its  use  be  made 
obligatory  in  all  the  schools  in  his  district. 

Inspector  Savard  is  of  opinion  that  the  written  analysis  ol  the  cate- 
chism should  be  omitted.  The  children  ought  to  be  able  to  well  understand 
what  they  recite,  but  the  instructor  should  be  forbidden  to  give  dogma- 
tic explanations. 

The  time  table  is  almost  similar  to  that  in  use  in  this  district  since 
18t4,  which  produces  the  most  satisfactory  results. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  of  a  nature  to  render  important 
aid  to  the  teachers. 

Ex-Inspector  Simard  approves  of  the  course  of  studies.  He  would  pre- 
fer that  all  the  French  lessons  be  set  down  for  the  mornings,  and  the 
arithmetical  lessons  for  the  afternoon. 

It  would  be  a  good  thing  to  add  to  this  course  of  study  a  regulation 
for  interior  management  of  a  nature  to  prevent  difficulties  arising  between 
the  parents  or  the  school  commissioners  and  the  teachers. 

Inspector  Stenson  approves  of  the  course  of  study,  but  says  that  it 
would  be  necessary,  in  order  to  make  it  well  understood  and  have  it  acted 
upon,  to  organize  a  course  of  professional  training  ;  scrupulously  accurate 
adhesion  to  this  course  of  study  should  not  to  be  exacted,  modifications,  if 
necessary  should  be  permitted. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  excellent.  They  embrace  the  subs- 
tance of  the  recommendations  which  the  inspector  is  obliged  to  make 
afresh  at  each  of  his  visits.  They  will  assist  him  in  this  portion  of  his  duty. 

Inspector  Tetreault  desires  that  the  course  of  study  be  adopted. 

Inspector  Tremblay  (Gaspe)  expressess  himself  as  follows :  Nothing 
which  has  as  yet  emanated  from  your  Department  has  been  so  completely 
in  accordance  with  my  own  ideas  upon  this  subject 
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Inspector  Tremblay  (Charlevoix)  would  be  glad  to  see  the  course  of 
study  adopted,  which  should  be  posted  up  in  all  the  schools.  He  considers 
that  different  circumstances,  such  as  absence  of  application,  want  of  pro- 
fessional knowledge,  the  poverty  of  the  parents,  would  necessitate  changes 
from  time  to  time,  but  these  should  be  made  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
inspector. 

For  those  pupils  who  are  preparing  for  their  first  Communion 
two  hours  in  catechism  per  week  will  not  suffice. 

The  ten  minutes  recess  might  be  omitted  for  the  older  pupils. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  will  be  of  great  service,  above  all 
for  the  lady  teachers  who  have  studied  the  art.  But  they  ought,  if 
at  all  possible,  to  contain  more  details. 

It  is  a  matter  of  absolute  necessity  that  there  be  a  methodical  distri- 
butionof  the  school  hours. 

Inspector  Vien  remarks  that  in  the  generality  of  cases  it  is  impossible 
to  teach  fractions  and  drawing  maps  in  the  elementary  course,  first  grade; 
that  there  are  subjects  not  taken  cognizance  of  in  the  time-table  ;  finally 
that  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  accord  with  the  ideas  of  those  authors 
whose  works  he  has  taken  for  his  own  direction. 

Mr,  O'Donoghue,  principal  of  the  Belmont  school,  at  Montreal, 
finds  the  course  of  study  well  drawn  up  and  the  subjects  well  distributed, 
but  he  would  devote  more  time  to  the  principal  subjects. 

He  approves  of  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  :  he  says  that  it  is  * 
wrong  idea  to  employ  the  older  pupils  to  teach  the  beginners.  This  is  an 
unpopular  and  inefficacious  method. 

Mr.  F.  X.  Demers  finds  that  the  subjects  are  well  distributed,  but  that 
the  academical  course  requires  three  full  years  of  work  from  the  pupils. 

The  time-table  is  merely  an  epitome  of  what  it  should  be.  It  requires 
to  be  completed  for  the  purpose  of  providing  instruction  in  all  the  subjects 
of  the  academical  course.  What  it  requires  is  a  detailed  /ime-table  FOR  EACH 
CLASS,  regulating  the  work,  day  by  day,  hour  by  hour. 

The  study  of  numeration  is  necessary,  even  for  beginners,  provided 
that  this  part  of  instruction,  which  is  so  abstract,  be  limited. 

Those  analyses  will  be  useless  iq  almost  all  the  schools,  and  it  would 
be  better  to  omit  them, 
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There  should  be  an  hour  for  drawing  lessons  in  the  week.  As  much 
time  is  given  to  Sacred  as  to  Canadian  History  and  Geography  together  ; 
more  time  should  be  given  to  these  last  branches. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  very  good. 

Principal  H.  O.  Dore  suggests  the  uniting  in  one  lesson  of  the  time 
devoted  each  day  to  Arithmetic.  One  lesson  of  25  minutes  daily  does  not 
seem  to  him  to  be  enough  for  Writing.  Neither  is  enough  time  given  to 
Drawing.  The  time  devoted  to  Book- Keeping  is  not  defined,  and  nothing 
is  said  as  to  when  it  is  to  be  taken  up. 

A.  D.  Lacroix,  principal  of  Montcalm  school,  at  Montreal,  gives  his 
opinion  that  the  province  of  Quebec  more  particularly  feels  the  need  of  a 
course  of  study  and  a  time-table,  for  in  this  province  many  people  under- 
take to  teach  who  have  had  no  professional  training.  These  are  two  helps 
without  which  an  inexperienced  master  will  find  himself  involved  in  a 
thousand  predicaments,  and  they  will  prevent  a  capable  teacher  from 
neglecting  certain  subjects  to  give  more  than  their  proper  allowance  of 
time  to  others.  He  looks  upon  the  necessity  of  a  course  of  study  and  an 
hourly  arrangement  of  the  school  time  as  being  a  fundamental  principle. 

The  model  and  academical  courses  should  each  of  them  cover 
two  years. 

Mr  L.  A.  Primeau,  of  Montreal,  believes  it  would  hi  well  mention 
the  Addition  and  Substraction  tables,  so  as  to  avoid  misunderstanding. 

Instruction  in  Singing  would  be  desirable. 

Much  judgment  is  displayed  in  the  distribution  of  the  subjects.  The 
classification  of  the  pupils  is  a  very  important  point,  and  the  teacher  will 
make  no  mistake  if  he  follows  the  course  of  studv. 

The  time  to  be  devoted  to  each  subject  is  only  given  en  bloc  ;  it 
defines  none  of  the  details,  unless  it  b.^  the  work  of  the  monitors. 

Mr  Fremont,  who  has  made  a  table  in  which  all  the  w^orkings  of  a 
school  are  explained,gives  nearly  all  that  is  to  be  desired.  A  system  of  good 
marks  is  a  powerful  method  of  exciting  emulation  amougt  the  pupils. 

Thus  this  course  of  studv  has  been  carefully  examined  and 
fully  appreciated  by  their  Lord^^hips  the  Bishops  of  Sherbrooke,  of 
St.  Hyacinthe,  of  Chicoutimi,  and  His  Lordship  the  Vicar  Apostolic  of 
Pontiac  ;  ol  the  lieverend  Messrs.  Grignac,  parish  priest  of  Stoke,  Lesage, 
parish  priest  of  Chambly,  Bouvier,  parish  priest  of  St.  Joseph  de  Sorel  ; 
of  the  following  School  Inspectors  :  Begin,  Beland,  Belcourt,  Bouchard,

1.  It  is  indispensable  to  have  a  course  of  study,    and  a  time-table  in 

ttich  school,  and  this  necessity  is  especially  felt  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 

i  ^  • 

2.  The  course  of  study  submitted  is  a  compilation  which  shows,  on  the 
iart  of  its  author,  a  perfect  knowledge  of  thesubject.The  notes  on  the  art  of 
eachin<r  will  be  most  beneficial  to  the  teachers.  With  the  exception  of  some 
hanges  in  details,  it  would  bd  desirable  that  this  course  of  study  should 
leet  with  the  approval  of  the  proper  authorities. 

I  trust  that  this  course  of  study,  after  undergoing  certain  modifica- 
ions  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  in  the  letters  of  which  I  have 
Ist  given  a  summary,  will  be  adopted  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Roman 
ktholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 
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Teachers'  Sa.laries. 

As  in  their  former  reports,  so  also  in  those  of  this  year  the  school 
inspectors  deplore  the  insufficieney  of  the  Salaries  paid  to  the  teachers. 

This  is  what  Mr.  Begin,  amongst  other  inspectors,  says  upon  this 
subject  : 

"The  school  Commissioners  often  find  difficulty  in  providing  them- 
selves with  female  teachers  who  are  duly  qualified,  because  they  are  quite 
scarce  in  this  portion  of  the  province,  and  above  all  because  they  can  only 
offer  teachers  a  salary  which  is  altogether  insufficient.  How  can  it  be 
expected  of  a  lady  who  has  studied  at  all  seriously,  and  who  possesses  the 
required  knowledge  to  teach  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  to  condemn  herself 
to  a  solitary  life,  to  the  fatigues  and  vexations  arising  from  instructing  a 
class  tor  10  months,  for  the  petty  amout  of  $60  to  $80  ? 

Devotion  to  the  cause  of  popular  education  is  without  any  doubt 
admirable  and  praiseworthy;  bat,  in  our  poor  country  schools,  female 
teachers  who  would  receive  salaries  of  even  one  hundred  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  would  have  ample  opportunity  to  display  their  devotion 
and  self  sacrifice, 

I  do  not  think  that  I  am  wrong  in  saying  that  at  present  one  half  of 
the  schools  are  without  female  teachers,  for  the  very  reason  which  I  have 
just  stated.  This  precarious  and  changeable  condition  of  the  teaching 
community  is  and  will  always  be  a  groat  obstacle  to  the  progress  of  our 
schools." 

Inspector  Fremont  has  had  occasion  to  remark  on  the  same  condition 
of  things  in  his  inspection  district,  which  causes  him  to  make  the  follow- 
ing reflections  : 

"  If  it  be  true  that  the  condition  of  quite  a  number  of  pupils  is  not 
proportioned  to  success,  it  is  equally  true  that  a  certain  portion  of  the 
female  teachers  are  possessed  of  scant  information,  of  less  zeal,  and  of 
no  tact  or  management  whatever. 

The  school  mistresses  to  whom  these  remarks  apply,  when  they  offer 
to  engage  for  $50  or  $60,find  it  easy  to  obtain  a  situation  ;  but  because  the 
commissioners  pay  them  a  little  too  much  they  compel  the  mistresses  to 
wash  the  floors  of  the  class  rooms.  Well !  although  I  consider  it  an  unbe- 
coming action  on  the  part  of  the  commissioners,  to  impose  such  a  duty 
upon  the  teachers  of  their  children,  and  although  I  protest  against  such  a 
practice,  I  yet  must  admit  that,  according  to  their  way  of  thinking,  they  are 
acting  with  a  fair  show  of  reason,   for  they  pay   higher  wages  to   the 
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sewant  whom  they  employ  to  do  their  washing  and  to  rear  their  cattle. 
For  thera,  as  for  others,  the  importance  of  a  person  is  on  a  par  with  the 
wages  he  can  be  induced  to  accept. 

It  is  a  grievous  matter  that  such  pitiful  bargidniug  should  be 
cloaked  xmder  the  names  of  oflitdal  authority  and  of  the  lavy." 

On  his  part  Inspector  Savard  says  : 

**  I  have  to  ^t:^te  with  regret  that  the  teachers  do  not  receive  remune- 
ration proportionate  to  the  importiuce  of  the  services  they  render  to  the 
country.  The  salaries  of  the  well  trained  mistresses  from  the  Laval 
Normal  School  do  not  reach  the  finrure  of  $200.00,  and  oven  the  sole  male 
teacher  in  my  circuit,  who  is  an  old  pupilof  the  same  s^'hool,  only  receives 
a  salary  of  $180  yearly  with  lodgings  and  fuel  in  addition.  It  is  a  matter 
to  be  much  desired  that  the  Commi^^sioners  'and  the  parents  would 
recognise  that  they  are  pursuing  a  fal'^e  course,  in  thus  placing  a  less 
value  upon  mental  labor  and  acquirements  than  they  do  upon  manual 
labor." 

Finally  every  person  consulted  recognizes  and  points  out  the  evil  effects 
arising  to  education,  and  regards  with  fear  the  disastrous  consequences 
which  must  inevitably  result  from  this  state  of  affairs;  but  the  difficulty 
is  to  find  and  to  apply  an  efficacious  practical  remedy  which  is  capable 
of  checking  the  evil. 

Boards  of  Examikkrs 

The  Roman  Catholic  Committee  having  recognized  the  necessity  of 
making  certain  amendments  in  the  rules  of  the  offices  of  Boards  of  Examiners 
of  candidates  for  positions  as  teachers,  p**ssed  in  this  connection,  at  their 
meeting  of  25th  September  last,  the  following  resolution  : 

"The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Superintendent  address  circulars 
to  all  the  Boards  of  Roman  Catholic  Examiners  in  the  Province,  asking 
them  to  state  what  changes  in  the  rules  which  govern  them  they  may 
have  to  suggest." 

In  conformity  with  this.  I  have  addressed  a  circular  to  all  the  Boards 
of  Roman  Catholic  Examiners  in  the  Province,  the  answers  from  which 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  at  its  next  Spring 
session. 

Chvnges  in  my  Departmkxt. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  my  department  has  lost  the  services  of  a 
model  employe,  Mr.  Leopold  Devisrae,  who  has  retired,  having  well  gained 
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a  rest  by  his  long,  painstaking,  iutelligeut,  and  assiduous  labors    during 
BO  many  years, 

M.  Devisme  has  been  replaced  by  J.  Napoleon  Miller,  formerly  school 
Inspector  for  the  counties  of  TAssomption  and  Montcalm,  who,  from  his 
experience  in  the  art  of  teaching,  and  his  assiduity  in  work,  renders  the 
greatest  service  to  my  department.

This  precarious  and  nnstable  nature  of  the  teacher*B  position  is  and  |j 
will  always  be  a  great  obstacle  to  progress  in  our  schools. 

My  inspection  bulletins  which  I  sent  to  the  department  about  the  end 
of  April  show  that  I  inspected  all  the  schools  in  my  district,  notwithstan- 
ding the  great  severity  of  the  winter. 

After  examining  the  pupils  in  all  the  branches  taught,  I  never  iail,  at 
each  inspection  to  give  the  young  and  inexperienced  teachers  a  great 
many  practical  lessons  on  the  working  of  a  school,  its  division  into  classes 
and  groups,  on  the  method  of  teaching  the  subjects  in  an  interesting 
and  practical  manner. 

These  counsels,  which  I  give  in  private  seem,  to  me  to  be  useful  in 
lightening  the  task  of  these  young  persons,  who  are  often  very  willing 
but  who  are  novices  in  the  art  of  teaching  and  do  not  yet  know  how  to 
turn  their  zeal  and  labour  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  pupils. 

In  many  municipalities,  the  parish  priest  and  some  of  the  commis- 
sioners accompany  me  when  I  inspect  the  schools.  I  always  leave  my  note§ 
at  the  oflSice  of  the  commissioners  when  all  my  inspections  in  a  municipality 
are  finished. 

The  school  houses  which  have  been  built  within  a^few  years  are  better 
than  older  ones,  both  as  regards  the  health  and  the  comfort  of  the  teacher 
and  pupils. 

The  secretary-treasurers  faithfully  perform  their  duty  towards  the 
teachers  and  it  very  seldom  happens  that  the  latter  have  to  complain  of 
being  irregularly  paid. 

I  hare  sought  to  show  you  all  the  shadows  in  the  picture,  but  it  is 
only  right  that  I  should  state  that  the  great  majority  of  the  schools  in 
my  district  are  well  kept  and  that  the  teachers  are  zealous  and  capable.

The  8  convents  or  academies  all  still  doing  satisfactory  work  and  give 
an  excellent  education  to  241  pupils. 

The  grand  total  of  the  pupils  in  all  these  institutions  is  4911,  of  whom 
2,390  are  boys  and  2521  girls  ;  increase  155 ;  the  real  increase  should  be 
about  *75.  When  I  collected  the  statistics  of  the  Ste  Croix  convent,  it  had, 
for  the  **  First  Communion  "  only,  about  80  little  gir's.  The  teachers 
in  the  several  districts  of  that  parish  gave  me  the  number  of  these  pupils 
entered  in  their  journals.

I  have  the  houour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  education  in 
my  district  for  the  scholastic  year  1886'8Y. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  one  institutions  were  in  operation  in  my 
district  this  year,  namely ;  1  classical  college,  3  academies, 22  model  schools 
and  195  elementary  schols. 

Eight  elementary  schools  were  not  opened  last  year,  some  through 
want  of  means  and  others  because  there  was  not  the  number  of  children 
required  by  law. 

Two  new  institutions  are  being  built  at  St-Guillaume  and  Nicolet  and 
the  classes  will  be  opened  next  Autumn  by  the  Christian  Brothers. 

That  at  Nicolet  was  founded  by  His  Lordship  Bishop  Gravel  who  has 
kindly  undertaken  the  building  of  this  extensive  establishment. 

The  number  of  pupils  who  attended  the  221  institutions  was  9,204. 
with  an  average  attendance  of  6,880  or  *74  per  cent. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  teachers  of  both  sexes  taught  the  pri- 
mary and  model  schools  under  control,  to  the  number  of  206.  Their  ave- 
rage salary  was  $96,  including  all  allowances. 

The  progress  made  by  these  schools  is  as  follows  :  IT  made  marked 
progress,  122  good,  20  middling  and  the  others  little  or  none  at  all. 

The  obstacles  to  the  proper  working  of  the  last  mentioned  schools 
are  the  indifference  and  incompetence  of  the  teachers,  and  the  irregu- 
lar attendance  of  the  children,  the  inevitable  result  of  the  teacher's  want 
of  zeal  and  of  her  bad  management  of  the  school. 

Out  of  the  9,204  pupils  who  attended  the  schools  in  my  district,  *7,142 
read  fluently  ;  6,911  write  ;  6,331  learn  Arithmetic  ;  3,285  learn  Grammar ; 
2,489,  Sacred  Hist6ry  ;  1,226  the  History  of  Canada;  2,076  Geography  ; 
2,418  Drawing ;  1,223  Object  Lessons  ;  637  Book-keeping  ;  997  Agri- 
culture. 

In  the  189  schools  which  gave  satisfaction,  the  pupils  in  the  first 
class  write  diS-ation  without  making  mistakes,  apply  readily  the 
elementary  rules  of  Grammar  and  know  Arithmetic  fairly  up  to  Proportion 
inclusively.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state   of  public 
instruction  in  my  district. 

The  severity  of  the  v^inter  and  the  bad  roads  prevented  me  from 
inspecting  all  my  schools  during  that  season  of  the  year,  but  I  was  able 
to  complete  my  inspection  during  the  course  of  last  May. 

I  made  236  inspections  during  the  year.  There  are  two  convents 
which  I  did  not  examine  ;  that  of  Riviere  Quelle  and  that  of  St-Louis  de 
Kamouraska  and  also  five  elementary  schools,  because  they  were  closed 
when  I  passed  through  these  municipalities.  Six  elementary  schools  were 
closed  through  lack  of  teachers. 

My  statistical  table  for  the  year  ending  Sflth  June  last,  gives  the 
following  summary. 

40  municipalities  :  26  in  the  county  of  Temiscouata  and  14  in  that 
of  Kamouraska.  226  districts  :  21*7  under  control  of  commissioners  or 
trustees  and  9  independent. 

209  elementary  schools  under  control  of  Roman  Catholic  commissioners 
and  1  under  Protestant  trustees.  These  elementary  schools  were  attended 
by  6,458  pupils,  3,142  boys  and  3,316  girls  ;  the  average  attendance 
was  5,089. 

14  model  schools  under  control  ;  6  for  boys,  2  for  girls  and  6  mixed  ; 
total  pupils  879  and  average  attendance  717.     - 

1  boys'  academy  at  Fraserville,  taught  by  the  Christian  Brothers 
having  280  pupils, with  an  average  attendance  of  220.  These  figures  show 
the  importance  of  this  institution  and  I  need  not  comment  upon  it. 

2  independent  model  schools  for  girls.  These  schools  receive  a  grant 
and  are  attended  by  106  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  90. 

5  independent  academies  for  girls.  These  schools  receive  a  grant  and 
are  attended  by  320  pupils  with  an  average  attendance  of  293.

This  table  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  studying  the 
various  branches  and  I  also  noticed  a  marked  improvement  in  the  method 
of  teaching. 

There  were  several  works  on  Object  Lessons  amongst  the  books  which 
you  sent  me  to  give  as  prizes  to  the  pupils,  but  instead  of  giving  them  to 
the  children,  I  distributed,  them  as  judiciously  as  jiossible  amongst 
the  teachers,  as  I  considered  that  they  would  be  more  useful  to  them, 
than  to  the  pupils. 

The  elementary  schools  of  my  district  are  classified  as  follows  as 
regards  quality  :  1^  are  very  good,  105  are  good,  61  are  middling,  22  are 
inferior  and  6  are  bad. 

The  teachers  of  the  elementary  schools  are  worthy  of  the  position 
which  they  occupy ;  they  rival  each  other  m  zeal  and  devotedness  in  the 
advancement  of  their  pupils  and  I  think  that  they  all  succeed  satisfac* 
torily.

This  table  shows  that  not  more  than  60  lay  teachers  haYe  taught  for 
oYertwo  years  in  the  same  school  and  the  number  of  those  who  have 
taught  in  the  same  school  for  five  years  or  over  is  only  1*7  per  cent. 

These  changes  hinder  the  progress  of  the  pupils.  It  would  consequent- 
ly be  advisable  to  preYent  the  frequent  changes  and  every  one  kno\^s 
how  it  can  be  done.

The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools  under  control  wm 
less  than  last  year  by  242. 

Emigration  to  the  United-States  is  beyond  doubt  the  cause  of  this,  for 
there  was  no  contagious  disease  in  the  district. 

I  observed  that,  in  the  parish  of  St  Cesaire,  which  is  one  of  the  poorest^ 
over  fifty  families  left  for  the  States. 

There  are  393  teachers. 

8  have  Normal  school  diplomas. 

188  have  certificates  from  boards  of  examiners. 

182  who  have  no  certificates  are  in  religious  orders  ;  20  female 
teachers  are  uncertificated  ;  9  of  these  are  employed  as  assistants  in  model 
schools  [convents] ;  of  11  male  teachers  not  in  religious  orders,  one  did 
not  give  me  satisfaction.  His  health  which  is  too  delicate  did  not  permit, 
of  his   doing  as  much  as  his  ability  led  us  to  expect. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  I  should  have  to  state  that  several  mode| 
schools  have  fallen  to  the  level  of  elementary  schools,  owing  to  the  want  of 
pupils. 

Five  male  teachers  and  several  female  teachers  who  hold  model  school 
certificates  teach  elemementary  schools. 

The  teachers  who  have  been  teaching  for  many  years  in  the  same  dig- 
trict  are,  as  a  rule,  those  who  succeed  the  best.  I  have  often  observed 
that  when  a  teacher  does  well  in  a  school  there  is  not  much  discussion 
about  salary  and  means  are  taken  to  keep  him. 

The  schools  which  are  not  kept  so  well  are  those  which  are  under 
young  girls  who  have  no  certificates!  I  never  failed  to  notify  the  parish 
priest  and  commissioners  of  these  municipalities. 

The  model  schools  taught  by  male  teachers  are  better  than  thoe^ 
tailght  bv  females.

The  entreprise  shown  for  some  years  by  the  scl 
the  town  of  St  Hyaciuthe  deserves  to  be  mentioned. 

The  Girouard  Academy,  which  was  burnt  dom 
the  following  year.  Although  all  the  materials 
were  used  still  the  cost  of  rebuilding  amounte< 
year  afterwards  the  Brothers  of  S/e  Croix  replai 
in  1S83  they  had  been  so  successful  that  the  ui 
had  doubled,  there  being  368  who  attended  school  r 
rooms  were  too  small.  Although  the  school  board  had  i 
sacrifices  to  rebuildits  school  houses  destroyed  by  fi 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  moment  ;  steps  we: 
wing  was  built  which  was  larger  than  the  original 

The  cost  was  $8,600.00  ; 

For  a  heating  apparatus  $1000 ; 

For  purchase  of  a  lot  $400 ; 

For  furniture,  scats  and  desks  for  the  pi 

There  are  eight  class  rooms  30  by  30,  and 
seats  in  each  room  have  back  rests  and  are  well  prof 
the  pupils.  Each  form  with  its  desk  accommodates 
atands  are  so  placed  iu  the  desks  that  the  pupils 
and  the  teachers  look  after  them.  The  black-boards 
are  placed  on  the  walls  around  the  rooms. 
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AH  the  pupils  face  the  teacher  whose  seat  and  desk  are  on  a  plat 
fonn. 

The  series  of  maps  is  most  complete  and  there  are  teveral  g'obes  for 
the  more  advanced  classes. 

The  amount  expended  for  the  building  and  apparatus  amounts  to 
114.770,00. 

This  institution  was  attended  this  year  by  466  pupils. 

The  Board  had  expended  a  considerable  amount  in  1880  for  building 
the  Prince  Academy, or  girls'  model  school, which  is  60  feet  by  40,  being  an 
oblong  brick  building,  three  stories  high.  In  addition  to  the  apartments  of 
the  nuns  there  are  seven  large  class  rooms  30  by  30. 

Thecost  of  this  building  was |  4,318,00 

The  heating  apparatus 980,00 

The  lot  of  ground 300,00 

The  furniture,  desks  & 1,000.00 

The  Board  acted  with  such  prudence  and  wisdom  when  it  was  decided 
to  rebuild  the  Grirouard  Academy,  that  it  met  with  no  opposition  on  the 
part  of  the  rate  payers  and  it  had  good  reason  for  its  action  in  the  neces- 
sity of  increasing  the  school  accommodation  and  in  the  happy  change 
effected  in  the  academy  under  the  direction  of  the  Brothers. 

This  is  an  evident  proof  that  when  teachers  g;ve  entire  satisfaction  in 
a  school,  the  commissioners  and  rate  payers  are  nearly  always  zealous  and 
generous.  ^ 

•  The  commissioners  of  the  municipality  of  Saint  Jean*Baptiste  de  Kou- 
ville  have,  also  shown  themselves  zealous  and  energetic.  Last  Summer 
five  good,  handsome  houses,  roofed  in  painted  sheet  iron,  replaced  the  old 
houses  which  had  been  built  for  many  years.  These  new  ones  cost  from 
$900  to  $1,000  each.  There  are  still  some  houses  which  should  be  replaced, 
but  there  are  not  many. 

I  regret  to  state  that  in  general  there  is  a  tendency  to  multiply  the  dis- 
tricts.! thought  it  my  duty  to  tell  the  commissioners  of  certain  municipalities 
not  to  cut  up  their  districts  to  make  new  ones,  for  good  teachers  are 
scarce. 

I  only  found  one  teacher  who  gets  $80,00.  She  teaches  in  a  quite  new 
and  poor  district.  She  gives  full  satisfaction  and  teaches  as  a  matter  of  duty, 
or  without  her  there  [would  be  no  school  in  the  place.  One  of  the  rate  payers 
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who  is  not  qaite  as  poor  ae  most  of  ihe  others  gave  a  lot  an 
the  bailding  of  the  school  house  ;  all  the  assistance  he  got 
labour. 

As  a  rule  the  commistiioiieTE  are  f«irly  willing.  Tl 
unable  to  accompany  me,  gave  me  their  reasons  for  not  do 

The  secretary-treasurers  gave  me  satisfaction  with  one 
he  has  been  replaced. 

The  teachers  in  two  municipalities  are  not  paid  rt 
chiefly  due  to  the  indiiference  of  the  rate  payers.  I  will  shoi 
if  there  be  no  change. 

I  was  not  able  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  my  dirisioi 
remained  four  schools  in  the  municipality  of  iSt  DenJ! 
convent  of  St  Hilaire.  1  hojie  you  will  not  think  I  deserve  I 
consider  that  I  twice  iuBpccted  during  the  school  year  ove 
papils  attending  nearly  two  hundred  schools. 

As  I  have  informed  you  of  the  state  of  each  school  I 
which  I  sent  you,  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  give  anj 
in  this  report.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  pnblic  ini 
district  for  the  school  year  1886-87. 

The  accompanying  statistical  table  shows  that  the  pre 
my  district  has  not  been  very  great  daring  the  past 
there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  learnin 
Drawing  and  Writing,  while  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  t 
pupils  attending  school  and  especially  in  the  average  atten 

This  decrease  is  dua  to  the  burning  of  the  two  girh 
Cyprien  under  the  sisters  of  Ste-Anne,  which  tre  not  yet  i 
to  the  lack  of  teachers,  which  has  caused  several  schools  to 
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ly  and  others  to  be  in  operation  only  for  a  part  of  the  year;  such  as 
schools  Nos  2,  3,  4,  8,  9  of  St-Athanase,  No  6  of  St-Sebastien,  No  5  of 
Lacadie,  No  8  of  Sherrington,  No  7  of  Lacolle  and  the  dissentient  schooli 
of  Ste  Brigide  in  the  county  of  Iberville,  of  St- Luc,  St-Oyprien  and  Sher- 
rington. 

The  diminished  attendance  at  school  is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the 
following  reasons  : 

1  Contagious  and  quasi-epidemic  diseases  which  prevailed  in  the  Au- 
tumn and  Winter  in  several  places  in  my  district.  Several  children  had 
fever,  while  diphtheria  found  many  victims  especially  among  the  younger 

ones  ; 

2  The  bad  weather  and  rigorous  winter  which  kept  away  those  who 
lived  far  from  school ; 

8  The  Catechism  classes  preparatory  to  the  first  Communion  and  Con- 
firmation which  began  with  the  fine  weather  and  continued  until  the 
schools  closed.  Owing  to  these  exercises  the  most  advanced  pupils  in 
the  elementary  classes  were  kept  away  from  school. 

Under  all  these  circumstances  it  may  be  said  that  the  year  1886-87 
was  not  favorable  to  progress  in  my  district. 

Finally  the  reasons  which  I  gave  in  my  report  for  last  year  as  hin- 
dering  the  progress  of  education  are  nearly  all  the  same  for  this  year  also. 
I  must  however  say  that  the  efforts  which  I  made  to  obtain  improvement, 
have,  in  some  peaces,  met  with  fair  success,  althoug^h  in  many  others  they 
were  quite  fruitless. 

The  chief  points  aff^ecting  the  progress  of  education  to  which  I  devote 
my  attention  are  : 

1  To  obtain  a  more  regular  classification  of  the  pupils,  decrease  the 
number  of  divisions  and  thereby  economize  the  master's  valuable  time  ; 

2  To  get  the  children,  instead  of  writing  on  slates  as  they  do  nearly 
everywhere,  to  write  on  paper  and  as  much  as  possible  in  copy-books  with 
printed  headings,  so  that  the  teacher  will  not  have  to  spend  his  time 
in  writing  models,  but  may  teach  the  pupils  to  imitate  the  printed  ones  and 
above  all  correct  the  faults  in  the  writing  ; 

8  To  endeavour  to  introduce  in  the  schools  the  use  of  only  one  copy- 
book lor  all  the  pupils  who  can  write  out  their  exercises  ;  to  induce  the 
teachers  to  correct  these  exercises  daily  and  give  marks  corresponding  to 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  work  done  ;  to  establish  the  teaching  of 
Drawing  in  all  the  classes  ; 
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4  To  secure  the  adoption  of  a  more  economical  method  for  the  parents 
to  obtain  the  school  necessaries  which  the  children  require  ;  this  would 
gradually  lead  to  uniformity  of  system  and  books  at  least  for  a  whole  loca- 
lity. 

I  have  not  succeeded  in  getting  all  these  improvements  adopted.  In 
fact  I  did  not  expect  to  do  so,  but  as  I  intended  to  submit  my  proposal  to 
the  school  boards  for  their  acceptance  and  as  in  all  these  school  matters 
oae  has  to  ask  a  great  deal  in  order  to  obtain  a  little,  especially  in  the 
country,  I  decided  to  submit  them  as  I  had  at  first  proposed,  and  to 
postpone  a  part  to  a  second  and  even  a  third  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  I  made  a  special  visit  to  the 
school  boards  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the  counties  of  Iberville  and 
St- John  and  some  of  Napierville,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  my  propo- 
sal and  of  coming  to  an  understanding  with  them  as  to  the  best  means  to 
be  adopted  for  carrying  it  out  and  also  to  secure  their  influence.  I  must 
say  to  their  credit  that  I  found  them  everywhere  very  willing,  with  the 
exception  of  the  St-Luc  board,  which  did  not  think  properio  acquiesce. 

However  I  met  with  a  great  deal  of  oppositoin  in  many  places,  not  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  or  commissioners,  but  of  some  parents  who,  pro- 
bably because  they  did  not  know  better,  refused  to  provide  their  children 
with  what  they  required. 

Notwithstanding  these  annoyances,  there  were  teachers  in  every 
locality,  even  in  St-Luc,  who,  by  their  zeal  and  energy  succeeded  in  over- 
coming all  difficulties  and  in  carrying  out  to  the  slightest  de  tails  the  in 
structions  we  had  given  them . 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  results  are  very  encouraging. 

In  order  to  gradually  obtain  uniformity  of  books,  at  least  in  each  lo- 
cality, and  to  provide  for  the  replacing  of  very  old  class  books  which,  al 
though  approved  by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  do  not  appear  on 
the  list  of  approved  books,  I  proposed  to  the  Commissioners  to  have  books 
kept  by  the  secretary-treasurer  or  by  the  teacher  of  the  most  central  school 
to  supply  the  pupils  of  all  the  schools  in  the  municipality,  selling  them 
at  cost  price. 

As  to  the  change  of  books  to  which  I  have  just  alluded,  we  agreed  to 
effect  it  gradually,  to  allow  the  pupils  who  have  them  to  use  them  and  to 
;  give  new  ones  only  to  those  who  would  be  promoted  to  a  higher  class  or 
:  require  new  books.  I  hope  that  by  this  means  we  will  be  able  in  a  year 
r.  or  two,  without  additional  expense  to  the  parents,  to  obtain  the  desired 
r  uniformity. 
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Two  or  three  localities  which  adopted  this  system  at  the  very  commen- 
cement of  the  year  seem  to  be  satisfied  with  it.  I  also  observe  with  pleasure 
that  in  this  year  which  is  just  beginning,  two  other  localities,  St  Michel 
Archange  and  Lacadie  are  doing,  the  same  thing. 

Inspection  of  the  schools. 

After  having  communicated  my  plan  of  improvement  to  the  school 
boards  in  my  district,  I  commenced  the  inspection  which  I  continued  as 
regularly  as  possible.  However,!  was  very  frequently  obliged  to  interrupt 
it,  both  on  account  of  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  and  of  the  bad  roads. 
During  the  winter  especially  it  frequently  happened  that  I  would  start  on 
a  Monday  and  return  on  Saturday  having  inspected  only  two  or 
three  schools  On  one  occasion,  at  the  end  of  the  winter,  I  went  on  a 
Monday  to  Hemmingford  a  distance  of  over  forty  miles  from  my  residence 
where  I  was  detained  the  whole  week  by  snow  without  being  able  to  inspect 
a  single  school. 

I  think  I  have  already  explained  the  system  I  have  adopted  for  my 
inspections  and  submitted  the  special  bulletin  which  I  have  prepared,  in 
order  to  obtain  sufficient  information  to  enable  me  more  completely 
to  control  the  classification  of  the  pupils  and  the  changes  of  classes  which 
are  sometimes  made  in  a  most  arbitrary  manner,  especially  when  there  is 
a  change  of  teachers,  and  to  note  with  greater  precision  the  itttendance  of 
the  pupils  and  the  degree  of  advancement  of  each  class  in  the  branches 
studied,  to  follow  more  closely  the  progress,  not  only  of  the  school  in  gene- 
ral, but  also  of  each  pupil  in  particular. 

Examination  of  the  secretary-treasurers'  books 

I  have  only  just  succeeded  in  completing  the  last  part  of  my  duty 
after  the  closing  of  the  schools,  viz,  the  examination  of  the  Secretary-Treasu- 
rers' account  books.  I  thought  it  advisable  to  postpone  this  work  to  this 
late  date  in  order  to  see  whether  the  treasurers  send  in  their  accounts  pro- 
perly and  at  the  right  time.  I  can  say  that  the  majority  of  them  perform 
their  duties  with   the  greatest  exactitude,  although  in  several  places  the 

amount  of  arrears  is  still  too  high. 

There  is  however  one  locality  to  be  excepted,  that  of  Sherrington 
where  the  secretary  who  resigned  left  his  books  in  such  a  state  that  they 
can  hardly  be  made  up  at  all  and  his  successor  will  require  time,  labour 
and  patience  to  put  the  accounts  of  the  school  board  in  order. 

In  concluding   thisj  report  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  question  for 
your  consideratien  : 
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In  a  municipality  there  are  sometimes  a  certain  number  of  schools 
which  are  very  well  kept,  while  others,  through  the  carelessness  of  the 
ratepayers,  are  very  much  neglected  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  grant  to  the 
municipality  is  withheld.  Why  should  not  power  be  given  to  the 
Superintendent  to  authorize  the  commissioners  of  the  locality  to  levy  by 
special  assessment  the  amount  of  the  grant  so  withheld  on  the  defaulting 
district  only  ?  Such  a  measure  would  perhaps  have  the  effect  of  changing 
the  opinion,  too  generally  prevalent  amongst  many  people  who  consider 
the  few  dollars  of  the  government  grant  a  very  small  affair  and  that,after 
all,  when  it  is  spread  over  the  whole  place,it  only  costs  each  person  a  few 
cents.  The  new  regulation  would  have  the  effect  of  preventing  the 
innocent  from  being  punished   with  the  guilty.

Sir, 


I  have   the   honour   to   submit  my  report  for  the  school    year 
1886-8t. 

My  statistics  show  that  in  my  district  during  the  past  year, 
6,038  children  attended  the  schools  under  control  and  91  girls 
attended  two  independent  academies  which  I  visited,  making  a  grand 
total  of  6,  129  pupils  whom  I  examined  in  the  various  institutions. 

The  average  attendance  was  3,741,5  being  a  slight  increase  over 
last  year. 

In  addition  to  the  schools  which  I  inspected,  there  are  in  my 
district  eleven  independent  institutions  viz  :  the  classical  college  at 
Joliette  ;  the  boys'  academies  at  Berthier  and  St-Barthelemi  ;  the  girls' 
academies  at  Joliette,  Berthier,  St-Cuthbert,  St-Barthelemi,  St-Gabriel  de 
Brandon,  St-Felix  de  Valois,  St-Ambroise  de  Kildare  and  St-Thomas. 

If  to  this  number  wo  add  three  boys'  model  schools  and  two  girls' 
academies,  comprised  in  my  statistics,  we  have  sixteen  institutions  of 
superior  education  in  my  division. 

Although  this  is  a  large  number  in  proportion  to    the   municipa- 
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lities  I  do  not  find  it  sufficient,    and  the  absence  of  model  schools  in  some 
municipalities  is  regrettable  from  many  points  of  view.  ' 

I  did  my  best  to  induce  the  commissioners  and  ratepayers  to  establish 
model  schools,  especially  in  the  municipalities  of  St- Ambroise,Ste-Melanie, 
St-Jean  deMatha,  in  the  county  of  Joliette,and  St-Cuthbert,  St-Norbert  and 
He  Dupas  in  the  county  of  Berthier.  All  these  should  have  model  schools 
which  they  could  support  without  any  inconvenience  to  the  ratepayers. 
These  superior  schools  would  be  especially  useful  to  the  boys  whose 
education  is  more  neglected  or,  rather,  who  have  fewer  opportunities 
than  girls  to  learn  the  higher  elementary  branches. 

In  fact,  if  we  make  a  comparison,  we  find  ten  girls'  academies  in  my 
district  while  there  are  only  five  boys'  academies  or  model  schools. 

This  difference  in  the  number  of  institutions  of  superior  education 
causes  great  injury  to  a  class  of  pupils  whose  requirements,  as  regards 
knowledge,  are  still  greater  than  those  of  the  more  favored  classes.  I  am 
sure  that  the  municipalities  above  named  will  soon  appreciate  what  1 
say  about  boys'  or  mixed  model  schools  and  that  they  will  adopt  means 
to  establish  them. 

My  inspection  bulletins  have  shown  you  the  best  schools  in  my 
district  by  the  general  marks  given  to  each  of  them.  Some  5  or  6  were 
classed  as  excellent,  a  great  many  as  good,  and  a  certain  number,  which  is 
however  too  great,  as  ifidiffereni, 

I  must  however  admit  that  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  teachers  do 
their  duty  and  endeavour  to  make  their  pupils  progress  ;  but  the  latter 
are  generally  so  young  that  they  cannot  be  made  to  improve  as  one  would 
desire. 

In  some  municipalities  the  commissioners  have  neglected  to  visit  the 
schools  and  make  the  examinations  required  by  law  I  pointed  out 
these  municipalities  to  you  and  notified  the  commissioners  that  they 
would  have  to  do  their  duty  in  that  respect.  These  visits  and  examinations 
by  the  commissioners  are  useful,  if  not  necessary. 

I  am  sure  that  you  will  remind  them  of  their  duty  and 
that  all  will  at  once  meet  your  views  and  obey  your  orders. 

The  books  of  account  of  the  secretary-treasurers  are  generally  well 
kept  and  the  taxes  and  contributions  are  collected  fairly  well.  However 
in  some  municipalities  there  are  too  many  arrears  and  the  neglect  to 
collect  the  assessments  does  injury,  especially  to  the  teachers.  I  called  the 
attention  of  the  commissioners  to  this  wherever  I  found  it  necessary. 

Although   the  teachers  did  not  complain  of  being  badly  paid  with 
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the  exception  of  one  municipality,  I  noticed  that,  in  some  places,  the 
commissioners  had  undertaken  to  pay  the  salaries  by  the  quarter,  the 
last  to  be  due  only  in  the  month  of  September  following.  This  should 
not  be  tolerated  and,  on  the  80th  June,  every  teacher  should  receive  the 
balance  of  salary  for  the  year. 

Your  department  should  also  require  the  teachers'   engagements  to 
be  made  in  writing  and  in  triplicate.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  can  report  very  great  improvement  in  the 
High  School  under  the  able  management  of  Mr.  T.  Ainslie  Young,  M.  A. 
assisted  by  an  excellent  staff  of  masters  ;  the  school  is  doing  good  work, 
and  steadily  increasing  in  public  favor  ;  there  is  every  reason  to  hope 
that  this  old  institution  will  speedily  regain  the  position  which  it  once  held 
of  being  the  best  boy's  school  in  Quebec. 

The  girls'  High  school*  the  attendance  has  been  large  and  the  school 
is  in  excellent  condition. 

The  Artillery  Street  School,  Mr.  McQuarrie  has  had  over  100  pupils 
the-junior  departement  under  Miss  Campbell  being  over  crowded.  The 
work  of  the  year  has  been  thoroughly  satisfactory. 

Two  of  our  Teachers  retired  on  their  Well  earned  pensions  on  the 
SOth  June  viz,  M.  Q-ilbert  Fergusson  and  Mr.  John  Purdie,  the  former  after 
twenty  years  of  service.For  several  years  he  has  conducted  the  school  on 
Esplanade  Hill  and  by  strict  attention  to  his  duties  won  the  confidence  of 
his  Pupils.  Mr.  Purdie  after  thirty  years  work  as  a  teacher,  the  greate 
[  part  of  which  he  has  spent  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
master  ofSt.  Marguerite  street  school,  St.  Koch's. 


Daring  the  past  seven  years  Hn.  Furdie  has  assisted  her  h 
the  management  of  the  school,  taking  charge  of  the  junior 
which  she  has  received  no  remuneration  from  the  commissionei 

It  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  some  reward  may  be  granted 
it  was  unreasonable  to  expect  Mr.  Purdie,  single  handed,  t 
charge  of  over  one  hundred  boys  varying  in  age  from  6  to  16. 

The  girl's  school  in  S-  Koch  is  under  the  carefHil  managem< 
Duifett.  The  school  in  Champlain  Street  has  been  carefully  m 
Miss  Jamieson.  The  numbers  are  small  bnt  the  progress  nu 
satisfactory.

however  be  experienced  in  putting  the  system  into  operatiot 
quence  of  the  lack  of  suitable  buildings, 

The  National  School,  Esplanade  Hill,  if  th^  whole  bnildit 
lized  would  make  a  good  graded  school.  A  new  building  is  r* 
somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  St-Eeal  street  for  St.Rochant 

Of  the  independent  schools  in  Quebec  I  have  to  report  th 
all  doing  very  faithful  work  and  are  well  managed.  The  avei 
dance  at  the  Private  schools  is  much  better  than  at  those  nnde 
missioners.  The  Misses  Martin's  establishment  for  young  ladi 
be  too  highly  spoken  of  as  a  first  class  school.  The  new  Mc 
School  has  already  won  for  itself  a  high  position  as  an  exct 
school.  The  death  of  Professor  Miller  [one  of  the  best  classict 
on  this  continent]  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  school  and  in  factt 
generally,  but  with  Dr  Weir  and  its  present  staff  of  maste 
every  reason  to  expect  that  the   Institution  will  flourish,  but  a< 
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lime  considering  our  sparse  Protestant  population,  it  would  in  ray  humble 
opinion  be  wise  policy  for  the  school  to  unite  with  the  High  School 
under  the  old  Board  of  Directors. 

I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  all  the  principals  in  the  private  schools 
for  their  kind  and  prompt  attention  to  my  circular  asking  for  information 
as  the  condition  of  thieir  several  establishments. 

Of  the  country  schools  in  the  county  of  Quebec,  St.Duustan  under  Miss 
Montgomery  still  heads  the  list.  The  Beauport  and  St.  Roch's  North 
schools  are  well  managed  but  the  numbers  are  very  small.  Miss  Morton, 
however,  of  St,  Soch's  North  expects  an  increase  in  September. 

Stoneham  and  Tewkesbury  schools  are  doing  fairly  well,  the  attendance 
being  good  considering  the  terrible  state  of  the  roads  during  the  past 
winter. 

The  St.  Sauveur  dissentient  school  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition 
under  the  careful  management  ot  Miss  Campbell. 

Mr.  Lloyd  of  Bergerville  and  Mr  Mimee  of  of  St.  Foy  have  both  been 
assiduous  in  their  duties.  The  latter  school  should  be  removed  nearer  town 
in  order  to  accommodate  a  larger  number  of  children, 

At  Valcartier  East  and  "West  there  are  only  five  schools  in  operation, 
the  Mill  Hill  school  having  been  closed,  in  the  early  Spring  on  the  with- 
drawal of  the  teacher,  while  No.  1.  known  as  Todd's  school  has  been 
closed  throughout  the  year.  Very  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  this 
district  in  securing  teachers  and  as  long  as  the  present  rate  of  salaries  at 
1120  to  $130  per  annum  continues,  thfe  difficulty  is  likely  to  remain.  With 
ahigher  standard  of  examination  for  teachers  there  must  be  also  an  in- 
creased rate  of  remuneration. 

In  the  county  of  Levis,  Miss  Fyles  has  been  very  successful  in  the 
Levis  school ;  it  is  decidedly  one  of  the  best  in  my  list.  I  regret  much  to 
itate  that  in  consequence  of  illness  brought  on  by  over-work,  Miss  Fyles 
has  been  obliged  to  tender  her  resignation. 

Miss  Mountain  continues  in  charge  oftheHadlow  shool,  her  numbers 
have  been  diminished  in  consequence  of  the  opening  of  a  private  school 
under  Mr  Craig  who  formerly  held  the  commissioners'  school  and  is  a 
teacher  of  much  ability. 

The  St-Romuald  school  is  doing  good  work  ;  I  regret  to  say  that  Miss 
Smith  retires  from  its  management. 

At  St  Jean  Chrysostome  another  start  has  been  made  in  the  reopening 
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of  the  school  under  Miss  Stobo.  She  has  however,after  a  month's  teaching,     | 
relinquished  the  charge  and  accepted  a  position  in  one  of  the  commission- 
ers' schools  in  Quebec. 

In  the  county  of  Portneuf.  The  Portneuf  No.  3  school  is  in  an  excellent 
condition.  Miss  Holt  having  brought  it  up  to  a  really  wonderful  state  of 
efficiency,  from  a  school  of  from  12  to  16  scholars  it  has  grown  to  40.  I 
noticed  marked  improvement  in  every  branch  of  study.  I  found  here  the 
first  instance  of  the  introduction  of  Calisthenics  into  a  country  school  in 
my  district  of  inspection  and  introduced  too  with  most  satisfactory  results 

No.  1  has  again  been  opened  under  Mr.  Newton  and  there  is  every 
prespect  of  success  ;  the  building  is,however,  poor  and  badly  arranged  for 
school  purposes.    No.  2  is  still  closed. 

In  St  Raymond  the  three  schools  are  doing  good  service.  The  teachers 
Misses  G-ray,  Proctor  and  McCorkell  are  painstaking  in  their  duties,  the 
buildings  are  in  good  order  and  everything  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  notice  everywhere  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  list  of  text  books  in  use  ;  it  is  now  rare  to  find  an  unauthorized  book  in 
any  of  the  schools  under  control. 

In  conclusion  I  would  venture  to  suggest  that  either  a  larger  number 
of  prize  books  or  rewards  may  be  afforded,  as  the  present  very  limited 
number  of  books  causes  discontent  in  some  cases.To  avoid  manifest  unfairness 
to  the  pupils  I  have  been  obliged  to  supply  some  extra  prizes.

Sir, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  general  statistical  table  for  the  year   1886-87. 

It  shows  an  aggregate  of  158  institutions  in  operation,  which  is  ail 
increase  of  5  o;o  on  last  year ;  the  same  increase  hastaven  place  every  year 
since  1  received  my  appointment. 

'the  159  institutions  comprise  ;  1  academy  and  2  model  schools   inde* 
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peadent ;  10  model  and  145  elementary  schools  under  control.  Next  year,  we 
may  perhaps  find  2  new  model  schools,  one  in  Aylmer,  and  another  at 
Papineauville. 

There  are  60  schools  where  English  only,  30  where  French  only  and 
30  where  the  two  languages  are  conjointly  taught ;  in  the  48  remaining, 
the  pupils  receive  general  tuition  in  their  own  tongue  and  learn  merely 
reading  in  the  other.  As  the  last  two  kinds  are  mainly  composed  of  French 
pupils,  we  may  say  that  in  the  district  there  are  abput  100  French  and 
58  English  schools.  The  teaching  of  the  two  languages  is  becoming  more 
common,  as  its  necessity  is  felt  on  both  sides. 

The  contact  of  the  different  races  settled  in  the  country  may  some- 
times be  the  cause  of  variance  in  the  administration  of  the  schools. 

But  it  has  also  the  gc  d  effect  of  inciting  emulation,  as  I  shall  have 
occasion  to  remark  hereafter. 

In  the  city  of  Hull,  we  count  six  schools,  in  the  vHlages,  20,  In  the 
country,  132;  the  last  ones  have  very  extensive  districts,  generally  stretch- 
ing to  2}  miles,  sometimes  8  miles  around  ;  there  are  even  in  this  moun- 
ta  nous  part  of  the  Province  some  settlers  who  live  at  such  a  distance 
from  the  school  that  it  is  altogether  impossible  for  them  to  send  their 
children  to  it.  Moreover,  if  you  consider  that  the  scarcity  of  the  population 
is  the  cause  of  the  roads  being  left  in  bad  condition,  you  may  form 
an  idea  of  how  difficult  it  is  for  the  children  of  this  district  to  attend 
school  ;  and  you  will  please  not  to  expect  so  much  progress  in  our  schools 
as  you  might  from  schools  situated  in  more  favored  localities.  However. 
I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  we  are  progressing  as,  I  hope,  will 
appear    by   the  following  inspection   of  some  of   the    features   of  our 

schools. 

Accounts,  In  the  45  municipalities  reported  in  my  general  table,  85 
secretary-treasurers  are  supplied  with  the  official  account  books ;  10  are 
not.  The  municipalities,  whose  books  the  latter  keep,  are  either  poor  or 
newly  established,  or  partly  only  within  my  inspectorate.  They  will  com- 
ply with  the  law  sooner  or  later  ;  tbeir  amounts  do  not  show  any  irregu- 
larity, but  they  are  too  incomplete.  As  to  the  former,  I  must  observe  that 
the  secretary  should  not  think  he  has  done  all  his  duty  when  he  is  using  the 
official  books  ;  he  should  also  observe  the  rules  of  book  keeping  and  make, 
at  the  close  of  each  year,  a  general  balance  of  all  the  accounts.  Where 
there  were  8  or  4  that  are  very  neglectful  in  that  respect,  I  informed  you 
of  it  in  my  bulletins  ;  I  hope  your  interference  will  cause  a  change  for  the 
better*  There  are  also  5  or  6  municipalities    that  leave,  every  year   a  large 
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amount  of  uncollected  taxes  ;  in  2  or  3  the  amount  would  be  sufficient  to 
delray  all  the  expenses  of  the  municipality  for  1  year  or  2.  Such  arrears 
will  not  be  lost,  a  list  of  them  is  faithfully  kept,  their  being  due  cannot 
be  disputed,.  But  after  all  the  municipality  is  losing  the  interest  Such  a 
neglect  should  not  be  tolerated. 

The  payment  of  salaries  is  made  with  much  more  regularity  than 
before.  In  the  course  of  my  visits,  I  found  that  an  amount  of  $76Q  was 
due  yet  on  the  salaries  of  1885-86  ;  this  is  2J  o/o  of  the  aggregate  ;  it 
is  very  likely  that  all  is  paid  up  today. 

The  average  of  salaries  increased,  last  year,  from  $154  to  $161.  The 
lowest  average  is  found  in  the  eastern  part  if  the  district  among  the 
French' people.  It  to  be  observed  that  the  French  who  settle  farther 
North  or  West  are  better  disposed  to  give  fair  salaries  to  their  teachers  and 
do  not  show  themselves  to  be  inferior  to  any  other  race  in  that  respect. 
77/^  Discipline  is  not  as  well  kept  in  the  country  schools  as  it  ought  to  be. 
There  is  time  losf  in  the  morning  ;  there  is  at  noon  ;  there  is  in  the  evening  • 
the  teacher  does  not  believe  himself  bound  to  be  at  school  before  9  o'clock  ; 
if  the  fire  is  lighted  at  9  the  class  cannot  well  begin  before  10  in  the 
Winter.  Last  January,  I  arrived  one  day  at  a  school  at  9.30  ;  there  were  a 
few  children  shivering  with  cold  and  trying  to  light  a  fire  ;  the  teacher 
came  at  10,  pleading  bad  roads.  The  commissioner  present  had  not  a  word 
to  say  against  it  and  took  it  as  quite  natural.  In  the  same  locality  I  was 
told  that  the  school  inspection  is  something  useless   and  a   cause  of  ruin 

for  the  Province.  If  there  were  nothing  but  the  school  inspection  to  cause 
the  ruin  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  it  would  certainly  be  the  w^ealthiest 
part  of  North  America  ;  and  it  could  square  emigration. 

There  is  another  want  of  discipline  in  the  school.  We  see  children 
coming  habitually  late,  keeping  away  from  school  without  legitimate 
excuse,  neglecting  to  get  a  supply  of  books  and  other  necessary  articles, 
refusing,  countenanced  or  not  by  their  parents,  to  learn  some  matters  of 
study  that  are  required  by  the  law  and  for  the  general  improvement 
of  the  school.  What  can  the  teacher  do  in  such  cases  ?  Apply  to  the 
commissioner  ?  But  he  will  answer  rightly  that  he  is  not  well  posted  in 
those  things  ;  besides,  he  will  take  care  not  to  incur  the  displeasure  of  his 
neighbours  ;  and  he  will  let  things  go  as  they  do.  Would  it  not  be  a 
great  improvement  in  our  scholastic  administration  to  have  every  school 
supplied  with  a  summary  of  regulations,  definfng  the  rights  and  mutual 
duties  of  the  commissioners,  the  teachers,  the  parents  and  the  pupils  ? 
Then  the  teachar,  aided  by  such  an  authority,  would  take  it  for  a  guide 
and  would  not  be  afraid  of  being  charged  with  arbitrary  doings.  Together 
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with  these  regulations,  there  might  be  some  directions  about  the  fori^  of 
the  furniture,  the  kind  and  quantity  of  apparatus  required,  etc. 

House$  and  Furnitnre. — The  newly  erected  school  houses  are  spacious 
and  well  ventilated.  The  furniture  is  more  difEcult,  as  the  commission- 
ers are  not  acquaiited  with  the  conditions  it  requires.  During  my  last 
tour,  I  left  my  instructioas  in  writing  wherever  there  was  auy  change 
to  be  made  and  I  expect  to  find  some  improvement  in  the  furniture  next 
year. 

Tetichera, — There  were  in  all  192  ;  of  whom  9,  in  the  independent 
schools  ;  183,  in  the  inspected  schools  ;  45  in  religious  orders  and  147  not  in 
religious  orders  ;  80  male  and  162  female  ;  119  lay  teachers  certificated 
and  28  not  certificated. 

This  is  20  0/0  of  the  total  of  the  lay  teachers  ;  the  same  percentage 
as  has  existed  for  some  time  past.  Of  the  28  not  certificated,  there  were 
4  male  and  24  female  ;  4,  under  age,  10  that  lived  at  a  great  distance  [from 
60  to  110  miles]  from  the  office  of  the  boards  of  examiners  and  14  that 
excused  themselves  by  saying  they  did  not  intend  to  teach  any  longer. 

The  permutations  or  transitions  of  teachers  from  school  to  school 
amounted  to  48  o/o. 

This  custom  of  renewing  every  year  one  half  of  the  teachers  is  a  scourge 
to  our  schools  ;  but  our  system  of  administration  can  hardly  stop  it.There 
is  no  law  that  compels  a  teacher  to  keep  his  school  longer  than  one  year 
and  nothing  that  will  induce  him  to  do  it  ;  consequently  he  looks  for 
the  better. 

There  is  now  a  better  understanding  between  the  teachers  and  the 
commissioners  ;    law  suits  are  becoming  very  rare. 

Method  in  teaching. — Great  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  respect. 
Reading  is  plain  and  open,  generall}^  followed  with  explanations,  at 
least  in  the  French  schools.  Q-eography  is  taught  with  the  help  of  maps. 
The  science  of  Arithmetic  is  applied  to  the  various  problems  of  daily 
business.     Q-rammar  is  developed  and  well  understood. 

The  school  books  lately  published  have  greatly  simplified  the  subjects 
of  study  and  reduced  them  within  the  compass  of  juvenile  understanding. 
As  to  writing,  though  we  see  the  copy-books  increasing  in  number,  bet- 
ter classified  and  assuming  a  better  appearance  on  account  of  printed  head- 
lines being  usad,  yet  ifW3  look  at  the  formation  of  the  letters,  which 
constitutes  essentially  the  art  of  writing,  we  do  not  find  the  pupils  as  pro- 
ficient as  should  be  expected.  The  art  of  writing  consists  in  the  imitation 
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of ^a  model  ;   now  if  the  model  is  microscopic  and  confused,^  it  is  certainly   J 
not  easy  of  imitation  ;    such  is,  however,  the   defect  we  see    in  the  first 
numbers  of  the  printed  head-line  copy-books. 

Degree  of  proficiency. — A  comparison  between  this  and  the  previous 
year  gives  the  following  result  in  proficiency.  "Writing  in  copy  books 
54  o/o  and  56  o/o  ;  Arithmeiic  62  o/o  and  65  o;o,  of  which  12  o/o  went 
beyond  the  four  simple  rules  ;  Geography,  22  o/o  and  23  o/o  ;  History, 
29  0/0  and  29  o/o  ;  G-rammar  27  o/o  and  28  o/o  ;  Drawing  18  o/o  and  19  o/o  ; 
the  second  number  in  each  case  being  for  this  year.  The  new  classifi- 
cation in  reading  made  for  our  reports  does  not  allow  of  making  an 
exact  comparison  in  this  branch  with  the  year  previous. 

In  the  country  English  schools,  Arithmetic  is  the  most  appreciated  and 
the  most  successfully  taught.  Then  the  next  to  come  are  Reading,  with 
more  regard  to  pronounciation  than  to  sense,  Writing  and  Geography, 
Grammar  and  History  are  not  held  in  much  esteem;  Drawing  has  no nse. 
fulness  for  them.  In  the  French  schools  the  various  branches  are  about 
on  the  same  level  ;  I  try  to  promote  the  study  of  Arithmetic. 

ne  average  attendafice,  was,  as  usual,  69  o/o.  As  the  winter  has  been 
very  severe,  and  the  roads  nearly  completely  blocked  for  three  months 
it  is  very  likely  the  attendance  would  have  reached  a  higher  figure,  if  the 
roads  had  been  practicable.  A  municipality,  comprising  5  schools,  is  going 
to  make  the  experiment  of  keeping  the  schools  open  all  the  Summer  and 
closed  two  months  in  the  "Winter.  Should  the  result  be  satisfactory,  it  is 
likely  that  other  municipalities  will  do  the  same.  I  should  not  forget  to 
mention  the  impossibility  in  which  we  are  to  get  some  books  required  hy 
the  Course  of  studies,  such  as  a  Treatise  of  Agriculture  in  English  ;  the 
Drawing-Cards  that  accompany  W.  Smith's  Manual,  the  list  of  subjects  for 
the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  diploma  of  teacher  etc.  The  copy 
books  wiih  French  head-lines  are  very  scarce,  the  stationers  saying  they 
find  more  profit  in  selling  the  copy-books  with  English  head-lines. 

All  the  foregoing  should  convince  you.  Sir,  that  when  our  schools  are 
not  altogether  in  due  form,  the  teacher  and  the  commissioner  may  some- 
times be  blameless.  We  have  many  obstacles  to  contend  with. 
Nevertheless  if  the  schools  of  this  district  do  not  show  as  much  proficiency 
as  could  be  desired,  they  can  compare  favorably  with  the  schools  of  thir- 
teen years  ago. 

Hoping,  to  be  able  to  show  more  improvement  in  the  future.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in 
my  inspection  district  for  the  school  year  ending  30th  June  last. 

The  inspection  bulletins  wiih  remarks,  when  necessary,  are  already  a 

detailed  report  on  each  school  and  the  grand  statistical  table  gives  a 
general  idea  of  the  whole  course  of  study, so  that  by  these  bulletins  and  table 
you  can  trace  the  movement  of  education  in  my  district  and  observe  how 
I  perform  my  duties. 

The  grand  statistical  table  shows  most  satisfactory  improvement  in 
the  attendance  at  school.  Last  year  the  total  number  of  pupils  entered  on 
the  roll  was  9,796  and  this  year  it  is  9,911.  an  increase  of  115.  There  has 
been  a  proportionate  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  learning  almost  all 
the  branches. 

The  system  of  mutual  teaching  is  generally  follow;ed  in  all  the  schools 
which  are  divided  into  three,  four  or  five  classes  or  sections. 

Hovever  in  some  of  the  schoo's  taught  by  Brothers  they  use  the  simul- 
taneous mutual  system. 

The  purely  individual  system  is  no  longer  used. 

Although  there  was  but  one  male  and  a  few  female  teachers  who  taught 
without  certificates  during  the  year,  I  still  find  the  number  too  great  audi 
am  of  opinion  that  there  should  not  be  a  single  one  in  the  district,  where 
there  are  enough  persons  duly  qualified  for  all  the  schopls.  Good  teachers 
are  often  superseded  by  uncertificated  ones  who  ask  smaller  salaries  and 
whose  services  are  far  from  being  worth  even  what  is  given  them. 

It  is  rather  difficult  to  give  a  precise  answer  to  the  question  referring 
to  the  pupils  of  first  and  seconddegrees,  of  model  schools  and  academies,  be- 
cause pupils  who  are  advanced  do  not  learn  all  the  subjects]  of  the  course  of 
study. 

It  is  also  difficult  to  give  the  exact  number  of  children  who  have  been 
attending  school  for  1,  2,3, 4  or  5  years  owing  to  the  frequent  change  of  teach- 
ers and  the  absence  of  school  records,  which  is  due  to  the  teachers  in  nearly 
every  case  taking  the,  inscrii^tion  register  and  roll  ^away  with  them, 
when  they  leave  a  school. 

As  regards   the  number  of  children  who  can  write  I  am  obliged    to 
take   the   teacher's^^Jword,   owing^J  to  those  who    are    absent   wh  I  en 
:  make  my  inspection.  Some  of  the  teachers  give  the  number  too  low  and 
some  too  high,  but  I  think  the  total  is  about  exact. 
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In  mental  Arithmetic  we  are  sometimes  given  the  number  of  all  the  I 
pupils  who  work  sums  by  memory,  commencing  with  the  multi-  i 
plication  table,  and  in  other  cases  we  are  given  the  number  of  those  only 
who  study  this  branch  with  special  books. 

Book-keeping  proper  is  taught  in  nearly  all  the  advanced  schools,  but 
I  count  as  studying  the  elements  of  this  branch  all  the  pupils  who  leara 
how  to  make  out  small  accounts,  promissory  notes,  receipts,  etc. 

Drawing  and  Agriculture  are  two  branches  whose  usefulness  it  u 
difficult  to  impress  upon  people.  Some  of  the  parents  do  not  believe  in 
the  efficient  teaching  of  these  branches  or  have  no  confidencpin  the  teacher 
and  refuse  to  supply  their  children  with  the  books  and  other  things 
they  require.  The  female  teachers  in  particular  are  but  little  disposed  to 
teach  what  they  do  not  know  and  what  they  have  never  learned. 

Oral  lessons  are  given  with  good  results  in  many  schools  ;  however 
several  teachers  plead  want  of  time  and  others  admit  their  inability  to 
give  them. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Cloutier  s  book.  "Recueil  be  lemons  de  choses  "  has  met  a 
longfelt  want  in  this  respect  and  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  willing 
teachers  who  like  to  teach  their  pupils  without  fatiguing  them. 

The  length  of  my  inspections  and  the  time  I  devote  to  the  examina- 
tion of  the  pupils  depend  upon  the  n*umber  of  the  latter  and  the  degree  of 
advancement  of  the  school. 

I  ascertained  that  the  commissioners  and  trustees  generally  visit  the 
Schools  under  their  control  at  the  end  of  December  and  June  in  each  year 
the  parish  priests  also  pay  special  visits  to  the  schoojs  with  great  regaU- 
rity  and  endeavour  by  every  means  to  encourage  education  in  their  res- 
pective parishes.  There  are  fewer  exceptions  among  these  reverend  gen- 
tlemen than  among  the  commissioners. 

The  secretary-treasurers    perform  their  duties  faithfully  but  most  of 
the  ratepayers  are  very  neglectful  and  there  are  fewmunicipaliti^^s  where 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  there  are  not   arrears,  sometimes  to  a  considerable 
amount.  In  my  bulletins  I  give  only  the  amount  of  these  arrears  as  estab- 
lished by  the  last  statement  of  account  deducting  what  has   been  collected  ' 
since. 

The  second  sub-section  of  section  51)  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated  ; 
Statutes  for  Lower  Canada  gives  the  chairman  or  two  school  commissioners 
the  power  of  callins^  special  maetings.  It  saems  to  me  that  the  secretary 
treasurer,when  he  finds  it  necessary,  should  also  have  power  to  call  meef 
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ings  of  the  CommissionerB  ;  he  should  evi'ii  be  obliged  to  do  so  if  required 
by  one  or  moxe  ratepayers. 

The  37th  section  of  the  same  chapter  seems  to  be  only  conditional  and 
to  provide  only  for  the  case  where  more  commissioners  are  nominated  than 
are  required.  It  is  in  accordance  with  this  idea  that  several  chairmen 
of  elections  declare  elected  the  commissioners  who  are  nominated,  when 
their  selection  has  not  been  contested,  without  allowing  one  hour  to  elapse 
before  making  such  declaration  as  required  by  an  article  of  the  municipal 
code. 

I  would  be  better,  according  to  my  idea,  if  that  article  of  municipa. 
code  applies  to  every  election  of  school  commissionners,  that  it  be  insert- 
ed at  length  in  the  school  law  so  as  to  avoid  wrong  interpretation 
which  may  give  rise  to  suits,  which  are  a'ways  hurtful  to  the  cause  of 
education. 

In  joxj  opinion  also,  persons  who  are  qualified  to  vote  at  elections  of 
school  commissioners  should  only  be  those  who  reside  in  the  municipality 
and  pay  monthly  contributions.  As  non-residents  have  no  apparent 
interest  in  the  education  of  the  children  of  a  parish  in  which  they  do  not 
Uve,  they  might  be  disposed  to  favour  the  election  of  commissioners 
who  have  in  view  only  ill-advised  economy  instead  of  the  advancement 
and  progress  of  education.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  scholastic  year 
now  closing. 

The  new  statistical  table  furnished  this  year,  gives  some  additional 
particulars  and  a  different  arrangement  of  those  previously  given.  The 
total  number  of  municipalities  reported  is  41  ;  the  total  number  of  schools 
of  all  grades,  289,  a  few  schools  reported  last  year  not  having  been  in  opera- 
tion this  year.  These  are  (classified  as,  (a)  schools  under  control,  of  which 
1  report  207  as  elementary  schools,  9  as  model  schools,  and  3  as  academies  ; 
(b)  schools  receiving  a  government  grant,  but  not  under  control,  of  which 
I  report  3  academies  ;  and   (c)  schools    receiving  no  grant  and  not  under 
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control, of  which  I  hav^e  reported  T.These  last  include  Bishop's  College  School 
and  St- Francis  College  School  ;  the  Colleges  proper  are  not  included  in  my 
table.  Most  of  the  model  schools  and  academies,  and  several  of  the  element- 
ary schools  have  two  or  more  departments,  (in  two  cases,  five,)  all  of 
which  are  under  the  charge  of  certificated  teachers.  The  number  of  pu- 
pils reported  in  the  elementary  schools  is  6,278  ;  in  the  model  schools,  736 
and  in  academies  or  high  school.  642  ;  or  a  total  of  7656,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  5,811.  The  decrease  in  attendance  may  be  accounted  for  in 
part,  by  the  unusual  severity  of  the  Winter. 

The  total  number  of  teachers  reported  is  346  ;  80  male,  and  816  fe- 
male ;  28  holding  diplomas  from  M^Gill  Normal  School,  279,  from  Boards 
of  Examiners,  and  36  without  diplomas,  besides  8  clergymen  ;  though 
most  of  tho-e  reported  as  **  without  diplomas  "  held  expired  *'  2nd  class  " 
diplomas.  Owing  to  the  continuance  to  some  extent  of  irregularity  ia 
engagements,  some  teachers  are  unavoidably  counted  twice,  but  fewer 
than  last  year. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  arrangement  of  the  school 
year,  and  the  engagement  of  teachers,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say,  there  is 
still  considerable  irregularity  in  these  respects.  Where  the  old  arrangement 
of  the  year,  ("Summer  and  Winter  terms,)  is  still  adhered  to,  confusion  is 
caused,  in  several  cases,  by  engaging  the  teachers  at  the  w«ong  time.  In 
such  cases,  I  have  invariably  advised  that  the  Summer  term  should  be 
regarded,  (and  reported,)  as  the  "  first-half  "  of  the  year,  and  the  teachers 
engaged  in  May  rather  than  in  November.  I  hope  that  all  will  come  to  see 
that  the  regular  yearly  engagements,  beginning  with  September,  are,  in  all 
respects,  the  best  for  the  schools  ;  as  that  arrangement  is  certainly  the 
only  one  by  which  really  correct  returns  can  be  made. 

As  regards  school  houses  and  appliances,  some  improvements  have 
been  made,  and  others,  much  needed,  are  in  progress  or  in  contemplation, 
Nearly  all,  or  at  least,  a  large  proportion  of  the  schools  rank  low  on  appli- 
ances ;  a  really  good  blackboard  being  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule. 
I  am  glad,  however,  to  report  an  increasing  tendency  to  procure  maps  and 
other  appliances  of  that  sort.  In  very  many  cases,  more  attention  to  the 
grounds,  would  be  well  repaid  in  the  general  appearance  of  the  school 
premises, 

There  has  been  gradual  improvement  in  regard  to  conformity  to  the 
authorized  Course  of  Study,  and  in  the  exclusive  use  and  uniformity  of  autho- 
rized books,  there  being  now  almost  entire  uniformity  in  the  latter  respect, 
only  two  or  three  municipalities  being  at  all  irregular 
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The  annual  Teachers'  Institute,  held  at  Lennozville,  wa^s  referred  to 
ki  my  last  report.  Another  is  soon  to  be  held  [July  12th  to  16th]  which*,  I 
hope,  may  be  even  more  successful  than  the  preceding  ones.  A  series  of 
Teacher's  Meetings,  held  with  the  assistance  of  Rev-Secretary  Rexford,  the 
latter  part  of  October,  was  fully  successful,  and  productive  of  good  re- 
sults though  the  attendance  at  some  of  the  meetings  was  not  encou- 
raging, this  was  doubtless  due,  in  part  at  least,  to  the  necessarily  insuffi- 
cient notice  given. 

I  was  able  to  make  an    early  beginning   of  my  winter  visits,  but  the 
great  severity  of  the  latter  part  of  the  winter  rendered  travelling  almost 
impossible.    By    great    effort    however,    I  managed    to    reach    nearly 
*11  my  district  in  addition  to  the  work  done  in    Summer   and  Fall. 
For  the    particulars   of   the    different     schools    and   municipalities,    I 
have  to  refer  you    to   the    bulletins  of  inspection  and    to  my  statis- 
tical table.   As  my  notes  and  statistics  were  taken  with  reference  to  the 
form  of  previous  tables,  the  present  one  is  not,  perhaps,  as  complete  and 
accurate  as  I  shall  be  able  to  make  future  returns.  I  may  remark  that  the 
averaging  of  teachers' salaries,  even  with  the  instructions  given  is  a  some- 
what difficult  matter  ;  and  I  apprehend  that  the  average  reported  by  the 
different  Inspectors,  will  vary  somewhat  according  to  the  method  adopted 
for  estimating  the  average.  In   awarding  the  prize  books   furnished  me,  I 
have  followed  the  instructions  given  as  nearly  as  possible  ;  but  as  I  am 
obliged  to  visit  the  schools  at  different  periods  of  the  year,  it  is  not  always 
easy  to  follow  rules  strictly,  or  even  to  fully  satisfy  myself,  much  less 
the  .schools,  in   this  matter.  The  donation  of  *'  Drawing    Manuals  "  has 
been  generally  appreciated  and  productive  of  good  results.  • 

I  will  now  attempt  a  Classification. 

Classification  op  Municipalities. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have   endeavored  to  classify 
the  different  municipalities  with  reference  to  the  following  points  : 

1.  The  length  and  division  of  the  school  year  ; 

2.  Condition  of  the  school  houses  and  grounds  ; 

3.  Appliances,  [blackboards,  maps,  register,  etc.] ; 

4.  Conformity  to  the  authorized  Course  of  Study  ; 

5.  The  use  of  authorized  text  books ; 

6.  Salaries  of  the  teachers,  and  mode  of  payment. 

1  have  marked  each  school  as  visited,   with  reference  to  each  of  these 

points,  as  1  excellent ;  2  good  ;  8  middling  ;    4  bad,  and  5  very  bad  ;   and 

have  taken  the  average  upon  each  point,  and  also    the  average  on  all  the 
points. 
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AH  municipalities  averaging  on  the  total,  from  1  to  2. 1  have  entered 
in  class  1  or  excellent  ;  and  those  averaging  from  2  to  S,in  class  2  or  good; 
in  both  cases,  arranging  in  the  order  of  tlieir  standing.  It  may  be  noticed 
that  all  the  town  and  village  municipalities,  with  one  exception,  stand  ia 
class  1,  but  none  of  the  rural  municipalities  ;  though  one  or  two  come 
quite  near  to  it  ;  also,  that  there  ars  none  lower  than  class  2,  though  one 
or  two  might,  perhaps,  more  properly  have  been  reported  in  class  3.

1  have  the  honour   to  submit  my  yearly  report  on 
education  in  my  district  for  the  school  year  1  SSd-g?. 

My  district  now  comprises  148  institutions  of  all  kinds,  o 
are  primary  schools,  16  model  schools  and  2  academies,  whic 
increase  of  9  schools  since  my  last  report. 

These  various  institutions  were  attended  by  7,284  pupils, : 
Average  attendance  4, "753,  or  abont  66  per  cent,  which  is  not  ] 
than  last  year. 

Of  the  149  institutions  of  all  kinds,  5  are  independent  ni 
academy,  two  model  and  two  elementary  schools. 

Of  the  144  schools  under  control,  26  are  excellent,  85  are  ( 
inferior  and  8  are  useless  or  nearly  so, 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  show,  by  comparing  my  italisl 
the  year  ending  SOth  June  with  that  for  the  pievioue  ytar, 
increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  studying  the  various  brai 
elementu'y  course  and  Commercial  course,  which  proves  thi 
standing  the  obstacles  which  prevent  us  from  being  more  sm 
need  notbe  discouragfd.  Onthe  contrary,  by  woikiug  eneig 
endeavoring  more  and  more  to  convince  the  school  commis 
teachers  of  the  advisability  of  effecting  all  reforms  which 
progress  in  out  schools,  we  will,  surely  if  not  shortly,  attain 
end. 
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The  two  academies  in  my  district,  as  well  as  the  two  independent 
model  schools,  are  taught  by  nans  and,  as  in  the  past,  I  have  but  praise 
to  award  these  institutions. 

There  is  one  thing  which  I  regret  and  that  is  to   see  the   number  of 

male  teachers  decreasing  every   day,  for  while   I   highly   appreciate  the 

teaching  of  female  teachers,  I  am  convinced  that  it  requires  a  good  master 

to  train   lads  for  commercial  matters.  I   am   quite   willing  to  admit  the 
superiority  of  female  teachers  for  teaching  girls.     However,  as   there  are 

exceptions   to  every  rule,   I  may  state  that  I  have  seen  in  some  schools 

taught  by  mistresses,  boys  who  did  very  well. 

The  teachers  were  changed  in  50  schools  of  my  district  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  last  s  ;hool  year  ;  these  various  changes  greatly  hinder  success 
in  the  majority  oi  the  schools. 

While  endeavoring  to  impress  the  school  boards  of  the  advisability  of 
insisting  upon  the  t'^aching  of  all  the  branches  of  the  course  of  study  in  their 
schools,  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  succeed  in  all  the  municipalities.  For 
instance  some  school  boards  will  not  understand  the  advantage  of  teaching 
Drawing  and  Agriculture,  and  yet,  to  read  attentively  and  intelligently  the 
manual  of  Agriculture  would  be  of  great  benefit  both  to  the  pupils  when 
they  got  older  and  to  many  parents,  for  one  can  always  learn  something 
from  a  good  book. 

The  teaching  of  writing  has  especially  attracted  my  attention  ;  the 
Langlais  series  is  being  gradually  introduced  in  my  schools  and  in  order 
to  encourage  this,  I  have  distributed  in  all  the  schools,  where  these  copy 
books  are  used,  one  or  two  prizes  for  the  pui)ils  who  are  the  most  diligent. 
There  are  very  few  schools  at  present  where  the  teachers  have  to  write  out 
the  models  for  writing. 

I  defer  to  another  year  the  names  of  the  teachers  who  are  most  suc- 
cesful  in  teaching. 

During  Ihe  past  year  but  one  new  school  house  was  built  and 
five  were  considerably  repaired.  I  have  endeavored  to  have  these  houses 
made  as  comfortable  as  possible,  with  the  ceiling  at  the  proper  height. 

When  the  parish  priests  can  accompany  me  in  my  visits  they  never 
fail  to  second  me  in  everything  calculated  to  further  the  success 
of  education  in  their  respective  parishes  and  I  bog  to  thank  them  heartily. 

The  accounts  are,  as  a  rule,  well  kept  by  the  Secretary-Treasurers 
and  the  teachers  are  with  a  few  exceptions,  paid  regularly.

I  hope  that  these  few  remarks,  added  to  my  inspection  bulletins 
which  I  sent  during  the  year,  will  suffice  to  show  you  the  state  of  the 
schools  in  my  division.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  yearly  report  on  the  state  of  element* 
ary  instruction  in  the  counties  of  Drummond  and  Arthabaska  for  the  year 
1886-87, 

By  consulting  the  statistical  table  which  accompanies  the  report,  it 
will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  children  attending  school  this  year, 
was  6,52t  against  6,452  last  year,  with  an  average  attendance  of  4,990. 

In  the  elementary  schools  there  are  5,586  pupils  with  an  average 
attendance  of  4,160  ;  in  the  model  schools  377,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  306  ;  in  the  academies  564,  average  attendance  524. 

There  are  in  my  district  183  institutions  of  all  kinds  distributed 
through  29  municipalities.  There  are  6  academies  taught  by  9  male 
teachers  of  religious  orders  and  25  nuns  ;  8  model  schools,  five  of  which 
are  taught  by  well  qualified  teachers  who  are  not  in  religious  orders. 

They  are  the  schools  of  St  Norbert,  Ste  Clothilde,  St  Felix  de  Kinsey, 
I'Avenir  and  St  Germain.  The  three  other  model  schools  are  those  of 
Stanfold  under  the  Reverend  Sisters  of  the  Assumption,  that  of  Drum- 
mondville,  under  the  Brothers  of  S/e  Crmx  and  that  of  St  Victoire  whose 
teacher  is  a  layman.. 

In  this  latter  school  discipline  has  not  been  observed  and  hardly 
any  work  has  been  done. 

Of  the  169  elementary  schools,  8  are  taught  by  10  nuns  and  one 
independent  Roman  Catholic  school  is  taught  by  Miss  Poirier,  a  certificated 
teacher  ;  9  are  under  the  control  of  Protestant  Commissioners  or  Trustees 
taag'lit  by  four  Roman  Catholic  female  teachers  and  five  Protestant  ones' 
two  of  whom  are  not  certificated  ;  151  are  under  the  control  of  Roman 
Catholic  Commissioners  or  Trustees   and  are  taught  by   female   teachers^ 
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80  of  whom  have  modal  school  certificates,  104  have  elementary  certifica- 
tes and  17  have  none  at  all  ;  7  of  the  latter  were  to  go  before  the  Boards 
of  Examiners  last  month. 

Although  I  have  strongly  and  on  many  occasions  opposed  the  enga- 
gement of  uncertificated  teachers,  this  year  again  17  schools  were  confided 
to  young  girls  who  were  sometimes  capable  enough  but  too  young ;  thus  I 
fouijid  teachers  15  or  16  years  of  age  teaching  children  as  old  as  them- 
selves.. In  such  cases  authority  is  not  respected  and  no  work  is  done. 
In  some  poor  localities,  far  removed  from  the  large*  centres  and  difficult  of 
access,  the  authorities  cannot  always  obtain  the  services  of  well  qual  fied 
teachers,  but  they  should  endeavour  to  engage  persons  who  are  old  enough 
to  have  authority.  The  five  communities  in  my  district  which  are  so  suc- 
cessful allow  me  to  hope  that  before  long  they  will  have  trained  enough 
teachers  to.  pro  vide  for  all  the  schools  of  my  district. 

I  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  schools 
are  generally  kept  ;  the  work  is  done  and  performed  more  intelligiut- 
ly.  I  notice  with  pleasure  that  the  teachers  pay  special  attention  to 
moral  and  religious  instruction  ;  the  younger  children  are  taught  prayers 
and  Catechism  daily,  the  instructions  of  the  paribh  priest  being  followed  in 
in  that  respect. 

Nearly  all  the  branches  are  taught  with  better  results,  thanks  to  the 
zeal  and  ability  of  the  majority  of  the  teachers. 

The  schools  which  have  not  done  good  work  are  chiefly  those  where 
the  bad  habit  is  in  force  of  changing  the  teacher  every  year  and  in  too 
many  cases  this  is  done  to  please  somebody  or  other  in  the  district. 

It  would  be  better  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  parish  priest  or  the  in- 
spector.   By  doing  so  a  better  staff*  of  teachers  would  be  secured. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off*  in  the  number  of  pupils  studying  Agricul- 
ture ;  this  is  due  to  the  opposition  of  the  parents  in  some  places,  to  the 
want  of  good  will  and  sometimes  the  ignorance  of  certain  teachers.  Several 
of  them,  the  beginners  especially,  have  told  me  that  they  never  heard  that 
this  subject  formed  part  of  the  course  of  studies  and  that  they  had  not  even 
learned  the  most  elementary  ideas.  I  nevertheless  recommend  the  study' 
of  this  branch,  not  with  the  object  of  forming  distinguished  agriculturists, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  gething  them  to  take  a  liking  to  the  reading  of  works 
which  treat  of  Agriculture  and  to  take  an  interest  in  agricultural  opera-; 
tions. 

Drawing  pleases    better  and  we   find  satisfactory  progress   every  i 
year. 
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The  new  work  on  object  lessons  by  professer  Cloutier  is  well  received 
by  the  teachers,  a  great  many  of  whom  have  bought  it ;  it  contains  very 
interesting  subjects  and  is  useful  as  a  guide.  Some  municipalities 
have  with  praiseworthy  zeal  purchased  some  dozens  of  this  book  and 
have  placed  them  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers.  I  hope  this  excellent 
example  will  be  followed. 

I  must  say  to  the  credit  of  tbe  Commissioners  of  my  district  that 
they  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  having  good  school  buildings 
and  providing  suitable  furniture.  Two  or  three  municipalities  are  however 
an  exception  to  this  rule. 

Financial  matters  are  everywhere  in  a  prosperous  conditioi^.  I  did  not 
meet  one  teacher  who  complained  of  his  salary  not  being  paid. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  recommend  in  a  special  manner  the  Roman 
Catholic  dissentients  of  Kingsey  Falls  who  maintain  their  school  the 
at  a  great  sacrifice  ;  the  children  who  are  becoming  more  and 
more  numerous  nearFy  all  belong  to  poor  parents.  The  Trustees  would 
be  greatly  pleased  if  their  supplementary  grant  were  increased. 

The  inspection  bulletins  which  I  have  sent  you  during  the  year  give 
you  all  necessary  information  upon  each  school  in  my  division,  so  I  will 
confine  my  report  to  the  above  remarks.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1886-87. 

In  accordance  with  your  authorization,  I  gathered  together  at  the 
beginning  of  the]scholastic  year,  the  teachers  of  each  municipality  in  ordex 
to  speak  to  them  of  the  methods  of  teaching  and  managing  schools. 

Thanks  to  the  generous  assistance  of  the  parish  priests,  of  the  school 
commissioners  and  of  some  persons  who  take  an  interest  in  education,  the 
teachers,  with  few  exceptions,  were  enabled  to  attend  these  meetings 
without  incurring  any  expense.  Nearly  all  responded  to  the  call  and  I 
did  nay  best  to  give  them  practical  advice  and  useful  information. 
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Daring  my  tour  of  inspection  which  I  have  jtlst  completed,  I  found  a 
change  for  the  better  in  a  great  many  schools  and  I  was  not  alone  of  that 
opinion.  ^ 

According  to  every  one,  these  conferences  hire  contributed  to  the 
establishment  in  the  schools  of  the  same  locality  of  a  uniform  method  of  pro- 
ceeding, they  have  excited  emulation  amongst  the  teachers,  have  assisted 
persons,  who  had  no  professional  training  before  begining  to  teach,  to 
overcome  many  difficulties. 

The  general  condition  of  education  in  my  inspectorate  has  been 
satisfactory  this  year. 

The  results  of  the  conferences  and  the  approval  they  have  met,  lead 
me  to  try  a  new  experiment  in  that  sense  in  September  next,  particularly 
as  circumstances  appear  to  me  to  be  more  favorable  than  the  first  time. 

I  am  sorry  to  have  to  say  that  I  found  a  certain  number  of  teacheii 
who  had  certificates  but  who  were  wholly  incapable.  There  exists  a  very 
legitimate  feeling  of  discontent  in  the  public  against  the  inconsiderate 
manner  in  which  certain  Boards  of  Examiners  grant  certificaten. 

During  my  summer  visit  I  made  a  minute  inspection  of  the  lay  Schools 
under  control.  I  did  not  merely  question  the  pupils,  but  I  also  inquired 
into  the  systems  followed  and  I  now  give  the  result  of  such  inspection. 

Out  of  100  schools,  7  were  very  goody  Si.ffood,  81  middling,  18  inferior, 
8  v§ry  inferior y  and  7  bad,

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools 
in  my  inspection  district  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  30th  June  last . 

There  has  been  no  important  change  during  the  year  ;  about  the  same 
work  has  been  done.  I  must  however  say  that  there  is  a  continued  impro- 
vement in  the  working  of  the  schools  and  in  the  manner  of  teaching.  Al- 
though certain  schools  still  leave  somewhat  to  be  desired  as  regards  order 
and  work  done^  I  find  however  that  the  evil  decreases  every  year. 
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Notwithstanding  the  hard  times,  the  schools  of  my  district  have 
been  kept  in  operation  throughout  the  year.  Only  one  school,  that  of  St- 
Godefroi  No.  2,  was  closed  all  the  year  from  want  of  means.  On  the  other 
hand  the  municipality  of  New  Richmond  has  one  school  more,  so  that  the 
number  of  schools  in  operation  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  grand  statistical  table  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  the  average  attend- 
ance although  there    is  an  increase  of  thirty  two  in  the  total  number    of 
pupils  attending  school ;  say  72  per  cent  against  74  last  year.  This  falling 
off  in  the   average  attendance  is  due   to   siekness  among  the.  children  in 
several  municipalities  and  to  the  severe  Winter  we  had. 

In  my  district  there  are  53  schools  of  all  kinds  attended  by  2,394 
pupils  of  both  sexes  ;  1,179  boys  and  1,184  girls,  with  an  average^  attend- 
ance of  1,726. 

The  staff  of  teachers  consists  of  the  following  ;  four  Sisters  of  Charity 
and  two  Sceuri  des  Pelites  Ecoles  ;  four  former  pupils  of  the  Normal  schools, 
two  male  and  two  female  teachers  ;  forty-seven  female  teachers  with  cer- 
tificates from  the  Boards  of  Examiners  and  finally  two  uncertificated  female 
teachers  employed  as   assistants  ;   in  all   59  teachers   of  both  sexes. 

The  average  annual  salary  of  the  lay  teachers  in  the  schools  under 
control  is  $110.00.  The  highest  is  $350  and  the  lowest  $70.00.  These  figures 
show  that  the  salaries  do  not  vary  much  in  this  district. 

I  was  satisfied  with  the  work  done  this  year  in  the  schools  under  my 
supervision.  In  the  model  schools  and  most  of  the  elementary  schools  the 
teachers  displayed  great  zeal  and  diligence  in  the  performance  of  their 
important  duties  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  in  almost  every  instance 
their  efforts  have  been  successful. 

Amongst  the  model  schools,  that  of  St- John  the  Evangelist  ;  under 
Mr.  Fidele  Gauthier,  maintains  its  position  in  the  first  rank,  but  it  is  close- 
ly followed  by  those  at  Carleton  and  Maria  under  Miss  Eiimina  AUard 
and  Miss  Hermine  Gagne  respectively.  These  two  ladies  had  the  honour 
of  obtaining  the  medal  and  diploma  given  to  institutions  which  took  part 
in  the  London  Colonial  Exhibition.  The  model  school  at  St-Bonaventure 
is  also  on  a  good  footing. 

The  best  of  the  elementary  schools  are  those  of  the  Misses  E.  H.  Pa- 
rent at  St-Alexis  ;  Virginie  Bernard  at  Carleton  ;  Cecil©  Audet  and  Eliza- 
beth Leblanc  at  Maria  ;  Louise  Cyr  at  New-Richmond  :  Christine  Audet 
at  St-Charles  ;  Anastasie  Lepage  and  Christine  Babin  at  St-Bonaventure  ; 
the  Sceurs  des  Petites  Ecoles  and  Miss  Philomeqe  Bernard  at  St-Q-odefroi ;  the 
Misses  Marie  and  Lumina  Gagnon,  Port  Daniel  East.

The  convent  at  Carleton  under  the  direction  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity   ij 
continues  in  the  same  flourishing   condition.  The  teachers  who  have  been 
trained  in   this  institution  are   generally  very  capable    and  teach  their 
schools  intelligently.  In  this  establishment  particular  care  is  given  to  those 
who  intend  to  teach. 

The  school  commissioners,  at  whose  head,  in  most  municipalities,  we 

find  the  parish  priest,  are  very  zealous  and  willing.    The  members  of  the 

clergy  are   anxious  to  see   the  schools   progress  and  in  my  visits  I  nearly 

always  have   the  honour  of  being  accompanied  by  the  parish    priest  and 

ome  of  the  school  commissioners. 

Thanks  to  the  willing  efforts  of  the  school  boards,the  books  and  other 
school  necessaries  continue  to  be  supplied  gratuitously  in  three-fourths 
of  the  schools.In  the  municipalities  where  this  excellent  system  is  notprac- 
tised,a  depository  of  these  supplies  is  established  with  the  secretary-treasu- 
rer who  sells  them  at  cost  price. 

Fuel  is  also  supplied  by  the  school  boards.  The  condition  of  the  school 
houses  has  considerably  improved  during  the  past  years.  A  good  many 
municipalities  have  made  considerable  sacrifices  in  order  to  build  new 
houses  or  to  repair  the  old  ones  in  a  suitable  manner,  so  as  to  make  them 
comfortable. 

This  year  five  good  houses  have  been  built  in  the  following  munici- 
palities : 

Port  Daniel  East,  District  No.  1  ;  Port  Daniel  West,  No.  2  ;J  New 
Richmond,  No.  7  ;  Carleton,  No.  2  ;  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  No.  2. 

Several  school  houses  have  been  repaired.  I  will  only  mention  that  of 
St.  Charles  de  Caplan  No.  2.  Several  others  are  being  built. 

The  school  furniture  has  also  been  considerably  improved.  Double 
desks  and  unsuitable  forms  are  becoming  more  and  more  scarce  in  the 
schools. 

The  too  great  amount  of  time  lost  by  the  children  w^ho  attend  school 
and  the  lamentable  habit  which  the  parents  have  of  removing  them  too  soon 
are  the  greatest  obstacles  to  progress.  The  fact  of  the  parents  requiring  the 
assistance  of  their  children  for  field  labour  and  fishing,  the  bad  roads  in 
inclement  seasons,  the  indifference  and  poverty  of  some,  are  the  causes  of 
repeated  absence. 

In  order  to  remedy  the  evil  as  far  as  lies  in  my  power,  I  always 
give  a  prize  in  each  school  for  regular  attendance,  w^hile  the  teachers  give 
marks  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  the  children   to  be  regular.  Several  of 


them  hare  practiced  this  f^ystem  with  great  success.  In.  man 
titles  the  commiBBioners  held  pablic  examiaatious  at  the  euc 
ftnd  OD  my  lecommendatioii,  gave  prizes  to  the  most  deaei 
This  is  an  excellent  practice  which  I  endeavour  to  introdac 
monicipalities,  for  nothing  is  better  calculated  to  enconragi 
the  teachers  and  the  parents.

not  untwnal  to  hear  a  pupil  who  answers  remarkably  i 
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and  who  even  parjaess  with  facility  "throw  Grammar  to  the  dogs  "  when 
he  gets  out  of  doors,  and  relapse  into  the  untrammelled  liberty  of  those 
happy  folk  who  have  never  even  heard  of  Lennie  or  Bullion. 

If  teachers  would  spend  a  little  more  time  than  they  do,  in  correcting 
€5oUoquial  mistakes,  this  mig-ht  be  amended  ;  and  frequent  drill  in  cor- 
recting sentences,  on  the  plan  of  "Swinton's  language  lessons,''  would 
I  think,  prove  most  useful. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  the  model  schools  have  not  yet  proved  a 
sliccesst  though  I  have  hopes  that  a  change  for  the  better  is  at  hand. 
It  was  expected  that  pupils  from  the  neighbouring  municipalities  would 
come  iU)  but  this  expectation  has  been  very  slenderly  fulfilled. 

•^  Pasi>ebiac  school  (Cox)  has  been  attended  by  several   young  people 

who  will  in  time  be  well  qualified  to  become  teachers,  but  a  few  years 
must  elapse  before  they  are  old  enough.  The  teacher.  Miss  Caul  field,  is 
competent  and  energetic  and  succeeds  remarkably  well. 

Strange  to  say,  the  school  meets  with  a  most  determined  opposition 
from  some  people  who  believe,  or  at  least,  profess  to  believe,  that  it  is  a 
**  High  School  "  ;  and  that  the  pains  and  penalties  of  improved  buildings 
large  salaries,  &c.,  &c.,  will  fall  upon  them.  Only  for  the  active  support 
of  the  Revd.  Mr.  Blaylock  and  some  of  the  commissioners,  the  school 
would  have  collapsed  before  this. 

Gaspe  Village  model  school,  containing  as  it  does  an  elementary 
department  which  is  attended  by  the  majority  of  the  children,  is  a  popu- 
lar institution,  though  it  has  as  yet  sent  out  only  one  teacher. 

A  change  of  teachers  has  recently  taken  place,  and  improvement  is 
looked  for. 

The  Port  Daniel  schools  are  doing  very  well,  under  active  teachers. 

The  dispute  about  the  site  has  not  yet  been  settled,  and  a  third  dis- 
trict is  now  spoken  of. 

In  St.  Godfroi,  Dissentient,  the  school  is  very  well  taught,  but  the 
children  are  taken  away  at  far  too  early  an  age. 

Paspebiac,  Dissentient,  is  not  a  very  good  school,  but  at  the  time  of 
my  last  visit  it  had  somewhat  improved. 

Cox  No.  1,  has  been  attended  by  an  unmanageable  number  of  children 
and  the  marvel  is  that  one  man  could  teach  so  many. 

Mr.  Webb  did  Wonders,  under  all  the  circumstances,  and  With  half 
the  number  of  pupils  his  school  would  have  been  excellent. 
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Cox  No.  2,  has  also  a  very  large  attendance  ;  in  both  of  these  schools 
assistants  ought   to  be  employecj.  i 

In  district  No.  1  a  fine  new  school-house  is  being  built.  It  is  much 
needed. 

Hamilton  has  greatly  improved  of  late,  though  the  children  are  still 
backward.  A  normal  school  teacher  has  made  a  change  for  the  better. 

The  New  Richmond  (Diss.)  schools,  6,  are  all  pretty  constantly  open 
and  are  doing  good  work. 

A  new  school  house  in  district  No.  3  is  an  exceptionally  creditable 
building.  It  may  claim  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  school-house  be- 
tween Metapedia  and  Cape  Gaspe  that  contains  improved  furniture, 
namely,  ash  desks  and  seats  on  metal  standard. 

The  peoi)le  of  the  district,  as  well  as  the  trustees,deserve  great  credit 
for  their  remarkable  advance  in  this  direction. 

In  Shoolbred,  in  Kistigouche  and  in  Metapedia  there  is  no  change  to 
speak  of,  if  I  except  the  resignation,  in  the  first  named  municipality,of  Mr. 
William  Gray,  who  for  many  years  was  not  only  a  most  faithful  secretary 
treasurer,  but  the  zealous  promoter  of  scholastic  improvements. 

Metapedia  intends  before  long  to  build  two  frame  school-houses,  to 
replace  two  of  the  ancient  log' constructions,  in  which  the  elements  of 
useful  knowledge  are  still  imparted. 

In  the  county  ofGaspfi  there  has  been  little  change  of  late,  and,  I  fear 
less  improvement  than  in  the  county  ofBonaventure.  This  is  the  result  in 
a  great  measure  of  the  poverty  of  the  coast  and  of  the  sparseness  of  the 
population. 

The  Cape  Cove  schools  are  hardly  so  satisfactory  as  they  have  been, 
but  this  is  from  diminished  attendance.  The  children  who  have  left  the 
schools,  have  not  yet  been  replaced  by  others,  a  great  many  little  ones  in 
the  municijiality  being  as  yet  under  school  age. 

The  trustees  examine  their  schools  pretty  regularly,  which  is  to  their 
credit. 

In  Perce,  Dissentient,  the  schools  are  small  and  not  constantly  in  ope- 
ration. 

In  Barachois  and  Malbaie  the  schools  fluctuate  greatly.  When  I  la,st 
visited  t.hem  they  were  moderately  good.  In  Haldimand  there  is  one 
excellent  school,  No.  1.  The  second  is  not  very  g'ood. 

No.  1.  (Sandy  Beach),  is  in  some  respects  the  best  in  my   district. 

Miss  Henry  gives  her  whole  mind  to  her  business,  and  in  my 
opinion  deserves  specisll  commendation. 
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The  answering  here  is  always  creditable,  while  the  neatness  of  the 
school-room  and  .the  good  discipline  and  polite  manners  of  the  children 
merit  praitse. 

The  York  schools  do  not  change  much  ;  they  are  not  very  good. 

In  Gaepe  Bay,  South,  the  school  is  pretty  good  ;  but  the  teachers  are 
so  often  changed  that  little  progress  is  made. 

In  Gasp6  Bay,  North,  the  school  does  not  give  satisfaction. 
In  Grande  Greve  both  schools  are  fairly  attended  and  at  my  last  visit 
I  noticed  some  improvement. 

Although  there  is  a  good  deal  of  poverty  in  the  district,  I  am  glad  to 
report  that  the  teachers*  salaries  have,  without  exception,  so  far  as  I  oaa 
discover,  been  punctually  paid. 

This  is  much  to  the  credit  of  the  secretary-treasurers  who  sometimes 
have  abundant  trouble  in  collecting  funds. 

The  poverty  to  which  I  allude,  is  a  drawback  to  the  progress  of 
education  :  for  the  rea  ly  poor  cannot  afford  to  keep  their  children  long 
enough  in  the  schools. 

If,  by  any  means,  children  could  be  kept  at  school,  as  a  rule,  to  the 
age  o{ fourteen,  a  great  improvement  in  the  character  of  these  institutions 
might  be  expected.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1886-8T. 

In  consequence  of  the  severity  of  last  Winter,  I  found  it  impossible 
to  complete  my  usual  visits, 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  a  large  nuiaber  of 
school  sections  have  manifested  commendable  zeal  in  providing  commo- 
dious school-houses  with,  in  many  cases,  ample  accommodation,  and  they 
reasonably  demand  a  better  class  of  teachers.  This  demand,  we  are  not  able 
to  supply  at  present  : 
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tst.  Because  the  elevated  standard  of  qualification  prescribed  for  can- 
didates has  decimated  the  number  of  qualified  teachers  ; 

2nd.  We  have  not  the  means  adequate  to  train  the  youth  of  the  dis' 
triot  for  the  important  duties  of  public  teachers  ; 

3rd.  Even  moderately  competent  teachers,  who  have  b3en  accustomed 
of  life  in  thickly  settled  communities,  decline  to  accept  situations  in  our 
remote  districts.  Query,  what  is  to  be  done  in  the  premises  ? 

1  wish  it  to  be  clearly  understood  that  I  fully  endorse   the,  raising  of 
theBtandard  of  qualification  to  which  I  have  already  alluded,  but,  at  the 
same  time,   I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that,  in  order  to  redress  the  grie- 
vance  of  an  insutficient  stafi*of  trained  teachers,  we  must  have,  as  stated  in 
my  last  report,  Training  Schools. 

We  are  not  in  a  position  to  establish  such  without  additional  aid 
from  the  Government. 

Such  additional  aid  would  only  be  required  for  a  few  years. 

The  training  schools  I  have  in  my  mind,  would  become  self-support-, 
ing  when  well  established,  and  further,  I  wish  to  say  by  implicatioa 
that  a  serious  defect  in  some  institutions  is,  that  they  are  not  sufficiently 
trained  to  manage  a  rural  school. 

They  are  trained  to  teach  a  class,  but  lack  management  of  a  mixed  school. 

The  training  school  should  have  an  exact  model  of  a  rural  school  so 
that  the  trained  candidates  would  know  the  work  which,  as  teachers,  they 
engage  to  perform.  Meantime  the  situation  would  be  much  improved  if 
school  commissioners  and  trustees,  especially  in  the  County  of  Ottawa, 
would  make  a  point  to  engage  their  teachers  in  the  latter  part  of  June 
instead  of  deferring  till  Fall. 

Small  children  can  attend  school  during  the  Summer  months,  but 
not  through  our  severe  winters. 

The  Aylmer  academy  trustees  have  secured  the  services  of  an  able, 
principal,  and  also  two  professional  assistants  of  ability  and  exp^rienco, 
who  will,  no  doubt,  assist  in  the  traininc:  of  teachers.  As  the  Avlmer 
school  municipality  is  a  small  one,  the  salaries  now  paid  for  efTioient  teach- 
ers are  very  liberal.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  G-overnmen^  should 
increase  the  small  grant  annually  made  towards  the  support  of  this  insti- 
tution. 

The  meeting  of  the  Teachers'  Institute  which  took  place   last  month 
passed  oflf  very  satisfactorily. 
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The  attendance  was  very  gratifying,  being  large  and  appreciative. 

The  hospitality  of  the  citizens  of  Aylmer  in  accommodating  onr  visit- 
ors was  praiseworthy,  and  the  edifying  and  instructive  lectures  given 
by  Drs.  Robins,  Harper  and  Revd.  Mr.  Rexford,  the  efficient  Departmental 
Secretary,  created  good  eflFect,  and  as  a  result,  I  have  heard  on  all  sides  : 
"  when  will  they  come  again."

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report,  together  with  the 
Statistical  Table,  on  the  state  of  Education  in  my  district  of  inspection  for 
the  scholastic  year  ending  30th  June  188t. 

Teachers. — 36 Y  teachers  were  employed  in  the  schools  found  in  ope- 
ration. In  schools  under  control,  there  were  246  in  Elementary,  1*7  male*, 
216  Protestant  and  13  Roman  Catholic  females  ;  in  model  schools,  3  males 
and  7  females  ;  and  in  academies,  17  males  and  19  females.  In  schools 
receiving  Government  grant,  but  not  under  control,  9  in  Model,  one  gen- 
tleman and  8  ladies  ;  and  in  academies,  4  ladies.  And  in  independent 
schools,  16  ;  in  Elementary  three  Protestant  gentlemen,  10  Protestant  and 
3  Roman  Catholic  ladies  ;  in  academies,  15  gentlemen  and  31  ladies.  Of 
the  male  teachers  in  schools  receiving  Government  grants  3  hold  elemen- 
tary, 3  model  and  17  academy  diplomas  from  McGill ;  4  elementary,  2  model 
and  one  academy  diploma  from  the  Protestant  Board  of  Examiners ;  one 
Protestant  clergyman,  and  7  without  diplomas.  Of  the  female  teachers  in 
schools  receiving  Government  grants,  34  have  elementary  86  model  and  31 
academy  diplomas  from  McGill  ;  61  elementary,  8  model,  and  4  academy 
diplomas  from  Protestant  Boards  of  Examiners,  and  12  elementary  and  2  mo- 
del diplomas  from  Roman  Catholic  Boards  of  Examiners  ;  4  Sisters  of  the 
Congregation  of  Notre-Dame  and  5  without  diplomas.  And  of  the  lady 
teachers  in  schools  receiving  no  Government  grant  and  not  under  control, 
one  has  an  elementary  and  one  a  model  from  McGill  ;  2  hold  elementary 
diplomas  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Board  of  Examiners,  Montreal  ;  and  the 
other  40  ladies  and  18  gentlemen  are  represented  in  the  Statistical  Table 
without  diplomas  simply  because  their  grade  of  diploma,  if  any,  could  not 
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be  ascertained.  The  large  and  increasing  number  of  teachers  that  avail 
themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  Normal  School  training  augurs  well 
for  the  future  of  our  country. 

Schools  and  Pupils. — 207  schools,  attended  by  11,381  pupils  with  a 
daily  average  attendance  of  8,107,  include  177  elementary  wuth  9,054  pu- 
pils ;  8  model  with  669  pupils,  1  academies  with  1082  pupils  and  15  inde- 
pendent with  576  pupils.  There  is  a  very  healthy  rivalry  between  the  si- 
milar grades  of  these  institutions.  Academy  w  ith  academy,  and  model 
school  with  model    school,  contend   for  the  place  of  honor  at  the  annual 
official  examination  ;  the  public  and  private  school,  each   claims  superio- 
rity for   its  own  peculiar   method  of  teaching  ;  and    the  country  is  no 
willing  that  the  city  should  hold  the  "  Cup. "  Thus  education  advances  m 
my  district,  and   not  in  mine  only,    for  the  rising  Waterloo   Academy  has 
eclipsed  that  of  Huntingdon  this  year.  Would  that  there  were   some  me 
thod  of  comparing  the  corresponding  grades  of  all  our  schools.     The  Ins- 
pectors can  and  do  compare  the    schools,  grades  and  scholars  in  their  res 
pective  districts,  and  were  the  privilege  granted  of  holding  **  Inspector's 
Meetings,"  doubtless  they  could  devise  some  means  of  instituting  a  system 
of  comparison.     Though  all  the  schools,  but  one,  were  open  during  some 
period  of  the  year,  44  were  found  closed  at  the  time  of  visiting,  28  of  these 
were  in    Argenteuil.  The  reasons  assigned   for  the  closing  of  the  schools 
were :  **  The  severity  of  the  winter,  the  roads  being  frequently  so  blocked 
up  with  snow-drifts   that  it  was  almost  impossible   to  get   to  school,  and 
the  difficulty  of  securing  teachers."  I  can  fully  vouch  for  the  truthfulness 
of  the  former  reason  from  my  own  experience,  for  I  found  it  impossible  to 
penetrate  the  east  end  of  Wentworth  except  on   snow-shoes,  and  for  this 
I  was  not  equal.  The  difficulty  in  securing  teachers  arises  from  the  small- 
ness  of  the  salaries  offered,  and  the  inconvenience  which  must  necessarily 
be  experienced  Irom  being  so  far  behind. 

Salaries — I  believe  there  is  no  better  criterion  of  the  country's  appre- 
ciation of  efficient  teaching  and  progress  of  education,  than  the  increase 
of  salary  to  competent    teachers  ;  and  I  am  glad  to  state  that  this  is  gra- 
dually being  realized  as  shown  by  the  following  comparison  between 
the  year  1882-83  and  1886-87.

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So  far  as  I  know,  the  teachers  are  now  all  paid  regularly  at  the  exinra- 
tion  of  each  half  year  of  their  engagement. 

ScHOOL-HOUSKS — ^The  time  of  the  log-school-house  is  rapidly  passing 
away,  while  neat,  comfortable  buildings,  principally  frame  and  brick, 
are  taking  their  places.  Though  a  few  of  those  are  still  found  in  most  all 
rural  municipalities,  more  than  half  of  the  present  number  are  met  with 
in  the  backwoods  of  Argenteuil.  The  Huntiugdon  Academy  erected  by 
the  early  settlers  of  this  district  with  the  laudable  ambition  of  securing 
to  their  children  the  advantages  of  a  liberal  education,  and  efficiently  ma- 
naged for  the  last  35  years  by  a  Board  of  Directors,  has  been  recently  trans- 
ferred with  all  its  advantages  and  responsibilities  to  the  Village  School 
Commissioners,  who  are  now,  besides  this  acquisition,  erecting  a  fine  brick 
building  to  relieve  the  over-crowded  state  of  the  Academy  and  to  give 
full  effect  to  the  graded  system. 

Municipalities  and  Commissioners — The  Municipalities  are  arrtn- 
ged  in  the  Statistical  Table  according  to  instructions.  The  Commissioners 
of  Harrington  No.  1  failed  in  their  duty  to  the  public,  their  schools 
being  all  closed  during  the  first  half-year,  and  only  4  months  schooling 
arltogether  during  the  second  half-year.  Harrington  No  2  had  one  school 
opened,  but  was  found  closed  for  want  of  fuel,  and  this  state  of  affairs  con- 
continued  for  over  three  weeks  in  a  wooded  country.  Theseverity  of  the 
Winter  and  the  nature  of  the  country  compelled  the  Commissioners  of 
Grenville  No  1.,  Grrenville  No  3.,  Chatham  No  1.,  St  Andrews  Lachute, 
Gore  and  Wentworth  to  close  some  of  their  most  unfavorably  situated 
schools  for  a  time,  and  a  similar  step  was  taken  in  Lacolle.  The  Munici- 
palities in  Argenteuil  have  many  difficulties,  unknown  in  the  rest  of  my 
district,  to  contend  with,  such  as,  a  rocky,  mountainous  country,  sparsely 
settled,  light  soil  and  roads  frequently  impassable.  With  these  and  many 
other  hindrances,  the  Commissioners  of  the  rear  Townships  of  Argen- 
teuil are  excusable  to  a  large  extent  for  the  backwardness  of  their  schools 
and  schoolhouses.  The  school  term  at  Hudson,  St  Lazare,  Ste  Marthe  and 
St  Zotique  expired  before  I  got  there  in  the  beginning  of  June.  The  school 
at  St  Telesphore  was  found  closed,  the  teacher  having  resigned  and  left 
six  weeks  before  her  time  was  up,  Hinchinbrooke  has  begun  the  work  of 
reconstructing  its  districts  preparatory  to  the  erection  of  new  school- 
houses. 

St-Anicet  No  2,  is  harassed  by  the  opposition  of  a  few  rate-payers, 
whose  object  seems  to  be  the  breaking  up  of  the  municipality.  The  com- 
missioners however  are  to  be  blamed  for  not  enforcing  the  collection  of 
a  large  amount  of  out-standing  arrears.  The  other  municipalities  are  work- 
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ing  harmonioasly  and  prosperoasly,  and  therefore  need  not  be  particu- 
larly  mentioned.  Bat  I  cannot  silently  pass  over  the  honorable  ambition 
of  the  Protestant  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  Montreal  in  providing 
school  accommodation  for  the  youth  committed  to  their  charge.  Besides 
(Jrace  Church  School,  opened  last  March,  they  have  now  two  magnifio 
cant  buildings  in  course  of  erection,  and  a  third  under  consideration. 
Tliemost  of  the  Secretary-Treasurers  performed  their  duties  very  satisfacto- 
rily their  books  and  accounts  being  kept  in  a  manner  that  would  do  credit  to 
any  book-keeper,  the  school  taxes  and  fees  collected  regularly  and  their 
books  annually  audited.  A  few  allow  arrears  to  accumulate,  thus  doing 
injustice  to  the  ratepayers  and  hindering  the  cause  of  Education,  but 
otherwise  their  books  are  tolerably  well  kept  and  generally  audited.  One 
neglected  to  return  the  half-yearly  report  of  teachers'  salaries  for  the 
last  three  half-years,  yet  he  claims  to  have  received  the  Government 
grants. 

.  Prize  books  were  distributed  as  indicated  by  the  bulletins  of  Inspec- 
tion, but  a  few  are  still  remaining.  I  regret  that  from   various  causes  I 
was  unable  to  hold  any  competitives  this  year.  Private  schools  seem  to  be 
diminishing  in  number  as  well  as  in  the  attendance  of  pupils.    Of  those 
who  formerly  gave  us  information  respecting  their  numbers  and  work,  some 
have  removed  to  other  parts,  others   discontinued  teaching,  a  few  died, 
and  the  rest  still  occupied  the  same  places  and  positions.  All  kindly  re- 
ceived us,  but  a  few  did  not  favor  us   with  the  information  required  ;  and 
as  we  had  no  means  of  forming  any  idea  of  their  attendance,  we  did  not 
venture  to  give  even  an  **  approximate  "  in  the  Statistical  Table    on  their 
behalf.  In  reviewing  the  present  condition  of  our  schools  and  comparing 
it  with  that  of  former  years,  we  find  many  tokens  of  substantial  progress 
both  in  the  system  and  in  its  results.  A  uniform   series  of  text-books,  ma- 
king the  work  easy  and  agreable  ;  the  Bulletins  of  Inspection  and  com- 
petitive examinations  by  which  one  school  is  compared  with  another,  thus 
creating  healthy   emulation  among    teachers    and  pupils  ;  the   Course  of 
Study  guiding  the  school  in  its   operations  and   promotions  ;   and  the 
Teachers'  Institutes  supplying    to  a  limited  extent  the  lack  of  Normal 
School  training,  have  created  quite  a  revolution  in  educational  circles.

I  bog  leave,  to  submit  a  brief  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools 
in  my  District  of  Inspection  for  the  year  1886-87. 

I  have  been  able  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  the  district  except  a  few 
that  were  not  kept  open  for  the  full  time.  The  work  has  progressed  upoa 
the  whole,  satisfactorily. 

The  School-Boards  generally  take  aprox>er  view  of  theii  duties  and 
responsibilities  and  manifest  business  abilities  and  good  judgment  in  the 
management  of  their  schools. 

There  are  however  a  few  Boards  and  these  by  no  means  in  the  poorest 
municipalities,  who  seem  to  make  it  their  chief  aim  to  keep  up  their  schools 
with  as  small  an  outlay  as  possible.  These  Boards  fix  the  salaries  so  low  as 
to  de  prive  their  schools  of  the  services  of  the  best  teachers.  Either  they  arc 
so  unreasonable  as  to  expect  first  claas  service  for  second  or  third  rate  pay, 
or    they  are  indifferent  as   to  the  kind  of   service  rendered,  provided  the 
business  is  managed  cheaply.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  such  cases 
arc  cxceptions.The  requirements  of  the  Department  are  generally  complied 
with  as  to  financial  matters  ;  most  of  the  municipalities  are  free  from  debt 
and  pay    their    teachers  promptly.  There  is  a  great  diffirence  however  in 
the  assesments  which  they  are  obliged  to  levy.   The  older  and  wealthier 
municipalities  usually  get  along  with  a  rate  varying  from  two  and  a  half 
to  three  and  a  half  mills  on  the  dollar  while  the  weaker  municipalities  are 
sometimes  obliged  to  levy  a  rate  of  nine  or  ten  mills. 

The  dissentients  in  the  newer  municipalities  have  the  hardest  strugle 
to  maintain  their  schools. 

In  the  county  of  Shefford  nearly  all  of  the  dissentients  are  obliged 
to  tax  themselves  heavily  to  support  their  schools  and  then  they  frequent- 
ly keep  them  open  only  six  or  seven  mouths  during  the  year. 

In  the  county  of  Brome  the  weakest  municipalities  in  the  matter  of 
school  finances  are  East  Bolton  and  Potton.  The  latter  has  imposed  a  hearjr 
school  rate  for  several  years  past,  has  only  kept  the  schools  open  six  or 
Seven  months  of  the  year,  and  is  considerably  in  debt 

This  state  of  things  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  mismanagement  of  a  former 
secretary-treasurer,  but  is  also  due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  the  endeavor  to 
keep  up  sixteen  or  eighteen  schools  on  a  comparatively  small  amoant  of 
assessable  property.

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This  is  a  very  good  arrangement  of  the  school  year  for  the  country 
districts  and  gives  satisfaction  wherever  it  has  been  tried.  AH  of  the  muni- 
cipalities do  not  however,  adopt  this  practice.  May  of  them  begin  their 
schools  in  May  and  divide  the  school  year  into  two  terms  of  four  months 
each,  in  this  way  keeping  the  school  open  during  July  and  August, 
and  closed  during  September  and  October. 

This  seems  a  very  poor  arrangement  to  keep  the  school  open  during 
two  of  the  worst  months  of  the  year  and  closed  during  two  of  the  best. 
In  other  places  schools  are  commenced  in  May  and  kept  open  almost  con- 
tinuously during  the  eight  months.  In  this  case  as  in  the  former  one,  they 
are  kept  open  during  July  and  August  and  there  is  another  objection, 
In  districts  where  there  are  older  pupils,  g^eat  injustice  is  done  by  closing 
the  schools  in  the  middle  or  early  part  of  "Winter,as  the  Winter  is  the  only 
season  that  such  pupils  can  attend  school.  In  view  of  this  diversity  of 
practice,  would  it  i^ot  be  advisable  for  the  Department  to  require  uniformity, 
and  to  fix  upon  the  first  September,  if  that  is  considered  the  most  suitable 
time,  for  the  commencement  of  the  school  voar  or  at  least  to  decide  that 
the  schools  shall  be  closed  during  July  and  August.  The  Normal  Institute 
held  at  Bedford  in  July  was  very  successful,  the  attendance  was  large  and 
regular  the  interest  well  sustained  and  the  lectures  such  as  could  not  fail 
to  stimulate  the  teachers  to  greater  diligence  and  to  materially  assist  them 
in  the  work. 

I  have  distributed  the  prizes  which  you  kindly  sent  me  and  find 
them  a  help  in  inciting  to  good  work 

As  detailed  information,  in  regard  to  the  schools  of  each  municipality, 
has  already  been  furnished  in  the  Bulletins  of  Inspection,  it  will  be  unne- 
cessary to  repeat  particulars  here.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  remarks  on  the    condition 
of  the  schools  in  ray  district  for  the  scholas^tic  year  1886-8Y. 

The  grand  table  in  its  new  shape,  seems  to  me  to  be  deafer  and  mor« 
easily  understood  than  the  former  ones. 

I  would,  however,  observe  that,  in  my  humble  opinion,  it  would  be 
much  better  if  the  list  of  subjets  contained  in  the  inspection  bulletins 
^e?8  in  every  respect  conformable  to  that  of  the  grand  table  ;  it  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  task  of  filling  it  up. 
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My  health  was  so  bad  this  year  that  it  was  only  with   the  greatest 
difi&culty  that  I  could  make  the  ordinary  inspections.  I  was  even  obliged 
to  leave  some  schools  aside,but  this  did  not  prevent  me  from  showing  the 
interest  I  take  in  all  of  them  by    sending  prizes  for   the  encouragement  of 
the  best  pupils. 

Thus,  in  the  city,  I  was  able  only  to  inspect  four  boy's  chools  under 
the  Christian  Brothers  and  six  girls'  schools  under  the  Reverend  Sisters  of 
the  Congregation.  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  finding  most  satisfactory 
progress  and  perfect  order  in  these  schools. 

As  regards  the  lay  schools,  Mr.  TJ.  E.  Archambault,  the  local  superin- 
tendent,visited  them  instead  of  me  and,  with  his  usual  kindness,  supplied 
me  with  the  statistics. 

It  would  occupy  too  much  space  to  give  details  respecting  all  these 
schools,  so  I  will  merely  say  that  all  are  doing  satisfactory  work.  I  must 
not  however  omit  to  mention  a  remarkable  change  which  occurred  this 
year.  The  Polytechnic  School  has  ceased  to  belong  to  the  Plateau 
Academy  and  now  forms  part  of  Laval  University,  whose  branch  here,  as 
every  one  knows,  ranks  amongst  the  finest  institutions  in  Montreal.  Far 
from  regretting  this  change,  I  think  the  Polytechnic  School  will 
occupy  its  proper  position.  I  would  merely  observe  that  it  is  very 
creditable  to  the  Plateau  Commercial  Academy  that  there  should  have  been 
found  within  its  walls  a  Polytechnic  School  fully  established  and  capable 
of  doing  honour  to  the  splendid  institution  of  which  it  now  forms  part. 

As  to  the  schools  in  the  outskirts,  I  may  say  that  they  all  do  credit  to 
the  division.  Thus  at  Ste-Cunegonde,  there  is  an  excellent  commercial  col- 
lege, occupying  a  fine  building,  attended  by  three  or  four  hundred  pupils 
and  a  very  good  girls'  academy  under  the  direction  of  the  Reverend  Sisters 
of  Ste-Anne,  whose  pupils  number  from  five  to  six  hundred  ;  there  art 
also  two  private  schools,  each  of  which  is  attended  by  about  fifty  young 
girls. 

At  St-IIenri  the  commercial  college  under  the  management  of  the 
Christian  Brothers  is  attended  by  from  five  to  six  hundred  pupils  and  a 
girls'  academy  under  the  Sisters  of  Ste-Anne  is  attended  by  nearly  seven 
hundred  pupils.  In  the  same  place  there  is  an  asylum  for  children  of  both 
sexes  under  seven  years  of  age,  in  whirh  there  are  three  or  four  hundred 
children  under  the  care  of  the  Sisters  of  Providence.  Institutions  of  thi« 
kind  do  a  great  deal  of  good  to  society,  and  there  are  several  in  this  citv. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  exists  everywhere  a  praiseworthy  emula- 
tion amongst  the  teachers. 
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Thi)  nambar  of  schools  and  pupils  ia  my  district  does  not  rary 
much  from  one  year  to  another,  bat  we  notice  improvements  everywhere. 
Efforts  are  made  to  supply  everything  which  is  necessary  for  the  comfort 
and  welfare  of  the  papils. 

Thus  the  fine  convent  of  Ste-Rose  will  in  f atare  be  heated  with  hot 
water  without  the  Fabrique  having  to  spend  a  cent  and  this  is  due  to  the 
zealous  efforts  of  the  worthy  parish  priest  who  raised  the  necessary  funds 
bymiaus  of  a  bazair.  It  would  be  desirable  to  have  this  improvement 
introduced  into  all  the  larger  establishments. 

As  you  will  see  by  the  summary  of  my  grand  table,  the  total  number 
of  pupils  iu  my  district^  amounts  to  30,719  of  whom  18,186  are  in  the 
schools  under  oalrol,  2,317  in  ind)p*ndjut  schools  receiving  tyrants  and 
10,216  in  the  indepcsniant  schools  which  do  not  receive  grants.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  you  my  fourth  annual  report. 
There  is  nothing  to  distinguish  it  from  previous  years. 

With  the  exception  of  the  schools  in  the  municipality  of  Wexford 
and  of  one  school  in  St.  Donat,which  were  closed  on  account  to  the  great 
poverty  of  the  ratepayers,  all  the  schools  in  my  district  have  been  in 
operation  throughout  the  year.  I  have  given  you  the  required  information 
in  the  last  inspection  bulletins  which  I  sent  you. 

By  summarizing  these  bulletins  I  find  that,  as  regards  progress, 
the  8ch^^l9  under  control  of  the  Comnisiioners  or  Trustees  are 
classed  as  follows  :  ' 

Elementabt  sohools 

34  have  been  very  satisfactory  ; 
65  have  been  satisfactory  ; 
10  have  not  been  very  satisfactory  ; 
2  have  been  unsatisfactory. 
5 
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Model  schools 
4  have  been  very  satisfactory  , 
3  have  been  satisfactory. 

I  also  have  in  my  division  10  independent  schools  receiving  grants 
namely  :  8  model  schools  and  2  academies.  These  latter  institutions  are 
all  under  the  management  of  nuns  belonging  to  various  orders  and  the 
girls  who  attend  theni  receive  an  excellent,  solid  and  practical  education. 
I  have  ascertained  these  facts  by  examining  the  pupils  of  several 
of  these  institutions  upon  being  specially  invited  to  do  so.  These 
convents  are  of  great  benefit,  not  only  to  the  parishes  v^hich  have  the 
advantage  of  possessing  them,but  also  to  the  other  municipalities,  as  most 
of  the  teachers  who  teach  our  elementary  schoofs,  have  been  educated 
there. 

My  district  is  also  very  fortunate  having  the  classical  college  of 
UAssomption  in  praise  of  which  I  need  not  say  anything,  as  it  is  too 
well  known. 

There  are  also  two  independent  schools  in  the  village   of  L' Assomp- 

tion  which-  do  not  receive  grants.  The  '  first.,  isv  an  elementary  school 
kept  by  the  Sisters  of  Providence  and  the  other  is  a  special  agricultural 
school. 

The  object  of  the  latter  institution,  is,  as  its  name  indicates,  to  give 
theoretical  and  practical  instruction  in  Agriculture.  It  is  ably  managed 
by  Mr,  I.  J.  A.  Marsan  but  it  does  not  seem  to  be  encouraged  by  the  far- 
mers as  it  should  be. 

The  pupils  in  my  district  are  divided  as  follows  : 

5,397  in  schools  under  control. 
1,006  in  independent  schools  receiving  grants. 
37  in  independent  schools  not  receiving  grants. 

Making  in  all  6,440  pupils  attending  school  or  70  more  than  last  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  severity  of  the  Winter,  there  has  also  been  an 
improvement  in  the  average  attendance  which  was  68  per  cent,  that  is 
about  1  over  that  of  last  year. 

On  the  whole  I  am  satisfied  with  the  progress  made  by  the  children 
under  the  tuition  of  the  teachers.  I  have  again  endeavored  to  render  study 
less  dry  and  more  attractive  and  I  am  happy  to  say  efforts  were  made  to 
develop  the  intelligence  and  exercise  the  intellects  of  the  children  instead 
of  fatiguing  their  memory. 
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However,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the    organization  of    the  schools 
leaves   somewhat  to  be  desired.  Notwithstanding  the  instructions   of  the 
Council  of   Public  Instruction,    there   is  hardly   any   regulation  for   the 
division  of  time  or  any  time  table. 

It   therefore  seems  to   me  that  it  would  be   rendering    a    service    to 
the  commissioners    and  teachers   to   draft,  if  possible,  a    regulation   for  • 
the  internal  management  of  the  schools  and  a   time-table   which    would 
suit  the   majority  of  the     schools   and     serve  as   a    model  to  be   imi- 
tated. 

I  noticed  with  pleasure  during  the  year  that  the  Department  of  Pu- 
blic Instruction  was  desirous  of  assisting  the  school  authorities  by  prepa- 
ring a  detailed  course  of  studies  with  a  time-table  and  accompanied 
by  notes  on  the  method  of  teaching.  It  seems  to  me  that  all  who  take  aii 
interest  in  education  are  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  these  time-tables  in 
all  well  organized  schools. 

Such  a  course  of  studies  would  be  a  constant  guide  in  the  teacher  s 
hands.  Amongst  other  advantages,  it  would  enable  the  school  ins- 
pectors and  consequently  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to 
obtain  correct  statistics  with  reference  to  the  degree  of  advancement! 
of  the  pupils. 

All  that  the  inspectors  would  have  to  know  would  be  the  number  6f 

children  in  each  school  in  the  preparatory  class,  in  the  2nd  or  3rd  degree 

etc,  and   they   would  at    once  know  what   subjects   the    children  study 

and  what  they  have  learned  of  these  subjects.  Under  the  present  system, 

statistics  are  collected  only  with  much  labour  and,even  then,it  frequently 

happens  that  they  are  not  correct.  Thus,  in  writing,    the  children  should 

be  classified  in  one  of  the  two   following    categories  :    pupils    who   can 

write  and  pupils  who  can  write  fluently.  Of  course  it  may  happen  that  the 

children  who  write  in   the   same   way  are   not  classed   together  because 

there  is  no  welj  defined  distinction  between  the  two  kinds  of  writinsr  and 

it  isjbecause  this  distinction  is  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  inspectors  that  we 

often  find  so  little  uniformity  in  the  statistics    supplied  by  these  officers. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  register  of  visitors  in  each 
school  in  my  district  and  which  should  be  found  everywhere.  At  the 
end  of  each  inspection  I  write  in  this  register  whatever  observations  I 
deem  necessary  for  the  children's  welfare  ;  I  mention  the  resuU  of  the 
examination  1  have  made  ;  I  state  whether  the  teacher  is  to  be  praised  or 
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blamed  and  if  necessary  I  give  advice  which  is  nearly  always  followed 
and  produces  a  good  effect. 

As  it  very  often  happens  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  meet  the 
Commissioners,  I  make  use  of  this  register  to  ask  them  io  have  the  neces- 
sary repairs  performed  to  the  school  house  and  furniture. 

When  the  parish  priest  visits  the  schools  he  generally  enters  his 
remarks,  the  Commissioners  do  likewise  at  each  of  their  visits  and  thus 
the  book  contains  the  history  of  the  school  and  becomes  more 
valuable  the  longer  it  is  in  use. 

The  books  of  the  school  Commissioners  are  generally  well  kept  by 
the  secretary-treasurers  and  there  are  much  fewer  arrears  than  formerly. 
There  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  this  respect.  The  teachers  are 
paid  regularly  and  the  average  of  their  salaries  increases  a  little  every 
year. 

In  coDclusion  I  would  specially  mention  the  municipality  of  StPaul 
TErmite  which  continues  to  distinguish  itself  in  connection  with  its  ele- 
mentary schools.  Three  schools  out  of  four  in  this  parish  have  had  the 
honour  of  receiving  certificates  from  the  Colonial  Exhibition  in  London. 
These  rewards  will  remain  in  the  school  as  evidence  of  the  work 
and  success  of  the  pupils  and  school  mistresses  during  the  year  1885-86. 
The  medal  which  accompanies  the  certificate  will  also  serve  to  reward  the 
work  of  the  children  in  future  and  be  a  great  means  of  encourage- 
ment. 

The  convent  of  St  Liguori  and  some  other  schools  in  my  district  have 

also  received  the  same  certificate. 

Since  I  have  written  the  above,  I  have  been  called  upon  to  perform 
other  duties  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  I  therefore  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  authorities  for  having  been 
permitted  to  perform,  during  four  years,  the  important  duties  of  school  ins- 
pector. 

If  I  have  succeeded  in  doing  some  good  in  the  district  confided  to 
me,  it  is  due  to  all  the  enlightened  persons  who  assisted  me  with  their 
advice  ;  I  specially  thank  the  parish  priests,  the  school  commissioners  and 
the  secretary-treasurers  and  also  the  teachers. 

They  may  rest  assured  that  I  will  always  remember  our  pleasant  rela- 
tions and  that  I  leave  I'Assomption  not  without  regret.

I  have  the  honour   to  submit    my  general   report  on  the  inspec- 
tion of  my  schools  for  the  scholastic  year  1886-87. 

The  grand  statistical  table  (tho  form  of  which  has  this  year  been  chan- 
ged for  the  better)  shows  that  there  wore  in  operation  in  my  district  lt5 
educational  establishments  of  all  kinds,  namely  ;  1  classical  college,  2  boys' 
academies,  5  girls'  academies,  3  boys'  model  schools,  3  girls'  model  schools 
3  mixed  model  schools  (boys  and  girls)  and  158  elementary  schools. 

There  are  under  the  control  of  commissioners  or  trustees  162  edu' 
cational  establishments  of  all  kinds,  namely  :  1  boys'  academy,  3  boys' 
model  schools,  3  mixed  model  schools, '(boys  and  girls)  and  164  elemen- 
tary schools.  These  were  attended  by  8,293  pupils  :  last  year  the  number 
was  8,077  ;  the  increase  being  216  for  this  year. 

The  average  attendance  was  80.6  per  cent  ;  last  year  it  was  77.6  per 
cent,  making  an  increase  of  nearly  3  per  cent.  This  augurs  well  for  the 
future  and  is  very  satisfactory  in  view  of  the  exceptionally  bad  Winter 
we  have  had. 

Two  houses  for  elementary  schools  were  built  this  year  ;  one  at  La^ 
chute  and  the  other  at  Terrebonne  by  the  dissentient  minority  ;  the  latter 
especiable  is  very  comfortable. 

As  regards  the  furniture  in  the  educational  establishments  of  all 
kinds,  I  make  the  following  classification  :  104  are  very  good,  66 
are  not  very  good,  and  5  schools  are,  I  may  say,  not  habitable. 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  informing  you  that  the  commissioners  and 
trustees  under  whose  control  these  schools  are,  have  decided  to  rebuild 
shortly  and  as  soon  as  the  classes  open,  several  of  these  houses  will  be 
rebuilt. 

I  am  very  well  satisfied  with  the  teachers  under  my  control,  with  a 
few  exceptions  ;  the  majority  have  worked  conscientiously. 

The  progress  made  this  year  has  as  a  rule  been  satisfactory.  I  noticed 
it  at  my  last  inspection.  The  obstacles  to  progress  in  a  good  many  schools 
are  always  the  same  and,  as  they  have  been  frequently  pointed  out  to  you, 
I  need  not  mention  them  again. 
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During  the  past  school  year,  I  made  262  inspections,  the  length  of 
which  varied  from  1^  to  3  hours.  This  is  what  I  do  in  each  school  wheu 
I  make  my  first  inspection  :  Irst  After  filling  up  the  blanks  in  the  bulletin 
I  take  notes  on  the  following  points  :  the  number  of  divisions  for  each 
subject  taught  in  the  school,  the  number  of  children  in  each  divi- 
sion, the  place  in  each  subject  at  which  they  were  when  I  made  my 
inspection,  last  the  names  of  the  children  in  each  division  and  a 
note  showing  how  the  examination  was  passed  on  each  subject ;  2nd  I  make 
out  a  special  programme  for  each  division,that  is  to  say,  I  show  how  far  I  may 
reasonably  expect  to  find  the  pupils  when  I  make  by  second  inspection  ; 
for  instance,  for  the  young  children  commencing  Arithmetic,  I  tell  them 
to  learn  numeration  up  tolOO,  the  multiplication  table  to  2  and  3  times, 
to  work  out  mentally,  or  on  theirslates  or  black  board,  small  sums  in  Ad- 
dition and  Substraction  ;  I  do  the  same  for  the  other  branches  3rd  I  men- 
tion the  subjects  upon  which  I  will  question  them  at  my  second  ins- 
pection ;  these  are  :  Catechism,  Writing,  Reading,  Arithmetic.  Grammar,  or 
rather  Orthography  by  means  of  reading  and  spelling  exercises  and  dicta- 
lions  frequently  repeated.  In  order  to  induce  the  teachers  to  follow  my 
ad  vie  e  in  this  matter  I  warned  them  that  at  my  second  inspection  I  would 
ask  no  questions  on  Grammar  but  would  give  the  pupils  in  that  branch  a 
dictation  which  would  prove  what  progress  they  had  made  ;  to  those  who 
were  in  the  first  and  second  readers  I  said  that  I  would  make  them  spell 
or  write  the  words  in  their  readers. 

I  was  able  to  visit  104  schools  twice  and  I  followed,  to  the  letter  the 
programme  traced  out. Out  rf  that  number  30  gave  me  entire  satisfaction 
54  gave  satisfaction  on  several  subjects  and  really  tried  to  follow  my 
advice,  about  20  met  with  but  little  success  ;  the  teachers  in  these  schools 
were  too  anxious  to  make  the  children  learn  by  rote  without  giving  them 
e^cplanations  or  had  failed  through  attempting  to  do  too  much. 

I  sincerely  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  visit  all  the  schools  twice, 
especially  the  elementary  schools,  but  the  extent  of  my  inspection  dis- 
trict and  the  number  of  my  schools  prevent  me  from  performing  that 
task. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  as  long  as  the  school  Inspectors   are  not  better 
remunerated  and  as  several  of  them,  owing  to  the  extent  of  their  districts 
and  number  of  their  schools,cannot   inspect  all  of  them  regularly  twice  a 
year,  the  office  of  Inspector  will  not  fully  attain  the  end  for  which  it  was 
established  ancl  the  progress  of  ed,uc£^tioa  \yill  be  delayed.  One  inspec- 
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tion  a  yearis  not  sufficient.  It  is  quite  true  that  the  notes  we  take  for  the 
schools  visited  once  in  the  year,  may  be  ol'some  use  for  the  following 
year,  but  they  do  not  suffice  to  enable  us  to  ascertain  with  any  accuracy 
the  progress  made  during  the  year.  We  do  not  find  the  same  teacher  or 
the  same  pupils  and  the  inspectors'  work  thus  very  frequently  becomes 
useless. 

I  would  be  very   glad  to  see  a  new  plan  of  study  adopted   especially 
for  the  elementary  schools  in  the  country.  What  our  farmers'   children 
require  is  a  practical  education  whi'  h   will  one  day  be  useful  to  them. 
How  can  we  obtain  this  result  with  children  who  leave  school  after  their 
first  Communion,  that  is  when  they  are  10  or  12  years  old.  Can  these  chil- 
dren learn  anything  but  their  prayers    and  Catechism,  Reading,  Writing, 
a  little  Arithmetic  and  Orthography  ?  Certainly  not  in  one  sense,  but  yes  in 
another.  Everything  depends  upon  the  method  followed.  Let  us  teach  only 
the  subjects  I  have  mentioned,  but  teach  them  well  ;   let  Arithmetic  be 
taught  in  a  (practical  manner  ;  the  four  first  rules  are  enough.     As  for  the 
other  branches,  let  us  abandon  the  old  system  of  routine  which  consists  iijL 
making  the  children,  at  the  rate   of  4  or  5  in  an  elementary  school,  learn 
by  rote  a  part  of  a  work  on  Sacred  History,  of  the  History  of  Canada,  a 
short  treatise  on  Geography,  sometimes  a  large   geography,  the  Manual  of 
Agriculture  etc.,  etc.Out  of  100  pupils,  in  4  years  perhaps  20  will  have  seen 
these  subjects  but  in  what  manner  ?  Some  of  them  may  have  gone  through 
the  third  or  the  half  of  the  work  on  History  but   if  you  speak   to   them   of 
events    or    personages,   for    instance    of  the    great    king     David,    the 
wise     king     Solomon,     the    heroic    Montcalm  etc.    it  is    all  Greek    to 
them.  How  many  are  there  whose  study  of  Geograpy  has  commenced  and 
ended  with  definitions  of  the  degrees  of  latitude  and  longitude  and  of  the 
equator  etc.  Nothing  can  be  more   faulty  than  such  a  system  of  teaching. 
As  regards  History  let  it  be  taught  orally  to   the  whole  class,  mentioning 
merely  the  most  important  events   and  gi*eat  personages,    but  let   it  be 
entirely  gone   over.  As  regards  Geography   let  max>s  replace  all  or  future 
treatises,  let  the  teacher  leave  aside  those  preliminary  notions  which  are 
a  dead  letter  for   children  ;  let  her  by  means  of  the  map   teach  the  pupils 
about  their  own  country  first  and  then  about  the  others  afterwards,  accor- 
(iiilg  to  the  system  of  Pestalozzi. 

Thus  the  farmer's  child  will  derive  some  benefit  from  the  3  or  4 
years  he  can  get  at  school  and  will  not  forget  in  a  few  months  what  it 
has  taken  him  years  to  learn. 

XJi^til  we  get  a  new  course  of  studies  which  will,  I  am  sure,  be  quite 
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suited  to  our  schools,  I  endeavour  to  derive  as  much  profit  as  possible  from 
the  present  one. 

I  am  satisfied  with  the  secretary-treasurers  in  my  inspectorate.  The 
books  in  most  cases  are  kept  according  to  the  official  method 

Trusting  that  these  few  remarks,  accompanied  by  my  inspection  bul- 
letins and  grand  statistical  table  will  give  you  a  fair  idea  of  the  general 
condition  of  the  schools  in  my  district.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  |*ublic  Instruction 
in  the  county  of  Saguenay  for  the  scholastic  year  1886-87. 

In  that  part  of  my  division  which  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  Bersimis 
the  number  of  schools  has  not  increased,  as  there  has  been  little  or  no 
increase  in  the  population. 

The  teachers  are,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  same  as  last  year.  I 
noticed  with  pleasure  that  they  were  zealous.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
their  salaries  are  so  small  and,  as  the  ratepayers  are  poor,  there  is  but  little 
prospect  of  improvement  in  that  respect. 

I  have  succeeded  in  getting  the  inconvenient  system  of  voluntary 
payments  or  contributions  done  away  with  almost  everywhere. 

I  had  to  contend  with  the  popular  prejudices  against  valuation  rolls, 
but  with  the  efficient  assistance  of  the  clergy  I  have  succeeded. 

At  Escoumins  the  model  school  did  not  do  as  well  as  we 
had  a  right  to  expect.  The  teacher,  although  holding  a  model  school 
diploma  was  too  young  to  manage  a  large  class  and  maintain  discipline. 
The  selection  made  for  this  year  is  a  more  judicious  one  and  we  may 
expect  better  results. 

The  question  of  the  erection  of  school  buildings  or  even  of  repairs  is 
often  attended  with  many  difficulties.  Obstacles  of  all  kinds  arise  and 
patience  becomes  a  necessary  virtue.  In  presence  of  so  many  contrary 
opinions  the  inspector  is  obliged  to  rely  upon  his  own  judgment,  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  spot  and  examine  for  himself. 
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The  secretary-treasurers  are  a  little  too  indulgent  towards  ratepayers 
in  arrears  in  some  localities.  They  have  been  notified  that  they  must 
be  more  energetic  in  future  and  the  school  commissioners  have  promised 
me  that  they  would  see  to  it. 

1  was  unable  to  hold  the  examination  of  all  the  schools  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  but  the  parish  priests  did  so  at  my  request. 

As  you  are  aware,  that  part  of  my  division  which  extends  from  Ber- 
gimis  to  the  straits  of  Belle-Isle  is  very  extensive  but  its  population  is 
very  small.  I  should  add  that  this  population  has  but  very  little  means 
and  yet  it  is  animated  with  the  best  intentions  as  regards  Education. 

I  was  much  pleased  to  observe,  as  m  past  years,  that  the  Venerable 
Apostolic  Prefect  of  the  North  Shore,  Monsignor  F.  X.  Boss6,  is  indefatiga- 
ble in  his  efforts  to  keep  up  the  schools  he  has  already  established  at 
various  places  and  in  opening  new  ones. 

He  is  admirably  seconded  in  this  by  his  missionaries  and  especially 
by  the  Reverend  Messrs  Cote  and  Theberge.  All  these  gentlemen  engage 
the  teachers  on  their  own  responsibility,  as  regards  the  payment  of  the 

salaries,  and  provide  school  books  for  all  the  children.  * 

* 

The  convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  founded  in  1885  at  Esquimaux 
Point  by  Monsignor  Boss^,  is  remarkably  prosperous.  The  building  is  now 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a  wing  of  considerable  size,  the  whole  being 
*  suitably  finished. 

I  visited  the  convent  throughout  and  I  am  in  aposUion  to  say  that 
everything  is  in  perfect  order  and  that  nothing  has  been  spared  to  make 
the  children  as  comfortable  as  possible. 

The  boarding  school  was  opened  this  year  for  the  first  time  and  it  is  an 
excellent  idea  to  have  one. 

I  examined  the  classes  of  the  convent  at  the  beginning  of  last  Sep- 
tember and  was  very  well  satisfied. 

Writing  is  very  good  and  Arithmetic  is  apparently  tanght  with  great 
care.  I  may  say  the  same  as  regards  the  other  branches. 

The  model  school  at  Cap  Blanc  in  the  same  place,  taught  by  Miss 
Masse  and  which  I  inspected  in  September  last,  is  doing  very  good  work. 
Miss  Masse  has  had  several  years  experience  and  I  am  satisfied  in  every 
respect  with  the  examination  I  made  of  her  school. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  commission- 
ers of  Cap  Blanc  are  in  good  order  and  it  would  be  hard  to  find  a  better 
officer  than  Mr  Eusebe  Leblanc. 
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On  the  -whole  I  may  say  that  public  instruction  continues  to  make 
great  progress  at  Esquimaux  Point.  Monsignor  Bosse  takes  as  much  inte- 
rest in  it  as  in  his  own  affairs  and  we  may  expect  still  further  improve- 
ment under  the  impetus  of  his  truly  apostolical  zeal. 

I  trust  that  you  will  be  able  this  year  to  increase  the  usual  grants  to 
poor  municipalities  in  my  district,  especially  those  to  the  East  of  Ber- 
simis  If  the  grants  are  not  increased,  it  will  be  necessary  to  close  one  or 
two  schools,  a  proceeding  which  would  be  very  regrettable.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
30th  June  1887. 

The  dissentients  of  Ste.  Madeleine  had  no  school  in  operation  during 
the  year  ;  they  are  at  present  building  a  school  house  at  Grosse  Isle 
which  will  be  open  six  months  in  the  year  ;  also  a  school  house  at  the 
eastern  extremity  of  Coffin  Island,  at  the  place  called  old  Harry  Head, 
where  the  school  will  also  be  open  six  months  in  the  year.  The  ratepayers 
of  both  these  localities  are  too  few  in  number  to  keep  a  school  open  ail 
the  year  round  ;  that  is  why  they  have  agreed  to  have  two  ;  the  teacher 
will  teach  six  months  at  Grosse-Isle   and  six  months  at  old   Harry    Head. 

The  dissentients  of  St.  Pierre  de  TEtang  du  Nord  could  not  have 
their  school. 

They  have  made  some  repairs  to  the  school  house  and  intend  to  open 
it  in  August  next. 

I  noticed  with  pleasure  that  all  the  schools  in  my  district  were  pro- 
vided with  the  necessary  books  and  appliances,  and  consequently,  consi- 
derable progress  has  been  made. 

There  are  still  school  houses  in  my  district  which  are  nut  properly 
finished,  especially  in  the  municipality  of  Ste  Madeleine  ;  at  the  school 
No.  2,  when  I  made  my  inspection  on  the  11th  May  la^it  the  pupils  and 
teacher  could  hardly  keep  themselves  warm  enough   to  be  able   to  write. 
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At.  school  No.  3  the  pupils  were  obliged,  on  several  occasions,  to  go  and 
get  wood  to  heat  the  school  house ;  some  of  them  were  engaged  in  at  this 
work  when  I  went  there  on  the  9th  May. 

The  commissioners  in  this  municipality  have  great  difficulty  in  col" 
lecting  the  school  taxes  and  will  probably  have  to  take  out  some  suits. 

The  school  furniture  continues  to  be  defective,  but  I  do  nqt^are  to 
insist  on  this  point  owing  to  the  poverty  which  prevails  throughout 
these  Islands. 

The  schools  in  the  municipality  of  Aubert  maintain  their  relative 
superiority.  Two  of  the  male  teachers  in  this  municii>ality  hold  model 
school  diplomas  and  give  great  satisfaction.  Miss  Marie  Zoe  Delaney  who 
teaches  school  No.  2  in  Aubert  deserves  special  mention  for  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  her  school  is  kept  and  for  the  progress  made  by  her 
pupile. 

The  convent  of  the  Congregation  of  Notre-Damein  the  municipality  of 
Ste  Madeleine  has  surpassed  itself  this  year  and  its  work  has  exceeded 
general  expectation. 

The  secretary-treasurers  keep  their  accounts  well  and,  as  a  rule,  per- 
form their  duties  properly. 

Mr.  Paul  Duclos  an  old,  superanumated  teacher  is  in  fairly  good 
health,  although  he  is  beginning  to  feel  the  effects  of  age. 

On  the  whole,  I  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  manner 
in  which  all  perform  their  duties  and  I  am  convinced  that  everywhere 
in  my  district  every  thing  is  done  that  can  possibly  be  done  with  the 
means  at  hand.  I  therefore  beg  you  to  be  pleased  to  give  a  large  portion 
of  t  he  supplementary  grant  to  the  poor  municipalities,  especially  that  of 
Ste  Madeleine.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1886-87. 

My  statistical  tables  show  that  there  are  in  my  district,  12,289  pupils, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  10,118  or  about  82  per  cent. 

There  are  131  educational  institutions,  viz  :  91  schools  under  control 
and  13  independent  institutions  receiving  grants,  the  others,  27  in  number 
are  independent  and  receive  no  grants. 

The  body  of  teachers  is  made  up  as  follows  :  101  male  teachers  and 
189  female  teachers  ;  180  are  in  religious  orders  and  110  are  not,  18  of 
the  latter  are  uncertificated,  and  the  majority  of  them  teach  in  the  indepen- 
dent institutions. 

I  cannot  say  whether  there  has  been  or  has  not  been  any  increase  or 
decrease  in  these  figures  over  previous  years,  as  this  is  the  first  time  that 
I  make  up  the  school  statistics  of  this  new  district.  However,  I  do  not 
think  I  am  wrong  in  saying  that  the  present  state  of  things  appears  to  be 
very  satisfactory.  Out  of  the  37  inspection  districts  with  a  total  of 
256,549  pupib,  this  district  supplies  one  twentieth  part, 

MONTMOEENCY. 

There  has  been  nothing  remarkable  in  this  county  in  connection  "with 
the  general  movement  of  education.  No  difficulty  has  arisen  that  I  have 
not  baen  able  to  settle,  with  one  exception. 

In  a  good  many  municipalities  the  parish  priest  is  a  member  of  the 
school  board  or  acts  as  secretary-treasurer. 

I  have  always  had  occasion  to  congratulate  myself  on  the  good 
understanding  which  has  prevailed  in  our  proceedings  respecting  the 
management  of  the  schools  or  reforms  to  be  effected. 

In  certain  other  parishes  where,  for  personal  reasons,  the  parish  priest 
cannot  act  as  chairman,  the  rate  payers  elect  as  commissioners  men  of 
education  and  progressive  ideas,  or  at  least,  who  are  in  favour  of  Education, 
so  that  my  remarks  are  always  taken  in  good  part  and  are  attended  to, 
especially  in  connection  with  the  choice  of  good  teachers,  on  which  I  lay 
particular  stress. 

The  best  way  to  have  a  good  school  is  to  begin  by  having  a  good 
teacher. No  one  can  say  that  the  country  is  not  great  enough  and  prosperous 
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enough  to  indulge  in  the  luxury  of  a  body  of  competent  teachers  ;  let  us 
therefore  raise  the  level  of  the  courses  of  studies  for  certificates.  Such  a 
step  would,  I  am  conviuced,  solve  more  than  one  difficult  problem  which 
otherwise  will  remain  long  unsolved. 

I  notice  at  Montmorency  that  the  finances  are  nearly  always  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  The  salaries  are  paid  regulary  and  the  secretary- 
tresurers,  if  not  all  accomplished  book-keepers,  kaow  at  least  how  to  do 
their  best  to  perform  their  duties. 

Several  school  houses  have  been  built  upon  plans  which  were  submit* 
ted  to  and  approved  by  you,  namely ;  one  at  St  Adolphe,  one  at  Laval,  a 
third  at  St  Tite  and  a  fourth  at  St  Joachim.  The  parish  priest  of  each  of 
these  places  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  this  and  the  work  has  been  done 
to  the  general  satisfaction.  These  municipalities,  with  one  exception,  are 
poor  and  I  requested  you  to  increase  the  grant  which  you  give  them  every 
year.  Considerable  repairs  have  been  made  to  spme  other  houses.  The 
convent  of  the  parish  of  Ste  Famille,  a  relic  of  the  old  times  in  the  colony 
has  arisen  as  by  enchantment,  during  the  vacation,  from  the  midst  of  the 
century-old  elms  which  surround  it.  An  elegant  mansard  roof  has  just 
been  placed  on  the  main  building  and  makes  it  one  of  the  finest  con  rents 
in  all  the  parishes.  This  improvement  will  cost  over  a  thousand 
dollars,  which  is  a  very  large  sum  for  a  mission  which  has  so  little  reve- 
nue. It  relies  upon  Providence  to  assist  it  in  meeting  this  debt  and 
trusts  that  the  G-overnment  will  be  inspired  to  vote  a  bonus  to  it  in  remem- 
brance of  the  200th  anniversary  of  its  existence  and  on  account  of  the  ser- 
vices it  has  rendered  to  the  country. 

With  the  exception  of  5  or  6  elementary  schools  and  2  model  schools 
which  I  classed  in  my  bulletins  as  inferior,  the  others  are  good  or  compa- 
ratively so.  Two  examples  will  suffice  to  show  that  the  progress 
made  in  some  of  them  can  hardly  be  surpassed.  A  pupil  15  years  old 
from  the  boys'  model  school  at  Ste.  Famille  under  the  able  management 
of  Mr  J.  Z.  Dubeau,  passed  with  distintion  an  examination  which  placed 
him  in  the  first  division  of  Laval  Normal  School.  Another  pupil  14 
years  old,  from  the  boy's  model  school  in  the  parish  of  St.  Laurent  taught 
by  Mr  Bruno  Pelletier,  was  able  to  enter  the  fifth  form  at  the  Quebec 
seminary. 

These  two  teachers  were  trained  at  the  Laval  Normal  school.  I  may 
say  the  same  of  Messrs  Tardif  and  Rochon  who  prepare  pupils  for  college 
where  they  do  credit  to  their  former  teachers. 
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The  convents,  as  well   as  the   other  girls'  or    mixed  model   schools  m 
taught  by  the  best  teachers,  do  very  good  work.  In  a  word  the  result  this 
year,  has,  on  the   whole,  been  good  and  I  think  I  may   congratulate  all 
who  have  contributed  to  it. 

St-RoCH  of    QUEBEC  NoRTH. 

This  small  school  municipality  will  have  its  fourth  elementary  school 
in  operation,  after  the  holidays.  The  balk  of  the  population  consists  of 
working-men.  I  do  not  know  whether '  it  is  owing  to  want  of  means  or  to 
apathy  in  a  great  many  parents  who  do  not  send  their  children  regularly 
to  school,  but  I  found  the  children  very  backward  and  with  apparently 
but  little  taste  f6r  study.  There  are  only  enough  exceptions  to  bear  favo- 
rable testimonv  to  the  work  of  the  teachers. 
«  •' 

The  Commissioners  are  having  the  school  furniture  renewed.  The 
desks  and  forms  are  made  according  to  a  plan  which  is  new  here  and  is  a 
jgreat  improvement. 

This  school  board,  whose  momb^re  are  very  zealous,  has  secured 
the  services  of  a  very  competent  man  as  secretary-treasurer  and  I  have 
reason  to  hope  that  the  schools  will  receive  better  supervision,  that  dis- 
cipline will  be  better  observed  and  that  I  will,  at  my  next  inspection,  find 
that  good  work  has  been  done. 

St-Sauveur  de  Qu^:bec, 

The  schools  in  this  municipality  are  on  a  good  footing.  The 
commissioners  have,  with  praiseworthy  zeal,  placed  under  their  contro 
a  sufficient  number  of  schools  to  meet  the  general  requirements  of  the 
locality.  According  the  agreements  made,  the  Sisters  of  the  Congrega- 
tion and  the  Christian  Brothers  are  to  open  model  classes  and  as  many 
elementary  classes  as  there  are  rooms  available  in  their  respective  estab- 
lishments. 

In  addition  to  these  two  large  institutions,  which  teach  1336  pupils, 
there  are  11  elementary  schools  taught  by  lay  teachers  and  attended  by 
792  pupils.  Several  of  these  schools,  amongst  others  those  of  Miss.  Dus- 
sault  and  Miss  Alphonsine  Larue,  both  former  pupils  of  Laval  Norma 
School,  gave  me  the  greatest  satisfaction.  The  Commissioners,  accompa- 
nied by  an  Oblate  Father,  examine  all  these  schools  at  the  end  of  each 
half  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  literary  entertainments  take  place  before 
large  audiences  and  the  prizes  are  given  with  the  greatest  solemnity. 
Medals   of  honour  are  awarded  to  the  most  deserving  pupils    and  their 


vork  which  is  exhibited  to  the  audience  is  loadly^  applauded.  Afterwards 
idresaes  are  delivered  aud  speeches  made  by  the  religions  and  civil  autho- 
rities and  then  all  separate,  happy  and  willing  to  make  slill  further  sacri- 
fices in  the  cause  of  Education. 

City  of  Qctebec. 
The  schools  of  all  kinds  in  the  city  are  attended  by   "7,029  pupils..  In 
my  bulletins  I  hnve  already  given  information  about  each  of  these  schools 
but  I  think  it  advisable  to   add  some  further  details  which    will  make 
the  principal  ones  better  known. 

Convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Charitg.  This  excellent  institution  has  alone 
one  sixth  of  the  pupils  in  all  the  schools  of  the  city.  I  inspect  six  parishes 
on  the  Island  of  Orleans  where  there  are  2  convents,  2  acade- 
mies, 5  model  schools  and  10  elementary  schools.  In  the  convent 
of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  in  Quebec  there  are  twice  as  many  children 
aught  as  in  those  six  parishes  together.  I  found  1.203  pupils  aud  it 
took  me  fifteen  sittings  to  examine  all  the  classes.  The  immense  buildings 
which  are  known  to  all  Quebec  are  barely  sufficient  for  their  populMion  of 
1,500  "which  increases  every  year.  The  commissioners  will  have  to  take 
steps  to  gave  satisfaction  to  the  parents  who.  at  the  beginning  of  each 
year,  crowd  the  parlors  and  insist  upon  their  children  being  admitted. 
This  institution  is  very  popular  and  well  deserves  its  name.  There  is  no 
privileged  caste  in  it.  The  poor  man's  child  and  the  rich  man's  child,  the 
boarder  and  the  day  scholar,  all  receive  the  same  care,  the  same  kind 
attention ;  the  same  teaching  is  given  to  all  indiscriminately  according 
to  the  pupils'  ability  ;  merit  alone  establishe  distinctions.  I  might  add 
what  every  one  knows  but  what  I  wish  to  state  in  my  official  report  that 
the  rich  man's  child  learns,  from  the  tenderest  age  to  practise  Charity  and 
in  the  room  where  children  under  seven  are  admitted  to  pass  the  day, 
there  are  some  very  touching  scenes.  The  working^an's  child  comes 
at  an  early  hour  because  his  mother  brings  him  to  the  Sisters  to  be  taken 
care  of  before  she  goes  to  her  work  and  she  comes  for  him  in  the  evening. 
The  rich  man's  child  comes  later  to  learn  hia  letters,  and  practise  gym- 
nastics of  which  all  are  very  fond  ;  he  brings  his  toys  to  play  with.  Unfor- 
tinately  the  poor  child  has  no  toys,  not  even  a  basket  with  food,  but  the 
Sister  consoles  it  him  by  telling  him  that  the  other  is  his  friend.  The 
classes  are  attended  by  180  children,  both  boys  and  girls,  who  are  too 
youug  to  be  admitted  to  the  common  schools  but  who  learn, 
prayers,  singing  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  &c.  At  dinner  time 
the  rich  child  shares  his  cakes  with  the  poor  one.  thereby  learning  even 
at  that  tender  age,  to  give  food  to  the  hungry. 
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The  Sisters  support  all  the  expense  of  this  asylum  where  5  of  them  are 
contantly  engaged  in  teaching  and  watching  over  the  children.  They 
have  not  yet  received  anything  from  the  Q-orernment  but  let  us  hope  that 
it  will  not  always  be  so. 

In  this  establishment  10  classes  (one  of  which  is  a  model  one)  hare 
baen  opened  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners  and  they  are  attend- 
ed by  539  pupils.  There  is  also  an  academy  receiving  a  grant  ;  2  classes 
with  68  pupils  ;  a  girls'  orphan  asylum,  5  classes  190  pupils  ;  a  boys' 
orphan  asylum  8  classes  161  pupils  ;  a  boarding  school  for  boys,  4  classes, 
125  pupils. 

The  fir^t  division  of  this  boarding  school  is  a  model  s^^hool  which  does 
not  yet  receive  a  grant,  although  it  deserves  one 

It  is  kept  on  an  excellent  footing.  The  little  boys  are  so  well  treated 
that  they  are  sorry  when  they  are  12  years  old,  because  they  have  then 
to  leave.  They  have  large  recreation  rooms  where  they  can  practise 
gymnastics.  They  are  taught  Music  and  the  elements  of  the  Latin  langaa- 
ge  to  prepare  them  for  college. 

I  need  not  speak  of  the  sucess  obtained  every  year  by  the  pupils  of 
the  model  school  under  the  control  of  the  aoadamy.  The  education  given 
in  it  does  not  consist  of  cramming  ;  the  children's  faculties  are  developed 
and  they  are  given  time  to  understand  what  they  learn. 

Every  year  about  twenty  young  girls  obtain  certificates  to  teach  in 
model  schools. 

In  this  connection  I  may  say  that  the  rule  observed  by  the  Sisters  of 
Charity  is,  that  before  becoming  novices,  they  must  have  a  certificate  from 
the  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  Sisters  of  Charity  also  have  charge  of  the  two  model  schools  of 
Notre-Dame  dela  Garde,  attended  by  329  pupils  of  both  sexes.  The  schools, 
which  I  visited  in  company  with  the  parish  priest,  have  been  suppUed 
by  him  with  splendid  furniture  and  a  harmonium  for  the  pupils  who 
wish  to  learn  Music.  I  found  at  my  examination  that  very  good  work 
had  been  done. 

I  also  inspectedjthe  St- Bridget's  Asylum  under  the  charge  of  the  Sisters 
of  Charity.  The  Commissioners  allow  them  $100  for  their  elementary 
classes.  There  are  76  orphans,  both  boys  and  girls,  of  Irish  origin  who 
attend  these  classes  and  seem  so  happy  that  one  would  never  suspect  the 
unfortunate  cause  of  their  being  in  the  asylum. 


Convent  of  the  Qood  Skepherd. — The  claases  of  this  institutio 
ed  by  431  pupils  ;  8  of  the  classes  are  called  academy  classes, 
in  the  superior  class  showed  that  they  pay  particular  attenti 
rioiu  subjects  of  the  Course  of  Study.  They  compete  with 
the  Normal  School  and  prepare  themielves  for  the  strict  exai] 
fore  the  Boards  of  Examiners. 

The  Lady  Superior  did  the  honours  of  the  establishment 
ham,  a  di^tiagai^hed  jonraalist  of  New- York,  who  accomp 
my  last  inspectioa  and  who  wished  to  tuqaireinto  ours 
meatary  edu.;ation  so  as  to  be  able  to  speak  of  it  from  actua 
in  a  work  which  he  was  preparing  on  the  Province  of  Qm 
request  Sister  St.  Thomas  gare  him  a  practical  exhibition.  I 
in  two  hours  to  bring  pupils  of  every  cla&s  before  us  and  to 
irith  the  greatest  ease  the  system  of  teaching  followed  in  th 
ment. 

I  may  add  that  the  same  courtesy  was  extended  to  as  at 
of  the  Congregation  at  St  Sauveur  where  I  took  Mr  Far 
lame  parposs. 

The  Lady  Superior  gave  the  pupils  a  practical  lesson  in

We  also  Tiaited  in  that  municipality  a  small  elemf 
taught  by  Miss  Alphonsine  Larue  who  holds  a  model  school  -

The  Sisters  of  the  Gtood  Shepherd  manage  the  industrial 
tory  school  where  120  young  girls  are  admitted. 

There  are  two  classes,  one  of  which  is  certainly  i 
One  of  its  pupils  received  a  certificate  for  a  superior  scho 
the  directress  to  suhmit  a  report  of  this  school  which 
a  special  grant . 

St-Roch  convent.  The  Sisters  of  the  Congregation 
in  their  convent  8  elementary  classes  under  the  coi 
Commisfiioners  which,  when  I  made  my  inspection,  w 
by  661  little  girts.  One  of  these  classes  might  however  be  cli 
del  school.  I  do  not  think  it  has  ever  been  reported  to  your 
It  deserves  a  special  grant. 

The  Commissioners  pay  |100  for  each  class  and  give   uj 
per  month  which  each  pupil,  who  can  do  so,  pays  direct  to  t 
the  same  with  all  the  echoo'i  under  control  taught  by  religi 
tiona.

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The  Lady  Sapdrior,  notwithstanding  her  many  occnpations,  was 
kind  enough  to  accompany  me  throughout  my  inspection  and  gave  me 
a  good  deal  of  information  about  her  house  which  I  have  mentioned  in 
my  bulletins. 

Christian  Brother's  schools.  I  inspected  two  of  these  ;  that  in  St  Eooh 
and  that  in  St  Saureur.  The  first  has  11  classes  attended  by  796  pupils 
the  latter  10  classes  with  605  pupils. 

The  Inspecting  Brother  accompanied  me  throughout  my  inspection  of 
the  St  Roch  school  which  is  under  his  jurisdiction. 

At  St  Sauveur  my  inspection  coincided  with  that  of  the  School  Com- 
missioners who  were  accompained  by  an  Oblate  Father.  In  these  two  in- 
stitutions 6  lay  teachers  are  employed  regularly  They  get  the  same  salary 
as  the  Brothers  viz  :  $200.00.  The  pupils  in  the  three  first  classes  of  each 
establishment  follow  an  excellent  commercial  course.  English  and  French 
are  taught  in  a  practical  manner.  Writing  and  Drawing  are  especially 
attended  to  and  the  results  are  astonishing. 

At  St  Sauveur  where  I  had  an  Oi»portunity  of  meeting  the  public  at 
the  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  year  I  found  that  this  institution  is 
highly  appreciated  by  the  local  authorities  who  endeavored  as  best  they 
could  to  exi>ress  the  gratitude  of  the  people  of  the  parish  to  th^  Bro- 
thers. 

At  St  Roch  I  did  not  have  the  same  opportunity  of  hearing  them 
praised  in  public,  but  if  one  may  judge  by  the  zeal  displayed  by  the  people 
in  erecting  the  fine  building  just  handed  over  to  the  Brothers,  I  am 
convinced  that  there  also  their  work  is  highly  appreciated. 

School  of  the  Patronage.  135 '^pupils  attended  the  3  classes  ^vrhen  I 
made  my  inspection.  The  Brothers  of  St  Vincent  de  Paul  have  charge  of 
it,  but  the  institution  is  not  on  a  solid  basis,  in  my  opinion.  A  collection 
or  a  bazaar  do,  it  is  true,  provide  temporary  means  which  enable  it  to  live 
from  hand  to  mouth,  but  which  cannot  assure  the  future  of  an  institution 
ntended  for  so  noble  an  object.  The  work  is  not  one  of  those  which  are  des- 
tined to  perish  and  we  must  hope  that  the  foundation  system  inaugurated 
last  year  in  its  favour  under  the  patronage  of  His  Eminence  the  Cardinal. 
Archbishop  of  Quebec,  will  be  a  success.  In  this  institution  there  is  a 
vounff  Professor  a  Mr. C.J.  Magnan  whose  writings  on  pedagogics  have 
been  reproduced  in  European  reviews. 

Other  schools. There  are  a  good  many  elementary  and  model  schools, 
independent  and  under  control,  which  I  inspected.  Amongst  the  most 
important  are  those  in  St  Roch  kept  by  Mr.  Jules  Cloutier,  Mrs.  Cote  and 
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9  St-Eomuald.

The  three  first  constitute  the  large  parish  of  Notre-Dame  de  Levis. 
The  town  is  situated  on  the  North-West,  N.  D.  de  la  Victoire  on  the  South 
and  Bienville  on  the  North-East. 

The  parish  of  St- Joseph,  comprises  the  school  municipalities  of  Lauzon 
and  St- Joseph.The  village  of  that  parish  is  called  Lauzon  and  the  ranges  to 
the  East,  North  and  South  constitute  the  municipality  of  St-Joseph. 

The  municipality  of  St  Telesphore  is  the  South-west  part  of  the  parish 
of  St  David. 

Etchemin  and  St  Romuald  are  two  school  municipalities  which  con- 
stitute the  parish  of  St  Romuald.  The  Eastern  and  Centre  parts  are  called 
Etchmin  for  school  purposes. 

The  last  five  municipalities  have  the  same  limits  as  the  parishes  whose 
names  they  respectively  bear. 

School  houses 

'  There  are  85  school  houses,  70  of  which  belong  to  the  Commissioners ;  9 
are  rented  and  6  are  used  for  independent  schools.  43  are  bttilt  of  logs,  32 
are  frame  buildings,  5  are  built  of  brick  and  stone.  Levis,  Lauzon  and 
Etchemin  have  very  fine  school  houses. 

The  college,  convent,  St  Joseph  hospital  in  Levis,  the  convent  and 
academy  in  Lauzon,  the  academy  and  convent  in  Etchemin,  as  well  as  the 
convent  at  St  Nicolas,  must  represent  an  aggregate  value  of  over  1 200,000. 

The  8  houses  in  which  the  elementary  schools  of  Levis  are  kept  are  in 
excellent  condition  and  represent  a  value  of  at  least  $10,000. 

As  to  the  school  houses  in  the  other  municipalities,  with  the  exception 
of  those  built  for  model  schools  and  about  a  dozen  others  for  elementary 
schools,  which  are  fairly  comfortable,  as  I  have  stated  in  my  bulletins,  they 
are,  as  a  rule,  not  large  enough  and  poor  in  appearance  ;  most  of  them  are 
very  cold.  Of  course  the  furniture  is  about  as  defective  as  it  can  be  in  these 
some  schools. 

Schools

I  need  not  repeat  the  information  1  have  given  in  niy  bulletins.  I 
will  merely  add  that  the  Lady  Superior  received  me  very  cordially  and 
told  me  how  glad  they  would  be  if  you  would  honour  them  with  a  visit. 

Academies  undee  control. 

There  are  two  boys'  academies  under  control  ;  that  of  Lauzon  under 
the  Clercs  of  St-Viateur  and  that  of  Etchemin  under  a  Sister  of  the  Congre- 
gation assisted  by  8  lay  teachers.  I  was  well  satisfied  with  the  former 
where  6  Brothers  teach  S.'iS  boys  a  complete  classical  course  and  how 
to  earn  their  living  in  business.  I  was  much  pleased  with  the  management 
of  this  institution  and  the  children  appeared  to  work  very  well  under 
their  teachers. 

The  boys'  school  at  Etchemin  is  well  managed  by  the  Sister  and  her 
four  lay  assistants  and  is  attended  by  224  boys  who  seem  anxious  to  learn. 
They  are  not  very  much  advanced  yet,  but  the  Sister  told  me  she  found 
them  very  backward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  hopes  that  before 
long  her  school  will  be  worthy  of  the  name  of  Academy. 

Model  Schools  under  control. 

There  are  seven  model  schools  in  the  county  of  Levis  distributed  as 
follows :  one  at  St-Lambert,one  at  St-Henri,  one  at  St-Jean  Chrysostome,one 
'  at  St-David,  one  at  St-Nicolas  and  two  at  St-Romuald. 

The  two  first  are  good,  the  third  is  inferior,  the  fourth  is  quite  new  but, 
I  believe,  is  doing  well.  The  last  three  arc  nothing  but  very  ordinary 
elementary  schools. 

The  boys'  model  school  will  never  do  any  good  until  it  has  a  good 
master,  then  only  will  it  become  prosperous,  as  I  am  told  it  used  to  be  in 
former  years. 

In  the  first  two  schools  there  are  a  number  of  big  girls  who  go  there 
in  order  to  prepare  themselves  for  examination  before  the  Boards  of  Exa- 
miners. In  these  schools  I  have  seen  grown  girls  sitting  among  the  pu- 
pils. I  do  not  think  it  is  any  advantage,  either  to  the  body  of  teachers  or 
to  the  public,  to  have  our  model  schools  thus  turned  into  nurseries  for 
cheap  teachers,  It  is  evident  that  the  teachers  of  these  schools  must   ne- 


gleet  the  middle  class  which  contains  the  most  of  their  pu] 
teach  these  big  girls  and  prepare  them  for  thi'ir  oxamin&tic 
pretty  frequently  eucceed  in  passinsj  and  then  possess 
the   adjoining  elementary  schools. 

Thiti  explains  how  I  foniid  so  few  good  onps  in  the  co 
especially  in  the  parishes  where  this  kind  of  model  school  e; 

ThetwoSt-Rotnuald  schools  havebcfn  for  a  few  mou 
the  care  of  two  young  teachers  holding  model  school  dipio 
not  yet  had  time  to  test  thcirproficipncy.  They  told  me  that  t 
pnpils  very  backward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  I  may 
are  so  still. 

Elementary  Scuooia. 

Of  the  78  elementary  schools  which  I  visited,  but  few  ga' 
satisfaction.  Most  of  them  are  of  manifest  iuferiority  and  se 
nse  whatever.  My  bulletins  give  dotailod  information  as  t 
schools  60  I  need  not  revert  to  them  in  this  report,  I  wil 
yonr  attention  to  the  stalistical  table  ol  the  various  branc! 
the  elementary  schools.  You  will  observe  that  the  cour 
reduced  to  its  simplest  from  ;  you  will  also  observe 
advantage  the  big  boys  in  those  fine  and  fiouvishiug  paris 
the  school  statistics  of  the  municipalities. 

I  am  sure  that  you  will  be  of  opinion  Ihat  the  coui 
the  Commissioners  to  open  model  schools  taught  by  i 
only  way  of    attracting  these  big  boys  to  school. 

Apart  from  the  town  of  Levis,  Lanzon  and  Etcherain, 
in  the  municipalities  ten  boys  who  could  write  a  short  1 
or  draw  up  a  note  or  a  receipt. 

In  fact  there  were  hardly  ten  who  could  give  the  le: 
of  what  they  read.  However  I  was  given  numbers  for  s 
poses. 

In  nearly  all  the  muuicipalifics  whi<'h  I  visited,  I  hi 
Tiews  with  the  school  authorities.  It  is  admitted  that  the  h 
lar  learn  nothing  and  that  it  is  great  pity  to  leave  theminij 
it  is  necessary  to  overcome,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  present  ten 
over  our  primary  schools  to  young  girls,  with  Jttle  or  no  qua 
as  soon  as  practical  steps  have  to  be  taken,  a  little  extra  ei 
cnrred,  then  the  enthusiaHm  cools  down  and  no  one  has 
dive  into  hib  pocket  for  the  few  cents  which  are  necessarj 
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an  idea  which  all  admit  to  be  a  good  one.  I  am  certain  of  one  thing  and 
that  is  that  the  authorities  in  many  municipalities  appear  to  be  but 
little  convinced  that  a  prompt  remedy  is  required  for  the  present  state  of 
affairs. 

Many  commissioners  admit  that  they  would  be  well  disposed  to 
engage  male  teachers/  if  the  law  compelled  them  to  take  the  initiative 
in  an  improvement  which  would  oblige  them  to  raise  the  rate  of  taxa- 
tion however  slighly,  so  they  temporize  and  wait  until  more  courageous 
commissioners  make  the  attempt 

Now  I  must  admit  that  this  report  gives  but  a  gloomy  view  of  the 
general  condition  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the  county  of  Levis; 
however  I  think  I  am  within  the  bounds  of  truth  and  hope  that  those 
who  may  read  my  remarks  will  not  be  too  angry  with  me,  for  severe 
remedies  have  to  be  applied  when  necessary. 

I  may  add  that  the  Commissioners  ai)peared  to  appreciate  the  advice 
I  gave  them  and  to  be  decided  to  have  the  most  pressing  work  done 
during  next  vacation.  In  consideration  of  their  willingness  I  gave  them 
to  understand  that  all  the  time  they  wanted  would  be  allowed  them. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  advisable  to 
wait  until  the  next  inspection,  to  see  whether  they  have  begun  at  least 
the  most  important  reforms. 

In  many  cases  the  work  will  cost  considerable  amounts  and  I 
understandjthat  even  with  great  willingness,  it  will  take  the  parishes  which 
have  the  most  to  do,  several  years  before  they  can  accomplish  the  task  they 
have  to  perform. 

In  my  bulletins,  I  give  details  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  secretary 
treasurers  keep  their  accounts.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  my  inspection  of 
the  schools  in  the  county  of  Dorchester.  It  is  a  sequel  to  that  which  J 
sent  you  in  May  last  and  will  complete  the  task  which  you  confided  me 
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by    authorizing    me    to    inspect    the  schools  in  the  district  of  the  late 
Mr  Carrier. 

I  had  to  travel  over  the  whole  of  this  extensive  and  mountainous  country, 
the  Southern  portion  of  which  is  particularly  difficult  to  get  over,  as  the 
roads  are^so  hilly  and  full  of  stones^that  one  is  thankfuU  to  get  back  safe 
and  sound.  A  special  vehicle  is  required  and  the  best  time  to  inspect  the 
schools  is  from  the  15th  June  to  the  end  of  July.  I  am  told  that,  at  that 
season,  the  children  attend  school  more  regularly  and  the  ruts  made  in 
the  roads  by  the  Spring  floods  arc  filled  with  sand  which  is  carted  after 
seeding  time. 

This  county  comprises  12  large  parishes  which  I  will  proceed  to  name 
in  the  order  in  which  I  visited  them,  viz :  St-Anselme,  Ste-Claire,  St-Mala- 
chy,  St-Leon  de  Brandon,  Ste  G-ermaine  du  Lac  Etchemin,  Ste-Justine  or 
Township  of  Langevin,  St-Odilon  de  Cranbourn^,  St-Edouard  de  Framp- 
ton,  Ste-Marguerite,  Ste-Henedine,  St-Bemard  and  St-Isidore. 

A  part  of  St-Leon  de  Standon  is  erected  into  a  separate  municipality 
nnder  the  name  of  St-Abdon  de  Standon. 

There  is  only  a  small  elementary  school  there,  the  teacher  of  vvhich 
is  not  certificated. 

The  are  97  school-houses,  88  of  which^  belong  to  the  Commissioners. 

Of  the  94  schools  in  operation,  89  are  elementary,  3  are  model  schools 
nnder  control  and  2  are  independent  model  schools  receiving  grants. 

There  are  98  lay  teachers  and  7  nuns. 

There  are  only  3  male  teachers  and  90  female  teachers,  10  of  whom 
are  not  certificated. 

Two  male  and  8  female  teachers  have  been  trained  at  the  Laval 
NoTual  School. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  is  8,883,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
2,187.  Pupils  reading  fluently  2,693  ;  reading  with  explanations,  824  ;  in 
writing  and  Arithmetic  3,165  ;  G-rammar  and  Dictation,  1,245  ;  Letter- 
writing,  397  ;  Sacred  History,  980  ;  History  of  Canada,  479  ;  other  histo- 
ries, 62  ;  Geography,  672  ;  Book-keeping,  841  ;  Agriculture,  516  ;  Object 
lessons,  322  ;  Geometry,  79  ;  Algebra,  40  ;  Sewing,  65  ;  Music,  16.  There 
are  also  422  pupils  who  learn  both  French  and  English. 

School  houses. 

There  are  few  parishes  in  this  county  which  can  pride  themselves  on 
their  taste  in  building  school  houses,  for  they  are,  as  a  rule,  simple  cottages 
which  time  alone  colours,  for  the  painter  never  passes  that  way,  or  if  he' 
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does,  his  services  are  only  secured  in  order  to  paint  the  door  or  gable  in  J 
Vermillion,  which  gives  the  building  an  air  of  pretension  which  is  pain  ' 
ful  to  see. 

Most  of  those  whibh  I  visited  were  generally  dirty,  or  in  a  state  of 
decay,  sometimes  fairly  golid  but  unfinished  and  not  roomy  enough,  and 
finally,  nearly  always  badly  lighted  and  very  cold. 

In  my  bulletins  I  give  details  which  will  show  you  what  parishes 
have  the  most  to  do  in  that  respect  in  order  to  comply  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction.    You    will  also  observe  that  I

do  justice  to  some  other  municipalities  where  praiseworthy  eflforts  are 
made,  if  not  to  attain  perfection,  at  least  to  have  suitable  school  houses.  As 
I  found  the  authorities  very  willing  nearly  everywhere,  I  hope  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  in  effecting  reform,  particularly  as  I  found  all  classes 
animated  with  emulation  and  zeal. 

As  regards  Agriculture,  Trade  and  Industry,  the  county  of  Dorchester 
compares  favorably  with  other  parts  of  the  Province. 

Schools 

Of  the  fl4  schools  in  operation  only  five  are  model  schools  :  those  of 
St  Anselme,  St  Claire  and  St  Bernard  taught  by  mal«  teachers  ;  also  a 
convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  at  St  Anselme,  and  another  at  St  Isidore  un- 
der the  Sisters  of  the  Grood  Shepherd.  All  these  schools  are  really  superior 
ones  and  do  credit  to  the  parishes  to  which  they  belong. 

The  boys'  model  school  at  St  Anselme  kept  by  a  distinguished  pupil 
of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  Mr  Thomas  Fournicr,  is  of  great  service  to 
the  youths  of  that  parish. 

■ 

I  was  agreably  surprised  to  find  in  the  school  young  men  of  20  giving 
to  the  younger  pupils  an  example  of  assiduity,  application  and  good  con- 
duct. I  congratulated  them  on  their  love  of  study  and  on  the  good  exam- 
ple which  they  gave  to  the  other  young  men  of  the  parish,  who  might  in 
greater  numbers  spend  the  many  leisure  hours  of  the  Winter  season  in 
study.  Mr.  Fournier  cheerfully  performs  the  additional  work  imposed  on 
him  and  thereby  gains  public  esteem  and  the  confidence  of  the  parents. 

The  convent  in  this  parish  is  regularly  attended  by  *76  girls  and  the 
Sister  of  Charity  are  very  successful  here  as  everywhere  else.  The  parish 
priest  and  Dr.  Vaillancourt,  the  chairman  of  the  board,  accompanied  me 
when  I  visited  the  convent.  We  took  particular  interest  in  examining  a 
class  of  little  boys  from  5  to  Y  years  of  age,  which  the  Sisters,  at  the  request 
of  the  parish  priest  have  opened  during  the  year. 


The  Sieter::  of  the  (rood  Shepherd  teach  the  mixed  mo 
Isidore.  Their  institutioQ  is  independent,  but  they  also  ha 
raent  of  the  class  under  control  of  the  Commisaioners  to  v 
girls  are  admitted.  I  did  not  find  any  big  boys  in  this  or  i 
sthnols  of  the  parish.  The  young  girls  follow  a  complete  < 
in  this  convent.  While  I  was  examining  the  younger  pu 
a  subject  for  composition  to  the  older  ones,  who  did  the  w 
well. 

The  model  school  at  Ste  Claire  is  a  mixed  one  and  is  u 
gcment  of  Mr.  P.  Simard  a  former  pupil  of  Laval  Normal 
I  made  my  inspection  there  vrere  23  grown  girls  who  wei 
eiamination  before  the  Board  of  Examiners.  Mr.  Sims 
school  himself,  but  Mrs.  Simard  looks  after  the  girls'  de 
class  hours.  Mr.  Simard  is  a  very  zealous  teacher  and  sue 
I  was  accompanied  by  Dr  Lesage,  the  chairman  of  the  B( 
well  satis&ed  with  the  progress  made  by  the  pupils  of  the 
part  I  found  it  doing  well. 

The  mixed  model  school  at  St  Bernard  is  taught  b; 
who  was  educated  at  the  Quebec  Seminary  and  obtained  h 
the  Quebec  Board  of  Examiners.  He  is  a  very  intelligeu' 
who  has  specially  studied  pedagogics  by  himself  and 
methodical  and  remarkably  lucid.  It  is  a  pity  that,  at  '. 
rannot  understand  that  it  is  impossible  for  this  excellent 
tinue  any  longer  to  sacrifice  his  time  and  his  future  for  an  i 
$176. 

In  addition  to  these  5  model  schools  which  are,  I  rej 
good,  there  are  2  elementary  schools  which  mig-ht,  with  adv 
model  schools,  one  in  district  No  1  of  the  parish  of  the  Ste  H 
in  district  No  1  of  St  Malachy.  They  would  be  entitled 
superior  institutions  if  the  commissioners  were  to  make  a 
accompanied  by  a  report,  as  I  advised  them  to  do. 

The  first  of  these  two  Schools  is  taught  by  Mrs.  Octave 
a  former  pupil  of  Laval  Normal  school  and  is  attended  by  10 
whom  BuccesBfuUy  learn  most  of  the  branches  of  a  model  i 
certificated  teacher  assists  Mrs  Domont.  School  No  1  o 
kept  by  Miss  Virginie  Boilard  who  holds  a  model  school 
the  Board  and  teaches  both  languages  in  a  very  salisfacto 
pupils.  All  the  branches  of  an  elementary  school  and  so 
model  school  are  well  tanght. 
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Amongt  the  87  elementary  schools  about  20  are  comparatively  good  ; 
the  others  are  inferior  or  bad.     My  bulletins  give   all  the  details. 

If  it  be  true  that  a  good  many  pupils  do  not  possess  the  necessary 
qualifications^  to  succeed,  it  is  likewise  true  that  some  of  the 
teachers  have  but  little  education,  still  less  zeal  and  not  the  slightest 
knowledge  o  :how  to  teach.  The  teachers  of  this  class,  by  accepting 
salaries  of  from  $50  to  |60,  easily  find  places,  but  as  the  commissioners  often 
find  that  they  pay  them  too  dear,  they  oblige  them  to  wash  the  school- 
room floor.  Now,  although  I  find  it  improper  for  the  commissioners  to 
impose  such  work  on  the  teacher  of  their  children  and  although  I  energe< 
tically  protest  against  such  a  practice,  I  cannot  but  admit  that  they  are 
Consistent  from  their  own  point  of  view,  for  they  pay  higher  wages 
to  the  servant  who  feeds  their  cattle.  With  them,  as  with  many 
others,  a  person's  value  is  estimated  by  the  amount  of  his  salary.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate that  such  engagements  should  be  made  officially  and  in  the  name 
of  the  law. 

Most  of  the  secretary-treasurers  perform  the  duties  of  their  office  very 
well.  They  are  men  of  education  and  progress.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  first  report  on  the  inspection  of 
the  schools  in  my  district  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  on  the  30th  June 
last. 

My  district  consists  of  19  municipalities  and  comprises  9  institutions  divi- 
ded as  follows :  68  elementary  schools.  It  model  schools  and  1  academy  un- 
der control;  2  independent  model  schools  and  3  academies  receiving  grants 
and  three  independent  elementary  ^schools  receiving  no  grants.  These 
schools  are  distributed'in  niy  "inspection  district  as  follows  : 

Beiuport. '^In  this  municipality  there  are  six  schools  under  control  in 
operation,  beisidiis  two  independent  schools.  The  model  school  taught  by 
the  Misses  Vallee  does  satisfactory  work.  As  regards  the  elementary 
schools,  that  taught  by  Miss  Rosalie  Parent  deserves  speial  mention  for 
the  order  and  discipline  maintained  in  it.  I  was  very  well  pleased  vrith 
Miss  Parent's  school.  The  other  schools  in  this  municipality  also  do 
satisfactory  work.  .  -  *  • 


St.  MicKel  de  Beaufiort.  This  mimicipality  has  only  tw' 
ichoolB  which  are  on  a  fairly  good  footing.  Both  these  i 
appeared  to  me  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

CharlesbauTg.  There  are  in  this  parish  fire  elemeati 
model  schools  under  control.  The  model  school  of  Notre  D 
rentides,  nnder  the  managemeut  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Go 
continues  to  do  satisfactory  work.  It  is  needless  to  say  tha 
Sisters  are  remarkable  for  their  zeal,  devotedness  and  spirit  o 
and  the  services  they  render  are  highly  appreciated  by  tli 
Charleabourg.  As  to  the  model  school  in  the  village  under 
I  will  only  say  a  word  to  corroborate  the  praise  bestowed 
Inspector  Fremont  and  which  he  richly  deserves.  Mr.  Tu 
his  element,  and  his  happinaas  consisted  in  teaching.  Thit 
secret  of  his  wonderful  success.  I  will  not  say  anything  furt 
to  destroy  the  effect  of  the  praise  which  my  predecessor  so  g 
lavishly  bestowed  upon  him.

can  compare  favorably  with  raauy  others  of  the  same  kin 
academies. 

[  am  in  a  position  to  speak  of  this  institution  as  the  Sist 
kindly  invited  me  to  visit  the  school. 

The  education  given  in  this  convent  is  very  good,  the  sys 
\  is  excellent  and  the  teaching  is  as  clear  and  precise  as  it  can 
\  I  found  that  the  pupils  were  able  to  explain  thoroughly  eve 
i  did. 

The  establishment  is  really  a  first  class  one  and  I  would 
rank  as  an  academy  with  an  increased  grant. 

St.  Amhroise.  In  this  parish  there  are  10  elementary  % 
schools  ;  the  two  latter  are  particularly  good.  Mr.  Dore  wh 
boy's  model  school  and  Miss  Felissou  who  teaches  the  girl's 
both  deserve  praisa  for  their  zealons  performance  of  their  t 
of  the  elementary  schools  &o  satisfactory  work,  and  that  tai 
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Caroline  Gay  deserves  special  mention.  I  am  sorry  that  the  commis- 
sioners have  not  thought  proper  to  retain  the  services  of  so  well  qualified 
a  teacher. 

Ancienfie  Lorefle.  There  are  0  elementary,  and  two  model  schools  and 
an  academy  in  this  municipality.  All  these  schools  do  satisfactory  work. 
Mr.  Pageot's  school  deserves  special  mention. 

St.  Colomb  de  Sille^y.  There  are  2  elementary,  two  model  schools  and 
an  academy  in  this  municipality.  All  these  schools  do  very  good  work 
and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  Sillery  has  an  excellent  school  organization. 
In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  schools  there  is  a  girls'  academy 
which  is  a  first  class  institution,  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of 
Jems-Marie.  I  regret  to  say  that  I  was  unable  to  obtain  the  statistics  o{ 
this  establishment,  atihough  I  asked  for  them  and  this  explains  why  the 
nstitution  does  not  appear  in  my  bulletins  or  in  my  statistical  table. 

St.  F6lix  du  Qrp  Rouge.  The  two  model  schools  and  the  elementary 
school  in  this  municipality  are  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of 
Charity  and  all  three  are  excellent. 

Ste  Foye.  Two  schools,  an  elementary  and  a  model  are  taught  by  the 
Sisters  of  the  Grood  Shepherd  and  do  very  satisfactory  work,  for  these 
excellent  teachers,  here  as  elsewhere,  are  as  zealous  and  self-sacrificing  as 
thev  can  be. 

Tewke&bury  No.  1.  There  is  one  school  in^operation  which  does  fairly 
good  work. 

Stoneham,  There  is  also  one  school  in  this  municipality  which  doei 
very  satisfactory  work. 

I  was  unable  to  visit  the  school  in  Tewkesbury  No.  2  as  it  was  closed 
owing  to  the  illness  of  the  teacher.  This  explains  why  this  school  does  not 
appear  in  my  statistical  table. 

St.  Dunstan.  There  is  an  excellent  school  in  this  municipality,  very 
well  taught  by  Mr.  P.  Brown. 

St.  Raymond.  In  this  large  parish  there  are  13  schools,  all  elementary, 
only  10  of  which  were  in  operation  during  the  past  year.  1  could  only 
inspect  9  of  these  10  schools  as  the  other  was  closed  on  account  of  the 
disappearance  of  the  teacher  and,  as  I  could  not  obtain  the  required  inform^ 
ation,  this  school  does  not  appear  in  my  statistical  table.  As  to  the  9 
schools  wUch  I  inspected,  I  classed  them  as  follows :  4  are  inferior,  2 
good  and  the  remaining  3  very  good.  That  taught  by  Miss  Odile  Dngal 
deserves  special  mention.

Amongst  the  elementary  schools,  that  of  Miss 
Bertha  Dube  and  that  of  Miss  Mary  Loughran  are  very  good. 

The  schools  at  Ste.  Catherine  Station  and  Lake  Saint  Joseph  were 
closed  when  I  went  to  inspect  them  and  this  explains  why  the  statistics 
of  these  two  schools  do  not  appear  in  my  grand  statistical  table. 

I  hav6  to  congratulate  the  Reverend  Mr  Leclerc,  the  parish  priest  of 
Ste  Catherine,  on  his  zealous  efforts  to  stimulate  the  teachers  and  overcome 
the  apathy  of  the  pupils,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that,notwith8tanding  the 
disadvantages  under  which  it  labours,  the  schools  of  the  parish  of  Ste. 
Catherine  compare  favorably  with  schools  of  the  same  kind  in  more  favored 
localities, 

I  would  be  very  glad  if  the  grant  to  the  mod^l  school  in  this  munici- 
pality could  be  increased. 

Before  concluding  I  have  to  give  some  explanations  with  reference 
to  school  furniturd  and  appliances  in  my  district.  They  are  far  from 
what  they  should  be.  There  are  very  few  forms  with  back-rests  ;  there  are 
many  badly  made  desks  and  the  absence  of  maps  and  black  boards  is 
particularly  noticeable,  especially  maps,  the  result  being  that  in  many 
schools  Greography  is  entirely  neglected. 

As  you  may  have  observed  by  my  bullet  ins,  Agriculture  and  Drawing 
are  not  taught  at  all  in  a  great  many  schools.  This  is  in  most  instances 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  school  authorities  will  not  have  these  branches 
taught  in  the  schools  or  to  the  parents  refusing  to  supply  their  children 
with  the  necessary  books  and  appliances. 

Let  us  hope  that  there  will  be  a  change  in  this  respect  when  the 
school  authorities  and  parents  will  belter  understand  their  interests  and 

duties. 

I  found  in  some  municipalities  that  the  school  commissioners  do  not 
even  take  the  trouble  to  visit  the  schools  every  year,  as  required  by  law. 
It  is  therefore  not  surprising  that  there  is  apathy  in  such  schools  notwith- 
standing the  zeal  and  energy  of  the  teachers  Children  who  are  so  neglected 
and  who  never  receive  a  word  of  encouragement  or  the  slightest,  reward 
are  greatly  to  be  pitied J.and  it Js  no. wonder  they^make  no  progress  ;  they 
are  entirely  forgotten,  no  one^pays  any]^heed  to  them  and  they  are  quite 
astonished  when  the  inspector  encourages  them  and  distributes  the  few 
rewards  he  has  at  his  disposal. 

In  some  schools  which  I  inspected  and  in  which  there  was  a  lack  of 
discipline  and  application,  I  offered  to  give  one  or  two  prizes  to  some  of 
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the  pupils,  if  there  was  improvement  in  their  conduct  and  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  in  every  instance  the  promised  rewards  were  deserved,  which 
proves  what  a  powerful  stimulus  this  is. 

There  is  another  matter  to  which  I  would  call  your  attention  and  that 
is  the  spirit  of  independence  which  prevails  in  certain  municipalities  with 
reference  to  the  remarks  made  by  the  school  inspectors.  In  many 
cases  the  school  authorities  pay  no  attention  to  them  whatever.  The 
reason  why  I  mention  this,  is  that  when  Mr.  Lefebvre  inspected  the  schools 
in  the  county  of  Portneuf,  which  are  within  my  ditrict,  he  made  remarks 
to  the  commissioners,  who  as  a  rule  paid  no  attention  to  them.

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The  alight  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  pupils  is  due  to  exten- 
sive emigration  to  the  United  States  during  the  year. 

In  order  to  obtain  uniformity  in  school  books  and  put  a  stop  to  the 
objectionable  habit  which  the  teachers  have  of  making  the  children  get 
only  the  books  which  they  themselves  have  studied,  I  have  succeeded  in 
several  municipalities  in  getting  the  commissioners  to  buy  the  books  and 
to  supply  the  teachers  with  the  books  they  require  for  teaching.  I  further 
got  th«  commissioners  to  pass  a  resolution  forbidding  teachers  to  introduce 
any  book  into  the  schools  without  their  permission. 

If  the  education  laws  were  amended  in  that  sense,  I  think  we  would 
have  a  remedy  for  the  chief  obstacle  to  progres.  For  a  new  teacher  in 
taking  charge  of  the  school  always  seeks  to  introduce  the  books  which 
he  has  studied.  I  see  no  other  remedy  for  the  evil  than  that  which  I  nave 
just  suggested. 

In  some  municipalities  there  is  too  much  learning  by  heart.  Amongst 
those  which  have  given  up  this  bad  habit  I  find  St-Theodore  d' Acton. 
There  are  als©  in  my  district  many  pupils  who  are  very  backward  and 
whose  teachers  are  not  certificated,  so  they  only  learn  Catechism,  Reading, 
Writing  and  a  smattering  of  Grammar  and  Aritbinretic.  Memory  is  culti- 
vated but  not  the  intellect.  The  difficulty  in  this  instance  is  the  scarcity 
of  certificated  teachers.  This  scarcity  exists  every  year  and  I  cannot 
understand  why  young  girls  from  the  vicinity  of  Quebec,  Montreal  or 
St-Hyacinthe  should  not  go  and  teach  in  the  counties  of  Shefibrd  or  Missis- 
quoL  The  salaries  are  higher  than  elsewhere,  communications  are  easy, 
the  ratepayers  are  affable,  polite  and  hospitable  ;  on  the  other  hand  they 
would  gain  a  great  deal  by  learning  English.  Last  year  five  came  from 
Lotbiniere  and  we  hope  that  we  will  have  a  still  greater  number  next 
year. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  several  school  houses  in 
which  the  furniture  has  been  renewed.  I  might  perhaps  have  obtained 
more  for  other  schools,  but  the  poverty  and  distress  which  prevailed  in 
some  districts  prevented  me  from  doing  so. 

Eight  school  houses  have  been  rebuilt,  2  in  Ste-Pudentienne,  one  in 
South  Ely,  one  in  North  Stukely,  one  in  Milton,  one  in  "West  Farnham, 
one  in  Caxton  and  one  in  St- Andre  d'Acton.  The  Commissioners  are 
everywhere  zealous  and  willing  and  are  building  school  houses  which  are 
spacious,  well  lighted  and  comfortable.  The  plan  of  the  buildings  is  better 
suited  for  schools  than  that  which  is  generally  adopted  for  school  houses 
in  the  district  of  Quebec  ;  they  are  more  convenient  for  placing  the  fami. 
ture,  the  windows  give  a  better  light  and  the  stove  is  better  situated  for  it& 
heat  to  be  felt. 
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Schools. 

Of  the  lt4  lementary  schools  in  my  district,  29  are  very  good,  ^*J 
are  good,  35  middling,  21  inferior  and  12  bad. 

The  Marianite  Sisters  at  Magog  and  the  Sisters  of  St-Josesh  at  St- 
Damien  de  Bedford  have  done  good  work. 

There  are  5  model  schools  under  control,  viz  :  the  boys'  model  schools 
at  Acton  Vale,  Eoxton  Falls,  Waterloo  and  Coaticooke  and  the  girls'  model 
school  at  Roxton  Falls.  In  consequence  of  the  departure  of  Mr.  Boulay, 
the  model  school  at  Acton  Vale  has  been  placed  under  the  direction  of  two 
female  teachers,  who  could  not  even  this  year  maintain  the  rank  of  the 
school  ;  not  a  single  pupil  followed  the  mod$l  course. 

At  Roxton  Falls  the  mixed  academy  has  been  divided  into  two  parts, 
the  boys  being  given  over  to  Mr.  Tanguay  and  the  girls  to  Miss  Lamothe. 
Five  pupils  followed  the  model  course  in  the  boys'  school  and  none  in  the 
girls'  school,  which  was  not  very  good  this  year,  but  will  be  handed  over 
next  year  to  the  Sisters  of  La  Presentation.  Mr.  Tanguay  will  be  replaced 
by  Marist  Brothers. 

At  Waterloo  only  one  pupil  followed  the  model  course  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Gingras  superintended  and  directed  by  the  Sisters  of 
Ji^suS'Marie. 

At  Coaticooke  10  pupils  followed  the  model  course  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr  A.  D.  Porcheron  whose  reputation  is  well  known.  His  pupils 
were  distinguished,  as  in  the  past,  by  their  discipline,  application,  zeal  and 
progress. 

There  are  seven  independent  Roman  Catholic  institutions.  The  con- 
vents of  West  Farnham,  Coaticooke,  Granby  and  Acton  Vale  are  under 
the  management  of  Sisters  of  La  Presentation  who  do  excellent  work  and 
maintain  their  reputation.  They  particularly  excel  in  training  good  teachers  ; 
all  the  young  girls  in  this  district  who  intend  to  be  teachers  should  spend 
at  least  two  years  in  one  of  these  institutions. 

These  nuns  will  take  possession  of  the  splendid  convent  which  the 
citizens  of  Roxton  Falls  are  building  through  the  zeal  and  patriotism  of 
their  parish  priest.  Rev  Mr.  Santenac. 

The  convent  at  Waterloo  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of 
Jisus'MarU  is  noted  throughout  this  section  of  the  county,  for  the 
liigh  education  it  gives. 

The  convent  at  Stanstead  Plain  near  the  United  States  frontier  is 
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attended  by  both  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic  girls  and  is  doing  T«ry 
good  work. 

The  Ursuline  Ladies  who  have  charge  of  it  and  who  teach  with  that 
special  proficiency  for  which  they  are  so  well  known,  are  teaching  in  this 
part  of  the  country  our  beautiful  French  language  which  was  formerly 
almost  unknown  there. 

The  pupils  of  the  West  Farnham  Academy  under  the  Fathers  of  Si- 
Croix  are  very  assiduous  and  are  making  marked  progress.  This  year  Kev 
Father  Guay,  who  succeeded  Rev.  Father  Dion,  kindly  gave  me  the  statis- 
tics even  before  I  asked  for  them.  I  examined  the  pupils  in  each  division 
and  can  say  that  this  institution  is  a  first  class  commercial  school.  English 
and  French  are  taught  and  all  banking  and  customs  business  is  transacted 
in  English. 

This  year  again,  in  several  municipalities  the  commissioners  advanced 
or  delayed  their  Winter  examinations  in  order  to  accompany  me  and 
benefit  by  my  remarks  and  advice  to  them  or  to  the  children.  In  this 
connection,  I  have  to  congratulate  the  commissioners  of  Ste-Anne  de 
Stukely,  North  Stukely,  Lawrenceville,  South  Ely,  Grranby,  St-Theodor« 
d'Acton,  St-Andre  d'Acton,  Acton  Vale,  Waterloo,  West  Farnham  and 
Notre-Dame  des  Anges. 

It  is  needless  to  speak  of  the  parish  priests,  tor  their  untiring  zeal  is 
known  to  all  and  without  them  many  schools  would  not  be  in  existence 
and  others  could  not  support  themselves. 

On  the  whole,  since  my  appointment  in  February  1882,  education 
in  this  part  of  the  country  has  made  wonderful  progress,  which  is  due  in 
the  first  place  to  the  parish  priests,  then  to  the  commissioners  and  trustees 
who  have  seconded  their  efforts  and  followed  the  advice  given  them.  No 
less  than  50  school  houses  have  been  built  and  a  great  many  others  have 
been  considerably  repaired.  The  school  furniture  has  been  completely 
renewed  in  many  schools.  It  is  quite  true  that  much  remains  still  to  be 
done  but  in  view  of  the  hard  times  •  it  was  impossible  to  do  better  and 
exact  everything  at  once.  I  trust  that  my  stay  in  this  district  has  not 
been  without  some  benefit  to  education.

1886-8T. 

The  statistical  table  which  I  have  already  sent  shows  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  342  pupils  in  all  the  schools  in  my  inspectorate. 

This  is  in  a  great  measure  dae  to  the  abaudaul  crops  which  en;il)led 
the  farmers  to  send  their  children  to  school  more  regularly,  to  the  adoption 
of  improved  methods  of  teaching,  to  uniformity  of  school  books  and  also, 
I  think,  to  the  following  time  table  which  I  introduced  in  my  schools  in 
1874. 
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TluB  increase  in  the  nnmber  of  pupils  speaks  hig 
educational  syetem  and  I  am  happy  to  stale  that  pa 
■coonty  IS  becomiog  daily  more  favorable  lo  the  cause 

There  are  97  edncational  institutions,  viz  :  one  clasi

With  one  exception,  all  the  schooU  under  the  cot 
sionere  are  taught  by  female  teachers  ;  8  have  diplo 
Norma!  School  and  so  has  the  one  male  teacher  ;  66  h 
the  Boards  of  Examiners  and  19  are  not  certificated, 
which,  in  previous  years,  have  prevented  the  school  t 
other  teachers,  prevented  them  this  year  also. 

The  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Examiners  at  Rob 
was  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  is  fully  appreciat 
be  of  great  serviiw  to  young  persons  who  wish  to  tea 
the  number  of  uncertificated  teachers.

Most  of  tht^m  endeavor  to  increast 
knowledge  so  &»  to  perform  their  duties  as  well  as  pos 
have  been  educated  at  the  Laval  Normal  school,  at  I 
demy  or  the  Ursnlines'  (invent  at  Lake  St  John, 

The  Normal  schools  are  institutions  of  great  valat 
every  year  with  teachers  who  are  models  for  the  otli 
had   the  advantage  of  special  training. 

I  notice  with  regret  that  the  teachers  are  not  rem 
tian  to  the  services  they  render  to  the  country. 

The  salaries  of  well  trained  school  mistresses  from 
school  does  not  exceed  $200,  and  the  only  school  raas 
former  pupil  of  the  same  school,  gets  only  $180.00  h 
fuel.  It  would  be  much  better  if  the  commissioners 
only  realize  that  they  make  a  great  mistake  in  paying 
than  for  manual  labour. 


The  Minor  Seminary' at  Chicoutimi  under  the  superintei

The  girit*'  academy  al  Chicoutimi  is  attended  by  89  pupil 
the  academical,  14  in  the  model  and  70  in  the  elementary  cli 
very  diligent  and  learn  all  the  branches  of  the  course  of  sti 
mended  by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

Four  of  them  g-raduated  at  the  end  of  the  year  when  tht 
of  prizes,  took  place.  In  5Iay  last  six  obtained  certificate 
schools  from  the  Board  of  Examiners  at  Chicoutimi  and  si 
elementary  schools. 

Id  the  elementary  class  there  are  pupils  who  are 
clever  for  their  age.  Children  of  9  or  10  write  from  dictat 
making  any  mistakes,  are  well  up  in  parsing,  learn  Sacred  His 
tory  of  Canada  and  Geography,  work  out  practical  suras  &c.  TY 
to  spin,  to  weave,  to  embroider,  to  knit  and  to  cook. 

This  academy  is  iucreaeing  in  favour  every  year,  for  the 
ceive  an  excellent  education  in  it. 

The  building  has  been  almost  entirely  rebuilt  and 
enough  to  receive  a  great  number  of  pupili.  It  is  an  orn 
town  of  Chicoutimi  and  its  construction  is,  in  agreat  measur 
generosity  of  His  Lordship  Buhop  Itacine  and  to  the  zeal  of 
parish  priest  Rev.  Mr  A.  Fafard. 

The  Ursuliues'  academy  at  Lake  St  John,  which  was  foil 
1882  does  good  work  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  its  ol 
give  a  sound  and  Christian  education  lo  young  girls.  The  a 
settlers  of  Roberval  and  adjoining  parishesto  have  their  child 
has  greatly  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  institution. 

The  course  of  studies  is  thoroughly  practical  and  extern 
riod  of  eight  years.  Pupils  who  are  preparing  for  examinati( 
Boards  receive  particular  attention. 

In  1882  there  were  25  boarders  ;  there  are  now  ."Jl,  bet 
scholars  ;.  eleven  nuns  teach  ;  three  pupils  were  awarded  i 
mas  and  sixteen  teach  at  present. 

There  are  27  pupils  in  the  higher  cIa'*B  and  W  in  the 
They  are  taught  Reading,  Catechism,  Grammar,  Parsing,  Lei 
Literature,  Composition,  Arithmetic,  Book-Keeping,  Algeb 
tion,    Geography,   Natural  History,    Astronomy,   HorticultE 
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Dravvdng,  vocal  and  instrumental  Music,  Drawing  with  Crayons  and 
Painting  in  water-colors,  Sacred  History,  History  of  Canada,  of  France  and 
of  England,  Ancient,  Modern  and  Contemporaneous  History,  English 
Physics  and  Chemistry.  The  pupils  also  learn  to  spin,  to  weave  &c. 
and  are  not  allowed  to  do  fancy  work  until  they  can  sew,  knit  and  mend 
their  clothes. 

This  institution  was  founded  by  the  Ursulines  of  Quebec  at  the  ur- 
gent request  of  Rev.  Jos.  Lizotte,  the  parish  priest  of  Roberval. 

The  majority  of  the  Commissioners  appear  anxious  to  have  the  school 
laws  work  properly.  My  advice  is  nearly  always  followed  to  the  letter 
and  I  may  say  that  in  all  the  municipalities,  the  commissioners  consult 
me  with  reference  to  the  engagement  or  dismissal  of  the  teachers  and 
with  reference  to  their  ^nances  &c, 

f  The  difficulties  which  occurred   in   Ouiatchouan   have,  at   last,  been 

I    settled  to   almost  general  satisfaction. 

I  The  village  of  Roberval  which  formed  part  of  Ouiatchouan  is  now  a 

separate  municipality.     The  school  board  consists  of  educated  men  with 
the  parish  priest.  Rev.  Mr.  Lizotte,  at  their  head. 

The  secretary-treasurers  perform  their  duties  faithfully  and,  as  a  rule 
;   the  teachers  are  paid  regularly. 

Several  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year  and  a  good  many 
i  have    been   suitably   repaired  ;  most  of  these  houses  have  been  built  in 

accordance  with  the  school  laws,  amongst  others,  those  of  St-Prime.  I 
'  iniist  say,  to  the  praise  of  the   commissieners   of  this  municipality  who 

are  educated  and  intelligent  men,  that  their  school  houses  do  them  credit. 

Whenever  I  inspect  their  school  they  always  accompany  me  with  the 
parish  priest.  Rev.  Mr.  F.  X.  Bellay.  It  would  be  desirable  to  increase  the 
grant  to  this  parish,  as  well  as  to  Grandmont,  Alma  and  St-Felicien. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the 
furniture. 

TJhe  subjects  taught  in  the  schools  and  which  I  especially  remarked 
Bure  :  Catechism,  Writing,  History,  Grammar,  Arithmetic  and  mental 
Arithmetic. 

Ca^techism, — This  is  taught  twice  a  day  to  children  who  are  preparing 
or  their  first  Communion.  I  examined  the  children  in  each  school  and 
3iiiid.  that  the  teachers  endeavored  to  give  the  children  proper  religious 
astr  Taction. 

Writing.  -Remarkable  progress  has  been   made  in  this  branch.     The 
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copy  books  are  clean,  and  greater  care  is  taken  in   showing  the  children 
how  to  hold  theiT  pens  and  how  to  write. 

In  a  great  many  schools,  copy-books  with  printed  headings  are  used. 
The  Langlais  series  is  very  good  but  the  parents  find  it  too  expensive  and 
are  opposed  to  its  being  introduced. 

History, — ^This  is  better  taught  at  present,  for  the  children  are  not 
compelled  to  learn  by  rote,  but  they  are  practised,  in  repeating  theit 
lesson  as  they  understand  it,  thereby  enabling  them  to  recollect  it  much 
better. 

Arilhmetic  — This  is  taught  in  a  methodical  and  practical  manner  and 
the  exercises  are  generally  well  selected.  Mental  arithmetic  especially  is 
very  good  practice  for  the  children's  intellects. 

Grammar, — This  is  much  better  taught  than  formerly  owing  to  the 
introduction  of  the  book  prepared  for  teachers  by  the  Christian  Brothers, 
and  I  found  an  improvement  in  Composition. 

The  prizes  which  I  give  every  year  to  the  most  deserving  pupils  are 
productive  of  much  good.  Most,if  not  all,  of  the  school  boards  have  adopted  j 
the  system  of  giving  prizes  at  the  public  examinations  and  this  always  ' 
has  a  good  effect. 

I  am  happy  to  join  all  the  teachers  in  congratulating  you  on  having 
been  made  a  Commander  of  the  Order  of  Gregory  the  Grreat  by  Pox>e  Leo 
XIII,  who,  in  doing  so,  has  acknowledged  your  constant  efforts  to  promote 
the  cause  of  Education  in  this  county . 

I  cannot  let  this  occasion  pass  without  testifying  to  the  deep  interest 
which  the  members  of  the  clergy  take  in  Education.  Many  of  them 
are  chairmen  of  the  local  school  boards  and  accompany  me  in  my 
inspections. 

Owing  to  the  energetic  efforts  of  Rev  P.  N.  Delage,  the  parish  priest 
of  Laterriere,  schools  have  been  opened  in  St-Cyriac  this  year. 

As  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  repeat  the  information  already  given  i 
my  bulletins,  I  refer  you   to  the  notes  which  I  took  at  each  inspection  and' 
I  classify  the  schools  under  my  supervision  as  follows  :  4  are    excelleni 
79  are  good  and  11  or  12  are  middling. 

St-Bruno  and  Cap  a  TOuest  have,  this  year,  been  erected  into  sep 
municipalities.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  m  y  general  report  on  the  schools 
of  my  inspection  division,  comprising  the  electoral  district  of  Sherbrooke, 
the  united  counties  of  Eichmond  and  Wolfe,  the  county  of  Compton  and 
parts  of  the  counties  of  Megan  tic  and  Beauce. 

A  glance  at  the  map  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  will  show  that  this 
inspection  division  covers  the  whole  of  the  large  judicial  district  of  St- 
Francis,  except  the  county  of  Stanstead,  besides  embracing  two  largo 
municipalities  in  Megantic  county  and  all  the  municix)alities  of  Beauce 
county  bordering  on  the  county  of  Compton. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  reiterating  here  the  statement  that  I  have  already 
made  in  previous  reports,  that  this  division  is  altogether  too  large  for  one 
inspector. 

Within  the  last  seven  yes^rs  the  number  of  schools  under  my  super- 
vision has  more  than  doubled.  Referring  to  your  report  for  the  school 
I  year  1879-80  I  find  that  my  division  contained  113  elementary  and  two 
model  schools.  The  aggregate  attendance  at  these  schools  was  8,744 
pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  2,633. 

As  you  may  see  by  my  statistical  table,  for  the  year  closed  on  the  80th 
June  last,  my  roll  has  increased  to  218  elementary  and  5  model  schools. 
The  aggregate  attendance  is  7,146,  with  an  average  attendance  of  5,169. 

Besides  these  schools,  which  are  under  the  control  of  school  commis- 
sioners or  trustees,  there  are  in  this  division  six  independent  institutions 
of  superior  education  comprising  one  classical  and  commercial  college, 
'  one  business  college  and  4  Ladies'  academies. 

I  w^ish  I  could  say  that  the  Government  grant  had  increased  in  the 
'same  ratio  but,  unfortunately,  the  reverse  is  the  case.  The  fact  of  th« 
'matter  is  that  in  some  municipalities  this  source  of  revenue  is  looked 
'upon  with  BO  little  interest  that  the  school  commissioners  consider  them- 
selves entirely  independent  of  it,  and  it  is  but  an  exceedingly  slender 
«nthority  on  which  to  base  the  enforcement  of  the  school  laws  and  regu- 
lations. I  sincerely  trust  that  the  government  will  find  the  means  to 
increase  its  subsidy  to  the  amount  you  ask  for  in  your  last  report. 

The  introduction  of  the  time  table  prepared  by  the  Eoman  Catholic 
Dommittee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  will  be  of  incalculable 
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advantage  in  the  schools,  and  whatever  modification  local  requirementB  J 
may  render  necessary  to  that  table,  can  be  easily  effected  by  the  inspectors  i 
in  the  pages  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  the  school  registers  prepared  by  \ 
my  confrere,  Mr.  Hubbard,  and  myself,  and  which  you  have  honored  with   ' 

your  approval.  | 

j 

The  average  attendance  at  the  schools  this  year  may  be  said  to  have 
been  exactly  in  the  same  proportion  as  that  of  last  year  ;  out  of  an  aggre- 
gate of  692t,  last  year,  the  average  was  4898  ;  whereas  this  year  out  of  a 
total  of  tl46  the  average  is  5169.  The  dread  of  the  introduction  of  small 
pox,  rather  than  its  actual  existence,  for  we  were  comparatively  free 
from  it  in  this  district,  prevented  a  great  number  of  children  from  attend 
ing  school  last  year.  This  year  the  exceedingly  severe  weather  of  the  past 
Winter  sufficiently  accounts  for  the  low  average  attendance  at  our  schools. 
Wherever  I  found  that  neglect  or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  parents 
to  send  their  children  regularly  to  school  caused  the  average  attendance 
to  fall  below  the  legal  number  of  15, 1  advised  the  authorities  to  notify  the 
parents  that  the  school  would  be  closed  the  following  year  if  no  improve- 
ment was  made  after  the  notice  had  been  given.  In  several  instances 
this  notice  produced  the  desired  effect,  while  in  a  few  it  was  found 
necessary  to  put  the  threat  in  execution. 

The  result  has,  in  every  instance,  proved  satisfactory  ;  in  some  cases 
the  parents  became  so  urgent  that  school  was  opened  after  a  few  monthi 
and  the  attendance  well  sustained  ever  since,  while  those  who  had  to  go 
a  full  year  without  school  have  been  careful  to  send  more  regularly  after  i 
its  reopening  the  next  year. 

The  new  school  houses  that  are  built  now  are,   thanks  to  the  regal 
tions    enforced    by  you  to  that  effect,   of  suitable    dimensions,    proper]] 
lighted  and  ventilated. 

The  school  furniture,  as  you  may  see  by  my  bulletins,  leaves  a  gn 
deal  yet  to  be  desired,  but  there  is  a  decided  general  improvement  nev< 
theless.  Sherbrooke  and  Richmond  have  set  the  example  of  fine  buili 
ings  and  first  class  school  furniture.  Windsor  Mills  Village  has  foUowi 
this  year,  by  the  building  of  a  fine  girls'  schools  supplied  with  improvi 
modern  furniture. 

Several  school   municipalities  furnish  their  schools  with  writing 
terials  for  all  the  pupils,  and  it  is  much  to  be  desired  to  see  them  all  do  soi 
the  cost  is  but  slight  and  is  more  than  tenfold  compensated  by  the  pi 
gress  made  in  the  schools  possessing  these  advantages. 

The  secretary-treasurers,  generally  speaking,  fulfil  their  daties  en 
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tabljr,  but  in  some  municipalities  the  school  commissioners  neglect  to 
•^  have  their  accounts  audited  yearly  and  considerable  carelessness  on  the 
part  of  the  Secretary-Treasurers,  may  pass  unperceived  by  the  school  boards. 
There  is  a  slight  improvement  in  the  salaries  paid  to  teachers,  but  more  is 
vet  to  be  desired. 

With  regard  to  method  and  proficiency  there  has  been  no  apparent 
change  in  the  teachers  since  last  year. 

I  have  read  with  much  interest  the  report  of  my  confrere,  Mr.  Lippens 
and  your  remarks  on  the  system  he  has  adopted  with  regard  to  instruct- 
ing teachers  in  the  manner  of  conducting  their  schools. 

That  a  great  deal  of  good  will  result  from  the  conferences  given  by 
Mr.  Lippens,  in  the  different  municipalities  constituting  his  inspection 
division,  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt,  but  I  am  not  at  all  convinced 
that  this  system  can  be  profitably  generalized. 

In  the  small  inspection  divisions  in  thickly  populated  portions  of  the 
Province,  in  which  the  inspectors  can  effectually  make  two  regular  visits 
a  year  to  each  municipality  and  to  each  school,  this  method  would  be  pos- 
L  sible,  but  even  then,  I  seriously  doubt  if  the  results  to  be  obtained  by  this 
^  system  can  be  compared  to  those  that  can  be  produced  by  the  mode  I  had 
the  honor  of  suggesting  in  my  report  for  1879-80,  viz  :  "  the  assembly  of 
"  the  teachers  in  the  Normal  schools  during  the  holidays,  and  there  put- 
*'  ting  them  through  a  course  of  teat^.hing  which  would  not  fail  to  be  pro- 
*'  ductive  of  better  results  than  any  lectures  or  conferences.'' 

Among  the  many  grounds  on  which  I  base  this  opinion  I  beg  to  state 
the  following  :  1st  That,  instead  of  decreasing  the  number  of  inspectors, 
visits  to  their  schools,  even  in  those  divisions  that  can  be  visited  twice  a 
year,  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  these  inspection  visits  to  each  school 
increased  if  possible.  There  are  innumerable  details  and  errors  coming 
under  the  notice  of  the  inspector,  in  each  school,  in  which  he  can  give  imme- 
diate instructions  on  the  spot,  that  cannot  be  otherwise  attended  to  or 
remedied. 

2nd  The  time  given  to  instruct  the  teachers,  in  each  municipality,  being 
limited  to  two  days,  is  certainly  too  short  to  accomplish  the  end  in  view. 

3rd  The  instructions  given  to  teachers  on  the  several  subjects  that  have 
to  be  taught  cannot  all  be  as  well  given  by  one  individual,  no  matter  what 
his  ability,  knowledge  and  eloquence  may  be,  as  when  each  subject  is 
treated  by  a  specialist  of  experience  in  actual  practice. 

4th  In  my  case,  and  I  presume  it  is  not  an  exceptional  one,  it  would  be 
impossible  to  adopt  Mr.  Lippens' system  from  the  fact,  that  the  number  of 
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municipalities  that  I  have  to  visit  and  the  amount  of  travel  required  to 
visit  them  are  so  large  that  to  hold  teachers'  meetings  for  conferences,  •- 
during  even  two  days  in  each  municipality-and  I  beleive  that  time  is  not 
half  sufficient  to  obtain  good  results-about  two  thirds  of  the  school  yoar 
would  be  absorbed  and  the  schools  would  for  the  most  part  have  to  remain 
uninspected. 

To  bear  me  out  in  these  views  I  have  the  experience  of  the  working 
of  the  Protestant  Teachers'  Institutes  for  the  last  four  years. 

These  latter  are  not  held  in  the  Normal  Schools  it  is  true,  but  what 
amounts  to  about  the  same  thing  is  that  they  are  held  by  the  professors  of 
the  McGill  Normal  School  assisted  by  other  distinguishd  educators.  With 
regard  to  the  working  of  these  institutes,and  the  opinion  that  now  prevails 
regarding  the  time  that  should  be  devoted  to  them  J  cannot  do  better  than 
submit  to  you  the  remarks  I  find  in  the  Sherbrooke  Gazette  and  Weekly 
Examiner  of  the  22nd  and  29th  inst,  which  are  as  follows  : 

teachers'  institute. 

**  The  Teachers'  Institute  held  last  week  at  Lennoxville,  was  the 
"  most  successful  in  all  respects,  of  any  heretofore  held  in  the  Province.  It 
**  opened  at  the  College,  Thursday  morning,  with  nearly  one  hundred 
"  teachers  in  attendance,  and  during  the  four  days  the  attendance  reached 
«*  fully  128,  most  of  whom  were  quartered  in  the  College  ;  and  althoug)i 
•*  the  boarding  and  rooming  capacity  of  the  College  was  strongly  taxed, 
•*  all  were  well  provided  for.The  teachers  were  from  all  sections  of  the  dis- 
trict, Bury  sending  the  lar^^est  number  [16].  Several  were  in  attendance 
for  the  4th  year,  and  a  large  number  for  the  3rd. 

"  The  roll  and  general  management  were  in  charge  of  Inspector  Hub* 
**  bard  ;  the  institute  was  conducted  by  Rev.E.I.  Rexford,  Secretary  of  the 
**  Educational  Department,  Quebec,  assisted  by  Drs.  Robins  and  MoGre* 
**  gor,  McGrill  Normal  School,  Dr.  Harper,  High-School  inspector,  and  Rev- 
"  Dr  Adams  of  the  College.  The  intimation  made  at  the  outset  that  all  i 
**  attendance  would  be  expected  to  pass  a  subsequent  examination  u 
"  the  work  done,before  receiving  their  certificates  of  attendance,  doubtl 
**  had  an  effect  in  securing  closer  attention  to  the  lectures,  which  were  ve 
**  interesting  and  practical,  and  the  interest  was  well  sustained  to 
*  close.  In  fact,  the  feeling  begins  to  find  expression  that  a  four  days 
«*  sion  is  too  short. 

•*  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  College  authorities  for  their  efforts  in  pro 
•*  ding  for  the  members  of  the  institute,  as  well  as  to  lecturers  for  tb 
'*  earnestness  in  the  work  ;   and  also  to  the  large  number  of  teachers 
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"  their  zeal  and  enterprise  in  attending  the  Institute.  This  effort,  which 
"  began  four  years  ago  without  any  recogniaed  status,  has  pioyed  an 
"  undoubted  success,  and  these  Institutes  are  now  a  regular  part  of  our 
"  educational  system,  have  a  recognized  position,  and  are  having,  year  by 
''  year,  an  increasing  influence  upon  our  school. 

'*  We  learn  that  the  Teachers'  Institute  at  Bedford,  this  week,  goes  ahead 
"  of  that  at  Lennoxville ;  150  teachers  being  in  attendance.  A  friend  writes  : 
«•  None  are  more  surprised  than  the  Bedford  people,  who  had  provided  for 

"  75,  and  have  to  take  care  of  150,"  !  Good  for  Bedford  ! 

Here  then  is  the  result  of  four    years  experience  and  I  think  that  no- 

"  thing  more  should  be  wanting  to  convince  us  that  the  sooner  the  Roman 
Catholic  teachers  are  given  the  same  advantage  the  better.  We  possess 
the  same  material ;  we  have  our  Normal  school  professors  and  other  eminent 
educators,  as  well  as  the  school  inspectors,  who  being  all  naturally  desi- 
rous of  forwarding  our  common  school  education,  would  willingly  furnish 

their  quota  of  work. 

There  would  be  no  lack  of  accommodation  in  any  of  the  localities  that 
may  be  chosen  to  hold  the  meetings.  There  is  but  one  obstacle  to  be  over- 
come ;  that  is  to  find  funds  to  meet  the  travelling  expenses  of  teachers 
attending  these  meetings.  I  trust  that  the  goverment  will  grant  you  the 
sum  of  $  2,000,00  you  asked  for  that  purpose  in  your  report  for  the  year 
1884-85. 

When  we  get  these  Institutes  established  and  have  the  amendments 
you  suggest  to  the  regulations,  governing  the  issuing  of  teachers' diplomas 
passed  and  in  operation,  we  will  see  a  marked  improvement  in  the  com- 
mon schools  of  this  district  and,  I  trust,  in  those  of  the  whole  Province. 
Besides  furnishing  their  quota  of  work  in  organizing  the  institutes  and 
assisting  in  obtaining  a  successful  result  from  their  labours,  the  inspectors 
will  have  to  see  that  the  instructions  given  to  the  teachers  at  those  gathe- 
rings are  put  into  practical  use  in  each  of  their  schools.     They  will  also 
have  to  supplement,    in  their  visits,  the  many  details  that  it  is  impossible 
to  reach  in  general  instructions  and  that  vary  according  to  the  requirements 
of  each  locality. 

Had.  we  meetings  of  school  inspectors,  occas^'onally,  these  questions 
could  be  thoroughly  discussed  and  a  uniform  line  of  action  adopted  :  this 
would  lead  to  much  more  rapid  reform  and  improvement  than  can  be 
[>btained  by  the  present  system.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  in  ray  inspec- 
torate for  the  year  ending  30th  June  last. 

My  district  includes  21  municipalities,  comprising  129  institutions  of 
all  kinds,  viz  ;  112  elementary  schools,  12  model  schools,  4  academies  and 
a  classical  and  commercial  college.  Ten  of  these  institutions  are  indepen- 
dent. All  the  establishments  are  attended  by  6,*737  pupils  with  an 
average  attendance  of  68  per  cent.  This  is  a  little  less  than  last  year,  both 
as  regards  the  average  attendance  and  the  number  of  pupils  on  the  rolls 

This  decrease  is.  I  think,  due  to  the  severity  of  the  Winter,  which 
compelled  many  children  to  remain  at  home,  to  the  emigration  from  two 
municipalities  and  also,  in  a  lesser  degree,  to  epidemic  diseases  which 
prevailed  in  many  parts  of  my  district. 

All  the  higher  independent  institutions  are  under  the  management  of 
members  of  the  clergy  or  of  various  religious  orders  and  are  all  deserving 
of  the  esteem  which  they  enjoy  and  of  the  encouragement  given  to  them. 

The  academies  under  control,  the  principal  of  which  is  that  taught 
by  the  Chri  stian  Brothers  at  Three  Rivers  and  attended  by  625  pupils 
all  do  very  good  work. 

It  is  true  that,  in  many  of  these  schools,  the  model  class  is  not  nume- 
rous, but  this  is  due  to  the  extreme  youth  of  the  pupils  and  in  nowise 
detracts  from  the  merits  of  the  teachers  or  the  worth  of  the  schools.  The 
elementary  classes  are  very  good. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  many  of  the  municipalities  in  my  dis- 
trict should  not  have  model  schools.  St  Barnabe,  St  Didace,  Ste  Etienne 
and  St  Justin  could  easily  support  a  model  school,  but  the  ratepayers 
cannot  come  to  an  understanding  in  this  matter. 

The  elementary  schools,  as  a  rule,  do  good  work.  The  number  of 
inferior  ones  which  I  point  out  every  year,  has  greatly  decreased. 

But  there  are  still  and  always  will  be  schools  which  remain  stationarr 
or  which  fall  off  in  efficiency,in  some  municipalities,  whose  only  endeavour 
is  to  reduce  the  salaries,  without  taking  the  teachers'  capacity  into  consi- 
deration. 

The  worst  municipality  in  this  respect  is  the  fine  and  flourishing- 
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parish  ofiTamachiclie  where  the  teachers  are  recruited  amongst  those  persons 

whose  want  of  capacity  prevents  them  from  remaining  any  length  of  time 

in  a  school.    These  young  persons  always  offer  their  services  for  a  small 

salary  and  are  consequently  readily  accepted  everywhere.     Everything 

in  this  municipality  is  in  a  bad  way  ;  the  school  houses  and  furniture  are 

I     poor.     When  I  made  my  first  inspection  in  February  last   I  found  three 

school-houses  without  fuel,  one  of  the  teachers  had  removed  with  her 

pupils  to  the  neighbor's  house  and  taught  school  in  the  kitchen,  in  the 

midst  of  the  noise  made  by  the  people  of  the  house  and  of  the  younger 

children.  Another  school  was  also  closed  in  consequence  of  the  neglect  of 

the  commissioners  or  the  unwillingness  of  the  ratepayers,  each  of  whom 

supplies  his  share  of  fuel  for  the  school.   This  is  a  very  bad  system,  for 

most  of  the  schools  here  suffer  from   it.     Yet  the  commissioners  of  this 

municipality  are  willing  enough,  but  they  are  mislead  by  a  spirit  of  false 

economy  which  affects  everything  connected  with  the  schools  and  prevents 
their  doing  good  work. 

There  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  number  of  pupils  learning  the 
various  branches  ;  but,  if  they  do  not  study  more  subjects,  they  certainly 
study  them  better  and  in  a  more  profitable  manner  except,  however, 
Drawing  and  Agriculture. 

As  regards  the  former,  I  think  we  can  give  up  all  hopes  of  any  impro- 
vement as  long  as  we  require  the  teacher  to  teach  what  he  does  not  know* 
In  my  opinion  it  is  a  mistake  to  think  that  a  person  can  teach  properly  a 
subject  of  which  he  is  ignorant.  Som<5  teachers  may  succeed,  but  most  of 
them  will  only  try  for  form's  sake.  This  is  at  present  the  case  in  most  of 
my  schools,  as  regards  Drawing. 

The  school  houses  have,  as  a  rule,  been  kept  in  good  order  and  the 
new  buildings  now  being  erected  are  all  comfortable  and  much  better  than 
those  which  they  replace. 

m 

There  is  a  gradual  improvement  in  the  school  furniture  and  it  would 
be  good  everywhere  if  the  money  spent  on  it  were  expended  judiciously. 

All  the  municipalities  in  my  district  have  more  or  less  renewed  their 
school  furniture  but  its  usefulness  and  value  are  not  proportionate  to  the 
amount  it  has  cost* 

It  would  be  rendering  an  undoubted  service  to  the  municipalities  to 
do  the  same  for  the  furniture  as  for  the  school-houses,  namely  to  order 
it  to  be  made  according  to  a  pattern  approved  by  the  Department,  of 
Public  Instruction, 
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The  schools  are,  with  a  few  exceptions,  fairly  well  provided  with  what 
they  require.  There  is  not  one  which  is  not  supplied  with  the  necessary 
maps. 

The  school  rates  and  teachers'  salaries  have  been  paid  pretty  pimc- 
tually,  except  in  the  municipality  of  St-filie,  where  the  arrears  of  school 
rates  have  continued  to  increase,  through  the  fault  of  the  secretary-trea- 
surer. I  had  to  have  him  replaced  and  I  expect  that  the  new  secretary- 
treasurer  will  make  up  for  the  neglect  of  his  predecessor. 

The  teachers'  salaries  have  been  reduced  in  several  municipalities. 
The  school  commissioners  of  Shawonegan,  amongst  others,  have  fol- 
lowed this  unfortunate  practice,  which  has  deprived  them  of  two  of  their 
best  teachers.  Other  municipalities,  on  the  contrary,  such  as  Maskinonge, 
have  given  a  better  example  by  increasing  the  salaries  of  their  teachers. 

All  the  secretary-treasurers  have  kept  their  accounts  properly,  with 
the  exception  of  the  one  above  mentioned.  If  some  are  not  above  reproach 
for  their  indifference  about  the  schools  of  their  municipalities,  they  all  do 
their  work  honestly. 

Nine  uncertificated  teachers  were  employed  by  the  school-commission-  I 
ers.     I  must  however,   in  all  fairness,  state  that  all  are  sufficiently  capable 
and  have  done  their  duty  well.     Most  of  them  were  too  young  to  obtain 
certificates. 

I  notice  with  satisfaction  that  there  is  to  be  a  change  in  the  system 
of  examining  candidates  for  certificates  and  it  is  quite  time  for  it. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  school  inspector  should  be  ex  cfficio  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  his  district  ;  it  would  not  do  the  board  any  harm. 

On  the  whole,  I  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  work  done  by 
the  schools  in  my  district.  I  observe  with  pleasure  that  the  number  of 
people  in  our  country  parts  who  take  in  a  newspaper  has  increased  daring 
the  past  two  or  three  years  in  the  ratio  of  fifteen  to  one,  which  shovrs  that 
the  taste  for  reading  is  surely  but  slowly  increasing. 

I  hope  that  the  above  remarks,  with  the  information  contained  in  my 
inspection  bulletins,  will  suffice  to  show  you  the  state  of  education  in  my 
district.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual   report  and  statistical  table 
for  the  year  ending  June  30th  1887. 

I  have  reported  this  year  twenty-five  municipalities,8ixteen  of  which 
are  under  the  control  of  commissioners  and  nine  under  trustees. 

Eleven  of  these  municipalities  are  in  the  County  of  Megantic,  six  in 
Compton,  three  in  Lotbiniere.  two  in  Beauce,  two  in  Dorchester  and  one 
in  the  County  of  Wolfe.  I  have  not  reported  the  new  municipality  of  St- 
Alphonse  de  Thetford  as  the  two  Protestant  schools  there  were  not  in 
operation. 

There  were  in  operation  in  my  district  eighty-three  schools,  the  majo- 
rity of  which  I  visited  twice  during  the  year. 

Sixty  of  these  schools  were  kept  open  from  eight  to  ten  months, while 
the  remainder  varied  from  three  to  six  months. 

There  were  as  usual  only  four  schools  for  superior  education.  The  aca^ 
demy  at  Inverness  has  been  very  successfully  taught  for  the  past  two 
years  by  James  Mabon,  B.  A.  I  am  glad  to  hear  that  Mr.  Mabon  has  been 
re-engaged  for  the  coming  year  and  will  open  his  school  on  the  first  of 
September  next. 

The  model  school  at  Leeds  Village  was  taught  this  year  by  Mr  Nor- 
man M.  Bayne.  The  total  number  attending  this  school  during  the  .year 
was  one  hundred. 

The  model  schools  of  St  Sylvestre  and  Qould  were  fairly  attended  and 
no  doubt  did  good  work  under  the  management  of  Miss  McMartin  and 
Miss  Bliss  respectively. 

Tbe  school  atScotstown,  Kinnear's  Mills,  and  New-Armagh,  were  this 
year  taught  by  model  school  teachers  and  will  I  trust  pass  the  required 
exanaination  and  be  placed  upon  the  list  of  institutions  receiving  a  grant 
from  the  **  Superior  Education  Fund." 

The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  schools  of  all  grades,  was  two 
housand  three  hundred  and  sixty  three,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
line  boys,  and  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  four  girls,  being  an 
Qcrease  of  sixty  one  over  last  year's  figures. 

The  average  attendance  has  only  reached  one  thousand  five  hundred 
nd  thiTty-seven  or  sixty -five  per  cent. 
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This  falling  off  in  the  attendance  I  think  can  only  be  attributed  to 
the  unusually  severe  Winter  which  no  doubt  prevented  many  of  the 
younger  children  from  attending. 

I  have  reported  as  engaged  in  teaching  this  year  five  male  teacherg 
and  seventy-eight  females.  The  highest  salary  paid  was  $600,  and  the 
lowest  $80.  The  average  salary  of  male  teachers  I  have  estimated  at 
$288  and  females  $107. 

Under  control  of  Protestant  commissioners  and  trustees  there  are 
{Seventy  schools  attended  by  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
pupils.  Under  control  of  Roman  Catholic  cdmnlissidners  nine  schools  with 
One  hundred  and  eighty-niue  pupils. 

I  may  safely  state  that  on  the  whole  very  fair  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  majority  of  the  schools  under  my  supervision.  A  better  system  of 
teaching  is  being  gradually  introduced.  This  no  doubt  is  chiefly  owing 
to  the  excellent  academies  and  model  schools  conducted  by  teachers  who 
have  received  their  train  ing  at  the  McGrill  Normal  school  and  also  to  the 
establishment  of  Normal  institutes  throughout  the  Province. 

There  has  also  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  matter  of  text 
books.  The  list  of  authorized  text  books  which  I  sent  to  the  teachers 
and  secretary  treasurers  has  been  adopted  in  all  the  municipalities  after 
considerable  grnmbling  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  parents,  who  did  not 
see  any  necessity  for  such  a  change. 

The  practise  of  "  boarding  around  "  has  in  my  district  been  altoge- 
ther abandoned. 

It  is  my  duty  to  report  that  teachers  in  many  of  the  municipalities 
are  not  engaged  by  written  contract,  as  you  will  see  by  referring  to  the 
bulletins  of  inspection  which  I  have  forwarded. 

With  regard  to  school  buildings  there  has  not  been  very  much 
done  during  the  year. 

The  majoritv  of  the  school  houses  however  may  now  be  classed  as 
good  and  in  most  cases  are  fairly  supplied  with  school  furniture.  Th^ 
Commissioners  are  gradually  but  slowly  supplying  their  schools  ^th  the 
necessary  maps. 

On  the  ninth  instant  I  received  notice  that  an  Order  in  Council  was 
passed  changing  the  limits  of  my  district  so  as  to  include  the  Counties  of^ 
Wolfe,  Compton  and  Stanstead.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thaukino"  mx 
friends  in  Megantic  and  elsewhere  for  their  uniform  kindness  on  the] 
occasion  of  my  visits  to  the  schools  and  for  their  hearty  co-K)peration  and| 
assistance  in  matters  connected  with  education.

I  have  had  the  supervision  of  this  district  almost  seventeen  years,  but 
although  my  official  connection  with  the  greater  part  of  it  is  at  an  end.  I 
shall  continue  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  all  the  schools  previously  under 
my  charge  and  in  everything  pertaining  to  their  advancement.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  state  of  Edu- 
cation in  Gaspe  for  the  scholastic  year  1886-87. 

By  looking  over  the  inspection  bulletins  and  some  special  remarks 
which  I  sent  you,  you  will  be  ^^better  able  to  see  the  work  done  by  the 
schools  in  my  inspectorate. 

Of  the  36  municipalities  comprised  in  my  district  only  three  remained 
without  teachers  during  the  year  and  I  have  every  reason  to  hope  that, 
next  year  every  place  will  have  a  school  in  operation.  In  this  connection  1 
cannot  too  highly  praise  the  people  who  take  an  ever-increasing 
iiiterest  in  educational  matters. 

It  would  therefore  be  very  desirable,  in  fact  necessary,  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  respond  in  an  effective  manner  to  the  appeal  of  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction  for  an  increased  grant  to  common  and  superior  schools. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  this  increase  in  the  grant  has  become  a  matter  of 
life  or  death  to  a  good  many  schools  which  cannot  be  established  or  kept 
up,  especially  in  isolated  places  where  even  well  to  do  people  have  great 
difficulty  in  getting  on. 

Lectures  on  professional  training  and  Inspectors'  conventions  would 
do  an  immense  amount  of  good  by  securing  method  and  uniformity  in 
the  system  of  teaching. 

For  my  part  I  will  always  do  the  best  I  can  to  promote  the  interests 
of  Education.

Of  the  teachers  in  elementary    schools   under  control   there  are  2  nuns,  2 
male  teachers,  60  certificated  and   uncertificated  female  teachers. 

Four  of  the  teachers  in  the  independent  elementary  schools  are  not 
certificated. 

The  model  schools  are  taught  by  2  certificated  male  and  3 
certificated  female  teachers.  There  are  also  3  assistants,  2  of  whem 
have  an  elementary  school  certificate,  while  the  other  has  none.  All  these 
schools  do  good  work. 

Of  the  two  independent  academies,  [convents]  at  Bale  St.  Paul  and 
Malbaie,  the  former  is  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Congre- 
gation and  the  latter  of  the^  Sisters  of  Charity.  Both  these  convents  do 
very  good  w^ork  and   are   a  credit  to  the  Ladies  who  have  charge  of  them. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  religious  instruction  which  is  the  true 
barsis  of  a  sound  education. 

I  noticed  with  pleasure  that  a  larger  number  of  pupils  loaiii  the 
principal  branches  of  the  official  course  of  studies  and  I  hope  that  this 
veill  continue. 

Most  of  the  municipalities  endeavour  to  carry   out  the  regulations  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 
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It  is  painful  to  see,  every  year,  some  commissioners  discharging 
teachers  without  good  reasons.  These  constant  changes  do  a  great  deal  of 
harm. 

I  carefully  examined  the'books  of  the  secretary-treasurers,  nearly  all  of 
Tvhom  keep  their  accounts  in  accordance  with  the  oflScial  plan.  One  of 
them  has  not  yet  sent  me  a  satisfactory  statement  of  the  afiairs  of  his 
municipality,  although  I  have  advised  him  and  the  commissioners  have 
frequently  called  upon  him  to  do  so. 

The  teachers'  salaries  are  too  small.  If  we  wish  to  have  good  schools 
we  must  secure  the  services  of  competent  teachers  and  in  order  to  obtain 
this  we  must  pay  them  a  sufficient  salary. 

The  prizes  sent  by  the  department  and  which  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
distributing  to  the  pupils  give  great  satisfaction  and  are  a  source  of  encou- 
ragement for  the  children. 

As  it  is  admitted  that  the  prizes  given  to  the  pupils  excite  a  laudable 
emulation,  do  you  not  think  that  we  might  excite  the  same  emulation  in 
the  teachers  ?  If,  for  instance,  the  Superintendent  were  to  give  a  special 
certificate  to  a  teacher  who,  during  a  trial  of  two  or  three  years,  has 
done  very  good  work  and  complied  with  the  educational  laws  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Council  of  Public  Instru  ;tion,  it  would  be  a  great  encoura- 
gement to  the  body  of  teachers.  Those  who  obtained  such  a  certificate 
would  in  all  probability  get  better  salaries. 

I  beg  to  recommend,  as  I  have  done  in  past  years,  the  poor  municipa- 
ties  of  St.  Placide,  Calliercs,  De  Salles,  St.  Hilarion,  Petite  Riviere  and  St 
Urbain  and  I  hope  they  will  be  allowed  the  supplementary  grant. 

Such  are  the  few  remarks  which  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  add 
to  the  information  contained  in  my  inspection  bulletins  and  in  conclusion 
I  beg  to  say  that  the  parish  priests,  the  majority  of  the  school  commis- 
sioners and  a  great  many  persons  who  take  an  interest  in  education  have 
greatly   assisted  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  anuual  report  on  Public  Instruction 
in  my  district  for  the  year  1886-8t. 

This  year  there  are  33  municipalities  comprising  1Y9  schools,  169 
elementary  and  6  model  schools,  3  academies  and  a  commercial  college. 

The  condition  of  the  elementary  schools  is  very  much  the  same  as  in 
previous  years.  They  are  attended  by  5,318  pupils,  being  a  decrease  of 
129  since  last  year.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  exceptionally  severe 
Winter  which  we  had. 

The  superior  schools  continue  to  do  good  work  ;  the  convents  at  St- 
Creorge,  Ste-Marie,  St-Sylvestre  and  St- Joseph  are  especially  deserving 
of  mention  and  are  quite  equal  to  the  best  institutions  in  the  Province. 
The  convent  at  St-Joseph  has  added  Calistheaics  to  its  other  branches  and 
they  are  a  great  success. 

The  lay  schools  also  do  very  good  work.  About  the  middle  of  May 
I  received  many  invitations  to  be  present  at  the  distribution  of 
prizes,  all  of  which  were  to  take  place  about  the  2tth  of  that  month.  With 
the  exception  of  the  convent  at  St-Greorge  where  I  happened  to  be  at  that 
date,  I  was  obliged,  to  my  great  regret,  to  decline  these  invitations,  but  I 
hope  I  will  be  more  fortunate  another  year. 

Some  of  my  colleagues  suggest  that  superior  schools  should  bo 
established  in  every  municipality  of  any  importance.  This  is  an  excellent 
suggestion,  for  besides  the  good  which  the  teacher  would  do  in  his  own 
school,  he  would  serve  as  a  model  for  the  other  terchers  in  the  muni- 
cipality. He  might  also  be  engaged  to  superintend  the  teaching  in 
the  elementary  schools  which  he  would  visit  in  turn. 

The  teachers  who  have  had  no  professionel  training  would  be  glad  to 
have  some  competent  person  to  guide  them. 

But  in  order  to  effect  this,*  we  require  assistance  from  the  Grovernment 
and  changes  in  the  school  law. 

The  following  fact  shows  what  can  be  done  under  the  present 
system. 

I  proposed  to  the  pastor  gf  a,  mT:inicipality  in  my  district  to  establish 
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a  model  school,  the  commissioners  to  pay  the  same  salary  with  the  under- 
standing that  if  the  school  was  found  to  be  deserving  of  a  grant  as  a 
superior  school,  the  amount  of  the  grant  should  be  paid  to  the  teacher. 
We  considered  the  idea  an  excellent  one  but  unfortunately  it  could  not  be 
carried  out. 

Meanwhile  young  girls  of  15  or  16  years  of  age  are  engaged  who  are 
sometimes  placed  in  charge  of  children  as  old  as  themselves.  This  has  led 
one  of  my  colleagues  to  say  that  it  is  painful  to  see  young  men  placed 
under  such  slender  authority. 

Conferences 

The  idea  of  giving  lectures  to  the  teachers  seems  to  meet  with  favour 
and  to  be  well  received  by  all  The  good  eflfect  which  they  would  cer- 
tainly produce  entitles  them,  at  least,  to  a  trial. 

In  my  opinion  these  conferences  should  be  held  at  the  beginning  of 
the  scholastic  year  and  not  at  the  end,  as  in  the  latter  case  they  would  not 
be  of  any  use  at  all  to  several  teachers  [those  who  give  up  teaching]  and  of 
but  little  use  to  others  who  would  have  to  wait  two  long  months  before 
putting  what  they  have  learnt  into  practice, 

I  do  not  think  that  the  end  in  view  can  be  attained  by  substituting 
these  conferences  for  one  of  the  inspections  which  the  inspector  is  obliged 
to  make  every  year.  I  consider  that,  in  many  cases,  these  two  inspections 
cannot  possibly  be  made,  either  on  account  of  the  length  of  time  daring 
which  the  roads  are  impassable  or  on  account  of  the  expense  which  they 
entail.  I  may  also  say  that,  as  regards  some  of  them,  the  two  inspections 
are  not  obligatory,  for  the  regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee 
which  orders  them,  also  says  that  no  inspector  shall  have  more  than  a 
hundred  sohools  to  inspect :  consequently  when  one  of  them  has  tw^o 
hundred  schools  or  more,  he  must  be  an  exception  to  the  rule.  Besides,  if 
he  has  so  many  schools  how  can  he  find  time  to  hold  conference*. 

School  records. 

As  a  rule,  these  are  only  to  be  found  in  the  inscription  register  which 
in  many  instances  disappears  at  the  end  of  the  year  Sometimes  the  com- 
missioners do  not  provide  one  and  the  notes  are  kept  on  loose  sheets. 

But  yet  it  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  teacher  to  have  a  regis- 
ter in  which  the  work  could  be  regularly  entered,  and,  in  the  evening,  by 
making  a  faithful  summary  of  his  day's  work  he  would  be  able  to  see  at 
glance  what  has  been  done.    He  would  thereby   follow  the  advice  which 
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Madame  de  Lamartine  gave  to  her  distinguished  son  when  she  told  him 
to  follow  her  example  and  keep  a  diary  which  like  a  mirror  would  reflect 
his  whole  life. 

A   NEGLECTED   SUBJECT. 

The  method  of  teaching  letter-writing  is  defective  in  most  schools.  It 
is  not  sufficient  to  make  the  children  copy  letters  to  a  father  or  a  mother 
etc.,  for  they  never  vary  from  one  end  of  the  year  to  another  and  are  of  no 
interest  to  the  pupils. 

An  American  author  says  that  the  best  kinds  of  comi^osition  are 
those  which  relate  to  Nature,  Geography,  Arithmetic  and  the  Sciences. 
Descriptions  of  places  where  great  historical  events  have  happened  may 
be  written  by  giving  a  few  short  but  interesting  delails  which  may  be 
again  referred  to  afterwards.  Arithmetic  necessitates  the  drawing  up 
of  reports  in  concise  language.  As  regards  the  Sciences,  written  descrip- 
tions should  accompany  each  step  which  is  made. 

The  teacher  should  not  begin  by  making  the  children  write  a  compo- 
sition but  should  do  as  explained  above  and,before  the  children  would  have 
time  to  hate  composition,  they  would  be  able  to  find  pleasure  in  writing  it. 

Accounts. 

The  secretary-treasurers  may  be  divided  into  three  classes  with 
reference  to  the  manner  of  keeping  their  books  :  1st  those  who  keep  them 
well  ;  2nd  those  whose  books  one  thinks  one  can  understand,  with  their 
explanations  and  3rd  those  whose  books  are  incomprehensible.  There  is 
but  little  improvement  in  this  respect.  With  the  adoption  of  the  official 
system  the  Department  should  require  the  secretary-treasurers  to  have 
numbered  receipts  as  vouchers. 

I  will  take  the  liberty  of  repeating  what  I  said  last  year  on  this  sub- 
ject, namely,  that  from  the  20th  to  the  30th  of  December  and  from  the 
1st  to  the  10th  June  every  year,the  secretary-treasurers  should  be  obliged, 
under  penalty  of  a  fine,  to  send  you  a  sworn  statement  of  the  amounts 
paid  to  the  teachers  for  the  current  year,  at  the  aforesaid  dates.  This  would 
enable  you  to  see  to  what  extent  that  duty  is  sometimes  neglected. 
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School  Houses. 

■  During  the  past  year,  seyen  have  been  rebuilt  viz  :  one  in  each  of  the 
municipalities  of  Les  Saints  Anges,  St-Severin,  St-Frederic,  St-Franfois 
and  St-Ephrem  and  two  in  that  of  Sacre-CoBur  de  Jesus.  The  finest  and 
best  finished  is  beyond  a  doubt  that  of  St-Sevorin  which  is  the  poorest 
municipality  in  my  district.  Reverend  Mr.  J.  O.  Naud  the  parish  priest 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  zeal  for  the  improvement  of  his  schools. 

Inspections 

I  had  the  greatest  difficulty  in  making   my   inspections   this   year. 

During  the  Winter  heavy  snow  storms  succeeded  each  other  at  such  short 
intervals  that  the  roads  were  impassable  for  several  days  and  sometimes 
weeks  at  a  time.  Thus  during  the  12  days  spent  at  St  Sylvestre  I  could 
only  inspect  six  schools  out  of  ten.  Under  such  circumstances  it  was 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  keep  appointments  which  I  made.  I  how- 
ever did  my  best  to  comply  with  your  wishes  in  that  respect. 

Prizes 

These  are  as  attractive  as  ever.  I  require  the  teachers  to  give  good  marks 
to  their  pupils  for  every  lesson  well  learnt  and  every  exercise  well  done, 
also  for  good  conduct  and  application.  I  consider  that  the  pupil  who  has 
the  most  good  marks  deserves  the  first  prize. 

I  have  found  that  this  system  has  worked  well  wherever  it  has  been 
followed.

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  male  pupil  teachers  who  have  obtained 
their  diplomas  from  Laval  Normal  school  have  nearly  all  obtained  good 
situations  in  important  schools  in  this  province.  Applications  for  teachers 
have  been  much  more  numerous  than  in  past  years.  This  is  very  satisfac- 
tory both  for  the  benefit  of  the  teachers  generally,  who  are  so  miserably 
paid,  and  for  the  improvement  and  advancement  of  education.  "When  the 
teachers  find  that  their  profession  will  enable  them  to  earn  their  livelihood, 
when  they  find  that  their  labours  and  studies  are  better  appreciated,  they 
will  not  be  tempted  to  give  up  their  places  for  a  less  laborious  and  more 
lucrative  career  and  our  Canadian  youths  will  benefit  by  their  zeal  and 
experience. 

In  some  thickly  populated  places  it  has  been  found  that  the  authority 
of  a  young  school  mistress  which  is  respected  by  children  from  seven  to 
thirteen  years  of  age,  is  not  respected  by  older  boys,  who  require  a  master's 
firm  hand  to  keep  them  in  check  and  repress  their  feelings  of  independence 
and  insubordination. 

These  lads  require  some  one  with  manifest  authority  to  maintain 
discipline  and,  to  direct  them  with  firmess. 

Good  order  in  class  is  very  properly  considered  an  essential  element 
of  success  while  confusion  and  want  of  discipline  are  the  greatest  obstacles 
to  progress.  This  is  douj^tless  the  reason  why  we  have  at  present  more 
applications  for  masters  than  formerly 

The  female  teachers  who  obtain  diplomas  from  the  Normal  school  are 
always  in  request  bopause  they  are  considered,  from  their  training,  to  be 
able  to  teach  efiiciently  and  practically ;  they  have  no  difficulty  in  finding 
situations.  It  is  however  a  matter  of  regret  that  there  is  no  organization 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  school  municipalities  in  procuring  the 
teachers  they  require.     Such  an  organization  would  be  a  benefit  to  all. 

Ill 

It  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  praise  already  given  to  the  pupils  for 
their  application.  I  will  merely  say  that  they  are  in  nowise  behind  their 
J)redeces8ors.  The  academy  class  in  particular  has  done  very  good  work. 
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roper  pronunciation  of  the  French  language,  reading  aloud  and 
dt!claniation  are  especially  practised  by  the  pupils.  The  energetic  efforts 
of  my  lamented  predecessor  in  connection  with  this  important  branch, 
still  produce  their  effect.  The  young  persons  who  go  before  the  Roard  of 
f-xaminers  to  obtain  certificates  always  show  how  thorough  their  training 
has  been  in  this  respect.  One  of  the  most  neglected  branches  in  some 
country  schools  is  French  composition.  This  is  a  pity.  It  is 
an  excellent  and  even  necessary  thing  to  know  the  rules  of  Grammar  and 
how  to  apply  them,  but  it  is  also  very  important  that  persons  should  be 
able  to  express  their  ideas  clearly  and  understand  the  expressions 
they  use. 

Every  year,  young  men  come  to  us  who  know,  very  little  about 
writing.  Style  is  quite  unknown  to  them  ;  they  have  never  even  written 
a  simple  letter,  nor  endeavored  to  find  out  the  precise  meaning  of  words 
in  common  use  :  they  have  never  been  taught  to  think  for  themselves  and 
■till  less  to  arrange  their  ideas  and  express  them  clearly,  correctly  and 
gracefully.  They  have  some  knowledge  of  Grammar,  but  they  can  not 
express  themselves  in  proper  terms. 

It  is  therefore  a  diflicult  and  laborious  task  when  they  have  to  write  a 
letter  or  a  composition,  even  with  the  assistance  of  the  professor  Of 
coarse,  in  the  end,  they  write  with  more  facility  and  less  timidity  but 
it  requires  great  patience  and  perseverance  to 'give  polish  to  intellects 
which  have  remained  so  long  uncultivated. 
IV 

The  littv'rary  success  of  which  I  have  spoken  would  be  attained 
more  promptly  and  to  a  greater  extent  if  omr  youths  were  taught  at  an 
early  age  to  observe  the  rules  of  Grammar  and  to  use  proper  expressions 

In  the  schools  efforts  are  made  to  teach  ihe  pupils  to  lonVc  correctly, 
that  is  grammatically.  Considerable  time  is  devoted  to  this  but  the  art 
ot  speaking  correctly  is  entirely  neglected.  And  yet  there  is  evidently  an 
affinity  between  the  two  and  I  might  even  assert  that  the  latter  is  the 
necessary  prelude  to  the  former.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  for  many  of 
OUT  students,  the  language  they  use  in  their  compositions  is  quite  diffe- 
rent from  that  which  they  generelly  use  in  speaking.  It  is  therefore  easy 
to  understand  what  difficulties  they  have  to  overcome  in  order  to  employ 
propiT  expressions  and  \vord.s  grammatically  correct  when  they  only  make 
use  of  them  at  long  intervals. 

Mr  Paul  dc  Cazes,  the  secretary  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
in  a  remarkably  good  essay  which  he  read,  in  May  last,  before  the  Royal 
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Society  of  Canada  at  Ottawa,  pointed  out  a  number  of  improper  expres- 
sions used  in  Canada  and  he  is  of  opinion  that  the  teachers  alone  can 
make  them  disappear  gradually,  by  speaking  correctly  themselves 
and  especially  by  seeing  that  their  pupils  do  so,  in  order  to  banish  incor- 
rect expressions  and  those  which  are  not  French  or  are  not  recognized  by 
the  rules  or  usages  of  educated  people.  This  work  has  to  be  done  at 
all  times  and  requires  unceasing  and  persevering  efforts,  but  I  hare  often 
found  that  it  has  good  results. 

I  have  not  the  slightest  wish  to  make  distinguished  writers  of  all  our 
young  Canadians.  That  would  be  a  Utopian  idea.  Bat  a  greater  number 
of  them  might  be  taught  to  express  their  ideas  properly.  Two  things  are 
required  for  this  ;  the  first  is  to  graduUy  improve  the  language  of  the 
pupils,  the  second  is  to  give  them,  as  often  as  possible,  short  compositions 
to  write,  proportioned  to  their  intellectual  development,  and  which 
would  also  serve  as  exercises  in  Grammar  and  Style.  This  system  has 
already  met  with  success  in  some  institutions.  It  would  perhaps  be  well 
to  have  it  more  generally  adopted  for  the  benefit  of  our  French  Canadian 
youths. 

T 

Before  concluding  this  report  I  would  like  to  say  a  word  about  the 
retirement  of  Mr  Daniel  McSweeny,  a  professor  of  the  Laval  Normal 
School.  This  venerable  man,  over  seventy  years  of  age,  almost  blind, 
veorn  out  by  hi.«  labours  during  nearly  fifty  years,  has  resigned,  .and 
receives  a  pension  which  he  has  fally  earned  by  his  work,  his  talents 
and  his  unceasing  efforts  in  the  cause  of  education  in  Canada.  The  pro- 
fessors and  pupils  of  our  Normal  School  will  never  forget  his  religious 
feelings,  his  love  of  study  and  especially  his  knowledge  of  Mathematics, 
his  scrupulous  attention  to  duty,  his  manners  which  were  those  of  a 
perfect  gentleman  and  which  also  showed  him  to  be  an  able  teacher  and 
an  exemplary  Christian.  They  tender  him  this  tribute  of  their  admiration 
and  esteem  and  will  always  remember  him  with  respect  and  gratitude. 

Mr  John  Ahem,  a  former  teacher  of  the  Koman  Catholic  Comm^ercial 
Academy  of  the  Plateau  in  Montreal,  has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Mr 
McSweeney,  His  brilliant  services,  his  experience  and  talents  leave  no 
doubt  but  that  he  will  be  worthy  of  the  honorable  position  to  which  he 
has  just  been  appointed  in  his  Alma  Mater, 

VI 

The  Provincial  Government  is,  at  present,  getting  extensive  repairs 
made  to  the  interior  of  the  Normal  school  building.  Time,  the  destroyer, 
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had  also  worn  out  our  old  walls  and  reduced  them  to  a  pitiful  state  of  ruin 
and  uncleanliness.  After  the  vacation,  the  old  Chateau  will  present  a  new , 
agreeable,  and  comfortable  appearance  to  the  professors  and  pupils.  It  is  a 
pity  it  is  too  small  to  receive  all  who  seek  admission.  Its  incomparable  site 
on  our  promontory  and  the  historical  recollections  which  surround  it  are 
sure  to  awaken  and  strengthen  in  the  minds  of  our  young  students  an  un- 
dying love  for  their  country.  We  hope,  however,  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  Quebec  will  have  upon  its  heights  a  large  and  good  school, 
which  will  be  at  once  an  ornament  to  our  city  and  a  boon  to  our  French 
Canadian  nationality.  In  the  meantime  we  mrst  congratulate  ourselves 
upon  the  kindness  shown  us  by  the  Q-overnment  and  express  our  grateful 
thanks  for  it.

To  the  Honorable  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 

Sir, 

In  submitting  my  annual  report,  I  ask  permission  to  express  the  satis- 
faction with  which  the  staff  of  the  McGill  Normal  School  welcome  you 
once  again  to  preside  on  the  occasion  of  our  annual  gathering,  and  to  cpnfer- 
f»n  the  successful  candidates  their  diplomas.  Their  diplomas  which  they 
have  merited  by  the  diligent  and  successful  labours  of  the  past  nine 
months  and  by  the  excellence  of  their  answering  at  Ihe  late  arduous 
examinations,  will  introduce  them  in  their  several  grades  to  the  honos 
Table  body  of  teachers  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  as  organized  under  the 
shelter  of  the  law. 

Permit  me  at  the  same  time  to  thank  you,  Sir,  for  the  medal  which  on 
this  occasion  as  on  many  previous  occasions,  you  have  so  kindly  bestowed 
on  the  student  taking  the  second  place  in  the  Model  School  Class.  Personally 
I  am  the  more  grateful  for  this  act  of  consideration  because  it  tends  to 
diminish  the  wide  difference  established  by  the  Prince  of  Wales  medal 
and  Prize  between  two  pupils  who  stand  near  in  attainment,  the  first  who 
takes  that  distinction,  and  the  second  of  the  same  class  who  often  falls 
short  of  it  by  an  almost  imperceptible  if  not  illusory  difference. 
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Here  also  I  desire  to    express   grateful   acknowledgements  to  Hi«  i 
Excellency  the  G-overnor  Q-eneral  for  the  annual  gift  of  the  Marquis  of 
Lansdowne's  Silver  Medal  to  the  pupil  of  highest  standing  in  the  Academy 
Class,  and  to  J.  C.  Wilson,  Esq.  M.  P.,  for  a  book  and  a  money  prize  given 
to  the  pupil  attaining  the  highest  place  in  the  Elementary  School  Class. 

During  the  session  now  closing  eight  pupils  were  admitted  to  the 
Academy  Class,  thirty  one  to  the  Model  School  class,  and  fifty-seven  to  the 
elementary  school  class.  Of  these  ninety-one  were  women  and  five  were 
men.  Some  retired  unable  to  endure  the  strain  of  continaous  hard  study 
some  for  personal  or  family  reasons  of  various  kinds,  and  a  few  failed  at 
the  Chrismas  examinations.  Of  the  several  classes,  seventy-four  pupils 
presented  themselves  at  the  sessional  examinations,  and  to-day  I  have  th« 
pleasure  of  asking  you  to  confer  seven  Academy  Diplomas,  twenty-four 
Model  School  Diplomas,  and  thirty-eight  Elementary  Diplomas.  To  these 
must  be  added  one  Academy  diploma  of  the  first  grade  granted  on  exa- 
mination to  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  McGill  University. 

Those  who  are,  familiar  with  the  work  and  arrangements  of  th^ 
McGill  Normal  School  will  not  ask  how  it  is  that  so  large  a  proportion  of 
our  pupils  pass  the  sessional  examinations.  For  the  information  of 
others  I  may  make  the  following  brief  statement.  We  select  with  great 
care  the  pupils  who  enter  our  elementary  school  class.  Some  prove  inca- 
pable or  unsuitable  and  are  encouraged  to  drop  out  voluntarily  early  in 
the  session.  The  semi-sessional  examinations  compel  the  retirement  ol 
others.  Very  few  but  the  earnest  and  the  talented  reach  the  closing 
examinations  of  the  year,  and  exceedingly  rare  are  the  instances 
in  which  any  others  survive  them.  Only  those  who  are  able  and 
industrious  find  the  Normal  School  an  attractive  place,  and, 
return  to  it  a  second,  and  a  third  year.  "VTe  spare  no  pains  in  teaching. 
We  examine  on  what  we  have  taught.  We  expect  our  pupils  to  pass,  and 
as  a  rule,  they  do  pass  the  later  examinations  triumphantly. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  pupils  trained  in  the  Normal 
School  do  engage  in  teaching.  Last  year  sixty-six  diplomas  were 
conferred.  Twenty-nine  of  the  holders  have  continued  to  prosecute  their 
studies  in  order  to  secure  higher  diplomas  ;  thirty  are  known  to  me  to  be, 
at  present  engaged  in  teaching ;  seven,  as  far  as  I  know,  have  not  up  to  thCj 
present  time  taught. 

Changes  in  the  character  of  the  work    of  an  institution  like  this,  thatj 
touches  many  important  interests,  must,   if  wisely  made,  be  made  can* 
tiously  and  deliberately.   But,   because  the  interests  that  Normal  Schools 
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touch,  are  closely  linked  to  national  progress,  those  who  direct  them,  dis- 
tinguishing the  superficial  drift  of  temporary  popular  excitement  from  the 
deep,  steady  current  of  national  conviction,  should  be  quick  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  flow  of  national  thought  and  aspiration.  Normal  Schools 
must  not  veer  with  every  shifting  swirl  of  fashion,  nor  must  they  anchor 
against  the  stream  of  educational  advancement.  You,  Sir,  will  rejoice  with 
us  that  we  are  able  to  report  progress  in  this  Normal  School.  Not  to  speak 
of  the  gradual  Improvement  in  many  directions  that  has  marked  it  in 
commoB.  with  many  years  in  the  past,  the  present  year  will  be  remem- 
bered in  the  history  of  the  school  for  the  special  development  of  instruction 
in  a  subject  of  paramount  importance — French.  The  French  professorship 
has  been  raised  from  associate  to  ordinary  rank.  French  now  stands  on  a 
level  with  English  and  Mathematics  as  a  constituent  of  the  Normal  School 
course.  The  change  is  a  wise  one.  Its  influence  for  good  will  be  progres- 
sive. We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  securing  as  the  first  Ordinary  Pro- 
fessor of  French,  a  lady  so  competent  in  scholarship,  so  enthusiastic  in 
teaching,  and  so  wise  and  considerate  in  discipline  as  Madame  Cornu  has 
proved  herself  to  be. 

Instead  of  six  hours  a  week  as  formerly,  we  have  this  year  devoted  in 
our   three   classes   twenty   hours  a   week   to  instruction  in  French.     Of 
course  the  incidence  of  much  greater  exaction  in   French  upon  our  hard- 
worked  students  has   diminished  to  §ome  extent  the  amount  of  work  that 
th«y  have  been  able  to  accomplish  in   some   other  direction.     We  cannot 
at  will  enlarge  human   capacity,  even  for  study.  We  have  been  compelled 
to  sacrifice  a  part  of  our   instruction   in  History  and  in  G-eography.     But 
we  have  not  sacrificed  so  much  as  might  have  been   expected.     We  have 
concentrated  attention  on  the   essential,  we   have   omitted  what  is  of  less 
commanding  interest.     Besides,   we  have   been   able  practically  to  add 
almost  three  weeks  to  the  length  of  our  session  by  condensing  our  exami- 
nations.    In   former  years   the   Christmas   examinations  filled  the  whole 
available  part  of  the  month  of  December,    and   the   closing  examinations 
occupied  a  month.    This   year   we   carried  our  class  exercises   some  days 
into  December,  and  the  sessional  examinations  did  not  begin  until  the  14th 
of  the  current  month.     To  accomplish  this   we   held  two   examinations  a 
day  with  each  class  except  the   Academy  Clas9.    Thus .  the  stress  upon 
pupils  was  increased  while  the  examinations  lasted  but  then  they  lasted 
a  much  shorter  time. 

As  far  as  I  am  in  a  position  to  judge  the  examinations  of  this  year  have 
not  been  followed  by  such  exhaustion  of  the  physical  strength  of  our 
pupils  as  has  frecjuently  been  showi;  ftt  tl^e  cjose  of  the  year's  work,    It  is 
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not  work  but  worry  that  kills,  and  pupils  of  the  Normal  School  have  had 
during  the  past  fortnight  very  little  time  for  indulgence  in  self-tor- 
menting. 

The  arrival  in  Montreal  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Dawson,  a  certificated  teacher  from 
theTonicSol-Fa  College,  specially  recommended  by  Mr.  Curwen  himself, 
has  g-iven  the  Normal  School  Committee  opportunity  of  furnishing  ins- 
truction in  that  admirable  introduction  to  popular  music,  the  method  of  the 
Tonic  Sol- Fa.  Mr  Dawson's  engagement  began  so  late  in  the  session  that 
we  have  had  only  twenty-five  lessons,  but  these  have  sufficed  to  indicate 
results  of  great  value,  to  be  developed,  let  us  hope,  in  coming  sessions. 

We  have  to  expre  s  sincere  acknowledgements  to  the  Grovernment  of 
the  Province  of  Quebec.  Last  year  an  efficient  heating  apparatus  was  pro- 
vided  for  the  Normal  School.  It  would  not  be  easy  to  say  how  much  ac- 
tual sufieriug  has  been  saved  by  the  change.  This  year  provision  is  being 
made  to  enlarge  and  to  improve  the  over-crowded  Primary   School.  I 
should  do  less  than  justice  to  leading   politicians  of  all  shades  in  this  Pro- 
vince if  I  were  not  to   state    my   admiration   of  the  attitude  which  they 
maintain    towards  education.  During  an  association  of  more  than  thirty 
years  with  the  public  education  of  Quebec — an  association   which  has  re- 
peatedly brought  me,  a  suitor  on  behalf  of  education,  into  contact  with  men 
.of  influence  of  all  political  parties,  I  have  found  a  universal  desire  for  the 
spread  of  popular  education,  a  willingness  to  listen  patiently  to  the  view 
of  practical  educators,   a  wide  love  of  fair-play  for  the  educational  rights 
of  the  minority  and  a  determination  to  hold  the  precious  interest  of  edu- 
cation aloof  from  the  turbulent  arena  of  political  party  strife. 

We  congratulate  ourselves  upon  improvement  during  the  past  yeai. 
We  still  see  room  for  improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the  Normal  School- 
As  a  staff  we  feel  the  need  of  a  better  adjustment  of  relations  between  the 
Normal  and  Model  Schools.  The  matter  has  engaged  the  anxious  thought 
not  only  of  Dr  McGrregor  and  myself,  but  also  of  the  Heads  of  Departments 
in  the  Model  Schools.  In  this  behalf  more  has  been  done  this  past  year 
than  for  many  previous  years.  But  we  are  not  satisfied.  We  have  agreed 
upon  the  general  outline  of  our  plan  of  action,  and,  although  the  detaik 
of  our  scheme  are  not  perfected,  I  have  no  doubt  that  under  the  Divine 
blessing  we  shall  be  able  to  report  that  our  Normal  School  students  have 
profited  more  by  their  visits  to  the  Model  Schools  than  has  been  hitherto 
possible. 

W  e  are  profoundly  grateful  to  the  three  clergymen,  the  Ven.  Arch- 
deacon Evans,  the  Revd.  James  Flick  and  the  Eev.  Alexander  Campbell 
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who  have  laboured  with  diligent  devotion  and  v^ith  nnv^earieA  patience 
for  the  spiritual  well-being  of  our  students.  Their  only  remuneration  is 
the  approval  of  their  consciences  in  the  sight  of  their  Master,  and  the 
knowledge  that  they  have  largely  contributed  to  the  highest  welfare  of 
the  country  by  strengthening,  through  the  teachers,  moral  influence  on 
the  lives  of  thousands  of  Canadian  Children. 

In  conclusion,  Sir,  it  but  remains  to  thank  my  colleagues  of  the  Nor- 
mal and  Model  Schools  for  their  loyal  and  unsparing  application  tp  duty, 
to  express  my  admiration  for  the  intellectual  gifts  and  still  more  for  the 
moral  qualities  of  the  pupils  now  about  to  receive  their  diplomas,  and  to 
testify  to  the  kind  forbearance  in  my  shortcomings  and  cordial  helps  in 
my  endeavors,  shown  by  my  superiors  in  office,  the  Normal  School  Com- 
mittee with  its  indefatigable  chairman,  Sir  Wm.  Dawson,  the  Protestant 
Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  and  yourself,  Sir,  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  our  Provincial  education.

build  steamers,  bridges,  workshops  and  to  construct  machinery  of  all 
kinds. 

At  the  outset,  there  was  in  Lower  Canada  a  dearth  of  men  competent 
to  carry  out  such  undertakings  and  outsiders  came  to  direct  them,  but, 
before  long,  there  was  fortunately  a  reaction.  ♦ 

The  development  of  the  weath  of  the  soil  of  the  country  could  not 
be  left  to  strange  hands  and  it  was  felt  that  it  was  necessary  to  found  a 
school  were  the  studious  youths  of  Canada  could  also  acquire  indispen- 
sable technical  knowledge. 

It  is  easy  to  understand  the  object  of  such  a  school.  It  is  necessary 
to  train  manufacturers,  producers,  transformers  of  raw  material  at  every 
stage  of  production,  from  the  manager  of  the  workshop  to  the  foreman, 
from  the  engineer  who  can  conceive  a  gigantic  undertakingto  the  simple 
foreman  of  works.  It  was  necessary  "to  have  intellects  trained  in  theori- 
tical  science  which  would  not  wander  about  in  undecided  attempts,  but 
which  would  firmly  and  directly  aim  at  the  desired  end,  strengthened  by 
the  labour  of  overcoming  difficulties  and  turning  to  advantage  the  expe- 
rience of  those  who  had  gone  before. 

The  manufacture  of  chemical  products  alone  has  doubled  the  wealth 
of  European  countries.  Cannot  we  also  hope  that  great  prospects  are  in 
store  for  Canada,  which  it  will  realize  when  it  has  a  body  of  thoroug'hly 
trained  manufacturers,  accustomed  to  struggle  against  the  resistance  of 
raw  materials,  familiar  with  the  handling  of  products  of  all  kinds  and 
guided  by  the  most  recent  and  economical  methods. 

II 

One  Polytechnic    school  is  amply  sufficient   for  the  require- 
ments OF  the  Roman  Catholics  of  the  Province. 

Having  shown  the  importance  and  necessity  of  a  school  of  engineer- 
ing for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  we  have  now  to  prove  that  one  establish- 
ment of  the  kind  is  amply  sufficient. 

We  here  refer  especially  to  the  Eoman  Catholic  population  of  the 
Province  which  in  1887,  probably  amounts  to  1,268,000  out  of  a  total  of 
1,474,000  inhabitants. 

The  consideration  of  what  is  done  in  other  countries  should  hare  a 
great  wei.i?*ht  and,  as  the  great  majority  of  our  people  are  of  French  ori^n, 
it  is  natural  to  turn  to  France.     For  a  population  26  times  greater   thas 
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that  of  Quebec,  France  finds  two  schools  of  engineering  sufficient,  namely : 
the  Ecole  Potyiechniqne  and  the  Ecole  Centrale  des  Arts  et  Metiers,  The  for- 
mer has  only  a  limited  number  of  pupils  who  are  guaranteed  employment 
hy  the  State  after  they  have  also  passed  two  or  three  years  more  in  a 
school  of  applied  science.  The  Ecole  Centrale  trains  engineers  for  every 
branch  of  industry  and  for  every  work  and  service  which  is  not  necessa- 
rily within  the  province  of  the  state  engineers.  A  specified  number  of  stu- 
dents are  admitted  after  passing  a  competitive  examination.  The  diploma  of 
engineer  of  art  sand  manufactures,  which  is  awarded  to  deserving  students 
after  three  years  study,  shows  their  capacity  but  does  not  secure  them 
any  position  ;  however  the  value  of  this  diploma  is  now  admitted  the  world 
over  and  most  civilized  nations  send  students  to  this  great  school. 

If  we  look  for  other  schools  of  the  same  kind  we  find  one  at  Zurich 
in  Switzerland  and  another  in  Italy. 

However  we  must  not  confound  engineering  schools  proper  with 
schools  of  arts  and  manufactures,  which  are  intended  for  the  purpose  of 
training  able  machinists  and  good  foremen  of  workshops  ;  such  are  the 
schools  at  Chalons,  Angers,  Aix  and  St-Etienne  in  France,  to  sslj  nothing 
of  a  number  of  private  schools  more  or  less  similar  to  them, 

We  therefore  find  that  France  has  a  very  limited  number  of  engineer- 
ing schools,  only  two  in  fact  and  owing  to  this  they  have  a  highly  dis- 
tinguished stafi*  of  professors  and  receive  considerable  grants  to  meet  the 
expense  of  the  higher  class  of  teaching. 

It  is  consequently  evident  that  for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  one  special 
school  of  engineering  is  sufficient  and  we  have  reason  to  congratulate 
ourselves  upon  the  fact  that,  after  many  attempts,  we  have  at  last  suc- 
ceeded in  founding  in  the  metropolis  of  Canada  a  real  Polytechnic  school, 
which  has  been  in  existence  for  fourteen  years.  It  has  already  given  to 
the  country  forty-one  engineers  who  have  proved  their  ability  and  some 
of  whom  occupy  positions  of  considerable  importance. 

ni 

The  profession  of  engineer  should  be  governed  by  special  legis- 
lation LIKE  THE  OTHER  LIBERAL  PROFESSIONS. 

Vhile  on  this  subject,  a  question  of  some  importance  may  be 
asked  ;  it  is  this  :  Would  it  not  be  advisable  to  have  the  profession 
of  engineer  governed  and  legalized  like  that  of  the  advocate,  notary 
and  physician .  ^ 
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If  it  be  proper  that  the  rights  of  the  widow  and  orphan  be  protected 
by  men  acknowledged  to  be  competent  ;  if  it  be  proper  that  our  lives  and 
fortunes  be  governed  by  precise  laws  imposing  a  strict  responsability 
upon  every  one  as  regards  his  fellow-beings  ;  if  it  be  proper  that  those 
who  devote  themselves  to  the  relief  of  suffering  humanity  be  compelled 
to  undergo  severe  examinations  before  assuming  the  responsibility  of  the 
life  and  death  of  patients  ;  still  more  should  those  who  are  to  superintend 
public  works,  upon  which  many  lives  sometimes  dopend,  afford  every 
guarantee  that  there  will  be  nothing  uncertain  in  their  work.  Preserva 
tion   of  life  is   quite  as  precious  as   that  of  health  or  fortune. 

It  is  morally  certain  that  if  we  had  a  body  of  competent  and  res- 
ponsible engineers  on  railways  and  steamers  and  in  work-shops  &c.  ever? 
accident  which  would  happen  would  be  strictly  investigated  by  the  body 
of  engineers  who  would  be  anxious  to  maintain  the  honour  and  protec- 
tion of  their  profession. 

Thus,  people's  lives  would  not  be  exposed  in  the  hands  of  persons  who 
style  themselves  engineers,  just  as  one  becomes  a  merchant  or  a  broker, 
and  great  public  works  would  be  superintended  b}^  really  competent  men 
whose  names  alone  would  inspire  both  citizens  and  governments  with 
confidence. 

rt  is  precisely  men  of  this  stamp  that  are  trained  at  the  Polytechnic 
school  in  Montreal. 

IV 

History  of  thf  PoLYTKcnNic  soHooii  from  its  foundation 

Our  report  for  1881  gives  the  history  of  the  foundation  of  the  Montreal 
Polytechnic  School   of  which  we   will   merely  give  a  synopsis  here. 

In  1869,  Hon.  Mr.  Chauveau,  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  instituted 
a  reserve  fund  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  school  of  applied  sciences 
and  a  course  of  technology  and  made  a  report  of  the  communications 
which  he  had  made  on  the  subject  to  the  Laval  University  of  Quebec  and 
other  institutions  in  Montreal. 

In  1873  through  the  efforts  of  Hon.  G.  Ouimet,  Mr.  Chauveau's  snc- 

^  cessor,  and  with  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Commissioners 

of  Montreal,  the  scientific  and  industrial  school  was  founded. 

An  agreement  was  signed  by  the  Minister  of  Education  and  two  deh 
gates  from  the  Board,  with  reference  to  the  course  of  studies  aud  the  con- 
ditions to  be  observed  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Commissioners  of  Montrej 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Q-overnment  on  the  other. 
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In  the  month  of  November  the  first  lessons  were  j^ven  in 
ratorv  class,  tn  1874  we  had  a  preparatory  class  and  one  for  fira 
dents.  In  IStS.hesides  these  two  classes.we  had  one  for  second  ye 
and  ia  1876  the  school  was  iu  fall  workiog  order.  On  the  8th 
the  same  year  the  school  was  put  on  the  same  footing  as  the  i 
as  regards  scientiiic  education  ;  its  name  of  "  Scientific  and 
Sclool  "  was  changed  by  law  to  that  of  the  "  Polytechnic  S 
Tic.  chap.  22  section  44)  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  ] 
was  authorized  to  grant  a  diploma  ofengineer  to  successful  sti 

The  first  diplomas  were  granted  at  the  end  of  the  schi 
1876'77  aud  the  list  of  engineers  train  ad  at  the  school  has  he^ 
every  year. 

At  the  Paris  Exposition  in  1878,  the  school  was  awarded  a 
dal  for  its  organization  and  the  work  of  its  pupils  ;  at  tha  Bomi 
bition  in  1880  it  was  awarded  a  first  class  diploma,  and  at  th 
and  Indian  Exhibition  held  at  London  in  18P6  it  was  awarded 
and  a  medal. 

The  course  of  studies  with  its  modifications. 

As  we  stated  in  our  report  for  1881,  the  Montreal  Polytecl 
has  taken  for  its  model  the  Ecolk  centsalk  des  arts  kt  man 
of  Paris  and  has  endeavored  to  follow  the  same  course  of  stndii

The  management  of  the  school  has  the  right  to  add  to  or  modify  the 
course  of  studies  as  required.  During  the  years  1874-1875  and  1876  the 
preparatory  class  and  those  for  first  and  second  year  pupils^were  organized 
in  succession.  In  1876-77  the  school  was  in  full  operation  with  a  prepara- 
tory class  and  three  divisions. 

During  the  following  years  the  course  of  studies  was  improved  and 
completed  ;  a  special  course  of  lectures  was  introduced  on  infinitesinal 
calculus,  technological  chemistry,  machinery  and  the  construction  of  ma- 
chinery, railways  and  the  resistance  of  materials. 

The  fact  of  thvS  pupils  being  better  and  better  prepared  facilitates 
the  improvement  of  the  studies  ;  for,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  pu- 
pils have  gone  through  the  preparatory  class.  It  is  therefore  not  surprising 
that  the  engineers  trained  in  the  school  should  be  so  successful  in  the 
various  positions  to  which  they  have  been  appointed  either  by  the  govern- 
ment or  by  private  parties. 

The  manner  in  which  the  subjects  are  taught  in  the  four  divisions  of 
the  school  for  1886-87  will  convey  a  correct  idea  of  the  present  course 
of  studies  : 

Preparatory  course.  Arithmetic,  complete  theory  ;  Algebra  to  equations 
of  the  second  degree  inclusively  ;  elementary  Geometry  ;  Zoology  and 
Botany  ;  elementary  Physics  to  heat  inclusively  ;  elementary  and  preli- 
minary Chemistry  and  treatment  of  metalloids  ;  linear  Drawing. 

First  ytar  :  Rectilinear  and  spherical  Trigonometry,  Algebra  and  infi- 
nitesimal calculus  ;  analytical  Geometry,  descriptive  Geometry  ;  Physics 
in  general  ;  Chemistry  in  general :  Mechanics  in  general ;  Machinery ;  Mine- 
ralogy ;  Cosmography  ;  Architecture  ;  Construction  ;  Topography;  linear 
and  topographical  Drawing. 

Second  year  :  Analytical  and  descriptive  Geometry];  Physics  in  general ; 
applied  Mechanics  ;  Machinery  :  Mineralogy;  Cosmography  ;  Construc- 
tion ;  Topography  ;  linear  and  topographical  Drawing. 
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Third  year.  Physics  applied  to  Industry  ;  analytical  Chemistry  ;  Che- 
mical Technology  ;  Hydraulics  ;  Metallurg  construction  of  Machinery  ; 
Constructions  ;  Railways  ;  Public  Works  ,  Resistance  of  materials,  Flans 
and  Si>ecifications  ;  Surveying  and  Q-eodesy  ;  Industrial  Legislation  ; 
linear  and  topographical  Drawing. 

VI

Like  all  other  institutions  of  the  kind,  the  Polytechnic  school  has  had 
to  overcome  all  sorts  of  obstacles  before  its  existence  was  an  accomplished 
fact.  Ir  is  only  proper  to  mention  at  the  same  time  as  the  founders,  the 
names  of  those  who  distinguished  themselves  by  their  efforts  to  overcome 
the  difficulties  which  beset  the  foundation  and  make  the  new  institution 
a  success. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Pfister,  the  senior  professor  of  the  school,  drew  up  the 
course  of  studies  and  selected  the  instruments  required  for  teaching  Phy- 
sics and  Chemistry,  It  is  only  fair  to  add  that  Mr.  Pfister  has  devoted  all 
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his  efforts  towards  making  the  school  a  success  and  has  been  a  distin- 
guished Professor  of  Physical  and  Natural  Sciences,  the  branches  allotted 

to  him. 

Mr.  E.  Balete  has  been  since  1874  a  very  successful  professor  of  Math- 
ematical  Science  and  Cosmography.  Since  1888  in  addition  to  his  pro- 
fessorship he  has  been  Director  of  Studies,  a  position  which  he  fills  with 
the  greatest  zeal  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  deserve  both  the  esteem  of 
management  and  the  gratitude  of  the  pupils. 

We  have  much  pleasure  in  adding  that  all  the  professors  perform 
their  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  pupils  and  the  school  authorities. 

VII 

Prizes  and  bursaries  founded  in  favour  of  the  school. 

The  Polytechnic  School,  which  is  recognized  by  all  to  be  an  institu- 
tion of  great  benefit  to  the  public,  has  already  been  the  recipient  of  gene- 
rous endowments. 

Mr.  P.  S.  Murphy  has  given  the  following  prizes,  in  perpetuity. 

Irst.  A  silver  medal,  bearing  the  effigy  of  the  donor  to  the  best  third 
year  student,  on  condition  that  the  general  average  of  the  marks  gained 
by  third  year  pupils  is  at  least  16  J  out  of  20. 

2nd.  An  annual  scholarship  of  fifty  dollars  in  favour  of  a  pupil,  to  be 
selected  by  the  management,  to  pay  his  fees. 

3rd  After  the  death  of  the  generous  donor,  a  similar  annual  scholar- 
ship of  fifty  dollars  will  be  given  for  the  same  purpose  to  another  student 
who  will  also  be  selected  by  the  management. 

Mr  Prudent  Beaudry  a  merchant  of  Los  Angeles  (California)  foun- 
ded in  1875  an  annual  scholarship  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for 
the  support  of  a  student  at  the  Polytechnic  school.  Owing  to  reverses  of 
fortune,  the  generous    donor  was  obliged  to  discontinue  his  gift  in  1887. 

Mr.  Victor  Beaudry,  the  worthy  brother  of  the  last  mentioned  gen- 
tleman, supported  a  student  for  two  years  at  an  expense  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  annum. 

Hon.  Pierre  Garneau  gave  a  special  prize  in  1884-85  for  the  best 
second  year  student,  on  condition  that  the  minimum  average  of  marks 
should  be  16i  out  of  20. 

VIII 
Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure  from  1873  to  1887 
If  we  compare  the  following  statement  with  the  financial  reports 
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published  by  the  Eoman  Catholic  School  Commissioners  of  Montreal,  we 
find  that  the  amounts  paid  for  purchase  of  land,  construction  and  repair  of 
buildings  for  the  Polytechnic  school,  have  been  struck  off  as  the  land  and 
buildings  remain  the  property  of  the  said  commissioners. 

This  statement  shows  that  the  Roman  Catholic  School  Board  of 
Montreal  has  paid  the  sum  of  $8,733.86  for  the  support  of  the  Polytechnic 
School  since  its  foundation.  As  the  accounts  of  a  school  are  not  settled  in 
the  same  manner  as  ordinary  business  transactions,  we  are  convinced  that 
the  Montreal  rate-payers  will  understand  that  the  sum  devoted  to  the 
support  of  the  Polytechnic  school  is  an  investment  which  will  yield  a  con- 
siderable return  both  to  the  city  and  to  the  Province.

**  10  The  physical  and  chemical  apparatus,  collections,  works  in  the 
library  and  other  articles,  bought  with  Government  money,  shall  be  hand- 
ed over  on  the  first  of  July  next,  by  the  said  Board  of  School  Commission- 
ers to  the  Laval  University  for  the  use  of  the  said  Polytechnic  School. 

"  11  The  balance  of  the  fund  created  in  1869  for  the  establishment 
of  a  school  of  science  applied  to  the  fine  arts,  which  is  deposited  in  the 
National  Bank  of  Quebec,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  forty-three  dollars  and  forty-eight  cents,  as  well  as  the  inte- 
rest thereon  accrued  at  the  date  of  the  assent  given  to  this  act,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  the  city  of 
Montreal,  as  an  indemnity  for  the  large  sums  expended  by  them  for  the 
purchase  of  furniture  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  Polytechnic 
school. " 

After  fourteen  years  of  an  isolated  existence,  the  Polytechnic  School 
has  become  an  integral  part  of  the  Soman  Catholic  University  of  this 
Province  while  retaininig  its  character  of  a  special  school.  It  is  annexed 
to  the  new  Faculty  of  Arts  of  Laval  University,  participates  in  the  privi- 
leges of  that  great  institution  and  completes  its  organization,  placing  it  on 
the  same  footing  as  the  other  great  universities. 

There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  this  school  will  continue  to  be 
worthy  of  the  generous  support  of  the  government  and  of  the  solicitude 
with  which  you  yourself  have  watched  over  it  since  its  foundation.

Present — His  Eminence  Cardinal  Taschereau,  Archbishop  of  Qaebic 
His  Q-race  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of 
Ottawa;  Their  Lordships  the  Bishops  of  Three  Rivers,  Sherbrooke,  St. 
Hyacinthe,  Nicolet,  the  Vicar  Apostolic  of  Pontiac,  Vicar  Q-aneral  EJ. 
Langarin,  Administrator  of  the  Diocese  of  Rimoaski,  Hon.  P,  J,  0.  Chiu- 
veau,  Hon.  Judge  L.  A.  Jette,  P,  S.  Murphy,  Esq. 

Read  a  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  Bimouski  delegating  his  powers, 
as  member  of  the  Council  of  'Public  Instruction,  to  the  Very  Reverend 
Vicar  General  Mr.  Edmond  Langevin. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read   and  approved. 

The  fo'lowing  report  of  the  sub-committee  appointed  to  examine 
books  was  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT 

22nd.  September  1886 

Pr3S3nt  :  His  Enineaii  Cjidiail  Ta3chereau  Archb'shop  of  Quebic 
His  Lordship  thi  Bishop  of  Sh^rbroDka  and  the  Very  R3verend  Mr.  Ei. 
Langevin. 

His  Eminence  submitted  to  the  Committee  a  series  of  school  booki 
prepared  by  the  Brothers  of  the  Sacred  Heart  viz  : 

1.  Orammaire  du  premiere  age  avec  ezercices  faciles,  (first  edition  1886.) 

2.  Orammaire  6l6ni3n*aire  divis€e  en  legonSy  (first  edition  1886J 

8.  Ezercices  cPorthographe  en  rapport  avec  La  premiere  edition   de  la  gram- 
maire  6!6mentaire  \ere  parUe,  (first  edition  1886.) 

4.  Id,  2/ide.  partie,  (first  edition  1886.) 

The  committee  request  that  the  above  be  approved  by  the  Council, 
with  the  exception  of  the  first  in  which  exercise  137,  page  92,  would  have 
to  be  completely  changed. 
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As  the  work  entitled  "  Outlines  of  English  History  '*  has  not  been 
addressed  to  the  Department  but  merely  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee without  any  date  author's  name,  or  number  of  the  edition,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  that,  the  attention  of  the  publisher  be  called  to  these 
points  before  the  examination  of  the  book  is  concluded. 

In  its  report  of  the  25th  May  1K86  the  Committee  declined  to  recom- 
mend **  La  methode  tuitiofiale  de  dessin  "  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Temple  because  : 

1,  This  work  comes  within  the  province  of  the  Council  of  Arts  and 
Manufactures. 

2.  Because  it  was  stated  that  it  contained  models  which  were  not 
proper. 

The  sub-committee  now  finds  that  these  models  are  not  in  the  edition 
submitted  to  it  for  examination  and  it  suggests  that  it  be  resolved  ;  that 
there  is  no  objection  to  this  new  edition  of  Mr,  Temple's  M^lhode  Nationale 
being  introduced  into  the  schools,as  soon  as  it  is  approved  by  the  Council 
of  Arts  and  Manufactures.

A  letter  was  read  from  Inspector  Lippens,  in  which  he  explained  the 
system  of  conferences  which  he  proposed  to  give  to  the  teachers  in  his 
inspectorate. 

On  motion  of  Honorable  Mr.  Justice  Jette,  it  was  resolved  that  "  The 
proposal  of  Mr.  Lippens  be  referred  to  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  His 
Eminence  the  Cardinal  Archbishop  of  Quebec.  His  Grace  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Montreal  and  the  Superintendent. 

Another  letter  from  inspector  Lippens  was  read,  in  which  he  asked 
for  instructions  with  refer^^nce  to  the  inspection  of  schools  taught  by 
religious  communities.  * 

On  motion  of  Honorable  Mr.  Justice  Jette,  seconded  by  His  Grace  the 
Arch-bishop  of  Montreal  it  was  resolved  :  That  the  questions  submitted 
by  Inspector  Lippens  with  reference  to  the  inspection  of  schools  taught 
by  religious  communities  ba  referred  to  a  sub-committee  consisting  of 
His  Eminence  Cardinal  Taschereau,  the  bishops  of  Three-Eivers  and 
Xicolet,  Honorable  Mr  Chauveau  and  the  Superintendent. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Inspector  Miller  asking  whether  the  regulation 
fixing  the  15th  October  as  the  date  for  the  first  inspection  of  schools,  had 
been  amended.  The  Committee  declared  that  it  adhered  to  its  decision 
adopted  on  the  14th  May  1884. 
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Quebec,  28rd  September  1886. 

Present  :  The  same  and  also  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Chicoiitimi 
and  Honorable  Mr  Justice  Eouthier. 

A  petition  was  read  containing  several  charges  against  William 
Kobichaud,  teacher,  of  Cacouna. 

Honorable  P.  J.  O.  Chauveau  moved,  seconded  bv  Honorable  Mr 
Justice  Jette  and  it  was  resolved  :  **  That  the  complaint  against  William 
Robichaud,  teacher,  of  Cacouna,  be  communicated  to  him  and'that  he  be 
summoned  to  appear  before  this  Council  on  the  2lRt  October  next 
in  the  room  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  in  the  city  of  Quebec  at 
ten  a.  m.  to  answer  unto  the  said  complaint. '' 

His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi,  seconded  by  His  Lordshop 
the  Bishop  of  Nicolet,  moved  :  **  That  Mr.  Thomas  Tremblay,  school 
inspector  for  the  counties  of  Charlevoix  and  Saguenay,  be  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Charlevoix,  in  the  place  of  Mr  O.

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2.  Section  32  of  the  said  act  is  amended  by  insertin;^  after  the  words 
*'  private  schools  subsidized  "  in  the  second  line,  the  words  "  or  which 
have  been  subsidized  prior  to  the  passing  of  this  act/* 

8.  Section  33  of  the  said  act  is  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the 
last  paragraph,  the  following :  *'  but  the  provisions  of  the  present  section^ 
do  not  apply  to  schools  subsidized  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  present  act, 
which  shall  be  considered  as  schools  under  control/* 

The  committee  recommend  the  G-overnment  to  have  the  said  amend- 
ment  adopted  as  being  only  just. 

On  motion  of  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi ;  the  Committee 
resolved  to  recommend  that  the  salary  of  Inspector  Joseph  Ed.  Savard  ba 
increased  to  $1,000  in  view  of  the  heavy  expenses  which  he  is  obliged  to 
incure  in  travelling  over  so  extensive   a  district  as  that  assigned  to  him. 

After  hearing  a  complaint  brought  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public

'^  That  this  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  charges  contained  in 
the  said  petition  are  ot  a  sufficiently  serious  nature  to  justify  an  inquiry 
and  order  that  a  copy  of  the  said  petition  be  served  upon  the  said  Joseph 
Phidime  Savard,  ordering  him  to  appear  before  the  Committee  on  the 
second  day  of  June  next  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  in  the  room  of  the

Which  day  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  Publivi  Instruction  was  held.  Present :  The  Right  Rev.  James 
Williams,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Quebec,  in  the  chair ;  the  Rev.  John  Cook,  D.D. 
Sir  William  Pawson,  C.M.G,,  LL.D.,  R.  W.  Heneker,  Esq.,  D.C.L.,  the 
Rev.  George  Matthews.  D.D,.  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Lindsay,  M.A.,  George 
L.  Maston,  Esq.,  the  Rev.  George  Cornish,  LL.D.,  and  the  Rev.  George 
AVeir,  LL.D. 

The  following  items  of  correspondence  were  submitted  by  the  Secre- 
tary for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  : — 

1.  From  the  Canada  Publishing  Co.,  Toronto,  submitting,  for  authoriza- 
tion, text-books  in  algebra  and  drawing. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  the  Canadian  Drawing  Course  (complete 
in  five  numbers)  i^jsued  by  the  Canada  Publishing  Co.,  Toronto,  be  autho- 
rized for  use  in  the  Protestant  Schools  of  the  Province,  and  that  McLellan's 
Elements  of  Algebra  be  referred  to  the  Sub-committee  on  Te;tt-books. 

2.  From  Messrs,  Warwick  &  Son,  and  Messrs,  Gage  &  Co.,  Toronto, 
submitting  a  text-book  on  Physical  Culture,  and  also  certain  propositions 
concerning  a  text-book  on  School  Management. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  refer  the  subject  of  text-books  on  Physical 
Culture  and  School  Management  to  a  Sub-committee  on  text -books  ;  com- 
posed of  Rev.  Dr.  Cornish,  Rev.  Dr.  Norman  and  Mr.  Masten  (Mr  Masten 
convener),  with  instructions  to  confer  vrith  Dr.  Robins  and  report  at  next 
meeting. 

3.  From  Mr.  C.  P.  Green,  Richmond,  applying  for  a  diploma  on  the 
ff  round  of  Examinations  already  passed,  and  length  of  service  as  a  teacher 
and  submitting  testimonials. 

In  reference  to  this  application,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  inform 

Mr.  Green  that  the  present  regulations  make  no  provision  for  granting  a 
diploma,  without  examination,  under  the  circumstances  mentioned  in  his 
letter.

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4.  From  J.  J.  Proctor,  Esq.,  Stanbridge,  applying  for  a  First  Clags 
Academy  Diploma. 

In  reference  to  Mr.  Proctor's  application,  the  Committee  decided  that 
no  action  could  be  taken  until  the  requisite  certificates  were  submitted 
lor  examination. 

5.  From  Miss  L.  E.  Lawless,  Montreal,  applying  for  a  First  Class 
Academy  Diploma,  submitting  the  necessary  certificates. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  recommend  that  Miss  L.  E.  Lawless 
Montreal  be  granted  a  First  Class  Academy  Diploma. 

0.  From  the  Protestant  Division  of  theB)ardof  Examiners,  Sher- 
brooke,  asking  for  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Archibald  Lee,  B.A.,  to 
replace  the  Rev.  John  C.  Cattanach  as  a  member  of  the  Board. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  recommend  the  Rev,  Archibald  Lee,  B.  A., 
of  Sherbrooke,  for  appointment  as  member  of  the  Protestant  Division  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners,  Sherbrooke. 

7.  The  Secretary  submitted  correspondence  concerning  certain  irregu- 
larities connected  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Protestant  Divisions  of  the 
Boards  of  Examiners  of  Bedford,  Stanstead  and  Montreal. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  circumstances,  it  was  resolved: — 

1.  "  That  no  member  of  a  Board  of  Examiners  shall  be  present,  or  take 
part  in  an  examination  in  which  pupils  of  his  own  are  interested. 

II.  That  the  Superintendent  be  requested  to  send  a  copy  of  the  Rega- 
lations  for  the  conduct  of  the  Examinations,  Appendix  B,  to  the  secretaries 
and  members  of  the  Protestant  Divisions  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  with 
the  request  that  they  be  strictly  observed  in  conducting  future  examina- 
tions. 

III.  That  the  Superintendent  be  requested  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners  to  the  fact  that  the  law 
provides  that  no  candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  examination  who  is  not  of 
age  to  receive  a  diploma. 

IV.  That   the  form   of  reports   of  Protestant   Divisions  of  Boards  of 
Examiners  contain  a  declaration,  to   be  signed  by  the   President  or  Vice- 
President    and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  to  the  eftect   that  the   examination 
has  been  conducted  in  strict   accordance  with  the   Regulations  prescribed 
for  such  Boards.  " 

A  deputation  from  St.  Francis  College.  Richmond,  consisting  of  the 
Principal,  Mr.  A.  W.  Bannister,   M.A.,  and   Mr.  Jones,  a   member  of  ihe 
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Corporation  of  the  College, was  introdaced  to  the  Committee  by  Dr  H  »nek  jr. 

They  explained  to  the  Committee  the  present  position  of  St.  Francis 
College,  and  urged  its  claims  to  the  continuance  of  the  College  grant. 

After  liat^niiig  to  the  representations  of  the  Deputation,  the  Committee 
agreed  that  the  grant  of  one  thousand  dollars  be  paid  to  thg  College  for 
the  past  year,  and  that  the  College  be  continued  on  the  list  of  Institutions 
subject  to  inspection. 

A  communication  was  read  from  Dr.  Kelley,  Secretary  Provincial  As- 
sociation Protestant  Teachers,  in^nting  members  of  the  Committee  to  attend 
the  annual  Convention,  to  be  held  in  Montreal  on  the  14th,  15th  and  16th 
iwst.,  and  enclosing  the  official  programme.  The  secretary  read  a  Report 
prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Committee  by  Dr.  Robins,  upon  the  subject 
of  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  text-books  thereon, 

Ihe  Report  was  received  and  the  thanks  of  the  committee  tendered  to 
Dr.  Robins  for  his  valuable  Report.

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A  Report  of  the  Teachers'  Institutes,  held  during  the  Summer  of  1886, 
was  submitted  by  the  Secretary.  The  Report  was  received  and  the  hanks 
of  the  Committee  were  tendered  to  the  gentlemen  who  had  conducted  the 
Institutes.  It  wa^  also  resolved  that  Dr*  Robins,  Dr,  McGregor,  Dr.  Har- 
per, and  the  Rev.  Elson  I.  Rexford  be  a  Con^mittee  to  make  all  necessary 
arrangements  lor  the  Institutes  of  the  Summer  of  1887. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Cornish  submitted  ihe  following  Report  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee on  the  Suggestions  Touching  Regulations  for  Boards  of  Exami- 
ners. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  above  named  suggestiom^. 
beo:  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  read  and  considered  the  communi- 
cations placed  in  their  hands  ;  and  they  find,  therefrom,  the  following 
points  most  worthy  of  note  : — 

1.  That  general  satisfaction  is  expressed  with  the  proposed  regula- 
tions for  the  examiiiation  of  candidates  for  the  several  Diplomas. 

2.  That  one  Annual  Examination  would  be  sufficient,  at  least  for  the 
Model  and  Academy  Diplomas,  and  that  this  examinatition  should  be 
held  at  the  end  of  June,  or  the  beginning  of  July. 

• 

3.  The  opinion  is  well-nigh  unanimous  that  the  time  allowed  fordeaL 
in^"  with  the  numerous  subjects  of  examination  should  be  materially  in- 
creased. 

4.  That,  if  practicable,  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  subjects  required 
for  the  several  examinations  should  be  made,  either  by  omission  of,  or  op- 
tion between,  certain  of  them. 

5.  That  too  many  questions,  and  some  of  them  of  too  difficult  a  cLar- 
acter,  for  the  time  allowed,  are  set ;  especially  in  the  papers  for  the  Ele. 
mentary  Diploma, 

G.  That  there  is  a  great  disparity  in  the  numerical  values  assigned  to 
the  questions,  which  shows  a  lack  of  uniformity  of  procedure  and  ol  ap- 
preciation of  the  relative  difficulty  of  the  questions. 

7-  Much  dissatisfaction  is  expressed  with  existing  arrangements  And 
reo-ulations,  and  great  stress  is  laid  on  the  necessity  for  the  appointment^ 
of  a  Central  Board  ofExamifiers  for  the  conduct  of  these  examinations,    Oi 
ly  in  this  way  can  a  reasonable  guarantee  be  given  for  the  passint;  of 
petent  candidates. 
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8.  That  a  more  definite  system  of  classifying  the  different  grades  of 
candidates  is  needed. 

9.  Doubts  are  expressed  as  to  the  expediency  of  retaining  the  examin- 
ation in  School  Law  (No.  16,  Appendix  A.,)  and  if  retained  a  Text-book 
should  be  provided.  , 

The  Sub-Committee  are  strongly  and  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that 
an  essential  condition  of  successfully  carrying  ipto  effect  the  proposed  regu- 
lations, is  the  appointment  of  a  Central  Board  of  Examiners,  composed  of 
men  of  the  requi>ite  knowledge  and  skill  for  conducting  the  examinations 
in  question  ;  and  they,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  : — 

1.  That  a  Central  Board  of  Examiners  be  appointed  for  conducting 
the  examinations  for  the  several  Diplomas  ;  and  that  the  functions  and 
powers  of  the  said  Board,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  enacted  in 
that  behalf,  shall  be  : — 

(a)  To  set  the  examination  papers  for  the  said  examinations,  and  as- 
sign the  numerical  values  to  the  questions  in  the  several  subjects. 

(b)  To  receive  and  read  the  answers  of  the  candidates,  and  to  estimate 
their  value  in  accordance  with  the  aboA*e  numerical  valuation. 

(c)  To  decide  what  candidates  have  satisfied  the  conditions  for  pas- 
sing the  examinations,  and  to  arrange  them,  in  order  of  merit,  as  successful 
candidates  in  their  respective  classes. 

(fl)  To  issue  Diplomas  to  the  successful  candidates. 

2.  That  an  annual  examination  be  held  for  the  several  grades  of  Di- 
plomas, viz  ; — Elemen'art/,  Model  and  Acailenuf,  beginning  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  July. 

3.  That  the  examination  for  the  Elementary  School  Diploma  extend 
over  two  days  and  a  half  :  in  the  morning  from  9  to  12,  and  in  the  after- 
noon from  2  to  5  ;  for  the  Model  School  Diploma,  over  three  days,  in  the 
morning  from  9  to  12^  and  in  the  afternoon  from  2  to  5  ;  for  the  Academy 
Diploma,  over  four  days,  in  the  morning  from  9  to  12,  and  in  the  afl;er- 
noon  from  2  to  5. 

4.  That  tile  following  be  the  order  and  the  subjects  of  examination  for 
the  several  Diplomas  : —

6.  That  the  subjects  of  examination  for  the  several  Diplomas  shall  be 
those  set  forth  in  the  Syllabus  of  Examination  published  by  order  of  the 
Protestant  Committee. 

6.  That  failure  in  two  or  more  subjects  of  any  of  the  examinations  sKall 
involve  the  loss  of  the  examination.  A  candidate  who  has  failed  in  one 
subject  may  be  allowed  a  supplemental  examination  in  the  same,  on  his 
making  application  to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

*7.  That  several  examinations  be  held  under  the  care  and  oversight  of 
Deputy-Examiners,  who  shall  be   appointed  by  the  Protestant  Committee, 
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and  who  shall  be  responsible  to  the  said  committee  for  the  proper  con- 
ducting of  the  said  examinations,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Commit- 
tee, by  advice  of  the  Central  Board  of  Examiners,  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
ordain  ;  it  being  understood  that  such  deputies  will  be  remunerated  for 
their  time  and  service.  ^ 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  report  was  received  and  considered. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Cornish  submitted  the  following  Report  of  the  Sub- 
Committee  appointed  to  report  upon  the  proposed  regulations  for  Boards 
of  Examiners. 

The  Report  was  received  ;  and,  after  certain  amendments  were  made, 
the  Committee  agreed  to  adopt  the  Report  and  to  recommend  : — 

"  That  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
concerning  the  establishment  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners, 
and  for  the  examination   of  candidates  for  teachers,  diplomas,  passed  the 
.  11th  November  1861,  and  11th  February,  1862,  and  approved  by  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor-General  in  Council,  on  the  18ih  March,  1862,  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  be  rescinded,  so  far  as  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards 
of  Examiners  are  concerned,  and  the  following  regulations  for  candidates 
of  both  sexes  be  substituted  in  their  place,  to   come  into  force  at  the  July 
examination.  1887  : — 

Reg.  1. — Only  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners  shall  have 
the  power  to  grant  diplomas  valid  for  teaching  in  Protestant  schools. 

Reg.  II. — The  diplomas  granted  by  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of 
Examiners  shall  be  of  three  grades,  viz  :  Elementary,  Model  School  and 
Academy. 

Reg.  III.- — The  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners  of  Que- 
bec, Montreal  and  Sherbrooke  shall  retain  the  power  to  examine  candid 
dates  for  Elementary,  Model  School  and  Academy  diplomas  ;  such  diplo- 
mas being  valid  for  any  Protestant  school  of  the  same  grade  in  the  Pro- 
vince. 

Reg.  IV. — The  remaining  I*rotestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Exami- 
aer«  already  organized,  or  which  may  be  organized  hereafter,  shall  have 
povrer  to  examine  candidates  for  Elementary  diplomas  only  ;  such  diplo- 
xins  being  valid  for  any  Protestant  Elementary  school  in  the  Province. 
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Reg.  V — There  shall  be  three  classes  of  Elementary  diplomas  and 
two  classes  of  Model  School  and  Academy  diplomas.  Third  Class  Elemen- 
tary diplomas  shall  be  valid  for  one  year  only. 

Reg.  VI. — All  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners  shall  meet 
on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  of  July  each  year,  for  the  examination 
of  candidates,  as  hereinafter  provided, 

Reg.  VII. — Each  candidate  shall  notity  the  Secretary  of  the  Protestant 
Division  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  meeting 
of  the  board,  of  his  intention  to  present  himself  for  examination. 

Reg.  VIII. — Each  candidate  shall  deposit  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Protestant  Division  of  the  Board  before  his  examination  :  fir&t,  a  certiGcatc 
of  good  moral  character,  according  to  Form  I.  annexed,  signed  by  a 
minister  of  the  congregation  to  which  he  belongs  and  by  at  least  two 
school  commissioners  or  trustees  of  the  locality  in  which  he  has  resided 
for  the  six  months  previous  to  his  examination  ;  sexond^  an  extract  from  a 
register  of  baptism,  or  other  sufficient  prooi,  that  he  was  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age  last  birthday. 

Reg,  IX- — Each  Protestant  Division  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners  shall 
cause  a  register  of  examinations  to  be  kept,  in  which  the  Secretary  shall 
enter  the  names  of  all  candidates,  and,  opposite  each  name,  the  date  of 
examination,  the  grade  of  diploma,  the  class  of  diploma,  and  the  name  of 
the  minister  signing  the  certificate  of  moral  character.  The  Secretary  shall 
transmit  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  within  fifteen  days 
from  the  date  of  examination,  a  special  report  of  the  Board,  as  to  the  results 
of  the  examination;  containing  the  names  of  the  candidates  recommended 
for  diplomas,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  pres- 
cribed form  of  report,  and  as  the  Board  may  deem  it  expedient  to  give ; 
such  reports  to  be  signed  on  behalf  of  the  Board  by  the  President  or  Vice- 
President  and  the  Secretary 

Reg.  X. — On  receipt  of  such  report  the  Superintendent  shall  issue  io 
the  Secretary  the  required  number  of  diplomas,  each  diploma  being  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  No  diploma  shall 
be  valid  without  paid  seal  and  the  signatures  of  the  President  of  Vice- 
President  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Reg.  XI. — Candidates  shall  be  examined  in  every  subject  by  printed 
examination  papers.  These  examination  papers  shall  be  prepared  by  a 
central  committee  appointed  by  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction. 
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Reg.  XII. — The  examination  papers  shall  be  sent  under  seal  to  the 
different  Boards  of  Examiners,  to  be  opened  by  them  on  the  days  and 
hours  fixed  for  examination,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  candidates.  Each 
candidate  shall  write  his  answers  on  the  paper  provided  for  him,  and  no 
other  paper  shall  be  used.  The  answers  shall  be  read  and  valued  by.  the 
members  of  the  Boards  ;  the  number  of  marks  accorded  to  each  answer,  and 
the  total  number  of  marks  gained  by  a  candidate  in  each  subject,  shall  be 
distinctly  marked  upon  his  papers.  The  papers  of  each  candidate 
examined,  thus  marked,  shall  be  fastened  together  and  returned  by  the 
Secretary,  together  with  the  report  required  by  Reg,  IX,  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  who  shall  immediately  submit  the  same  to 
the  Protestant  Committee. 

Reg,  XIII. — At  each  meeting  ofthe  Protestant  Divisions  of  the  Boards 
of  Examiners,  the  rules  contained  in  Appendix  B  shall  be  strictly  observed 
in  conducting  the  examination.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  opening  the  exam- 
ination on  the  first  day,  after  the  candidates  are  seated,  and  before  the 
exaitiination  questions  are  distributed,  the  rules  in  Appendix  B  shall  be 
read  aloud  to  the  assembled  candidates  by  the  acting  chairman. 

Reg.  XIV. — Candidates  for  the  three  grades  of  diplomas  shall  be 
subject  to  examination  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Syllabus 
of  examination,  Appendix  A. 

RtG.  XV. — Two  days  and  a  half  shall  be  allowed  for  the  exam- 
ination for  an  Elementary  diploma,  three  days  for  a  Model  School  diploma 
and  four  days  for  an  Academy  diploma. 

Reg.  XVI  — The  following  shall  be  the  order  and  the  subjects  of  the 
examination  for  the  three  grades  of  Diplomas.  (The  order  is  given  on 
page  231.) 

Reg.  XVII. — Candidates  for  Elementary  diplomas  must  take  at  leas* 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  marks  in  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar, 
and  the  Art  of  Teaching,  and  at  least  one-third  of  the  marks  in  each  of 
the  other  subjects.  Cawdidates  for  Model  School  diplomas  must  take  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  marks  in  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar,  An 
of  Teaching,  Geometry  and  Algebra,  and  one-third  of  the  marks  in  each  of 
the  other  subjects.  Candidates  for  Academy  diplomas  must  take  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  murks  in  each  of  the  above-named  subjects  for  the  Model 
School  diploma,  and  in  Latin  and  Greek,  and  one-third  of  the  marks  in 
each  of  the  other  subjects.  Two-thirds  of  the  marks  must  be  taken  by  all 
candidates  in  Reading  and  Spelling. 
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Reg.  XVllI  — Candidates  for  any  diploma,  who  obtain  two-thirds  of 
the  aggregate 'marks,  shall  be  entitled  to  Second  Class  diplomas.  Candi- 
dates for  Elementary  diplomas  who  obtain  one-half  and  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  aggregate  marks,  shall  be  entitled  to  Third  Class  Elementary 
diplomas. 

Candidates  holding  (a)  Model  School  or  Elementary  diplomas,  granted 
by  boards  of  examiners  b.^fore  1st  of  January,  1887,  or  (b)  Second  Class 
Model  School  or  Elementary  diplomas,  granted  under  these  regulations, 
who  present  to  the  Protestant  division  of  a  board  of  examiners  (a)  certifi- 
cates from  a  School  Inspector  thai  they  have  taught  successfully  five 
years,  or  (b)  certificates  that  they  have  taugh  successfully  three  years  and 
attended  three  annual  Teachers'  Institutes  and  fulfilled  the  prescribed 
requirements  thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  First  Class  diplomas  of 
the  grade  which  they  hold. 

Reg.  XIX. — Candidates  failing  in  three  or  more  subjects  of  any  exami- 
nation shall  lose  the  examination  ;  but  candidates  who  fail  in  one  ^r  two 
subject,  shall  be  allowed  a  supplemental  examination  in  these  subjects 
on  making  application  to  the  board  of  examiners  for  the  same  one  month 
before  the  examination.  The  supplemental  examination  shall  be  held  the 
second  Tuesday  in  September. 

Reg.  XX. — Whenever  it  is  evident,  from  the  report  to  the  Superin- 
tendent, or  from  the  papers  of  the  candidates  submitted  to  the  Protestant 
Committee,  in  accordance  with  Reg.  XII,  or  for  other  reasons,  that  anv 
Protestant  division  of  the  boards  of  examiners  Has  not  conducted  anv 
particular  examination,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  and 
these  Regulations,  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public 
Instruction  may  declare,  either,  firsts  one  or  more  diplomas  granted  at  said 
examination,  or  second^  the  whole  proceedings  of  said  Protestant  divisioa 
of  the  board  of  examiners  at  said  meeting,  null  and  void,  in  which  case 
the  Protestant  division  of  the  board  of  examiners,  and  the  candidates  who 
received  diplomas  shall  be  notified  thereof  by  the  Superintendent, 

Reg.  XXI. — Each  candidate  for  an  Elementary  or  Model  School  dip- 
lom:^,  presenting  himself  before  a  Board  of  Examiners,  shall  pay  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  and  for  an  Academy  diploma, 
three  dollars.  Out  of  such  sum  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  filling  up,  signing,  registering  and 
delivering  each  such  diploma,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  used  in  paying 
the  expenses  of  the  examiners  ;  none  of  such  money  shall  be  returned  to 
a  candidate  who  has  been   unable  to   obtain  a  diploma,   but  at   the  next 
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meeting,  such  candidate  may  again  present  himself  without  extra  pay- 
ment. The  candidate  or  candidates  taking  the  highest  number  of  mark^, 
and  a  second-class  elementary  diploma  shall  be  exempt  from  fees. 

Reg.  XXII. — Each  Protestant  Division  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners 
shall  forward  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  in  the  month 
of  July  each  vear,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
connected  with  each  meeting  of  the  Board  held  during  the  year. 

Reg.  XXIII. — The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or  any  person 
delegated  bv  him,  may,  at  any  time,  inspect  the  Register  and  all  documents 
of  each  division  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners.

APPENDIX  B 

RULES   TO   BE   OBSERVED    IN   THE  EXAMINATION. 

To  be  read  fo  Candidttfes  before  Examination, 

1.  The  candidates  are  to  be  placed  in  the  examination-room,  so  as  to 
prevent  copying  or  communication  of  any  kind  between  them. 

2.  At  the  hour  appointed  for  the  examination,  the  candidates  being 
in  their  allotted  places,  the  examination  papers  for  that  hour  shall  be 
opened  and  distributed  to  candidates. 

3.  The  examination  papers  or  any  question  therein  may  be  read  aloud 
to  the  Candidates  by  the  acting  chairman  ;  but  no  explanation  whatever 
shall  be  given  as  to  the  meaning  or  purport  of  the  questions. 
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4.  No  Candidate  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  examination-room 
after  the  expiration  of  an  hour  from  the  commencement  of  the  examina- 
tions nor  after  a  candidate  has  left  the  examination-room.  Any  candidates 
leaving  the  examination-room  after  the  issue  of  the  examination  papers  in 
any  subject  shall  not  be  permitted  to  return  during  the  examination  of 
the  subject  then  in  hand. 

5.  No  candidate  shall  give  or  receive  assistance  of  any  kind  in  ans- 
'wering  the  examination  questions.  Any  candidate  detected  [a]  in  taking 
into  the  examination-room  or  having  about  him  any  book  or  writing  from 
which  he  might  derive  assistance  in  the  examination,  [b]  in  applying 
under  any  circumstances  whatever,  to  other  candidates,  [c]  in  answering, 
under  any  circumstances  whatever,  applications  from  other  candidates, 
[d\  in  exposing  written  papers  to  the  view  of  other  candidates,  [e]  in 
endeavouring  to  overlook  the  work  of  other  candidates,  shall  be  imme- 
diately dismissed  fram  the  examination.  The  plea  of  accident  or  forget- 
falness  shall  not  be  received. 

6.  Candidates  shall  write  their  answers  on  one  side  only  of  the  paper 
and  shall  use  no  other  paper  than  that  provided  for  them.  The  use  of 
blotting  paper  for  rough  drafts  or  for  any  writing  whatever  is  strictly  for- 
bidden. 

7.  At  the  close  of  the  examination,  all  the  paper  furnished  to  a 
candidate  must  be  returned  to  the  examiner. 

8.  No  candidate  shall  have  access  to  his  answers,  and  no  alteration 
shall  be  made  in  a  candidate's  answers  after  they  are  delivered  to  the 
examiner  in  charge. 

9.  No  persons,  except  those  taking  part  in  the  examination,  shall  be 
admitted  into  the  examination-room  during  the  examination,  and  no  con- 
versation nor  anything  that  may  disturb  the  candidates   shall  be  allowed. 

10.  The  candidates  shall  be  under  th«  direct  and  careful  supervision 
of  at  least  one  of  the  examiners  from  the  beginning  of  the  examination  to 
its  close. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  examination  in  the  Art  of  Tea^hinpf,  Julv  next, 
eLTtd  that  be  based  upon  Mowison's  art  of  teaching,  and  that  the  examina- 
tion in  School  Law  be  omitted  until  a  text-book  is  prepared. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  the  following  notice  of  dissent  should  be 
recoided  in  the  minutes  : — 

"  Dr.  Cook  begs  to  record  his  dissent  fiom  the  proposed  Syllabus  of  Exa- 
x*aination  for  the  guidance  of  examiners  and  c  mdidates,  as  being  entirely 
"l>eyond  the  qualifications  which  may  be  reasonably  exp3cted  from  ordinary 
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candidates,  and  the  result  of  any  such  examination  cannot  fail  to  give  a 
false  apprehension  of  the  extent  of  the  attainments  of  candidates.]' 

The  Chairman  submitted  the  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  instruc- 
tions to  the  inspector  of  model  schools  and  academies,  and  upon  the 
simultaneous  examination  of  these  schools. 

The  report  was  received,  and  the  Committee  agreed  to  adopt  the  regu- 
lations submitted  for  the  guidance  of  the  Inspector  of  model  schools  and 
academies. 

Sir  AVilliam  Dawson  submitted  a  report  of  the  sub-committee  on 
combining  the  annual  simultaneous  examination  of  model  schools  and 
academies  with  the  llniversitv  school  examination  for  certificates  of  the 
University  and  the  title  ot  Associate  in  Arts. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  report  submited  by  Sir  "William  Dawsou  be 
printed  and  submitted  to  the  authorities  of  the  Universities,  and  that  the 
sub-committee  be  requested  to  take  into  consideration  that  portion  of  the 
report  submitted  by  the  Chairman  which  refers  to  the  simultaneous  exam- 
ination of  the  model  schools  and  academies,  and  to  present  a  final  report 
at  the  next  meeting. 

Sir  AVilliam  Dawson  submitted  a  report  of  the  sub-commiitee  on  regu- 
lations concerning  Normal  School  students,  suggesting  an  amended  form 
of  application  and  pledge  for  admission  to  the  school. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  receive  the  report,  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  action  thereon. 

It  was  resolved,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Matthews,  seconded  by  Mr.  Masten, 
that  the  grant  to  the  High  School  of  Quebec  of  $200  be  paid   for  the  year 

The  committee  adjourned,  to  meet  on  "Wednesday,  24th  November 
next,  or  earlier,  at  the  call  of  the  chairman.

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Mr.  Masten  presented  the  report  of  the  Sub-committee  on  text-books, 
giving  a  careful  review  of  the  text-books  referred  to  the  Sub-committee 
and  making  the  following  recommendations,  which  were  adopted  by  the 
Committee  :  — 

I.  That  Baldwin's  School  Manai?ementbe  used  for  Elementary  Schools 
Baldwin's  Management  and  Grladman's  School  Method  for  Model  Schools,

and  Baldwin  and  Landon  for  Academies. 

II.  That  instruction  in  Houghton's  Physical  Culture  be  left  in 
abeyance. 

'  III.    That  there  be  no  change  at  present  with  the  Algi'bras. 

IV.  That  Gage's  Physics  be  added  to  the  list  of  school  text-books  that 
may  be  used  in  the  Province. 

V.  That  it  be  left  optional  with  the  teachers  whether  they  use  the 
Tonic-sol-fa  system  or  Luther  Whiting  Mason's  text-books. 

The  Sub-committee  on  records  and  documents  of  the  Protestant  Com- 
mittee reported  that  they  had  received  these  records  and  documents  con- 
nected with  the  past  work  of  the  Committee,  and  had  placed  them  in  the 
charge  of  the  newly  a  ^pointed  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

Sir  William  Dawson  presented  the  following  report  from  the  Uni- 
versities, which  was  adopted  on  motion  of  Sir  William  Dawson,  seconded 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Norman. 

Report  from  Universities. 

I.  That,  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Academies  under 
the  control  of  the  Protestant  Committee,  the  Universities  have  agreed  to 
modify  the  regulations  of  the  University  School  Examinations  so  as  to 
provide  : 

1.  An  ordinary  A.  A.  Examination,  in  accordance  with  the  standard 
of  Grade  III  Academy  Course  and  an  advanced  A.  A.  Examination,  in 
accordance  with  the  present  standard  of  the  Universities  ; 

2.  That  successful  pupils  from  the  Protestant  Academies,  over  eigh- 
teen years  of  age,  may  receive  the  certificates  of  the  University,  but  they 
shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order  without  rank  ;  , 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Protestant  Committee  and  the  Inspector 
of  the  Protestant  Superior  Schools  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Uni- 
versity School  Examiners  ; 

4.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  University  Examiners  shall  col- 
lect and  tabulate  the  results  of  the  examination  of  the  pupils  of  G-rade  III 
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Academies,  and  transmit  a  report  thereof,  alonj:^  with  the  answers  of  the 
pupils  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Protestant  Commiftee  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  examination  ; 

5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Univ^ersity  Examiners  s*hall  issue 
certificates  of  creditable  answering  to  pupils  of  Grade  HI  Academies, 
giving  •exact  number  of  marks  taken  in  each  case  ; 

6,  That  no  fees  shall  be  exacted  for  the  examination  of  pupils  of  Aca- 
demies iiuder  the  control  of  the  Protestant  Committee,  but  in  order  to 
obtain  the  certificates,  the  prescribed  fees,  viz.,  |4.00  for  A.  A.  certifitiates 
and  .$2.00  for  junior  certificates,  must  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  McGill 
University,  who  will  pay  over  the  same  to  the  Protestant  Committee  after 
deducting  the  expense  of  the  certificate. 

If.  That  these  foregoing  modifications  have  been  adopted  by  the  Uni- 
versities upon  the  understanding  that  the  expenses  for  advertizing  and 
printing  examination  papers,  and  the  expenses  of  the  examination  of  Aca- 
demies under  control  of  the  Protestant  Committee,  be  paid  by  the  Com- 
mittee, and  that  the  examinations  be  conducted  in  accordance  v/ith  the 
rv'gulations  for  the  University  Examinations. 

The  Sub-commitee  on  Simultaneous  Examination  of  Model  Schools, 
and  academies  presented  the  following  amended  regulations  for  simulta- 
neous written  examination  of  Protestant  Academies  and  Modt^l  Schools 
which  were  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  printed  and  circulated. 

I.  There  shall  be  an  annual  written  examination  of  the  Protestant 
Academies  and  Model  Schools  held  simultaneously  under  the  direction  of 
local  deputy-examiners,  appointed  by  the  Protestant  Committee. 

II.  Pupils  of  Grades  I,  H  and  III  Model  Schools  and  Grades  I  and  II 
Academies  shall  b^  examined  in  the  subjects  of  their  respective  gradeg  as 
prescribedin  the  course  of  study,  except  that  pupils  of  Grade  II  Academies 
may  substitute  the  special  course  for  Latin  or  Greek,  or  both  Latin  and 
Greek. 

The  papers  for  these  examinations  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Inspector 
of  Superior  Schools.  Pupils  who  pass  in  their  respective  grades  will  be 
entitled  to  receive  certificates  to  this  effect  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction. 

III.  The  examination  papers  for  the  University  School  Examination, 
fc^hall  hi  adopted  for  Grade  III  of  the  Academies.  The  pupils  of  this  grade 
shall  be  examined  in  the  preliminary  subjects,  and  in  Group  A,  or  Group  B 
of  the  optional  subjects,  as  follows  : —

IV.  The  examination  of  Grade  III  Academies,  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  standard  prescribed  in  the  authorized  course  of  study  for  that 
grade ;  and,  in  passing  in  the  same,  the  pupils  shall  be  recommended  to 
the  universities  for  the  title  of  Associate  in  Arts  or  for  Junior  Certificates, 

V.  The  examination  shall  be  held  the  first  week  in  June, 

VI.  Pupils  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  may  receive  the  certificate  of 
the  Universities  and  the  title  of  Associate  in  Arts,  but  they  shall  not  be 
ranked. 

VII.  The  examination  papers,  including  those  for  the  A,  A.  exami- 
nation, shall  be  distributed  from  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  by 
the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools,  and  the  answers  of  the  pupils  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Department,  in  accordance  with  instructions  to  deputy 
examiners. 

The  answers  of  pupils  of  Grade  III,  Academies,  shall  be  immediately 
transmitted,  by  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Universities  for  examination,  and  report  thereon 
for  the  information  of  the  Protestant  Committee. 

VIII.  The  maximum  number  ofmarks'for  each  subject  in  grade  I 
shall  be  50  ;  in  grade  II.  75  ;  and  in  grade  III,  100.  In  the  examinations, 
pupils  will  not  be  considered  as  having  passed  in  any  subject,  unless  they 
liave  obtained  at  least  one  third  (and  in  the  case  of  Heading  and  Dictation) 
three- fourths  of  the  marks  attainable  in  that  subject. 

IX.  The  examination  papers  prepared  by  the  Inspector  of  Superior 
Schools  shall  consist  of  nine  questions  in  each  subject  arranged  in  three 
groups  only  one  from  each  group  to  be  answered* 
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X.  Three  papers  shall  be  prepared  for  the  Academy  grades  on  each  of 
the  subjects  of  English,  Geography  and  History,  in  accordance  with  the 
course  of  study,  but  at  the  option  of  the  teacher :  the  deputy  examiners 
may  select  any  one  of  the  three  as  the  examination  paper  for  all  the 
grades.  No  pupil,  however,  shall  select  questions  from  more  than  one  of 
such  papers. 

XI.  Privifeges  prranfed  to  successful  pupils. 

1.  Pupils  who  have  passed  for  the  Associate  in  Arts,  and  have  taken 
two-thirds  of  the  aggregate  marks,  and  who  have  passed  in  French,  shall 
be  eligible,  without  further  examination,  to  enter  the  Model  School  class 
of  the  McQ-ili  Normal  School. 

2.  Pupils  who  have  been  examined  for  the  Associate  in  Arts,  and  who 
may  present  themselves  before  any  Board  of  Examiners,  in  order  to  obtain 
Diplomas  as  teachers,  shall  be  exempted  from  the  Examinations  in  any 
subject  (except  French,  Algebra,  Geometry,  Latin  and  Greek  in  the  case 
of  candidates  for  Academy  Diplomas)  in  which  they  have  taken  two-thirds 
«f  the  marks  in  the  Associate  in  Arts  examinations. 

3.  Associates,  in  Arts  who  have  passed  in  Latin,  Greek,  Algebra,  and 
Geometry,  may,  without  further  examination,  enter  the  Faculties  of  Arts 
3f  the  two  Universities.  Those  who  have  passed  in  Algebra  and  Geometry 
may  enter  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  of  McGill  University. 

4.  The  examiners  for  the  Associates  in  Arts  shall  furnish  successfal 
pupils  with  evidence  of  their  qualifications  with  reference  to  the  above. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  adopt  the  following  instructions  to  the 
Inspector  of  Superior  Schools,  Deputy-Examiners  and  pupils  and  directed 
that  they  should  be  printed  and  circulated. 

A.  Inspectors  of  Superior  Schools. 
I.  Inspection, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  : 

1.  To  inspect  the  Protestant  Model  Schools  and  Academies  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec  at  any  time  from  1st  of  October  to  the  1st  of  May  ; 
giving  one  day,  at  least,  to  the  inspection  of  each  school. 

2.  To  report  on  the  building  and  furnishing  of  each  school  and  the 
condition  of  the  out-houses. 

3.  To  state  the  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  and  the  number  present 
on  the  day  of  inspection. 

4.  To  ascertain  how  far  the  course  of  study  is  being  carried  out  in 
eacb  school,  and  what   [if  any]    are  the  obstacles  to  this  being  done  folly. 
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5.  To  inquire  into  the  work  and  the  progress  of  the  work  in  the 
several  grades, 

6.  To'  examine  the  time-table,  whether  it  is  judiciously  framed  or 
not. 

(T  To  take  notes  of  each  teacher's  method  of  conducting  his  classes, 
whether  he  enlists  the  interest  and  attention  of  his  pupils,  whether  there 
are  indications  of  careful  preparation  for  the  work  on  his  part  or  not. 

8.  To  indicate  the  strong  and  weak  points  of  each  school. 

9.  To  give  to  each  teacher,  privately,  such  judicious  hints  and  sug- 
gestions in  the  conduct  of  his  school  as  may  seem  necessary  in  the  circum- 
stances. 

10.  To  prepare  the  examination  papers  in  accordance  with  the  author- 
ized course  of  study,  that  is  fourteen  subjects  in  Academies  and  twelve  in 
Model  Schools,  and  to  submit  them  to  the  sub-committee  on  examination 
for  revision  and  approval. 

11.  To  submit  a  general  annual  report  of  the  work  of  inspection  at 
the  September  meeting  of  the  Committee,  along  with  the  tabulated  returns 
of  the  results  of  the  written  examination. 

12.  To  submit  an  interim  report  of  the  work  of  inspection  at   each  of 
the  three  remaining  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Committee. 

II,  Tabulated  returns  of  examination  and  inspection. 

1.  The  Inspector  shall  report  in  regard  to  each  school  : — 

(a)  The  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  for  the  term  in  which  the  exam- 
ination is  held,  and  the  number  present  on  the  day  of  examination. 

(ft)  The  number  of  pupils  presented  for  examination  in  each  grade. 

(c)  The  number  of  pupils  not  classed  in  any  grade  and  the  subjects 
taken  by  them. 

yd)  The  number  of  pupils  that  have  passed  in  each  grade  and  th3 
numbers  that  have  failed  in  each. 

(c)  The  information  required  in  form  B,  in  which  the  standing  of  the 
pupils  in  the  several  grades  shall  be  given,  and  separately,  the  standing  of 
the  ungraded  pupils  in  the  subjects  which  they  have  taken. 

2.  In  taking  averages  to  avoid  fractions,  any  fraction  under  a  half  shall 
not  be  reckoned,   one   half  and    over   shall   be  uckoned  one. 

3.  A  copy  of  the  examination  papers  shall  be  given  in  by  the  inspector 
along  with  reports  and  returns. 

4.  In  order  to  be  eligible  for  examination,  a  pupil  must    have  been  in 
attendance  ninety  days,  at  least,  during  the  current  scholastic  year. 
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Deputy-Examiners. 

1.  The  pupils  shall  be  under  the  direct  and  careful  supervision  of  the 
deputy-examiners  throughout  the  examination. 

2.  The  examination  questions  will  be  sent  to  the  deputy-examiners  in 
sealed  envelopes,  and  the  examinations  are  to  held  on  the  days  and  dur- 
ing the  hours,  and  these  only,  which  are  specified  on  the  envelopes. 

3.  liefore  opening  the  envelopes  for  the  fir^t  hour  of  the  examination 
the  deputy-examiner  shall  read  aloud  the  special  instructions  to  the 
pupils. 

4.  The  answers  of  the  pupils  shall  be  written  upon  half  pages  of  fools- 
cap paper,  fastened  together  at  the  top  left  hand  corner.  The  pupils 
shall  use  no  other  paper  than  that  provided  for  them.  The  use  of  blotting 
paper  or  the  printed  examination  paper  or  slates,  for  rough  drafts  or  for 
any  writing  whatever,  is  strictly  forbidden. 

5.  No  persons  except  the  head-teacher  and  the  depuly-examiner,  shall 
be  admitted  into  the  school-room  during  the  examinations,  and  neither 
teacher  nor  deputy-examiner  shall  communicate  with  any  pupil  during 
the  progress  of  any  examination.  Any  necessary  instruction  shall  be  given 
aloud  to  the  whole  class. 

G.  At  the  hour  appointed  for  each  subject,  after  all  books  have  been 
removed  from  the  dei^ks  occupied,  and  the  pupils  have  been  given  their 
allotted  places,  and  provided  with  paper,  blotting  paper,  pens  and  ink, 
the  envelopes  for  that  hour  shall  be  opened  and  the  examination  papers 
distributed  to  the  pupils. 

7.  The  examination  papers  or  any  question  therein,  may  be  read  aloud 
to  the  pupils  by  the  deputy-examiner  ;  but  no  explanation,  whatever,  shall 
be  given  as  to  the  meaning  or  purport  of  the  questions. 

8.  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  examination  room,  after 
the  expiration  of  an  hour  from  the  commencement  of  the  examination, 
iior  after  a  pupil  has  left  the  examination  room.  Any  pupil  leaving  the 
examination  room  after  the  issue  of  the  examination  papers  in  any  sub- 
ject, shall  not  be  permitted  to  return  during  the  examination  of  the 
subject  then  in  hand. 

9.  At  the  close  of  the  time  allotted  for  each  subject,  the  answers  of 
the  pupils  shall  be  collected  by  the  deputy-examiners,  placed  in  the  appro- 
priate envelope  provided  for  the  purx>ose,  and  sealed  in  ihe  presence  of 
the  pupils,  without  being  read  by  the  teachers  or  deputy-examiners.  No 
paper  shall  be  returned  to  the  pupils  for  correction  or  additions  after  it 
has  been  received  from  the  pupils. 
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10.  At  the  close  of  the  examinations,  the  envelopes  containing  the 
pupils'  answers  to  the  several  subjects,  shaU  be  carefully  packed  together 
and  forwarded  to  the  Inspector  of  Protestant  Superior  Schools,  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  Quebec. 

11.  No  pupil  shall  giv'^eor  receive  assistance  of  any  hind  in  answering 
the  examination  questions.  Any  pupil  detected  (a)  in  taking  into  the 
examination  room,  or  having  about  him  any  book  or  writing  from  which 
he  might  derive  assistance  in  the  examination  ;  (b)  in  applying,  under  any 
circumstance  whatever,  to  other  pupils ;  (c)  in  answering,  under  any 
circumstance  whatever,  application  from  other  pupils  ;  [d]  in  exposing 
written  papers  to  the  view  of  other  pupils  ;  [e]  in  endeavoring  to  overlook 
the  work  of  other  pupils,  shall  be  immediately  dismissed  from  the  exam- 
ination.    The  plea  of  accident  of  forgetfulness  shall  not  hd  received, 

12.  The  head-teacher  and  the  deputy-examiners  of  each  school  shall 
sign  the  following  declaration  at  the  close  of  the  examination  and  forward 
it  to  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  : — 

"We  hereby  solemnly  declare  that  the  examination   of has   been 

conducted  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  special  regulations  prescribed 
for  buch  examinations/  that  the  envelopes  containing  the  printed  exam- 
ination papers  were  opened  and  that  thi  envelopes  containing  the  answers 
were  sealed  in  the  presence  of  the  pupils  and  at  the  times  specified,  and 
that  the  answers  forwarded  to  the  Department  have  been  given,  to  the 
best  of  our  knowledge,  by  the  pupils  themselves,  without   assistance  from 

deputy-examiner,  teacher,  fellow-pupils,  memoranda   or  text-book  during 

the  time  of  examination,

C.  Pupils. 

1.  Write  your  name  [or  number,  in  case  of  Grade  III  Academies],  on 
the  right  hand  upper  corner  of  each  page. 

2,  Write  as  p'ainly  as  you  can,  and  use  one  side  only  of  the  paper. 

3'  Leave  a  margin  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  page.  Write  in  the 
margin  nothing  but  the  number  of  the  question  you  are  about  to  answer. 
Do  not  write  the  question  itself.  Two  answers  on  the  same  page  mu^t  be 
separated  by  a  line, 

4.  You  must  on  no  account  ask  any  one  to  explain  the  meaning  of  any 
question. 

5.  The  full  number  of  sheets  fastened  together  and  given  to  you  for 
^writing  your  ans'ivers  must  be  returned.    No  sheet  iato  be  separated,  torn 
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out  or  destroyed.    Draw  your  pen  through  any  writing  not  intended  as 
an  answer  or  part  of  answer. 

6.  Tour  answers  must  be  written  upon  the  paper  provided.  The  use 
of  other  paper,  blotting  paper,  the  printed  examination  paper,  or  slates  for 
rough  drafts  or  any  writing  whatever,  is  strictly  forbiddt^n. 

7.  You  must  not  communicate  with  any  pupil  or  other  person  in  the 
room,  directly  or  indirectly,  dgLrina^  the  progress  of  an  examination.  You 
must  not  give  or  receive  assistance  of  any  kind  in  answering  the  ques- 
tions, either  from  pupils,  memoranda  or  books.  Any  infraction  of  this 
or  the  preceding  ruh)  will  involve  the  loss  of  the  whole  examination. 

The  Committee  agreed,  that  as  candidates  for  teachers'  diplomas  are 
n  >w  required  to  pass  an  examination  on  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  that 
this  subject  shall  torm  part  of  the  course  of  study  for  Model  Schools  and 
Academies,  and  that  half  an  hour  a  W3ek  ba  devoted  to  thj  study  of  the 
t  tt  book  prescribed  for  the  Elementary  and  Model  School  di olomas. 

The  Sub-committee  on  guarantees  of  Protestant  Education  reported 
progress  to  the  effect  that  a  conference  had  bicn  helJ  with  representa- 
tives of  ihe  Universitiefi/,  and  that  statements  have  been  prepared  of  the 
special  points  requiring  attention. 

The  report  wa?  received  and  the  Sub-Committee  was  contiuuod^ 
with  the  addition  of  the  chairman  ;  and  was  instructed  to  prepare  and  pub- 
lish a  report,  embodying  the  statements  referred  to ,  and  all  points  of 
immediate  importance  with  reference  to  Protestant  rights.  The  Commit- 
tee was  further  requested  to  confer  as  early  as  possible  with  all  persons 
and  bodies  influential  in  the  matter,  so  as  to  guard  the  interest  of  Pro- 
testant education  as  eff/ctually  as  possible. 

The  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  presented  an  interim  report  of  his 
work  of  inspection  up  to  date,  which  was  accepted  by  the  Committee, 

The  Secretary  reported,  for  the  information  of  the  Committee,  that  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Institute  Committee  to  hold  four  Institutes  next 
Summer,  beginning  as  follows  :  Liunoxville,  July  12th:  Bedford,  July 
19th  ;  Aylmer,  July  26th,  and  Ormstown,  August  2iid  Each  meeting  will 
continue  four  days  In  order  that  the  work  of  the  Institutes  may  not  bj 
confin(»d  to  a  short  session  of  four  days,  a  course  of  study  has  been  pra. 
pared  which  teachers  may  read  up  during  the  next  six  months,  and  so  add 
very  raucli  to  the  value  of  the  Institutes.  At  the  close  of  each  lastitate,  a 
set  of  questions  will  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  Institute,  who  ha? 
attended  regularly.  The  members  will  be  required  to  prepare  au&\rerst4i 
these  questions  at  their  leisure,  and  return  them  to  the  Secretary  of  tbi 
Department.  When  these  answers  have  been  examined  and  xaarked,  ibi 
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certificates  of  attendance  with  the  percentage  of  marks  gained  will  be 
mailed  to  each  member. 

The  lecturers  at  these  Institutes  will  be  Dr.  Eobius,  Dr  McG-regor,  Dr 
Harper,  and  the  Rev.  Elson  I.  Itexford. 

Dr  Robins  will  take  up  Object  Lessons,  and  Goldsmith's  Deserted 
Village,  and  has  given  instructions  concerning  a  preparatory  course  of 
reading.  Dr  McGregor  will   take  up  Arithmetic  and  Simple   Mensuration. 

Dr.   Harper  will  discuss  Class  Management,  as   in  Baldwin's  School 

Manyg»'ment,  Part  VI. 

Rev.  Elson  I.  Rexford  will    continue  the  subject  of  School   Discipline 

as  in  Baldwin's  School  Management,  Part  III.

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Which  day  a  special  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  C. 
P.  I.  was  held,  upon  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  to  consider  the  report  of 
the  Sub-committee  on  the  relation  of  Protestant  Universities  and  Superior 
Schools  to  the  Professions  and  Professional  Examinations  and  for  other 
business. 

Present  :  The  Right  Rev.  James  Williams,  D.D..  in  the  chair ,  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Cook;  R.  W.  Heneker,  Esq.,  D.CX, ;  The  Rev.  Dr.  Matthews ; 
E.  J,  Hemming,  Esq  ,  D,CtI/-  ;  The  Hon.  Ji^mee  Fenier  ;  The  Rev,  Greorya 
Veir,  L.L,D, 
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Letters  were  read  from  Sir  William  Dawson,  the  Rev.  Canon  Norman, 
Gr.  L.  Hasten,  Esq.,  and  the  Hon.  Mr,  Justice  Church  regretting  their 
inability  to  be  present. 

The  secretary  read  the  notice  upon  which  this  special  meeting  was 
called,  and  also  the  following  circular  letter  which  had  been  addressed  to 
the  Protestant  Members  of  the  Provincial  Legislature.* — 

Quebec,  26th.  March,  1887. 

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  to  inform  you  :  (1)  That  it  is  the  desire 
of  the  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Protestant  members  of  the  Provincial 
Legislature,  respecting  legislation  which  is  desired  in  reference  to  the 
relation  of  Protestant  Universities  and  Superior  Schools  to  the  Professions 
and  Professional  examinations.  [2]  That  a  special  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee has  been  called  for  Wednesday,  the  30th  inst.,  at  ihe  Council  Uoom, 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Quebec.  [8]  That  the  conft^rence  with 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  will  take  ]>lace  at  eleven  o'clook  a.m.,  on 
that  day,  at  which  you  are  specially  requested  to  be  present.

In  the  absence  of  the  Convener,  The  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Church,  I)r- 
Heneker  presented  the  following  report  of  the  sub-committee  : — 

To  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

(Report  of  Sub-committee  on  the  relation  of  the  Protestant  Universi- 
ties and  Protestant  Superior  St;hools  to  the  Professions  and  Professional 
Examinations^) : — 

Complaint  is  made  that  the  Bar  Act  of  the  last  session  has  infringed 
on  the  rights  and  privileges  of  th^  Protestant  minority  in  this  Province, 
as  regards  education.  By  that  Act,  both  the  general  system  of  education, 
regulated  by  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, and  the  general  Course  of  Study  followed  in  the  Protestant  Univer- 
sities, (McGill  College  and  Bishop's  College.)  as  well  as  the  Special  Law 
Course  of  these  Institutions,  have  been  interfered  with,  and  are  now 
endangered. 

In  order  to  attain  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  question  raised,  it 
will  be  as  well  to  consider  :  — 

1.  What  are  the  rights  and  privileges  secured  to  the  Protestant  minor- 
ity by  the  Confederation  Act    ( The  Bristish   North  America  Act,  1867 )  ? 

2,  In  what  respects  have  these  rights  and  privileges  been  infringed 
npou  OT  8?t  awde  ?  . 
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The  foUowinpf  extract  from  the  Confederation  Act  gives  in  full  the 
clauses  referring  to  education  : — 

"  Sec.  93.  In  and  for  each  Province,  the  Legislature  may  exclusively 
make  laws  in  rel  ition  to  education,  subject  and  according  to  the  following 
provisions  : — 

1,  Nothing  in  any  such  law  shall  prejudicially  affect  anyTi<rhtor 
privilege  with  respect  to  denominational  schools,  which  any  class  of 
persons  have,  by  law,  in  the  Province  at  the  Union. 

2.  All  the  powers, privileges  and  duties  of  the  Union,by  law  confened 
and  imposed  in  Upper  Canada  on  the  separate  schools  and  school  trustees 
of  the  Queen's  Roman  Catholic  subjects,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
extended  to  the  dissentient  schools  of  the  Queen's  Protestant  and  Boman 
Catholic  subjects  in  Quebec. 

i<.  Where  in  any  Province  a  system  of  separated  or  dissentient  schools 
exists  by  law  at  the  Union,  or  is  thereafter  established  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  Province,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  Grovernor-General  in  Council 
from  any  act  or  decision  of  any  Provincial  Authority  affecting  any  right 
or  privilege  of  the  Protestant  or  Roman  Catholic  Minority  of  the  Queen's 
subjects  in  relation  to  education. 

4.  In  case  any  such  Provincial  law,  as,  from  time  to  time,  seems  to  thd 
Govcrnor-Gren-ral  in  Council  requisite  for  the  due  execution  of  the  pro- 
visions of  tliis  ^eotion,  is  not  made,  or  in  case  any  decision  of  the  Grovernor- 
General  in  Council  on  any  appeal  under  this  section  is  not  duly  executed 
by  the  proper  Provincial  Authority  in  that  behalf,  then  and  in  every  such 
case,  and  as  far  only  as  the  circumstances  of  each  case  require,  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada  may  make  remedial  laws  for  the  due  execution  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  of  any  decision  of  the  Grovernor-General  in 
Council  under  this  section." 

It  is  clear  from  these  provisions  that  the  differences  known  to  exist 
in  the  several  Provinces  on  the  subject  of  education  were  recognized,  and 
that,  while  granting  power  to  each  Province  to  make  its  own  laws  in 
relation  to  education,  the  rights  of  Minorities  were  to  be  respected  and 
maintained. 

Clause  1  guards  denominational  schools  established  in  the  Province  at 
the  Union. 

Clause  2  provides  that  the  powers,  privileges  and  duties  conferred 
and  imposed  at  the  Unipn  in  Upper  Canada  on  Roman  Catholics,  shall  be 
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and  are  exlended  to  dissentient  school^,  Roman  Catholic  or  Protestant,  in 
Quebec. 

Clauses  3  and  4  give  the  right  of  app3al  to  the  Grovernor-G-eneral, 
and  power  to  make  remedial  laws  to  the  Tarliament  of  Canada  in  case  of 
need. 

Now  under  Clause  1,  the  Universities  must  be  classed  ; — 

1.  Bishop's  College  is  an  Institution  founded  and  governed  by  th^* 
Church  of  England  in  Canada, 

2.  McGrill  College  is  essentially  Protestant. 

8.  Laval  is  essentially  a  Roman  Catholic  Institution. 

Therefore  no  law  should  be  or  ought  to  have  been  pa<jsed,  likely  to 
affect  projndicially  the  rights  or  privileges  of  aay  of  these  Institutions. 

Selecting  in  the  first  instance,  the  Bar,  as  a  profession  which  ha$ 
obtained  special  powers  from  the  Legislature,  let  us  examine  its  position 
at  the  Union,  in  relation  to  Education. 

The  Bar  Act  of  1866,  29-*30  Vict,,  cap.  27,  was  in  force  at  the  time  of 
Confederation.  Referring  to  that  portion  of  this  Act,  regulating  Examin- 
ations and  Admission  to  Study  and  Practice,  we  find  that :  — 

Sec.  26  prescribes  that  every  Council  of  a  Section  may  make  By-la Wi 
to  regalate  the  Examination  for  admission  to  the  study  and  the  practice 
of  the  profession  of  an  Advocate. 

Three  or  five  members  of  the  Bar,  who  shall  hav^  practised  more  than 
five  years  as  Advocates,  were  to  bj  appointed  as  a  Committee  to  oxamiue 
Candidates. 

The  requirements  for  practice  (Vide  Sec.  2,  §  I. ) 

**  That  he  has  studied  rt»gularly  and  without  interruption  under  a 
Notarial  agreem  mt  as  a  Clerk  and  Student  with  a  practising  Advocate 
during  four  consecutive  years  ;  or  three  consecutive  years,  if  he  has  lol- 
lowed  a  regular  and  complete  Course  of  Law  in  a  University  or  Incorpor- 
ated College,  in  which  such  Course  of  Liw  is  established,  which  Course 
of  Law  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  ;  and  that 
he  has  taken  a  Degree  in  Law  in  such  University  or  Incorporated  College  ; 
and  such  Course  of  Law  may  be  followed  at  the  same  time  that  the 
student  is  serving  his  time  of  study  under  articles.** 

2.  "The  Governor,  from  time  to  time,  may  require  of  all  Universities 
or  Incorporated  Colleges  claiming  to  have  established  therein  such  a  Course 
of  Law,  a  Report  fully  shewing  the  detailed  requirements  of  such  Course ;  and,  by 
Order  in    Council,  he   may   declare  his  approval  thereof,  if  the   same  are 
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deemed  sufficient  ;  or  he  may  prescribe  such  otiier  and  further  requirements  as 
may  be  deemed  fit ;  and  no  diploma  or  degree  in  Law  shall  avail  under 
this  Section  unless  granted  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  sucli 
Order  in  Council, " 

Such  were  the  Bar  relations  at  the  time  of  Confederation.  After 
Confederation,  the  Bar  Act  was  amended  in  1869. 

32  Vict.,  Cap.  2^,  Sec.  18  of  this  Act  is  interesting,  as  defining  the 
meaning  of  **.Liberal  Education.  "     It  reads  as  follows — 

The  Liberal  Education  required  for  admission  to  the  study  of  the 
Law  shall  include  a  Complete  Course  of  Classical  study,  viz  : — 

'*Latin  rudiments,  Syntax,  Method, Versification,  Belles-lettres,  Rhetoric 
and  Philosophy  inclusive  or  any  other  Complete  Course  of  Classical  study 
tauf^ht  in  Incorporated  Colleges,  Seminaries  or  Universities,''  No  change  or 
attempt  to  change  the  status  of  Protestants  in  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  Universities  was  made  under  this  Act. 

In  1881  the  Bar  Acts  were  Consolidated  and  changes  of  importance 
were  then  made.  Under  section  33  of  this  Act  the  General  Council  of  the 
Bar  is  substituted  for  the  Council  of  a  Section  in  the  control  of  the 
Pixamination  and  qualifications  of  Candidates  for  Admission  to  the  Study 
of  Law,  and  by  section  43  it  is  provided  that  in  addition  to  the  Liberal 
Education  hitherto  deemed  sufiicient  the  Candidate  **  must  pass  a  written 
and  oral  examination  "  on  the  subjects  indicated  in  a  programme  printed 
and  published  under  their  f  the   Examiners')   supervision   or   that  of  the 

Council. 

These  changes  se^m  to  your  Sub-committee  a  direct  infringement  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Protestant  miaority,  as  will  be   explained 

below. 

Lastly  we  come  to  the  Bar  Act  of  1888 — the  Aat  of  last  Se8sion-49-50 
Vict.,  Cap.  34.  By  this  Act,  further  aggressive  action  is  taken  in  favor  of 
the  G-eneral  Council.     Vide  Sec.  41  and  following. 

AVe  find  that  under  Sec.  49,  the  General  council  is  substituted  for  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  in  the  powers  before  that  time  given  to  the  latter  to 
inquire  into  and  when  needed  to  prescribe  the  Law  Course  of  the  Universi- 
ties. The  General  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  determine  the  subjects 
which  shall  be  studied  and  the  number  of  lectures  which  shall  ba  follow- 
ed in  each  subject  to  constitute  a  regular  Law  Course. 

And  further  the  curriculum  so  established  shall  not  be  altered,  except 
by  a  **  two  thirds  vote  "  of  tjie  members  of  the  G-eneral  Council  and  the 
degree  in  Law^  as  well  as  the  Law  Course,  shall  avail  only,  in  so  far  as  the 
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prescribed  curriculum  has  been  effectually  followed  by  the  University  or 
College. 

There  is  also  a  lengthening  of  the  period  of  Clerkship  even  to  the 
holder  of  a  degree  under  the  above  conditions,  instead  of  a  '*  three  years  " 
Course  :  he  is  made  to  serve  "  four  years  "  with  a  practising  Advocate. 

Thus  far  your  Sub-Committee  have  dealt  with  the  case  of  the  Bar,  but 
they  regret  to  say  that  they  are  led  to  believe,  on  what  they  deem  high 
authority,  that  the  Medical  Profession  is  also  about  to  seek  legislative 
powers  so  as  to  introduce  changes  into  the  Medical  Act  which  tend  in 
the  same  direction  as  those  complained  of  in  the  Bar  Act  of  last  session. 

The  cases  of  the  two  professions  are  not  absolutely  identical,  for  on 
the  governing  body  of  the  Medical  Profession,  the  Universities  are  repre- 
sented. Vide  40  Vict.,  Cap,  26  Sec.  4,  and  42-43  Vict.,  Cap.  37,  Sec,  4, 
-which  is  not  the  case  with  the  Bar.  As  however  no  Medical  Bill  has  yet, 
so  far  as  your  Sub-Committee  is  aware — been  prepared,  it  is,  of  course, 
impossible  to  know  the  exact  nature  and  extent  of  the  powers  to  be  a{>ked 
for,  but  your  Sub-Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  present 
system  of  Examinations  for  the  degrees  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  which 
take  place  in  the  presence  of  Assessors  and  qualify  candidates  for  the 
license  to  practise  as  well  as  for  the  degree  of  C.  M.  M.  D.  [Vide  42-43 
Vict.,  Cap.  32,  Sec.  13,]  is  to  be  changed  and  the  University  degrees  are 
to  be  henceforth  treated  as  purely  honorary,  the  license  to  practise  being 
given  only  after  a  separate  and  purely  professional  examination. 

Your  Sub-Committee  would  see  no  objections  to  this,  if  there  were  a 
general  **  Medical  Examining  Board  for  the  whole  Dominion,  "  on  which 
the  Universities  could  be  represented,  so  that  the  University  degrees  in 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  as  well  as  the  License  to  practise,  would  follow 
the  results  of  this  Examination.  In  this  way,  the  tone  and  status  of  the 
profession  would  be  raised,  and  the  C.  M.  M.  D.  of  Canada  would  rank 
with  any  like  degree  in  the  world. 

But  failing  this  broader  view  of  the  question,  your  Sub-Committee 
see  no  advantage  in  the  change  from  the  present  system.  As  to  the  exa- 
mination for  Admission  to  Study,  it  is  purely  a  general  Educational  ques- 
tion, not  a  technical  one,  and  your  Sub-Committee  deprecate  any  inter- 
ierence  on  the  part  of  professional  bodies  in  the  matter  of  General  Educa- 
tion as  followed  in  Protestant  Schools  under  the  control  of  the  Protestant 
Committee.  All  that  any  professional  body  is  entitled  to  claim  is  that 
Candidates  for  Study  should  be  proved  to   have  had  a  Liberal  Education. 

It  must  be  clear  to  every  thinking  mind  that    privileges  conferred   upon 
26 
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members  of  a  profession  in  their  Corporate  capacity  are  so  conferred  iu 
the  interests  of  the  public.  They  are  not  for  the  private  benefit  of  the 
members  of  such  profession. .  The  Legal,  the  Medical  and  other  professions 
are,  no  doubt,  very  important  bodies,to  whom  are  committed  the  fortunes 
and  lives  of  the  citizens  generally,  and  special  obligations  as  well  as  great 
privileges  are  imposed  and  conferred  on  them  for  the  public  benefit.  It  is 
therefore  a  matter  in  which  the  general  public  are  concerned  that  due 
care  should  be  exercised  as  to  the  admission  of  Candidates  both  to  the 
study  and  practice  of  these  professions.  But  that  these  professional  bodies 
should  become  "  Close  Corporations  "  with  power  to  bur  the  doors  -against 
all  but  persons  whose  Liberal  Education  has  been  carried  on  only  after 
the  programme  of  each  profession,  is  a  monstrous  evil  which  ueed«  only 
to  be  mentioned  to  be  condemned. 

So   long  as  the   Lieutenant-Governor  in   Council — the   Head  of  the 

State — exercised  a  power  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  at  large,  all  was   well, 

more  especially  as  it  was  understood  that  there  would  be  no  interference, 

except  in  case  of  some  acknowledged  abuse,  but  to  transfer  this  power  to 

a  professional  body,  which,  by  its  very  nature  and  constitution,   mast  be 

considered  one-sided  and  partial  ;  is,  on  the  face  of  it,  open  to  .very  serious 
objection. 

The  danger  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  proportion  of  Protestants  to  Soman 
Catholics  in  this  Province  is  only  as  one  to  six,  and  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  General  Council  of  the  Bar,  that  body  will  have  a  large  nurab3r  of  its 
members,  perhaps  all,  lloman  Catholics. 

There  w^as  a  ceitaiu  amount  of  dini>*»^r  when  the  (*ontrol  lav  with  the 
Councils  of  Sections,  but  as  in  Protestant  distric^ts  there  was  a  tolerable 
certainty  of  Protestant  repn^s^ntation  in  the  Council,  there  was  nothing 
serious  in  this  danger. 

But  the  programme  of  the  General  Council  ignores  Protestant  Educa- 
tion altogether  by  the  introduction  of  subjects  extraneous  to  the  system. 

They  put  aside  the  well  known  fact  that  so  diverse  are  the  systems 
of  Roman  Catholics  and  Protestants,  that  two  Committees  of  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction  exist. 

The  provisions — quoted  above — made  at  the  time  of  Confederation, 
reco^^nize  this  divergence,  and  guard  the  rights  of  Minorities,  whether 
Eoman  Catholic  or  Protestant. 

Your  Sub-Committee  can  come  to  no  other  conclusioBi  than  the  fol* 
lowing  : — 
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1.  That  the  attention  of  the  Government  be  formally  called  to  the 
serious  disadvantages  from  which  the  Protestant  population  of  this  Pro- 
vince are  now  suffering,  through  the  operation  of  the  Bar  Act  of  last 
session,  which,  in  many  of  its  clauses,  infringes  on  their  rights  and  privi- 
leges. 

2.  That  a  demand  be  made  for  the  abrogation  of  the  objectionable 
clauses  of  the  said  Act. 

3.  That,  in  order  to  guard  against  a  recurrence  of  the  evil  complained 
of,  the  Legislature  be  requested  to  make  provision  for  the  appointment  of 
two  Examining  Boards  ibr  the  examination  of  Candidates  seeking  to  enter 
on  the  study  of  all  or  any  of  the  professions. 

4.  That  one  of  such  Examining  Boards  be  Koman  Catholic,  the  other 
Protestant,  and  that  each  Board  be  appointed  by  its  own  proper  Commit- 
tee of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

5.  That  the  Arts  degrees  of  the  Universities  be  recognized,  as  entitling 
the  holders  of  such  degrees,  to  enter  on  the  study  of  any  profession  with- 
out preliminary  examination,  on  the  ground  that  these  degrees  constitute 
in  themselves  the  best  possible  evidence  of  a  Liberal  Edacatioii. 

6.  That  no  interference  in  the  curriculum  of  study  of  any  Faculty  of 
any  University  by  any  professional  body  be  allowed,  but  that  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  law  giving  power  to  the  Lieutenant-Cxovernor  to  inquire  into, 
and  if  needs  be,  prescribe  the  Course  of  Study,  be  restored,  it  being  taken 
for  granted  that  due  care  would  always  be  shown  in  instituting  such 
inquiry. 

That  no  privilege  be  granted  to  any  University  not  shared  by  the 
others  now  existing  in  this  Province,  or  which  may  tend  to  the  disadvan- 
tage of  any  one  of  such  Institutions. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Dr.  Heneker  then  submitted  for  the  information  of  the  Committee 
tlie  petition  to  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  from  the  University  of  Bishop's  College,  Ljnnoxville,  concer- 
ning subjects  under  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

.  In  the  absence  of  Sir  William  Dawson,  the  Secretary  read,  for  the 
information  of  the  Committee,  a  similar  petition  to  th«  Hon,  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  from  the  University  of  McGrill  College.  Dr,  Heneker  also 
presented  certain  Resolutions  from  the  Law  Faculty  of  Bishop's  College 
St.  Francis  Section  of  the  Council  of  the  Bar, 
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In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  notice,  the  Conference  with  the 
Protestant  members  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  was  held  at  11  o'clock. 
There  were  present  the  following  members  of  the  Legislature  : —

Members  of  Legislative  Assembly. — The  Hon.  J.  G.  Eobertson,  The 
Hon.  W.  W.  Lynch  ;  E.  E.  Spencer  Esq  ;  William  Owens  Esq  ;  John 
Mcliitosh  Esq  ;  A.  S,  Johnston  Esq  ;  J.  S.  Hall  Esq  ;  Ozro   Baldwin,  Esq} 

The  Chairman  explained  the  object  of  the  Conference  and  called  upon 
the  secretary  to  read,  for  the  information  of  the  Members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  memorials  from  the  two  Universities.  Dr.  Heneker  thenreadihe 
report  of  the  Sub-committee  on  the  Relation  of  Protestant  Universities 
and  Superior  Schools  to  the  Professions  and  Professional  Examinations, 
and  gave  necessary  explanations  concerning  the  same.  A  discusion  follow- 
ed, in  which  the  Hon.  W.  W.  Lynch,  Hon.  D,  A.  Ross,  E.  J.  Hemming 
Esq,  Hon.  F.  E.  Gilman,  Rev.  Dr.  Cook,  Hon.  James  Ferrier  .and  Hon.  J. 
G.  Robertson,  took  part,  after  which  the  conference  closed. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Sub-committee  had  an  interview 
with  the  Premier  of  the  Province,  and  submitted  to  him  the  memortn- 
dum  prepared  concerning  Protestant  Universities  and  Professional  Exam- 
inations. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Hemming,  seconded  by  Dr.  Matthews,  it  was 

Resolved. — That  the  report  of  the  Sub-committee  named  to  consider 
the  relation  of  Protestant  Universities  and  Protestant  Superior  Schools  to 
the  Professions  and  Professional  Examinations  be  adopted, with  the  excep- 
tion of  that  portion  which  may  be  supposed  to  raise  the  question  of  the 
constitutionality  of  section  49  of  Act  49-50  Vict.,  Chap.  34,  being*  an  Act 
respecting  the  Bar  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  which,'  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Committee,  requires  further  consideration. 

And  with  the  aforesaid  reserve  that  the  said  report  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Premier  of  this  Province. 

And,  in  addition  thereto,  that  the  Secretary   of  the    Committee  be  re- 
quested to  draw  up  a  statement   setting   forth  the   extent  to  'which  tlwi 
Course  of  Study  now  followed  in  the  Protestant  Schools  in  this     Provinct 
is  affected  by  the  provisions  of  said  section. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  then  adjorned.
